Mr.  C.  D.  Minor  offered  the  following  joint  resolution, 
namely : 

Whereas,  it  is  manifestly  expedient  for  the  welfare  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky  that  all  expenses  of  the  State  be  cur- 
tailed to  the  greatest  possible  extent;  therefore. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky,  that  no  help  be  employed  by  this  Gen- 
eral Assembly  except  that  provided  by  the  Constitution  of 
this  State. 


Ordered  that  said  resolution  lie  on  the  clerk's  desk. 
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A  message  was  received  from  the  Governor  in  writing 
as  follows,  viz. : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

At  this  date  there  are  outstanding  due  and  unpaid  inter- 
est-bearing warrants  of  this  Commonwealth  in  the  sum  of 
$2,884,371.11,  and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  5%.  It  is 
true  these  obligations  aggregate  much  less  than  the  bonded 
indebtedness  of  many  states;  this,  however,  is  not  and  can 
not,  under  the  Constitution  of  Kentucky,  be  made  a  bonded 
indebtedness.  Could  it  be  funded  at  a  low  rate  of  interest 
and  its  payment  distributed  over  an  extended  period,  the 
General  Assembly  might  find  some  excuse  for  postponing 
that  strict  and  rigid  econom}^  now  imperatively  necessary. 
Those  engaged  in  the  public  service  have  a  right  to  expect 
prompt  payment  for  services  rendered  and  that  payment 
should  be  made  in  cash  and  not  in  a  promise  to  pay.  Where 
these  warrants  bear  a  low  rate  of  interest  they  are  subject 
to  a  discount  and  that  discount  is  a  burden  upon  those  to 
whom  they  are  payable,  which  they  are  under  no  obligation 
to  bear.  If  they  bear  such  a  high  rate  of  interest  as  to 
render  them  readily  convertible  into  cash,  that  rate  of  in- 
terest is  an  indefensible  drain  upon  the  revenues  of  the 
State.  If  these  warrants  are  allowed  to  accumulate  in  the 
future  as  they  have  in  the  past,  one  of  two  things  will  in- 
evitably happen.  They  will  either  be  hawked  about  at  a  dis- 
count to  the  annoyance  and  deprivation  of  the  citizen,  or  the 
interest  rate  will  necessarily  be  increased  to  the  further  ex- 
haustion of  an  already  depleted  public  treasury.  Banks  and 
other  fiscal  institutions  are  now  exhausting  the  ingenuity  of 
the  astute  and  patriotic  business  men  in  charge  of  them  in 
devising  some  plan  to  maintain  these  multiplying  obligations 
at  par.  It  is  therefore  the  peremptory  obligation  of  all  pub- 
lic servants  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest,  to  practice  for 
the  time  being  at  least,  the  most  rigid  economy  in  every  de- 
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partment  and  in  every  detail  of  the  public  service  in  order 
that  these  obligations  may  be  paid  and  in  order  that  a  ma- 
terial part  of  them  may  be  retired  without  hesitation  and 
without  delay.  I  know  that  this  will  require  courage,  patriot- 
ism and  firmness  on  the  part  of  the  General  Assembly.  You 
will  be  called  upon  to  resist — to  resolutely  resist — the  im- 
portunity of  many  good  and  patriotic  people,  tireless  and 
zealous  in  their  desire  to  expend  money  which  the  State  has 
not,  for  all  kinds  and  characters  of  projects  in  themselves 
most  laudable. 

Those  Avho  propose  additional  appropriations  should  at 
least,  at  the  same  time,  be  able  to  suggest  some  method  by 
which  the  additional  revenue  necessary  to  meet  the  expendi- 
ture may  be  provided.  Additional  appropriations  under  the 
circumstances,  without  an  immediate  and  corresponding  in- 
crease in  taxation,  are  out  of  the  question.  It  is  liard  to 
conceive  any  new  project,  however  laudable,  which  would 
justify  the  Legislature  in  inflating  the  present  costl}^  and  in- 
defensible method  of  floating  the  public  debt. 

Extra  Help. 

There  is  a  certain  expenditure — in  the  opinion  of  many, 
an  unwise  and  unnecessary  expenditure — positively  pro- 
hibited by  an  authority  higher  and  more  binding  than  the 
manifest  obligation  to  economize  in  every  department  of  the 
public  service.  I  refer  to  the  employment  of  extra  help  which 
will  cost,  if  such  a  program  is  carried  out,  approximately 
$200.00  a  day  during  the  present  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly. Whether  this  help  is  advisable  or  necessary  is  not 
a  matter  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  House  or  Senate.  It  is 
positively  and  unequivocally  prohibited  by  the  express  man- 
date of  the  Constitution  of  Kentucky.  Section  249  leaves,  in 
my  opinion,  no  room  for  doubt: 

'^The  House  of  Representatives  of  tlie  General  Assem- 
bly shall  not  elect,  appoint,  employ,  or  pay  for,  exceeding 
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one  chief  clerk,  one  assistant  clerk,  one  enrolling  clerk,  one 
sergeant-at-arms,  one  door-keeper,  one  janitor,  two  cloak- 
room keepers  and  four  pages ;  and  the  Senate  shall  not  elect, 
appoint,  employ,  or  pay  for,  exceeding  one  chief  clerk,  one 
assistant  clerk,  one  enrolling  clerk,  one  sergeant-at-arms,  one 
door-keeper,  one  janitor,  one  cloak-room  keeper  and  three 
pages;  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  general 
law  for  fixing  the  per  diem  or  salary  of  all  of  said  employes." 

If  construction  of  language,  so  emphatic  and  explicit, 
were  necessary,  it  has  been  construed  by  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals in  the  case  of  James,  Auditor  v.  Cromwell,  129  Ky., 
page  513 : 

"It  is  urged  that  work  of  the  character  which  was  per- 
formed by  appellee  was  absolutely  necessary  in  order  that 
the  business  of  the  Senate  might  be  expeditiously  carried  on. 
This  argument  would  address  itself  most  forcibly  to  the 
Legislature  as  a  reason  why  the  Constitution  should  be 
amended  so  as  to  give  to  the  respective  legislative  bodies 
more  employes  than  those  designated  in  section  249,  if  it 
should  be  found  necessary  to  have  such  employes  in  order 
to  properly  conduct  its  business.  Such  an  argument,  how- 
ever, has  no  place,  and  cannot  be  considered  here.  Again, 
it  is  urged  that  these  services  should  be  paid  for  as  a  con- 
tingent expense  of  the  Senate.  AVe  can  not  agree  with 
learned  counsel  that  an  employment  of  this  character  could 
be  paid  for  as  a  contingent  expense ;  for,  if  one  copyist  could 
be  so  employed  and  paid,  the  number  could  be  multiplied  ad 
libitum,  and  the  very  jDurpose  and  aim  of  the  constitutional 
provision  defeated." 

Those  only  are  worthy  to  write  the  law"  who  respect  the 
law,  and  the  most  sacred  of  all  legislation  is  the  organic  act 
creating,  defining  and  restricting  the  powers  of  state  and 
federal  governments.  The  prime  purpose  of  all  constitutions 
is  to  set  a  limit  inviolate  and  impassable  upon  legislators 
themselves.  Whenever  the  Constitution  is,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  General  Assembly  or  of  the  peo^ole  who  elect  it,  too  bind- 
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ing  or  inadequate  for  the  purposes  for  wliieli  it  was  ordained, 
that  instrument  provides  tlie  method  and  the  only  method 
by  which  it  may  be  altered  or  any  of  its  provisions  abro- 
gated. It  is  your  privilege,  with  the  assent  of  the  people,  to 
amend  it.  It  is  the  privilege  of  no  man,  high  or  low,  to  ignore 
or  to  violate  it.  Whenever  the  Constitution  ceases  to  be  re- 
vered and  obeyed,  civil  government — the  republican  form  of 
government — ordained  and  established  by  tlie  fathers,  is  no 
longer  secure  and  cannot  and  will  not  long  be  maintained. 
For  that  reason,  every  officer  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest 
is  required  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  to  take,  in  the 
presence  of  those  who  have  entrusted  him  with  authority,  a 
solemn  oath  to  obey  and  to  maintain  the  Constitution  of  his 
country.  In  the  language  of  Judge  Bennett,  in  Varney  v. 
Justice,  86  Kentucky,  page  600,  its  provisions  are  never 
directory,  they  are  mandatory: 

^'The  Constitution  of  the  State  was  adopted  by  the 
people  of  the  State  as  the  fundamental  law  of  the  State.  This 
fundamental  law  was  designed  by  the  people  adopting  it  to 
be  restrictive  upon  the  powers  of  the  several  departments  of 
government  created  by  it.  It  was  intended  by  the  people 
that  all  departments  of  the  State  government  should  shape 
their  conduct  by  this  fundamental  law.  Its  every  section 
was,  doubtless,  regarded  by  the  people  adopting  it  as  of 
vital  importance,  and  worthy  to  become  a  part  and  parcel 
of  the  constitutional  form  of  government,  by  which  the  gov- 
ernments as  well  as  the  governed  were  to  be  governed.  Its 
every  mandate  ivas  intended  to  he  paramount  autliority  to 
all  persons  holding  official  trusts,  in  whatever  department  of 
government,  and  to  the  sovereign  people  themselves.  No 
mere  unessential  matters  were  intended  to  be  ingraftd  in  it; 
but  each  section  and  each  article  was  solemnly  weighed  and 
considered  and  found  to  be  essential  to  the  form  of  constitu- 
tional government  adopted.  Whenever  the  language  used  is 
prohibitory,  it  was  intended  to  be  a  positive  and  unequivocal 
negation.  Whenever  the  language  contains  a  grant  of  power, 
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it  was  intended  as  a  mandate.  Whenever  the  language  gives 
a  direction  as  to  the  manner  of  exercising  a  power,  it  was 
intended  that  the  power  should  be  exercised  in  the  manner 
directed,  and  in  no  other  manner.  It  is  an  instrument  of 
words,  granting  powers,  restraining  powers  and  reserving 
rights.  These  words  are  fundamental  words,  meaning  the 
thing  itself ;  they  breathe  no  spirit  except  the  spirit  to  be 
found  in  them.  To  say  that  these  words  are  directory  merely, 
is  to  license  a  violation  of  the  instrument  every  day  and 
every  hour.  To  preserve  the  instrument  inviolate,  we  must 
regard  its  words,  except  when  expressly  permissive,  as 
mandatory,  as  breathing  the  spirit  of  command.'' 

I  have  every  assurance  that  the  General  Assembly  will 
render  cheerful  and  reverent  obedience  to  this  plain  pro- 
vision of  the  Constitution  and  will  employ  during  their  de- 
liberations only  those  persons  explicitly  authorized  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Platform  Pledges. 

The  members  of  the  party  in  control  of  both  branches 
of  the  General  Assembly  have  been  instructed  by  their  sev- 
eral constituencies  to  carry  into  effect  certain  reforms  de- 
manded, with  unexampled  emphasis  and  unanimity.  Those 
whom  we  represent  confidently  expect  us  to  proceed  without 
delay  and  to  complete  as  soon  as  it  may  be  well  and  wisely 
done,  the  enactment  of  legislation  providing  for: 

(1)  The  abolition  of,  or  such  change  in,  our  prison  con- 
tract labor  sj-stem  as  will  make  available  to  the  State  and  to 
the  several  counties,  the  labor  of  such  convicts  as  may  be 
safely  worked  outside  of  the  penitentiaries  in  the  construc- 
tion of  public  roads  and  in  the  manufacture  and  production 
of  road  material; 

(2)  To  such  an  amendment  to  the  present  Text  Book 
Commission  law  as  to  provide  for  the  gradual  change  in  the 
adoption  of  text  books,  when  the  change  is  deemed  necessary. 
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instead  of  changing  the  entire  series  at  the  end  of  any  fixed 
or  stipulated  period,  or  in  any  one  year; 

(3)  For  the  establishment  of  a  Bureau  of  Markets; 

(4)  County,  State  and  federal  officers  are  now  elected 
by  the  direct  voice  of  the  people.  We  are  pledged  to  so 
amend  our  election  laws  to  the  end  that  every  device  by  vrhich 
the  popular  will  is  delayed  or  perverted  may  be  eliminated 
and  those  guilty  of  fraud  or  corruption  in  such  elections 
detected  and  punished; 

(5)  To  the  enactment  of  a  more  adequate  and  stringent 
anti-trust  act; 

(6)  To  the  increase  of  the  powers  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission, vesting  it  with  the  authority  to  regulate  other  pub- 
lic utilities ; 

(7)  To  the  enactment  of  legislation  compensating  work- 
men for  injuries  received  in  the  course  of  their  employment, 
just  alike  to  the  employer  and  the  employe; 

(8)  To  the  enactment  of  stringent  anti-pass  and  anti- 
lobby  acts; 

(9)  To  the  enactment  of  a  corrupt  practices  act; 

(10)  To  such  a  revision  of  our  tax  laws  as  to  equitably 
distribute  the  burdens  of  taxation  among  the  tax  payers  of 
the  State. 

The  matters  to  which  I  have  called  your  attention  are 
all  contained  in  the  last  platform  of  the  Democratic  Party, 
a  covenant  entered  into  by  duly  accredited  delegates  without 
a  dissenting  voice.  Nominees  of  that  party  elected  upon  that 
platform  are  solemnly  bound  to  carry  into  effect  each  and 
all  of  these  covenants.  The  whole  contract  is  broken  when 
any  essential  part  of  it  is  ignored.  Faith  is  not  kept  by  a 
partial  performance  of  such  obligations,  and  the  General 
Assembly  wall  not  and  should  not  escape  just  criticism  if  it 
fails  to  carry  out  honesth^  and  adequately  the  entire  legis- 
lative program. 
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Universal  Demand  for  Remedial  Legislation. 

These  reforms,  however,  are  suggested  not  hy  a  single 
political  organization,  but  by  all  parties  and  all  factions,  and 
are  demanded  by  all  right-thinking  and  forward-looking  men. 

The  Republican  and  Independent  parties  are  both  com- 
mitted to  such  legislation  and  one  or  both  are  now  urging  the 
passage  of  a  corrupt  practices  act,  an  increase  in  the  powers 
of  your  Railroad  Commission,  a  revision  of  our  taxing  sys- 
tem, anti-pass  and  anti-lobby  legislation. 

A  Corrupt  Practices  Act. 

If  this  is  to  be  a  free  and  representative  government,  in 
fact  as  well  as  in  form,  it  is  essential  that  candidates  shall  be 
nominated  and  elected  by  the  uncorrupted  choice  of  their 
fellow-citizens.  The  use  of  a  candidate's  own  private  for- 
tune for  the  purpose  of  debauching  the  electorate  or  of  per- 
petrating frauds  in  the  casting  or  counting  of  ballots  is  bad 
enough;  enormous  corruption  funds  contributed  by  sinister 
interests  for  their  own  selfish  aggrandizement  is  infinitely 
worse.  The  people  are  determined  to  ascertain,  and  they 
have  an  unquestioned  right  to  know,  just  what  amounts  are 
spent  by  candidates  and  by  campaign  committees  for  the  pur- 
pose of  controlling  elections — to  know^  from  whence  the  slush 
fund  comes  and  why  it  is  paid  and  who  receives  and  who  dis- 
burses it. 

Anti-Pass  Legislation. 

The  purification  of  the  ballot,  the  elimination  of  every 
semblance  of  fraud  or  corruption  from  our  elections  is  in- 
deed a  barren  victory,  if  after  their  election  legislative 
agents  expert  in  the  nefarious  art  of  deterring  or  deceiving 
those  entrusted  Avith  the  enactment  or  the  execution  of  the 
law  are  free  to  play  upon  the  ambition,  the  cupidity  or  the 
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fear  of  public  servants.  No  right-thinking  corporation  will 
tender  and  no  self-respecting  officer  will  accept  any  special 
favor  at  the  hands  of  those  seeking  to  influence  his  official 
acts.    Section  197,  of  the  Constitution  of  1891,  provides : 

^'No  railroad,  steamboat,  or  other  common  carrier, 
under  heavy  penalty  to  be  fixed  by  the  General  Assembly, 
shall  give  a  free  pass  or  passes,  or  shall  at  reduced  rates  not 
common  to  the  public,  sell  tickets  for  transportation  to  any 
State,  district,  city,  town  or  county  officer,  and  any  member 
of  the  General  Assembly,  or  judge,  who  shall  accept  or  use 
a  free  pass  or  passes,  or  shall  receive  or  use  tickets  or 
transportation  at  reduced  rates  not  common  to  the  public, 
shall  forfeit  his  office.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General 
Assem.bly  to  enact  laws  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion." 

This  provision  is  as  binding  upon  those  who  respect  the 
Constitution  as  if  legislation  had  already  been  enacted,  pro- 
viding the  severest  penalties  for  its  violation.  Common  car- 
riers know  that  members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  other 
public  officials  must  expend  in  the  discharge  of  their  official 
duties,  large  sums  of  money  for  transportation,  and  when 
this  is  gratuitously  provided,  they  knowingly  incur  the  loss 
of  many  thousand  of  dollars.  If  e'xperience  has  not  demon- 
strated that  this  apparent  loss  is  in  fact  a  profitable  invest- 
ment these  carriers  are  guilty  either  of  an  inexcusable  w^aste 
of  the  property  of  their  stockholders  or  of  placing  an  addi- 
tional and  unwarranted  burden  upon  those  thus  compelled 
to  pay  both  their  own  fare  and  that  of  this  privileged  class 
as  well.  A  public  servant  can  repay  this  obligation  only  by 
so  enacting,  executing  or  interpreting  the  law  as  to  favor  his 
opulent  and  munificent  benefactor.  These  interests  would 
not  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  have  stubbornly,  and  I  regret 
to  say  successfully,  prevented  the  enactment  of  wholesome 
legislation  carrying  into  effect  the  wise  and  beneficent  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution  of  Kentucky  if  they  had  not  be- 
lieved— yes,  if  they  had  not  known — that  in  many  instances

public  officials  did  feel  that  they  were  placed  under  an  obliga- 
tion to  generous  carriers  and  did  reward  them  by  sacrificing 
the  rights  of  the  public  in  the  interest  of  these  concerns. 
Public  officials  are  as  a  rule  as  well  paid  as  the  average 
laborer,  farmer  or  merchant,  and  can  just  as  readily  pay 
their  own  travelling  expenses.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that 
the  public  conscience  is  at  last  aroused  and  no  political  party 
can  longer  afford  to  condone  or  to  tolerate  this  abuse. 

The  Lobby. 

The  right  of  every  interest,  of  every  industry,  of  every 
individual  to  petition  legislative  assemblies  for  the  redress 
of  grievances  or  the  enactment  of  remedial  legislation  is 
admitted.  Those  who  go  before  such  assemblies  in  behalf 
of  the  public  or  of  any  laudable  private  enterprise  court  the 
widest  publicity.  The  reputable  attorney  employed  to  dis- 
cuss either  the  legality  or  the  propriety  of  measures  pend- 
ing before  the  General  Assembly  makes  no  secret  of  his 
business,  appearing  as  openly  as  in  a  court  of  justice.  Those 
whose  purposes  are  commendable,  whose  practices  are  clean, 
will  not  object  to  making  known  the  nature  and  character  of 
their  mission,  and  those  legislative  agents  who  prefer  dark- 
ness rather  than  light  should  be  compelled  to  disclose  just 
who  employs  them  and  what  they  are  employed  for,  and  to 
whom  they  propose  to^  appeal.  Public  records  should  be  pre- 
pared, and  that  as  early  as  possible  in  the  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  one  in  which  attorneys  appearing  before 
this  body  as  retained  counsel,  may  register,  in  the  other  the 
name  of  the  legislative  agent  and  his  employer  should  be 
enrolled.  Such  records  should  recite  in  full  and  in  detail 
just  what  interests  the  legislative  agent  represents  and  in 
just  what  legislation  he  is  interested.  The  heaviest  pains 
and  penalties  permissible  under  the  constitution  of  this 
Commonwealth  and  of  the  United  States  should  be  inflicted 
upon  those  who  attempt  by  secret  and  personal  solicitation 
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to  deceive  or  debauch  the  representatives  of  the  people  by 
crude  bribery  or  by  insidious  promises  of  future  preferment 
or  by  aid  in  the  political  designs  of  the  aspiring.  It  is  not 
necessary  that  I  should  recount  the  immediate  necessity  for 
drastic  legislation  upon  this  subject.  The  insolent  activi- 
ties of  the  legislative  agent,  the  professional  lobbyist  and 
the  known  corruptionist  are  too  recent  to  require  further 
reference  or  review. 

I  have  confined  this  message  to  an  earnest  insistence 
upon  the  immediate  fulfillment  of  platform  pledges.  In  the 
near  future  I  shall  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  our 
penal  and  eleemosynary  institutions  and  to  other  matters 
demanding  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly.

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WEDNESDAY,  JANUARY  5tli,  1916. 

The  House  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Ben- 
jamin Andres,  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church,  of  the 
city  of  Frankfort. 

The  reading  of  the  Journal  of  yesterday's  proceedings 
was  dispensed  w^ith. 

Eli  Berry,  Chief  Clerk  of  this  House,  announced  that 
there  had  been  received  by  him,  notice  of  contest  and  papers 
relative  thereto  in  the  following  case,  viz. :

Which  were  ordered  to  be  tiled  in  the  records  of  the 
House.    Said  notice  reads  as  follows,  viz. :

Notice  of  Contest. 


The  contestee,  W.  C.  Allen,  is  hereby  notified  that  the 
contestant,  S.  C.  Dobbs,  will  contest  your  right  to  a  seat  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  from  the  36th  Legislative  Dis- 
trict of  Kentucky,  at  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 

to  be  held  in  Frankfort,  Kentucky,  beginning  on  the   

day  of  January,  1916,  upon  the  following  grounds,  and  for 
the  following  reasons,  to-wit: 
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First.  Because  the  certification  of  the  vote  received  by 
yon  as  made  by  C.  P.  Huff  and  Blain  Campbell,  election  com- 
missioners of  Clinton  county,  and  certified  to  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  of  Wayne  county,  was  not  true  in 
that  they  certified  that  you  had  received  796  votes,  when  in 
truth  and  in  fact,  the  returns  as  made  by  the  election  officers 
and  filed  in  the  County  Clerk's  office  of  Clinton  county 
showed  by  the  tabulation  which  was  made  by  C.  P.  Huff, 
Blain  Campbell  and  E.  Bertram,  as  election  commissioners 
in  and  for  Clinton  county,  Kentucky,  that  at  the  November 
election,  1915,  you  only  received  in  the  county  of  Clinton, 
753  votes. 

Second.  Because  in  precinct  No.  1,  of  Wayne  county, 
Kentucky,  the  clerk  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  on  the 
ballot  of  six  voters  without  the  voter  being  sworn  as  to 
whether  or  not  he  could  read  and  write,  and  these  votes  were 
certified  by  the  election  officers  as  having  been  votes  for 
W^.  C.  Allen,  and  vv^ere  counted  for  W.  C.  Allen  for  represen- 
tative. 

Third.  Because  in  precinct  No.  4,  of  Wayne  county, 
Kentucky,  the  election  officers  counted  thirty  votes  for 
W.  C.  Allen,  where  his  name  had  been  written  on  the  ballot 
under  the  Republican  device  and  not  stencilled  in  the  square 
opposite  said  Allen's  name.  The  only  mark  the  voter  had 
placed  upon  the  ballot  was  an  X  in  the  circle  under  the  Re- 
publican device. 

Fourth.  Because  the  election  officers  in  precinct  No.  5, 
of  Wayne  county,  Kentucky,  counted  and  certified  that 
W.  C.  Allen  had  received  fourteen  votes,  when  in  truth  and 
in  fact,  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  was  written  on  the  ballot, 
but  the  voter  had  not  stamped  in  the  square  opposite  said 
Allen's  name;  the  only  mark  or  stencilling  the  said  voter 
had  done  was  to  stamp  in  the  circle  under  the  Republican  de- 
vice. 

Fifth.  Because  in  precinct  No.  7,  of  Wayne  county, 
Kentucky,  tlie  election  officers   counted   and  certified  that 
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W.  C.  Allen  had  received  seventy-five  votes  in  that  precinct 
in  said  election,  for  the  office  of  Representative,  when  in 
truth  and  in  fact,  they  counted  for  said  Allen,  votes  that 
were  illegal  and  that  should  not  have  been  counted,  number- 
ing about  twentj^-five,  said  Allen's  name  having  been  written 
under  the  Prohibition  device,  and  for  Judge,  and  Governor, 
and  Commonwealth's  Attorney,  and  under  various  other  de- 
vices other  than  the  Republican  device,  and  many  of  the  votes 
counted  for  said  Allen  were  where  your  name  had  been  writ- 
ten under  the  Republican  device,  but  the  voter  had  failed  to 
stencil  in  the  square  opposite  your  name,  and  only  stencilled 
in  the  circle  under  the  Republican  device. 

Sixth.  Because  in  precinct  No.  8,  of  Wayne  county,  Ken- 
tucky, the  election  officers  counted  and  certified  126  votes  as 
having  been  received  by  W.  C.  Allen,  when  in  truth  and  in 
fact,  more  than  eighty  of  these  votes  were  illegally  counted, 
because  there  were  about  fifty  or  sixty  votes  where  the  voter 
had  written  the  name  of  AY.  C.  Allen  under  the  Republican 
device,  but  failed  to  stamp  in  the  square  opposite  said  name, 
and  only  stamped  in  the  square  under  the  Republican  device. 
There  were  counted  something  like  thirty  or  forty  votes  for 
said  Allen  where  the  voter  had  written  said  Allen's  name 
and  voted  for  said  Allen  for  Circuit  Judge,  Governor,  Com- 
monwealth's Attorney,  and  various  other  offices  under  the 
Prohibition  device,  and  other  devices  other  than  the  Repub- 
lican device,  and  also  many  votes  were  counted  for  said 
Allen  when  the  name  written  could  not  be  made  out  at  all. 

Seventh.  Because  in  precinct  No.  9,  in  Wayne  county, 
Kentucky,  the  election  officers  counted  and  certified  that 
W.  C.  Allen  had  received  for  the  office  of  Representative  in 
that  precinct,  sixty  votes,  when  in  truth  and  in  fact,  there 
were  about  forty  votes  counted  for  said  Allen,  where  the 
voter  had  just  made  a  mark  upon  the  ballot  and  stamped 
opposite  the  mark  and  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  was  not  writ- 
ten upon  the  ballot  at  all.  But  these  were  counted  as  votes 
having  been  received  by  W.  C.  Allen. 
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Eighth.  Because  in  precinct  No.  13,  of  Wayne  county, 
Kentucky,  the  clerk  of  the  election,  without  the  voter  being 
sworn  as  to  whether  or  not  he  could  read  or  write,  wrote  the 
name  of  W.  C.  Allen  on  about  fifty  ballots  or  more,  before  the 
ballot  was  delivered  to  the  voter  and  the  voter  stamped  in 
the  circle  under  the  Republican  device,  and  not  in  the  square 
opposite  said  Allen's  name,  and  these  were  counted  for  said 
Allen  by  the  election  officers  in  said  precinct  as  votes  having 
been  received  by  said  Allen  in  said  district,  and  so  certified 
by  the  election  officers.  There  were  something  like  forty  or 
fifty  votes  counted  for  said  Allen  in  this  precinct,  where  the 
voter  had  written  said  Allen's  name  under  devices  other  than 
the  Republican  device,  and  in  the  blank  space  left  for  the 
office  of  Governor  and  various  other  offices  other  than  that 
of  Representative,  yet  these  votes  were  counted  and  certified 
by  the  election  officers  as  votes  having  been  cast  for  said 
W.  C.  Allen. 

Ninth.  Because  in  precinct  No.  14,  the  clerk,  without  the 
voter  being  sworn,  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  upon  the 
ballot  under  the  Republican  device,  then  the  ballot  was  de- 
livered to  the  voter  without  him  being  SAVorn  as  to  whether 
or  not  he  could  read  or  write.  The  voter  stamped  in  the 
circle  under  the  Republican  device,  and  this  vote  was  counted 
for  said  Allen  and  certified  to  by  the  officers  of  election,  when 
the  voter  had  not  stamped  in  the  square  opposite  the  name 
of  W.  C.  Allen,  and  there  were  so  certified  in  this  way  about 
forty  votes.  There  were  also  counted  for  said  Allen  by  the 
officers  in  this  precinct,  about  thirty  votes  where  the  voter 
had  written  the  name  of  AV.  C.  Allen  under  the  Republican 
device  and  under  various  other  devices,  but  had  not  stencilled 
opposite  said  Allen's  name. 

Tenth.  Because  in  precinct  No.  15,  in  Wayne  county, 
Kentucky,  the  officers  of  election  counted  and  certified  sev- 
enty-one votes  for  W.  C.  Allen,  when  in  truth  and  in  fact, 
there  were  forty  of  these  ballots  where  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen  had  been  vrritten  under  the  Republican  device  as  can-

didate  for  Representative,  the  voter  stencilled  in  the  circle 
under  the  Republican  device  and  did  not  stencil  opposite  the 
name  of  W.  C.  Allen,  and  yet  there  were  forty  votes  counted 
which  had  been  so  marked. 

Eleventh.  Because  in  precinct  No.  17,  in  Wayne  county, 
Kentucky,  the  election  officers  counted  and  certified  twenty- 
five  votes  as  having  been  voted  for  W.  C.  Allen,  where  the 
voter  had  written  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  upon  the  ballot 
and  stencilled  in  the  circle  under  the  Republican  device  and 
had  not  stencilled  in  the  circle  opposite  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen. 

Twelfth.  Because  in  precinct  No.  1,  of  Clinton  county, 
Kentucky,  the  clerk  of  the  election  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen,  under  the  Republican  device,  as  a  candidate  for  Repre- 
sentative, without  the  voter  being  sworn  as  to  whether  or 
not  he  could  read  or  write  and  the  voter  stamped  in  the 
circle  under  the  Republican  device  and  not  in  the  square  op- 
posite the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen,  and  the  election  officers 
counted  and  certified  fifty  votes  in  said  precinct  for  W.  C. 
Allen  that  had  been  so  voted  and  marked. 

Thirteenth.  Because  in  precinct  No.  2,  of  Clinton  county, 
Kentucky,  the  election   officers   counted   and  certified  that 

W.  C.  Allen  had  received  votes  and  twenty  of  these 

votes  or  more  the  voter  had  written,  or  the  clerk,  without  the 
voter  being  sworn,  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  under  the  Repub- 
lican device  as  a  candidate  for  Representative,  and  the  voter 
had  stencilled  in  the  circle  under  the  Republican  device  and 
had  not  stencilled  in  the  square  opposite  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen,  and  said  election  officers  also  counted  ten  votes  for 
W.  C.  Allen  where  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  and  Wm.  iVllen, 
and  Wm.  R.  Allen  had  been  written  under  the  Prohibition  de- 
vice and  various  other  devices  other  than  the  Republican  de- 
vice, yet  each  and  all  of  these  votes  were  counted  and  certi- 
fied by  the  election  officers  as  votes  received  by  said  W.  C. 
Allen  for  the  office  of  Representative  from  said  district. 

Fourteenth.  Because  in  No.  3  precinct,  Clinton  county, 
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Kentucky,  the  officers  counted  thirty  ballots  as  having  been 
voted  for  W.  C.  Allen,  for  Representative  from  said  district 
where  the  voter  had  stencilled  in  the  circle  under  the  Repub- 
lican device  and  not  in  the  square  opposite  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen  upon  the  ballot.  There  were  counted  ten  votes  for 
W.  C.  Allen  for  the  office  of  Representative  from  said  pre- 
cinct where  the  voter  had  written  the  name  of  AV.  C.  Allen 
under  other  devices  than  the  Republican  device. 

Fifteenth.  Because  in  precinct  No.  4,  of  Clinton  county, 
Kentucky,  the  officers  of  election  counted  thirty-five  ballots 
as  having  been  voted  for  W.  C.  Allen  for  Representative  from 
said  district  where  the  voter  had  stencilled  in  the  circle 
under  the  Republican  device  and  not  in  the  square  opposite 
the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  upon  the  ballot,  and  the  name  of 
W.  C.  Allen  was  written  upon  said  ballots  without  the  voter 
being  sworn  as  to  whether  or  not  he  could  read  or  write. 
There  were  also  counted  in  said  precinct  five  votes  for  W.  C. 
Allen  for  tlie  office  of  Representative  where  the  voter  had 
written  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  under  other  devices  than 
the  Republican  device  and  voted  for  him  for  other  offices 
than  that  of  Representative;  each  and  all  of  said  votes  were 
certified  by  said  election  officers  to  the  County  Clerk  and  by 
the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  of  Clinton  county, 
tabulated  and  counted  for  W.  C.  Allen  and  for  the  office  of 
Representative. 

Sixteenth.  Because  in  precinct  No.  5,  of  Clinton  county, 
Kentucky,  the  officers  counted  twenty  ballots  as  having  been 
voted  for  W.  C.  Allen  for  Representative  in  said  district 
where  the  voter  had  stencilled  in  the  circle  under  the  Repub- 
lican device  and  had  not  stencilled  in  the  square  opposite  the 
name  of  W.  C.  Allen  which  had  been  written  upon  the  ballot 
before  it  was  delivered  to  the  voter  without  the  voter  being 
sw^orn  as  to  whether  or  not  he  could  read  or  write.  There 
were  also  counted  for  said  Allen  in  said  precinct,  ten  votes 
where  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  had  been  written  under  other 
devices  and  voted  for  by  the  voter  for  other  offices  than  that 
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of  Representative.  These  votes  were  tabulate!  by  the  elec- 
tion commissioners  of  Clinton  county  and  counted  for  W.  C. 
Allen,  having  been  so  returned  by  the  election  officers  and 
certified  to  by  them. 

Seventeenth.  Because  in  precinct  No.  6,  of  Clinton 
county,  Kentucky,  the  election  officers  counted  for  W.  C. 
Allen  thirty-two  votes  where  the  clerk  had  written  the  name 
of  W.  C.  Allen  upon  the  ballot  before  it  was  delivered  to  the 
voter  and  without  the  voter  being  sworn  as  to  whether  or  not 
they  could  read  and  write,  and  where  the  voter  had  stencilled 
in  the  circle  under  the  Republican  device  and  did  not  stencil 
in  the  square  opposite  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  as  written  on 
the  ballot  by  the  clerk.  There  were  counted  in  said  precinct 
and  given  W.  C.  Allen  credit  by  eight  votes  where  the  name 
could  not  be  read  or  could  not  be  told  what  the  voter  had  in- 
tended to  do,  or  whom  he  intended  to  vote  for.  All  of  said 
votes  were  tabulated  by  the  election  officers  of  Clinton 
county  and  W.  C.  Allen  was  given  credit  by  all  of  said  votes. 

Eighteenth.  Because  in  precinct  No.  7,  Clinton  county, 
Kentucky,  the  election  officers  counted  for  W.  C.  Allen  eight- 
een votes  where  the  clerk  had  written  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen  under  the  Republican  device  before  the  ballot  was  de- 
livered to  the  voter  and  without  the  voter  being  sworn  as  to 
his  inability  to  read  and  write,  and  said  ballots  were  stencilled 
in  the  circle  under  the  Republican  device  and  not  in  the 
square  opposite  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  as  written  on  said 
ballots  by  the  clerk.  There  were  counted  for  W.  C.  Allen  in 
said  precinct  ten  votes  where  the  voter  had  undertaken  to 
write  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  under  other  devices  than  the 
Republican  device  and  for  other  offices  than  the  office  of 
Representative.  All  of  said  votes  were  tabulated  by  the 
election  commissioners  of  Clinton  county,  on  the  5th  day  of 
November,  1915. 

Nineteenth.  Because  in  precinct  No.  8,  in  Clinton  county, 
Kentucky,  the  clerk  of  election,  before  delivering  the  ballot 
to  the  voter,  and  without  the  voter  being  sworn  as  to  his  in- 
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ability  to  read  and  write,  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen 
nnder  the  Eepublican  device,  as  a  candidate  for  Representa- 
tive, and  the  voter  stencilled  in  the  circle  nnder  the  Repub- 
lican device  and  not  in  the  square  opposite  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen.  There  were  counted  for  W.  C.  Allen  ten  votes  in  said 
precinct  where  the  voter  had  written  his  name  under  devices 
other  than  the  Republican  device  and  for  offices  other  than 
the  office  of  Representative,  and  it  could  not  be  ascertained 
the  name  whom  the  voter  had  undertaken  to  write  upon  said 
ballot. 

Twentieth.  Because  in  precinct  No.  9,  of  Clinton  county, 
Kentucky,  the  clerk  of  election  without  the  voter  being  sworn 
as  to  his  inability  to  read  and  write,  and  without  the  request 
of  the  voter,  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  upon  the  official 
ballot  under  the  Republican  device,  as  a  candidate  for  Rep- 
resentative from  said  district  and  delivered  same  to  the 
voter,  and  the  voter  stencilled  in  the  circle  under  the  Repub- 
lican device  and  not  in  the  square  opposite  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen  as  written  upon  the  ballot  by  the  clerk,  and  there  were 
thirty-nine  of  these  ballots  counted  for  W.  C.  Allen  for  the 
office  of  Representative.  Said  officers  also  counted  for  W.  C. 
Allen  in  said  precinct,  nine  votes  Vvdiere  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen  had  been  written  under  other  devices  than  the  Repub- 
lican device,  and  as  a  candidate  for  other  offices  than  that  of 
Representative. 

Twenty-first.  Because  in  precinct  No.  10,  of  Clinton 
county,  Kentucky,  the  clerk  without  the  request  of  the  voter, 
wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  upon  thirty-eigiit  ballots  under 
the  Republican  device  as  a  candidate  for  Representative, 
without  the  voter  being  sworn  as  to  his  inability  to  read  and^ 
write,  and  the  voter  stencilled  in  the  circle  under  the  Repub- 
lican device  and  not  in  the  square  opposite  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen  as  written  on  the  ballot  by  the  clerk.  These  votes 
were  all  counted  for  W.  C.  Allen  for  the  office  of  Representa- 
tive. Said  officers  also  counted  for  W.  C.  Allen  twelve  votes 
in  said  precinct  where  the  voter  had  written  his  name  under 
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other  devices  than  that  of  the  Republican  party  and  for  other 
offices  than  that  of  Representative. 

Twenty-second.  Because  in  many  of  the  precincts  of 
Clinton  and  Wayne  counties,  the  officers  of  said  precincts 
counted  for  W.  C.  Allen  more  than  one  hundred  votes  where 
the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  had  been  written  in  the  blank  space 
left  on  the  Prohibition  ticket  and  on  the  Progressive  ticket, 
and  under  some  of  the  devices  other  than  the  Republican 
device,  and  for  the  office  of  Circuit  Judge,  Commonwealth's 
Attorney,  and  various  other  offices  other  than  the  office  of 
Representative,  as  having  been  received  by  W.  C.  iVllen  as 
a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Representative  from  the  36tli 
Legislative  District  of  Kentucky,  but  contestant  is  unable  to 
give  the  exact  number  of  votes  so  counted  in  each  precinct, 
or  the  particular  precincts  in  which  each  and  every  vote  was 
so  cast  and  counted.

"Whereas,  there  has  been  lodged  with  the  Clerk  of  this 
House  the  record  in  the  contest  from  the  Thirty-sixth  Legis- 
lative District  of  Kentucky,  in  wdiich  S.  C.  Dobbs  is  contest- 
ant and  W.  C.  Allen  is  contestee  for  membership  in  this 
House ; 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved.  That  a  committee  of  seven 
members  of  this  House  be  drawn  as  a  contest  committee  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law,  for  the  hearing  and  determina- 
tion of  the  contest,  with  instructions  to  hear  such  contest  as 
speedily  as  possible  and  to  report  its  findings  to  this  House 
for  action. 

Said  resolution  was  adopted.

The  Speaker  then  announced  that  the  House  would  now 
proceed  according  to  law  and  pursuant  to  tlie  resolution 
above  set  out  to  select  by  lot  seven  of  its  members  to  con- 
stitute a  board  or  contest  committee  to  determine  the  con- 
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tost  to  the  rig-lit  of  a  scat  in  this  House  as  Representative 
from  the  Representative  District  composed  of  the  counties 
of  Clinton  and  Wayne,  of  S.  C.  Dobbs,  contestant,  versus 
W.  C.  Allen,  contestee. 

The  names  of  the  members  present  were  written  on  sepa- 
rate pieces  of  paper,  rolled  and  placed  in  a  box  by  the  Clerk, 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  who,  after  the  same  had  been 
well  shaken,  drew  the  names  of  seven  members  of  the  House 
therefrom,  separately,  which  were  opened  and  read  aloud  by 
the  Speaker  of  the  House,  viz. : 

Messrs.  Frank  J.  Brown,  Jas.  R.  Dorman,  Glover  H. 
Cary,  J.  M.  Elliston,  J.  M.  Howell,  W.  P.  Cropper  and 
Thomas  Spurrier. 

Whom  the  Speaker  declared  selected  as  members  of  said 
board. 

Thereupon  the  said  members  of  said  board  appeared  at 
the  bar  of  the  House  and  the  oath  of  office  was  administered 
to  them  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House,  as  required  by  law. 

A  messag-e  was  received  from  the  Senate  through  a  com- 
mittee composed  of  Senators  Combs,  Hiles  and  Huntsman, 
announcing  that  General  Henry  M.  Robert,  author  of  Rob- 
ert's Rules  of  Order,  was  now  in  the  city  of  Frankfort,  and 
requested  that  the  House  appoint  a  committee  of  three  of  its 
members  to  act  with  a  like  committee  of  the  Senate,  to  invite 
General  Robert  to  address  a  joint  meeting  of  this  General 
Assembly. 

Mr.  Hobbs  moved  that  said  Senate  Committee's  request 
be  accepted  by  this  House  and  that  General  Robert  be  invited 
to  address  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Senate  and  House  at  this 
time. 
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Said  motion  was  agreed  to. 

In  accordance  with  said  motion  the  Speaker  appointed 
the  following  committee,  viz. :  Messrs.  Ilobbs,  Gary  and  Hol- 
land. 

After  a  time  said  committee  reported  that  they  had  per- 
formed the  duty  imposed  by  said  motion,  and  that  General 
Eobert  was  ready  to  address  said  joint  session. 

The  Senate  of  Kentucky  in  order  entered  upon  and  took 
seats  on  the  floor  of  the  House  of  Representatives  for  the 
purpose  of  the  execution  of  said  joint  order. 

At  the  close  of  the  address  delivered  by  the  said  Henry 
M.  Robert,  the  Senate  retired  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
resumed  the  chair,  .and  the  house  was  in  order. 

Mr.  Duncan  called  up  for  consideration  a  resolution 
offered  by  him  on  yesterday,  viz. : 

Resolved,  that  the  message  of  the  Governor  to  this  House 
just  read,  be  printed;  that  2,500  copies  of  the  same  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor  after  five  copies  have  been  placed  on 
the  desk  of  each  member. 

Mr.  Perry  offered  the  following  amendment  to  said  reso- 
lution, viz. : 

Amend  House  resolution,  providing  for  the  payment  of 
money  for  copies  of  the  Governor's  message,  by  adding  the 
following  at  the  beginning  of  the  resolution: 

'^Be  it  Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky. 
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Mr.  Cook  moved  that  said  resolution  be  postponed  in- 
definitely. 

Said  motion  was  disagreed  to. 

Mr.  Eadcliffe  moved  the  previous  question. 

Said  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Said  amendment  was  agreed  to.

Said  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Said  resolution  reads  as  follows,  viz. : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives 
concurring  therein,  that  when  the  two  Houses  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  adjourn  today  they  adjourn  to  meet  again  on 
Monday,  January  10th,  1916,  at  one  o'clock  P.  M. 

Said  resolution  was  concurred  in. 
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Mr.  Perry  offered  the  following  resolution,  viz. : 

Resolved,  that  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives appoint  a  committee  of  three  members  to  wait  on  the 
Governor  w^ith  a  view  of  obtaining  his  co-operation  and  the 
co-operation  of  the  various  departments  of  the  State  govern- 
ment in  supplying  the  House  of  Representatives  with  the 
necessary  help  in  the  proper  conduct  of  its  business,  from 
employes  in  the  State  Capitol  who  may  be  loaned  to  the 
Legislature  during  its  sixty  days'  session,  without  serious 
inconvenience  to  the  public  service,  and  without  any  addi- 
tional compensation. 

Said  resolution  was  adopted. 

In  accordance  with  said  resolution  the  Speaker  ap- 
pointed the  following  committee,  viz. :

Mr.  Pumphrey  moved  that  the  House  do  now  adjourn. 

In  accordance  with  the  joint  resolution  heretofore 
adopted  by  the  Senate  and  concurred  in  by  the  House,  the 
House  adjourned  to  meet  on  Monday,  January  10th,  1916, 
at  one  o'clock  P.  M. 
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MONDAY,  JANUARY  10,  1916. 

The  House  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Father 
O'Dwyer,  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  of  the  city  of 
Frankfort. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  made  the  following  announce- 
ment to  the  members  of  the  House  in  writing,  viz. :

Thereupon  Mr.  J.  D.  Pumphrey  took  the  chair  and  pre- 
sided as  Speaker  pro  tern,  of  the  House. 

The  reading  of  the  Journal  of  Wednesday,  January  5^ 
1916,  was  dispensed  with.  v 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  r.e so- 
lution adopted  on  Tuesday  last,  announced  the  appointment 
of  the  following  as  a  Committee  on  Rules  for  and  during  the 
present  session,  viz. :

The  Speaker  laid  the  following  announcement  in  writing 
before  the  House,  viz. :

Under  and  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by 
joint  rule  No.  11,  I  hereby  designate  and  fix  the  time  for  the 
joint  meeting  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  -Representatives, 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  State  Librarian  for  Monday, 
January  10,  1916,  at  9  o'clock  P.  M. 

^^H.  C.  Duffy, 
Speaker  House  of  Representatives.'' 

Ordered  that  said  announcement  be  entered  upon  the 
Journal  of  the  House  by  the  Clerk  thereof  and  a  copy  of 
said  order  be  certified  and  delivered  to  the  Senate  and  the 
Clerk  thereof.  After  a  time  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House 
announced  that  he  had  discharged  that  duty. 

Mr.  S.  Mazyck  O'Brien,  of  the  Committee  on  Rules, 
offered  the  following  report,  viz. : 

The  Committee  on  Rules  respectfully  report  to  the 
House  the  accompanying  rules  for  its  government  during  the 
present  session. 

QUOKUM  OF  THE  HoUSE. 

Rule  1.  Five  members  of  the  House  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  purpose  of  adjourning;  fifteen  members  for 
the  purpose  of  calling  a  House,  of  sending  for  absent  mem- 
bers and  of  making  an  order  for  their  censure  and  fine;  a 
majority  of  the  members  may  proceed  to  business,  and  the 
numbers  mentioned  in  this  rule  shall  have,  power,  in  the 
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absence  of  the  Speaker,  to  elect  a  Speaker  pro  tern,  for  tlie 
purposes  above  designated. 

HouK  or  Meeting  and  Adjouknment. 

Eule  2.  The  standing  hour  of  meeting  each  day  shall 
be  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  standard  time,  and  the  standing  adjourn- 
ment shall  be  1:30  o'clock  p.  m.,  except  on  Monday,  when  the 
hour  of  meeting  shall  be  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  the  hour  of  ad- 
journment 2  p.  m.  Provided,  however,  that  a  majority  of 
the  House  may  elect  to  hold  extra  sessions  at  any  time  and 
extend  the  sitting  of  any  session  to  any  time  within  their 
discretion. 

The  Poweks  and  Duties  of  the  Speakek. 

Rule  3.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  every  day 
at  the  hour  to  which  the  House  adjourned  on  the  preceding 
day;  he  shall  immediately  call  the  members  to  order,  and,  a 
quorum  being  present,  shall  cause  the  Journal  of  the  pre- 
ceding day  to  be  read. 

Rule  4.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order  and,  in 
case  of  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  gallery  or 
lobbies,  may  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared.  He  shall  have 
general  control,  except  as  provided  by  rule  or  law,  of  the  hall 
of  the  House  and  of  the  corridors  and  passages,  of  the  un- 
appropriated rooms  in  that  part  of  the  Capitol  assigned  to 
the  use  of  the  House,  until  further  ordered.  He  may  speak 
to  points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising 
from  the  chair  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  decide  questions 
of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  on  request  of  any 
two  members,  and  the  members  appealing  shall  reduce  the 
appeal  to  writing. 

The  Speaker  shall  have  supervision  over  the  Clerks, 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  Doorkeeper,  Janitor,  Pages,  or  other  em- 
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ployes  of  the  House,  and  shall  direc':  them  as  to  their  duties, 
and  upon  failure  of  any  such  officials  to  perform  their  duties, 
the  Speaker  shall  have  power  to  impose  a  fine  upon  such 
offender,  not  to  exceed  the  per  diem  of  such  official  or  em- 
ploye for  each  offense.  Such  fine  shall  be  entered  upcn  the 
Journal  and  deducted  from  the  compensation  due  such  of- 
fender. 

Rule  5.  The  standing  committees  of  the  House,  herein 
named,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

Rule  6.  The  Speaker  may  state  questions  sitting,  but 
shall  rise  to  put  a  question. 

Rule  7.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form, 
viz.:  ^'Gentlemen,  you  who  are  of  the  opinion  that  (as  the 
question  may  be)  say  ^aye,'  you  of  the  contrary  opinion  say 
^nay.'" 

Rule.  8.  If  the  Speaker  be  in  doubt  as  to  the  result  of 
a  vote,  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the  House  shall  divide; 
those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  rise  from  their 
seats,  and,  afterward,  those  in  the  negative.  If  the  Speaker 
be  still  in  doubt,  or  a  count  be  requested,  the  Speaker  shall 
name  two  members,  one  from  each  side,  to  count  those  in  the 
affirmative  and  the  negative;  which,  being  reported,  he  shall 
rise  and  state  the  decision  of  the  House ;  provided,  however, 
that  such  decision  or  count  shall  not  be  allowed  after  the 
House  shall  have  proceeded  to  other  business. 

Rule  9.  The  Speaker  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any 
member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  Speaker 
pro  tern,  shall  not  be  empow^ered  to  act  beyond  a  period  of 
five  days. 

Rule  10.    No  person  shall  be  permitted  upon  the  floor 
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of  tlie  House  except  tlie  Governor,  his  Secretary,  members  of 
the  Senate,  snch  newspaper  correspondents  as  may  be 
authorized  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  the  Chief  Executive 
of  the  United  States,  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  and 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  and  members  of 
the  Federal  Congress,  unless  on  special  invitation  of  the 
House  previously  extended  by  vote  of  the  House,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Doorkeeper  to  exclude  all  persons  not 
entitled  to  the  floor  of  the  House  chamber.  If,  however, 
other  persons  find  their  way  to  the  floor,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  remove  them. 

At  least  five  minutes  before  the  hour  of  convening  each 
day  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  clear  the  floor  of  the  House 
chamber  of  all  persons  not  entitled  to  the  floor,  and  shall  an- 
nounce in  a  loud  and  distinct  voice,  ''All  persons  not  entitled 
to  the  floor  of  the  House  under  the  rules  thereof  will  now 
vacate  the  House  chamber.''  He  shall  then  compel  each 
and  every  person  then  in  the  House  chamber,  who  is  not 
entitled  to  remain  therein  to  vacate. 

Debate. 

Eule  11.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate 
or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his 
seat  and  respectfully  address  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
as  ''Mr.  Speaker,"  but  shall  not  proceed  until  recognized 
by  the  Speaker. 

Eule  12.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise, 
transgress  the  rules  of  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any 
member  may,  through  the  Speaker,  call  the  offender  to  order ; 
and  the  member  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down 
unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  House,  if  appealed  to, 
shall  decide  on  the  case  without  debate.  If  the  decision  be 
in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty 
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to  proceed;  if  against  him,  and  the  ease  require  it,  he  shall 
be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

Rule  13.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  once,  the 
Speaker  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

Rule  14.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on 
the  same  question  without  leave  of  the  House,  and  he  shall 
not  speak  more  than  once  until  every  member  of  the  House 
choosing  to  speak  has  spoken.  No  member  shall  be  allowed 
to  speak  longer  than  one  hour  in  the  aggregate. 

Rule  15.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question  or 
addressing  the  House,  no  one  shall  walk  about  the  House,  or 
leave;  neither,  in  such  case,  nor  when  a  member  is  speaking, 
shall  any  one  talk  or  pass  between  the  chair  and  the  mem- 
ber who  is  speaking. 

Rule  16.  No  member  shall  in  debate,  name  another 
member. 

Undebatable  Motioi^'s. 

Rule  17.  Motions  to  proceed  or  dispense  with  the 
orders  of  the  day,  to  dispense  with  any  rule  of  the  House, 
or  take  up  business  out  of  its  regular  order,  to  commit  or  re- 
commit, except  Yvdth  instruction,  shall  be  propounded  with- 
out debate. 

Rule  18.  No  explanation  of  any  vote  shall  be  per- 
mitted pending  the  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays  on  an  undebat- 
able  motion. 
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Withdrawal  of  Motions. 

Rule  19.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or 
read  by  the  Clerk,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  the  possession  of  the 
House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  by  consent  of  the  House,  at 
any  time  before  a  decision  or  amendment. 

Motions. 

Rule  20.  After  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded  it  shall 
be  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or,  being  in  writing,  shall  be 
handed  to  the  chair  and  read  aloud  by  the  Clerk  before  de- 
bate. 

Rule  21.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if 
the  Speaker  or  any  member  desire  it. 

Order  of  Motions  in  Debate. 

Rule  22.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion 
shall  be  received,  but 

1.  To  fix  the  time  to  which  the  House  shall  adjourn. 

2.  Adjourn. 

3.  To  lie  on  the  table. 

4.  For  the  previous  question. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  arranged;  and  no  motion  to  postpone  to  a 
day  certain,  to  commit  or  postpone  indefinitely,  being  de- 
cided, shall  be  again  allowed  on  the  same  day  and  at  the 
same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition. 
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Motion  to  Adjourn. 

Rule  23.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order 
except  during  roll  call  or  pending  a  motion  to  fix  the  time 
to  which  the  House  shall  adjourn,  and  shall  be  decided  with- 
out debate. 

Peevtous  Questions. 

Rule  24.  The  previous  question  being  moved  and 
seconded,  tlie  question  from  the  chair  shall  be:  ^' Shall  the 
main  question  be  now  put.''  If  the  nays  prevail  the  main 
question  shall  not  them  be  put.  The  effect  of  the  previous 
question  shall  be  to  bring  the  House  to  a  direct  vote  on 
amendments  proposed  by  a  committee,  if  any;  then  on  other 
pending  amendments  (and  all  amendments  which  have  been 
read  for  information  of  the  House  by  the  Clerk  shall  be  re- 
garded as  pending  amendments) ;  and  then  upon  the  main 
question.  The  ordering  of  the  previous  question  shall  put 
an  end  to  all  debate,  except  as  follows :  Before  the  vote  on 
an  amendment,  the  proposer  of  the  amendment  shall  have 
five  minutes,  and  then  the  proposer  of  the  measure  sought 
to  be  amended  shall  have  five  minutes;  and  before  the  vote 
upon  the  main  question,  the  opponents  of  the  measure  shall 
have  ten  minutes  and  then  the  proposer  of  the  measure  shall 
have  ten  minutes  to  close  the  debate.  When  a  measure  or  an 
amendment  has  been  proposed  by  a  committee,  then  the  time 
given  to  the  proposer  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  chairman 
of  the  committee. 

Division  on  Questions. 

Rule  25.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the 
question  when  the  sense  will  admit  it. 
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COMMITMEXT  OF  MoTIONS. 

Eule  26.  Motions  and  reports  may  be  committed  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  House.  (See  Rule  17,  ante.) 

Amendments. 

Eule  27.  No  motions  or  propositions  on  a  subject  dif- 
ferent from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under 
color  of  amendment. 

Elections. 

Eule  28.  In  all  cases  of  elections  there  shall  be  a  pre- 
vious nomination  before  the  House, 

Petitions^  Memoeials^  Etc. 

Eule  29.  Petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers,  ad- 
dressed to  the  House,  may  be  presented  by  any  member  in 
his  place;  and  in  such  case  he  shall  briefly  state  the  contents 
of  said  petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers,  and  which 
may  be  received,  read  and  referred  on  the  same  day,  by 
agreement  of  the  House, 

Call  of  Yeas  and  Nays. 

Eule  30.  Upon  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays  on  any  ques- 
tion, the  names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  alphabetically, 
which  shall  be  made  at  any  time  when  a  division  or  a  count 
may  be  had,  and  upon  the  completion  of  an}^  roll  call  the 
Speaker  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any  member,  order  the 
Clerk  to  call  the  absentees  once. 
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Call  of  the  House. 

Rule  31.  On  a  call  of  the  House  the  door  shall  not  be 
shut  against  a  member  until  his  name  is  called  twice,  and 
then  absentees  shall  be  noted  by  the  Clerk  and  fined  one  dol- 
lar, unless  excused  by  the  House. 

Voting. 

Rule  32.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in 
which  he  is  directly  or  indirectly  interested,  or  on  any  ques- 
tion unless  he  was  within  the  bar  of  the  House  before  the 
result  was  announced. 

Rule  33.  Every  member  in  the  House  when  a  question 
is  put,  or  present  before  the  result  is  announced  shall  vote 
unless  excused  by  the  House;  and  all  motions  to  excuse  a 
member  from  voting  shall  be  made  before  the  House  divides 
or  before  the  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays  is  commenced;  and 
the  motion  or  question  to  excuse  a  member  shall  be  decided 
without  debate,  and  in  no  event  shall  any  member  be  excused 
from  voting  on  a  motion  to  excuse  another  member  from 
voting.  But  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  the  Speaker,  whose 
name  shall  not  be  called,  except  on  his  owm  request,  and  then 
only  at  the  end  of  the  roll  call,  and  before  the  result  is  an- 
nounced; but  in  all  cases  of  a  tie  the  Speaker  shall  vote. 

Rule  34.  Before  a  vote  shall  be  counted,  the  member 
casting  it  shall  be  either  at  his  seat  or  visibly  approaching  it. 

Order  of  Business. 

Rule  35.  The  order  of  business  each  day  shall  be  as 
follows : 

1.    The  reading  of  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day  and 
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the  correction  of  any  errors  that  may  be  found  to  exist 
therein. 

2.  Petitions. 

3.  Motions  and  resolutions,  limited  to  one  hour. 

4.  Reports  of  special  and  standing  committees  in  the 
order  as  given  in  Rule  41. 

5.  The  orders  of  the  day,  which  shall  be  called  at  12 
o'clock  each  day. 

6.  Any  business  which  did  not  belong  to  the  orders  of 
the  day  and  which  remains  unfinished  upon  the  adjournment 
of  the  House,  or  upon  the  call  of  the  standing  orders  of  the 
day,  shall  be  the  first  business  in  order  each  day,  upon  the 
convening  of  the  House.  Any  business  which  belongs  to  the 
standing  orders  of  the  day,  which  remains  unfinished  upon 
the  adjournment  of  the  House,  shall  be  the  first  business 
when  the  orders  of  the  day  are  resumed. 

Introduction  or  Bills. 

Rule  36.  Subdivision  1.  On  each  day  after  the  first 
order  above  named  in  Rule  35,  there  shall  be  a  call  of  the 
counties,  and  representative  districts  for  the  introduction  of 
bills  and  joint  resolutions,  which  shall  be  privileged  and 
take  precedence  of  all  other  business  of  the  House ;  provided, 
that  the  orders  of  the  day  be  called  for  precisely  at  12 
o'clock  on  each  day;  and,  provided  further,  that  upon  the 
call  of  counties  on  the  days  provided  for  the  presentation  of 
bills,  in  the  event  every  county  shall  not  have  been  called,  the 
Clerk  shall,  on  the  next  day,  commence  the  call  where  he  left 
off  at  the  last  call. 

On  the  call  of  each  county  and  representative  district, 
the  member  from  said  county  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and, 
addressing  the  chair,  send  to  the  Clerk's  desk  any  bill  or 
bills  or  joint  resolution  which  he  wishes  to  introduce,  with 
the  title  thereof  indorsed  thereon  in  a  plain  and  legible  hand, 
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whicli  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  read  by  its  title,  and 
thereupon  the  Speaker  shall  order  the  same  to  be  printed 
and  refe-t  the  same  to  its  appropriate  committee  for  con- 
sideration and  report  and  from  such  order  of  reference  by 
the  Speaker,  the  member  introducing  the  bill  may  appeal  to 
the  House  if  he  so  desires.  All  bills  shall  be  printed  and  dis- 
tributed in  the  order  in  which  they  are  introduced,  and  the 
usual  number  of  copies  of  the  same  shall  be  printed  for  the 
use  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House. 

^  Subdivision  2.  Upon  the  report  of  a  bill  or  joint  reso- 
lution by  any  committee,  the  Clerk  shall  report  the  snme  in 
full,  which  shall  be  considered  the  first  reading  of  the  bill  or 
joint  resolution,  and  shall  be  so  entered  upon  the  Journal. 
Any  standing  or  special  committee  may  originate  a  bill  and 
introduce  the  same,  when  it  shall  have  its  first  reading  and 
be  ordered  printed. 

Subdivision  3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  register  of  all 
bills  introduced  in  the  House,  or  transmitted  for  concurrence 
from  the  Senate,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  under  appropriate 
heads,  the  progress  of  such  bills  from  the  date  of  their  intro- 
duction to  the  time  of  their  transmission,  if  House  bills,  to 
the  Governor,  or  if  Senate  bills,  their  return  to  the  Senate. 

Subdivision  4.  When  a  bill  has  had  its  first  reading  it 
shall  be  placed  by  the  Clerk  in  a  calendar  to  be  kept  by  him, 
and  said  calendar  shall  be  separate  from  the  bills  in  the 
orders  of  the  day.  Each  day  when  the  House  enters  into  the 
consideration  of  the  orders  of  the  da}/,  the  Clerk  shall  take  up 
the  calendar  and  give  all  bills  therein  their  second  reading, 
except  such  as  have  been  placed  there  upon  that  day. 

Rule  37.  Wlien  a  bill  has  been  read  a  second  time  it 
shall  be  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day  or  recommitted,  and 
when  next  reached  in  the  House,  it  shall  be  ready  for  amend- 
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ment,  recommitment  or  debate,  or  to  be  read  a  third  time 
and  placed  upon  its  passage.  A  bill  may  be  recommitted  at 
any  time  before  its  passage. 

Enle  38.  When  a  bill  shall  have  been  referred  to  any 
committee,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  snch  com- 
mittee, to  submit  the  bill  to  the  consideration  of  his  com- 
mittee, and  such  committee  shall  make  such  amendments  to 
said  bill  as  it  may  deem  proper,  and  report  said  bill  to  the 
House  with  such  amendments.  A  majority  of  the  members 
of  a  committee  shall  be  present  before  a  bill  may  be  con- 
sidered. No  bill  shall  be  considered  or  a  report  on  same 
determined  upon,  except  when  the  committee  is  in  session.  A 
committee  in  reporting  a  bill  to  the  House  shall  make  its  re- 
port in  writing,  and  such  report  shall  be  signed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  such  com.mittee,  but  after  said  majority  report  has 
been  made  the  minority  may  make  its  report,  which  shall 
also  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee making  such  report.  Bills  shall  not  be  engrossed  ex- 
cept by  order  of  the  House ;  and  the  style  of  every  bill  shall 
be:  ^^Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky. ' '  Provided,  however,  that  no  committee 
shall  hold,  or  refuse  to  report  a  bill  for  an  unreasonable  time^ 
and  if  same  shal]  not  be  reported  in  a  reasonable  time,  the 
said  bill  may  be  called  up  by  any  member  of  the  House  and 
be  considered  in  the  same  manner  it  would  have  been  con- 
sidered if  it  had  been  reported  without  expression  by  such 
committee.  The  House  shall  at  all  times  be  the  judge  of 
what  shall  consti-tute  a  reasonable  or  unreasonable  length  of 
time  under  this  provision. 

Rule  39.  When  a  bill  passes,  it  shall  be  certified  by  the 
Clerk  who,  at  the  foot  thereof,  shall  note  the  day  on  which 
it  passed. 
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Suspension  of  the  Rules. 

Rule  40.  The  standing  rules  of  the  House  and  the 
regular  order  of  business  shall  not  be  suspended,  amended 
or  interrupted  unless  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  and  voting;  provided,  however,  that  this  rule  shall 
not  prevent,  by  a  majority  vote,  the  suspension  or  postpone- 
ment of  any  special  order,  or  of  the  standing  orders  of  the 
day  for  the  purpose  of  completing  or  continuing  the  con- 
sideration of  any  measure  pending  at  the  time  such  special 
or  standing  order  may  be  reached. 

Standing  Committees. 

Rule  41.  The  following  shall  be  and  constitute  the 
standing  committees  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
each  committee  shall  be  composed  of  nine  members,  except 
the  Committee  on  Rules,  which  shall  consist  of  thirteen 
members  besides  the  Speaker,  and  on  Revenue  and  Taxation, 
which  shall  be  composed  of  twelve  members,  and  on  Enroll- 
ments, which  shall  have  five  members :

And  it  shall  not  be  competent  for  the  House  by  vote  or 
otherwise  to  add  any  one  to  the  membership  of  either  of  said 
committees ;  but  a  vacancy  from  any  cause  may  be  filled  by 
appointment  by  the  Speaker. 

Rule  42.  The  Committee  on  Enrollments  may  report 
at  any  time  when  not  excluded  by  a  privileged  motion;  pro- 
vided, that  when  any  committee  shall  have  occupied  the  morn- 
ing hour  on  two  days,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  for  such  com- 
mittee to  report  further  until  the  other  committees  are  called. 
And  provided,  also,  that  no  bill  shall  be  reported  by  any 
committee  which  was  introduced  after  said  committee  began 
to  report. 

Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Rule  43.  It  shall  be  the  standing  order  of  the  day 
throughout  the  session  for  the  House  to  resolve  itself  into 
a  Committee  of  the  Wliole  House  on  the  state  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Rule  44.    When  a  bill  or  other  matter  is  committed  to  a 
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committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  question  of  going  into 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole  shall  be  first  in  the  order  of 
the  clay. 

Rule  45.  In  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  bills  shall 
be  read  and  debated  b}^  sections,  leaving  the  preamble  and 
the  title  to  be  the  last  considered. 

Rule  46.  All  amendments  made  to  an  original  House 
bill  or  resolution  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  shall  be 
incorporated  in  the  original  and  so  reported. 

Rule  47.  All  questions,  whether  in  the  committee  or  in 
the  House,  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
moved,  except  that  in  filling  blanks  the  largest  sum  and  the 
most  remote  day  shall  be  put  first. 

Rule  48.  The  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in 
committee  when  applicable,  except  the  rule  limiting  the  time 
of  speaking. 

Fines. 

Rule  49.  All  fines  imposed  on  absentees  shall  be  col- 
lected by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  covered  into  the  Treas- 
ury. 

Clekk's  Duty. 

Rule  50.  Tlie  Clerk  or  Assistant  Clerk  shall  report  all 
bills  or  resolutions  to  the  Senate  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  House. 

Rule  51.  No  member  or  other  person  shall  remain  by 
the  Clerk's  desk  wlion  the  }'eas  and  nays  are  being  called. 

Rule  52.    All  bills  and  joint  resolutions  originating  in 
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the  Senate  and  reported  to  this  House  as  passed  therein, 
shall  be  read  by  tlieir  titles,  when  the  Speaker  shall  refer 
them  to  appropriate  committees. 

Duties  of  the  Enrolling  Clerk. 

Rule  53.  The  Enrolling  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  each 
day  call  upon  the  Clerk,  and  when  not  engaged  in  enrolling 
bills,  shall  perform  such  duties  as  he  may  direct,  take  charge 
of  all  House  bills  as  soon  as  they  are  reported  back  to  the 
House  and  ready  to  be  enrolled;  keep  an  accurate  account 
of  and  carefully  preserve  all  of  them;  cause  them  without 
delay  to  be  plainly  and  legibly  enrolled  without  blots,  eras- 
ures, or  interlineations,  and  present  the  same  when  enrolled 
to  the  Committee  on  Enrollments,  who  shall  immediately  re- 
port them  to  the  House  for  comparison  and  the  signature  of 
the  Speaker;  and  when  signed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House, 
the  Enrolling  Clerk  shall  deliver  them  at  once  to  the  Senate 
or  such  committee  as  may  be  authorized  to  receive  them  in 
that  body.  All  original  House  bills  shall  be  returned  by  the 
Enrolling  Clerk  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  the  time  of 
signing  of  the  enrolled  bills,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
shall  carefully  preserve  them. 

Doorkeeper  and  Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Rule  54.  The  Chief  Clerk  or  his  assistant,  the  Door- 
keeper, the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  all  employes  under  them 
shall  be  in  the  House  thirty  minutes  before  the  hour  for  the 
House  to  convene ;  and  five  minutes  before  the  hour  for  the 
meeting  of  the  House  each  day,  the  Doorkeeper  and  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  shall  see  that  the  floor  of  the  House  is  cleared  of  all 
persons,  except  those  privileged  to  remain.  (See  Rule  10). 
And  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  is  empow^ered  to  deputize  as  many 
assistant  Sergeants-at-Arms  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  order  of  the  Speaker  under  Rule  4  of  tliese 
rules. 
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Motion  to  Reconsider. 

Rule  55.  A  motion  to  reconsider  any  action  of  the 
House  shall  be  in  order  if  made  in  open  session  for  a  period 
of  three  days,  Sunday  included,  from  the  time  said  vote  was 
taken;  but  such  motion  shall  not  be  in  order  after  action 
has  been  had  by  the  House  in  consequence  of  the  decision 
proposed  to  be  reconsidered,  or  after  it  has  been  sent  to  the 
Senate  or  Governor. 

General  Provisions. 

Rule  56.  On  all  questions  not  provided  for  in  the  fore- 
going rules,  the  House  shall  be  governed  by  parliament- 
ary law  or  usage;  provided,  the  author  of  any  measure  shall 
have  five  minutes  time  in  which  to  explain  upon  a  motion  to 
lay  on  the  table. 

Rule  57.  Whenever  any  committee  shall  report  to  the 
House  a  bill  with  the  expression  of  opinion  that  it  should 
not  pass,  said  bill  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  reading  unless  it 
is  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the  House;  and  upon  the  question 
whether  or  not  said  bill  shall  be  read,  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  no  debate  shall  be 
allowed,  except  that  the  originator  of  the  bill,  or  any  one  in- 
dicated by  him,  shall  have  ten  minutes  in  Avliich  to  explain 
the  bill;  and  any  one  member  of  the  committee  who  favors 
the  report  of  the  committee  may  have  a  like  time  in  which 
to  explain  the  action  of  the  committee,  and  then  if  said  bill 
shall  be  ordered  to  a  reading,  it  shall  be  read  the  first  time 
in  full  and  recommitted  or  placed  in  the  calendar. 

Appropriations. 

Rule  58.  No  bill  or  resolution  appropriating  money 
shall  come  up  for  final  action  in  the  House  until  it  has  been 
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referred  to  and  reported  upon  by  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations. 

Rule  59.  During  the  last  ten  days  of  the  session  the 
Committee  on  Rules  shall  have  the  power  at  any  time  to  call 
from  the  orders  of  the  day  any  bill  or  resolution,  and  propose 
the  same  to  the  House  for  consideration  and  should  the 
House  decide  by  vote  to  consider  it,  it  shall  be  submitted  for 
passage.  The  committee  shall  be  authorized  to  call  from 
other  committees  any  bill  or  resolution  in  their  hands  and 
have  them  advanced  to  the  reading  to  which  the  bills  may  be 
entitled.  Provided,  however,  that  for  the  first  eight  days 
thereof  the  said  committee  shall  in  its  discretion  cause  to  be 
posted  one  day  prior  thereto,  a  list  of  bills  and  resolutions 
which  are  to  be  called,  but  said  committee  may  withdraw 
from  said  list  any  bills  or  resolutions  so  posted,  but  shall  not 
be  permitted  to  substitute  any  other  bill  or  resolution  there- 
for. 

Rule  60.  If  any  bill,  motion  or  resolution  has  been  by 
vote  carried  or  lost,  and  a  motion  is  made  to  reconsider  the 
vote  by  which  the  bill,  motion  or  resolution  was  carried  or 
lost,  and  said  motion  to  reconsider  is  laid  upon  the  table,  then 
no  further  motion  shall  be  entertained  relative  to  said  bill, 
motion  or  resolution,  unless  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
House. 

Rule  61.  All  pairs  announced  in  the  House  shall  be 
entered  on  the  Journal. 

Rule  62.  When  the  roll  is  being  called  on  any  proposi- 
tion and  the  hour  of  adjournment  arrives,  the  time  for  ad- 
journment shall  be  extended  until  said  roll  call  has  been 
completed  and  the  result  announced. 
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Rule  63.  Five  hundred  copies  of  these  rules  shall  be 
immediately  printed  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly.

Mr.  Stone  offered  the  following  joint  resolution,  viz. : 

Resolution  relating  to  appointing  a  committee  to  inquire 
into  and  investigate  the  expenditures  of  all  departments  of 
the  State: 

Be  it  Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky: 

That  for  the  purpose  of  advising  the  members  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  as  to  whether  or  not 
there  can  be  secured  a  more  economic  management  of  the 
State  affairs,  a  committee  of  six  be  appointed,  consisting  of 
three  members  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  to  be  appointed  by 
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the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  three  members  on  the  part 
of  the  House,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House, 
which  committee  shall  inquire  into  and  investigate  the  ex- 
penditures of  all  the  departments  of  State,  and  suggest  ways 
and  means  of  curtailing  expenses  or  reducing  the  number 
of  employes,  provided  that  the  same  can  be  done  without  im- 
pairing the  efficiency  of  such  departments. 

That  such  committee  be  given  power  to  send  for  per- 
sons, papers,  and  documents,  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  before  the  committee  (when  such  witnesses  can  be 
obtained  without  any  expense  on  the  part  of  the  State),  to 
administer  oaths  and  to  have  access  to  all  the  departments 
of  the  State,  and  be  required  to  report  fully  the  evidence 
taken  by  it  and  its  findings  therein  before  the  final  adjourn- 
ment of  this  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Said  committee  by  written  notice  can  demand  the  attend- 
ance of  State  officials,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  and  re- 
ceive such  information  as  they  deem  expedient  from  said 
officer.  Said  committee  shall  elect  its  chairman  and  secre- 
tary.

Whereas,  it  is  necessary  for  the  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  the  proper  and  efficient  discharge  of  their 
duties  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  to  have  a  ready 
reference  to  the  laws  heretofore  enacted  and  which  are  now 
in  force  as  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky: 

Therefore,  he  it  resolved  hy  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commomvealth  of  Kentucky. 

First.  That  the  State  Librarian  be  and  is  hereby  di- 
rected to  purchase  of  the  publishers  and  furnish  to  each 
member  of  the  House  and  Senate  and  the  President  of  the 
Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  a  copy  each  of 
the  latest  edition  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes  and  Codes  of 
Practice  (same  to  remain  the  property  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky and  to  be  returned  to  the  State  Librarian  at  the  end 
of  the  session.) 

Second.  It  being  necessary  that  the  officials  should 
have  the  books  herein  provided  for,  an  emergency  is  declared 
to  exist,  and  this  resolution  shall  be  in  force  upon  its  aj)- 
proval  by  the  Governor.

Mr.  Speaker  Duffy  asked  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
House  to  withdraw  from  his  report  of  Standing  Committees 
for  further  consideration  thereof,  the  following  two  com- 
mittees, viz.:  State  University  and  Normal  Schools  and 
State  Prisons  and  Houses  of  Reform.

Mr.  Greene  offered  the  following  joint  resolution,  viz. : 

A  resolution  directing  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts 
to  refund  the  various  former  liquor  dealers  in  the  counties 
of  Kentucky  that  have  become  dry  since  June  15th,  1914, 
that  portion  of  the  State  license  that  was  unearned  at  the 
time  it  became  unlawful  to  sell  by  retail  spirituous,  vinous 
or  malt  liquors  in  said  counties. 

Whereas,  under  Section  2557  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes 
as  re-enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  1914,  it  became  lawful  to 
hold  local  option  elections  in  the  various  counties  of  this 
Commonwealth  upon  the  petition  of  twenty-five  per  cent  of 
the  voters  of  said  county,  and  if  a  majority  of  votes  cast  at 
said  election  were  against  the  sale,  barter  or  loan  of  spirit- 
uous, vinous  or  malt  liquors  in  said  county,  even  though  the 
licenses  had  been  issued  for  a  longer  period,  it  became  un- 
lawful to  sell  such  liquors  by  retail  after  the  expiration  of 
sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  entry  of  the  certificate  of 
the  Canvassing  Board  in  the  order  book  of  the  county  court, 
and  after  the  expiration  of  said  sixty  days  no  license  there- 
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tofore  issued  in  said  territory,  under  the  laws  of  this  State, 
should  be  of  any  force  or  effect  whatever,  but  the  owners  of 
said  licenses  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  from  said  county, 
city,  town,  district  or  precinct,  to  which  the  license  money 
was  paid,  such  proportion  thereof  as  the  unexpired  period 
of  the  license  bears  to  the  whole  year ;  and  whereas  the  money 
for  the  State  license  was  paid  to  the  County  Clerk  of  the 
various  counties  and  was  by  him  turned  over  to  the  Auditor 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  whereas  it  was  clearly  the 
intention  of  the  Legislature  of  1914  that  the  unearned  por- 
tion of  the  licenses  should  be  returned  by  the  State  and  that 
the  State  should  not  accept  and  keep  money  for  a  privilege 
which  it  did  not  protect; 

Therefore,  he  it  resolved  hy  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commomuealth  of  Kentucky: 

Section  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  his  warrant  on 
the  State  Treasury  in  favor  of  the  various  holders  of  State 
licenses  in  those  counties  which  have  become  dry  since  June 
15th,  1914,  for  such  proportion  of  said  State  license  as  the 
unexpired  period  of  the  license  bears  to  the  whole  year,  and 
the  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  said  amount.  That 
is  to  say,  he  shall  ascertain  the  date  it  became  unlawful  to 
sell  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  in  said  county  and 
shall  refund  to  the  various  holders  of  such  licenses  the  un- 
earned portion  thereof. 

Section  2.  This  money  having  long  since  been  due,  an 
emergency  is  hereby  declared  to  exist  and  this  resolution 
shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption. 

Ordered  that  said  resolution  lie  on  the  Clerk's  desk. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Webb  offered  the  following  joint  resolution, 

viz. : 
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Eesolution  requesting  the  State  Inspector  and  Exam- 
iner to  furnish  to  the  General  Assembly  certain  information. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky : 

That  the  State  Inspector  and  Examiner  be  requested 
and  instructed  to  furnish  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  as  soon  as  practicable,  a  classi- 
fied list  of  the  names,  addresses,  work  and  duties  performed 
by  and  salaries  and  wages  paid  to  each  and  every  official 
and  employee  on  the  State 's  pay  roll,  in  each  and  every  De- 
partment and  Institution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  in,  around  about  the  Capitol  Building  and  other 
buildings  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky. 

Be  it  resolved,  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  and  a  Com- 
mittee of  three  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  to  wait  upon 
the  State  Inspector  and  Examiner  and  request  such  informa- 
tion. 

Ordered  that  said  resolution  lie  on  the  Clerk's  desk. 

Mr.  Stone  offered  the  following  joint  resolution,  viz. : 

Resolution  urging  Representatives  in  Congress  to  pass 
a  measure  protecting  American  labor  against  foreign  inuni- 
gration. 

Whereas,  The  working  people  of  the  United  States  of 
America  stand  in  need  of  labor  protection  by  their  National 
Government ;  and  whereas,  the  working  people — if  they  must 
be  distinguished  from  the  minority  that  constitutes  the  rest  of 
it — are,  of  course,  the  backbone  of  the  nation.  With  the  vast 
and  wonderful  improvements  of  the  twentieth  century  there 
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should  be  not  only  the  necessaries  of  life  for  those  who  toil, 
but  comforts  and  luxuries  as  well;  what  is  a  reasonable  price 
for  labor,  such  a  price  as  will  enable  the  man  to  live,  to  have 
the  comforts  of  life,  to  lay  by  something  for  his  declining- 
years,  so  that  he  can  have  his  own  home,  his  own  fireside 
— so  that  he  can  preserve  the  feelings  of  a  man.  We  sympa- 
thize with  every  honest  effort  made  by  the  children  of  labor 
to  improve  their  condition.  No  law  that  safeguards  their 
life,  that  improves  the  physical  and  moral  conditions  under 
Yvdiich  they  live,  that  gives  them  freedom  to  act  in  their  ovs^n 
interest,  that  makes  their  hours  of  labor  rational,  and  that 
protects  tliem  where  they  cannot  protect  themselves,  can 
properly  be  regarded  as  anything  less  than  a  measure  taken 
in  the  interest  of  the  whole  people ;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  affairs  of  a  great  nation  we  should  plan 
and  labor  not  for  the  present  only,  but  for  the  long  future  as 
well,  it  is  in  this  spirit  that  we  shall  act  if  we  are  genuine 
spokesmen  of  the  wdiole  country. 

Notv,  Therefore,  Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky: 

That  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky  in  session  urge 
the  Representatives  in  National  Congress  to  pass  a  lavr  pro- 
tecting the  labor  of  the  United  States  of  America,  against 
foreign  immigration  upon  our  soil  for  the  purpose  of  cheap- 
ening our  labor; 

And  further.  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded 
to  the  United  States  Congress.

Resolutions  Adopted  at  the  State  Meeting  in  the  Interest 
OF  Game^  Fish^  and  Song  and  Insectivorous  Birds. 

Be  it  resolved  hy  this  body  in  convention  assembled  in 
Frankfort  J  Ky.,  January  12,  1916 : 

1.  That  we  approve  of  the  call  of  this  convention. 

That  w^e  favor  the  conservation  of  our  game  birds,  game 
animals,  fish,  song  and  insectivorous  birds,  and  laws  for  their 
Xjrotection. 

That  we  respectfully  recommend  to  the  General  As- 
sembly of  Kentucky  now  in  session,  the  following  changes  in 
the  laws  on  this  subject. 

2.  A  bag  limit  on  quail  of  not  more  than  twelve  (12) 
birds  per  day  per  hunter. 

3.  A  bag  limit  on  doves  of  not  more  than  fifteen  (15) 
per  day  per  hunter. 

4.  An  open  season  on  doves  only  from  September  1st  to 
October  15th. 

5.  An  open  season  on  squirrels  from  July  1st  to  Dec- 
ember 15th. 


6.    The  season  on  woodcock  to  be  closed  indefinitely. 
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7.  Prohibit  the  export  of  all  game  birds  and  animals 
protected  under  the  Kentucky  law. 

8.  Prohibit  the  sale  of  rabbits  in  the  closed  season. 

9.  Five  year  closed  season  on  wild  turkeys,  pheasants 
and  Plungarian  partridges. 

10.  Confining  bird  dogs  during  the  months  of  April, 
May  and  June. 

11.  Permit  the  sale  and  transportation  of  game  birds 
raised  in  captivity,  when  accompanied  by  permit  from  the 
State  Game  and  Fish  Commission,  which  shall  be  issued  upon 
request  without  cost  to  the  applicant. 

12.  Five  year  closed  season  on  deer,  elk,  and  all  im- 
ported game  animals. 

13.  Reduce  the  maximum  fine  in  all  cases  for  the  viola- 
tion of  the  game  and  fish  laws,  in  order  that  county  judges 
and  justices  of  the  peace  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  and 
dispose  of  cases  for  the  violation  of  the  laws  protecting  game 
birds,  song  and  insectivorous  birds,  game  and  animals,  fish, 
and  fur-bearing  animals. 

14.  Provide  that  landowners  may  be  permitted  to  hunt 
upon  their  own  land  in  season  without  license,  and  repeal 
that  part  of  the  law  which  gives  them  a  right  to  hunt  upon 
adjoining  land  wdtli  the  permission  of  the  owner  or  occupant. 

15.  Whereas,  fur-bearing  animals  are  fast  becoming  ex- 
tinct in  this  State;  whereas,  the  agricultural  department  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  scientists  and  naturalists  have  issued  bul- 
letins proclaiming  the  fur-bearing  animals  the  farmer's  best 
friend,  and  estimate  that  a  skunk  is  worth  $5.00  a  year  to  a 
farm  of  100  acres  and  a  red  fox  $10.00  a  year,  over  and  above 
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any  damage  they  may  do,  because  90%  of  the  food  of  fur- 
bearing  animals  consists  of  farmer's  pests,  mice,  moles,  and 
destructive  insects,  etc. 

Whereas,  the  timely  hunting  of  fur-bearing  animals 
makes  farm,  life  more  attractive  to  the  farmer  bo}^,  and 
whereas  the  unseasonable  slaughter  of  fur-bearing  animals 
means  an  annual  linancial  loss  to  this  State  of  upwards  of 
$100,000  by  capturing  and  killing  these  animals  before  the 
fur  is  ''ripe''  or  matured,  and  during  the  breeding  season; 

Whereas,  all  our  border  States  have  enacted  legal  stat- 
utes to  amply  protect  their  fur-bearing  animals ; 

Whereas,  we  deplore  the  many  nature-fakir  stories  of 
the  past,  tending  to  poison  the  minds  of  our  youth,  giving 
them  false  ideas  and  prejudicing  them  against  the  true  value 
of  these  animals,  especially  since  the  modern  housing  of 
poultry  puts  them  inaccessible  to  the  fur-bearing  animals, 
who  only  seek  their  food  by  niglit. 

16.  Yfe  endorse  and  approve  the  enactment  of  laws  by 
the  present  Legislature  prohibiting  ''gigging,  spearing,  grop- 
ing, noodling,  sledging,  or  by  taking  fish  (except  minnows  for 
bait),  from  any  of  our  inland  streams,  by  any  means  what- 
soever, except  with  pole  and  line,  trot  line,  set  line  or  hand 
line,  and  that  the  shooting  of  fish  in  any  manner  be  pro- 
hibited." 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions 
be  sent  to  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature  now  in  session, 
with  the  request  that  the  Honorable  Speaker  of  the  respec- 
tive Houses  have  it  read  to  the  members  in  open  session.

At  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Salyersville  Bar, 
held  in  the  Court  House  at  Salyersville,  Magoffin  County, 
Kentucky,  upon  the  15th  day  of  January,  1916,  the  under- 
signed members  being  present,  J.  W.  Howard  was  elected 
President,  and  W.  R.  Prater,  Secretary,  and  the  following 
resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  as  the  will  of  the  bar : 

Whereas,  there  is  now  pending  before  both  branches  of 
the  Kentucky  Legislature,  a  bill  for  the  creation  of  the  37tli 
Judicial  District,  which  proposes  to  remove  Magoffin  County 
from  the  31st  Judicial  District;  and 

Whereas,  the  passage  of  such  bill  would  impose  a  heavy 
burden  upon  the  taxpaj^ers  of  Kentucky,  uncalled  for  by 
social,  moral  or  business  necessity,  and  contrary  to  the  pro- 
vision of  the  Constitution  setting  out  the  minimum  of  popu- 
lation per  district,  and  also  contrary  to  the  economic  poli- 
cies of  every  political  party  of  the  State ;  and

Whereas,  there  is  an  overwhelming  sentiment  in  Ma- 
goffin county  against  such  legislation  and  especially  the  re- 
moval of  Magoffin  from  the  31st  Judicial  District,  arising 
from  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  since  the  creation  of  the 
31st  Judicial  District,  the  people  of  that  district  are  assured 
a  safe,  sane  and  useful  administration,  and  that  the  creation 
of  this  new  district,  fostered  as  it  is  by  disappointed  poli- 
ticians, would  be  regarded  by  the  people  as  a  moral  calamity. 
Now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved, 

(1)  That  the  Salyersville  Bar  earnestly  protest  against 
the  passage  of  this  act,  and  call  upon  the  Governor  and  our 
Representatives  to  use  their  influence  to  prevent  this  viola- 
tion of  the  Constitution  and  infringement  upon  the  rights  of 
our  people; 

(2)  That  the  original  signed  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  Governor  A.  0.  Stanley,  and  a  copy,  attested 
by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Association,  be  sent 
to  Senator  Thos.  Combs  and  Representative  R.  B.  Jack- 
son, to  be  presented,  by  them,  to  their  respective  House  as 
a  memorial  against  the  passage  of  the  above  bill.

Dear  Sir: — Further  ansAvering  your  letter  of  March 
29th,  in  which  you  ask  suggestions  and  advice  from  this 
Board  of  Trade  in  regard  to  the  proposed  revision  of  the  in- 
surance laws  of  Kentucky,  <S:c.,  you  will  recall  that  I  advised 
you  in  letter  dated  April  19th,  that  your  letter  and  the  gen- 
eral subject  to  which  it  related,  had  been  referred  by  our 
Board  of  Directors  to  a  Special  Committee  consisting  of 
Messrs.  William  Heyburn,  C.  M.  Bullitt  and  Alfred  Brandeis, 
and  that  these  gentlemen  were  appointed  because  of  their 
knowledge  of  the  various,  steps  taken  to  relieve  the  insurance 
situation  in  Kentucky  at  the  time  the  companies  stopped 
writing  in  the  Slate. 

Tliis  committee  was  requested  to  consider  the  whole 
subject  carefully,  and  to  report  back  their  conclusions  and 
suggestions  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

I  write  now  to  advise  you  that  this  Special  Committee 
submitted  report  to  the  directors  at  a  meeting  held  on  the 
19th  instant,  and  after  full  consideration  of  the  report  and 
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the  subject,  our  board,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  adopted  the  re- 
port of  the  Special  Committee  as  the  sense  of  the  board,  and 
I  was  directed  to  forward  you  a  copy  of  the  report,  which  I 
herewith  enclose. 

The  Board  of  Directors  continued  the  Special  Committee 
in  office  vdth  authority  to  confer  with  you  and  the  Commis- 
sion of  which  you  are  Chairman,  if  it  should  be  desired,  and 
to  be  of  any  service  to  you  that  might  be  in  their  power.

The  Committee  appointed  b}'  the  Louisville  Board  of 
Trade,  consisting  of  C.  Malcolm  Bullitt,  Alfred  Brandeis, 
Wm.  Heyburn,  to  consider  the  interests  of  the  business  com- 
munity, as  they  might  be  affected  by  the  proposed  revision 
of  the  Insurance  Laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  beg  leave 
to  make  the  following  statement  and  recommendations  to  the 
Directors  of  the  Board  of  Trade: 

A  Commission  is  now  actively  considering  what  recom- 
mendations it  shall  make  to  the  next  Legislature,  for  changes 
in  the  Insurance  Laws  of  the  State,  the  Commission  consist- 
ing of  Mr.  Henry  P.  Barret,  selected  by  the  business  men; 
Mr.  George  L.  Payne,  selected  by  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Undcr^vriters,  and  Mr.  Frank  C.  Green,  selected  by  the  State 
Insurance  Board. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Trade  ad- 
vise this  commission,  that  in  formulating  a  new  code  of  in- 
surance laws  to  be  submitted  to  the  Legislature,  considera- 
tion be  given  to  the  following: 

Genee.il  Suggestioxs. 

1.  Any  insurance  law  should  be  based  on  the  necessity 
of  an  adequate  return  being  provided  for  the  insurance  com- 
panies for  the  capital  invested  and  for  the  sei-vice  rendered. 
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2.  Buyers  of  insurance  are  entitled  to  fair  and  reason- 
able rates,  based  on  minimum  expense  and  a  carefully  con- 
sidered average  of  loss  ratios. 

3.  In  view  of  the  excessive  fire  losses  in  this  country 
and  the  desirability  of  the  reduction  of  same,  we  recommend 
that  an  effort  be  made  in  drafting  the  law  to  give  to  the  in- 
surance agents  and  the  insured  a  greater  and  more  direct 
financial  interest  in  the  reduction  of  the  fire  Avaste. 

4.  The  administration  of  the  Insurance  Department  by 
the  State  authorities  should  be  conservative,  economical,  free 
from  preference,  prejudice  and  self-interest,  on  the  part  of 
public  officials  appointed  to  administer  the  department,  and 
the  law  should  carefully  safeg-uard  the  public  against  exces- 
sive cost  or  excessive  power  in  the  public  officials  connected 
with  the  department. 

5.  Taxation  of  insurance  companies  by  the  State  adds 
to  the  rates,  and,  necessarily  to  the  cost  of  insurance,  and 
fullest  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  desirability  of 
avoiding  an  increase  in  insurance  rates  by  an  expensive  State 
Insurance  Department. 

Without  going  into  details,  we  would  at  this  time  recom- 
mend that  special  consideration  be  given  by  the  commission 
to  the  following: 

Special  Suggestions. 

1.  That  all  rates  be  made  by  a  Rating  Bureau,  and 
would  suggest  the  embodiment  of  a  law  on  the  order  of  that 
recently  adopted  by  Iowa,  Michigan  and  Minnesota,  covering 
this  point. 

2.  That  the  law  fix  the  rate  of  commission  payable  to 
agents;  that  this  compensation  be  a  minimum  flat  rate,  with 
a  contingent  commission,  giving  the  agent  financial  interest 
in  loss  experienced  on  business  written  by  him.  This  we  con- 
sider one  of  the  most  essential  features  of  a  new  law,  as  it 
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tends  to  make  closer  supervision  and  improvement  in  the 
hazards,  as  well  as  a  reduction  in  fire  loss,  and  necessarily  a 
reduction  in  rates  throughout  the  State. 

3.  We  strongly  advocate  the  repeal  of  the  Valued 
Policy  Law,  believing  that  it  is  against  public  policy.  In  lieu 
thereof,  we  would  suggest  that  where  property  is  totally  de- 
stroyed, the  assured  should  have  a  right  to  recover  only  for 
the  actual  value  at  the  time  of  loss,  and  if  it  is  found  that  the 
property  is  over  insured,  then  the  premium  paid  on  the  over 
insurance  should  be  refunded  to  the  assured. 

If  it  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Directors  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  your  committee  will  be  pleased  to  go  into  conference 
Vvith  the  Insurance  Commission  and  urge  them  to  formulate 
the  new  proposed  lt\^v  along  these  lines.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Covivmon- 
ivealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association,  who, 
with  intent  to  sell  or  in  any  wise  dispose  of  merchandise, 
securities,  service,  or  anything  offered  by  such  person,  firm, 
corporation  or  association,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  pub- 
lic for  sale  or  distribution,  or  with  intent  to  increase  the  con- 
sumption thereof,  or  to  induce  the  public  in  any  manner  to 
enter  into  any  obligation  relating  thereto,  or  to  acquire  title 
thereto,  or  any  interest  therein,  makes,  publishes,  dissemi- 
nates, circulates,  or  places  before  the  public,  or  causes,  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  to  be  made,  published,  disseminated,  cir- 
culated, or  placed  before  the  public  in  this  State,  in  a  news- 
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paper  or  other  publication  or  in  the  form  of  a  book,  notice, 
handbill,  poster,  bill,  circular,  pamphlet,  or  letter,  or  in  any 
other  wa}^,  an  advertisement  of  any  sort  regarding  merchan- 
dise, securities,  service  or  anything  so  offered  to  the  public, 
which  advertisement  contains  any  assertion,  representation 
or  statement  of  fact  which  is  untrue,  deceptive  or  misleading, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction,  shall 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $500,  or  imprisoned  in  the 
count}^  jail  not  exceeding  ninety  days,  or  botli  so  fined  and 
imprisoned  in  the  discretion  of  the  jury. 

The  amendment  proposed  tliereto  by  tlie  committee  is 
as  follows,  viz. : 

Amend  House  Bill  46  by  striking  out  the  numerals  '^500'' 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  numerals  'MOO."

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
tuealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  3002  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes  of 
1915,  being  part  of  an  act  entitled,  '^An  act  for  the  govern- 
ment of  cities  of  the  first  class,  ^  ^  approved  July  1,  1893,  which 
relates  to  revenue  and  taxation  as  amended  at  the  regular 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  during  the  year  1910,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  therefrom  the 
last  paragraph  thereof,  which  reads  as  follows : 

''Persons  under  disability,  whose  lands  have  been  sold  for 
taxes,  as  herein  provided,  shall  have  the  same  right  for  the 
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redemption  of  sucli  lands,  as  are  given  tliem  by  law  for  the 
redemption  of  land  sold  for  the  payment  of  taxes  due  to  the 
State  of  Kentucky." 

And  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  provision  is  hereby 
enacted : 

Provided,  that  infants  whose  lands  have  been  sold  for 
taxes  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  have  one  year 
after  they  become  of  age  within  which  to  redeem  said  lands, 
and,  provided,  that  the  same  penalty  and  interest  shall  be 
charged  against  infants '  lands  until  redeemed,  and  all  other 
delinquent  tax  bills  with  interest  and  penalties  shall  be,  paid 
upon  redemption. 

So  that  said  section  3002,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  fol- 
loYvS : 

Section  3002.  If,  at  any  sale  for  taxes,  of  real  property, 
no  one  will  bid  for  or  purchase  the  property  offered  for  sale, 
at  the  amount  of  the  taxes,  the  charges  due,  and  the  cost  of 
sale,  including  the  cost  of  advertising,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  tax  receiver  to  purchase  same  for  the  city,  for  the 
amount  of  the  tax  due,  with  interest  and  penalties,  and  costs 
of  sale  thereon.  The  owner  of  the  real  estate  so  sold,  his 
heirs,  representatives,  assigns,  shall  have  the  same  right  to 
redeem  such  real  estate  from  the  purchaser  thereof  at  any 
time  within  two  years  from  the  day  of  sale,  as  is  provided  by 
law  in  the  sale  of  real  estate  under  execution,  by  paying  to 
the  tax  receiver  the  amount  of  the  purchase  price  at  said 
sale,  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent.  (1%) 
per  month,  or  fraction  thereof,  from  the  day  of  sale;  and  in 
case  the  land  is  not  redeemed  before  the  first  day  of  April 
succeeding  the  sale,  b}^  paying  a  further  penalt}^  of  five  per 
cent.  (5%)  upon  tlie  purchase  price.  Duiing  the  two  years 
allowed  for  redemption,  and  until  redemption,  the  land  so

sold  siiali  be  assessed  for  subsequent  tax  levies,  in  the  name 
of  the  delinquent  owner.  During  tliat  time,  there  shall  be  no 
sale  of  the  land  for  the  collection  of  such  later  tax  bills,  but 
the  delinquent  shall  be  required  to  pay  said  bills,  with  in- 
terest and  penalties  as  above  provided,  upon  the  redemption 
of  the  land,  in  addition  to  the  paj^ment  of  purchase  price, 
Avith  interest  and  penalties  as  hereinabove  required.  All 
moneys  paid  in  redemption  of  land  sold  for  city  taxes  shall 
be  paid  to  the  tax  receiver  of  the  city,  who  shall  account  for 
such  moneys  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  officer  as 
is  required  of  him  in  the  regular  collection  of  taxes;  except 
that,  when  the  purchaser  at  a  tax  sale  is  not  the  city,  the 
tax  receiver  shall  pay  over  to  the  purchaser  upon  proper  re- 
ceipt, the  amount  of  the  purchrase  price,  with  interest  and 
penalties  thereon ;  but  all  moneys  paid  by  the  delinquent  at 
the  time  of  redemption  in  discharge  of  the  bills  against  that 
land  w^hich  was  assessed  subsequently  to  the  tax  for  which 
the  sale  was  had,  shall  be  accountecl  for  by  the  tax  receiver 
as  are  other  tax  collections ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  tax 
receiver  to  promptly  notify  the  purchaser  at  a  tax  sale  of 
the  redemption  of  the  land  purchased  by  him,  by  postpaid 
letter  or  card.  Provided  that  infants  whose  lands  have  been 
sold  for  taxes  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  have  one 
year  after  they  become  of  age  within  which  to  redeem  said 
lands,  and,  provided,  that  the  same  penalty  and  interest 
shall  be  charged  against  infants'  lands  until  redeemed,  and 
all  other  delinquent  tax  bills  with  interest  and  penalties  shall 
be  paid  upon  said  redemption. 

Ordered  that  said  bill  be  read  the  third  time.

§  1.  That  the  fiscal  court  in  each  county  having  therein 
a  city  of  the  second  class  may  in  its  discretion  acquire,  by 
purchase  or  otherwise,  a  law  library,  which,  when  so  ac- 
quired, shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  court  officers  and  county 
officers  in  said  county,  and  said  fiscal  court  shall  be  author- 
ized to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  regarding  the  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  said  law  library  as  said  court  may 
deem  proper,  and  may  provide  for  the  use  of  said  law  library 
by  others  than  the  court  and  county  officers,  on  such  terms  as 
said  fiscal  court  may  deem  advisable  and  proper. 

§  2.    All  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

The  amendment  proposed  thereto  by  Mr.  Price  is  as 
follows,  viz. : 

Amend  House  Bill  22  by  inserting  in  line  6,  after  the 
word  proper and  before  the  words  *^and  may  provide,'' 
the  following:  '^and  as  may  be  approved  by  the  judge  or 
judges  of  the  circuit  court  of  said  county."

H.  B.  56.  An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ^'An  act  for 
the  g'overnment  of  cities  of  the  second  class  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky,"  approved  March  19,  1894. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows,  viz.: 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assemhly  of  the  Common- 
tuealth  of  KentucJcy: 

§  1.  That  section  1  of  article  VIII.  of  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  for  the  government  of  cities  of  the  second  class  in 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, approved  March  19,  1894, 
being  section  3174,  Kentucky  Statutes,  be  amended,  so  that 
the  same  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

(a)  That  each  city  shall  raise  a  revenue  from  ad  val- 
orem taxes  and  from  a  tax  based  on  income,  licenses  and  fran- 
chises, and,  to  that  end,  the  general  council  of  each  city  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  provide,  by  ordinance, 
for  the  assessment  of  all  real  and  personal  estate,  within  the 
corporate  limits  thereof,  subject  to  taxation  for  State  pur- 
poses; that  lands  and  improvements  thereon  shall  be  sepa- 
rately assessed;  that  personal  estate  shall  be  annually  as- 
sessed, and  real  estate  quadrennially  assessed ;  that  the  quad- 
rennial assessment  in  any  year  shall  constitute  and  be  the 
assessment  of  real  estate  for  each  of  the  three  years  next 
succeeding  such  assessment;  that  improvements  on  land, 
erected  in  any  fiscal  year  other  than  that  in  wdiich  a  quad- 
rennial assessment  is  made,  shall  be  assessed  in  such  year, 
which  assessment  shall  be  assessment  of  such  improvements 
for  that  and  each  of  the  years  preceding  the  next  following 
quadrennial  assessment,  and  if  such  improvements  be  de- 
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stroyed  in  a  year  other  than  a  quadrennial  assessment  year, 
the  assessment  thereof  shall  be  canceled  for  that  and  each  of 
the  years  preceding  the  next  following  quadrennial  assess- 
ment; and  that  in  each  city,  the  assessment  of  real  estate 
last  made  shall  be  the  assessment  of  such  real  estate  until 
an  assessment  thereof  shall  have  been  provided  for  and  made 
under  this  act. 

(b)  That  each  city  shall  annually  levy  an  ad  valorem 
tax  upon  all  real  and  personal  property,  which  tax  shall  be 
uniform  upon  all  property  of  the  same  class  and  shall  not 
exceed  the  rate  and  limit  prescribed  by  statute;  may  levy  a 
poll  tax,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  upon  each 
male  adult  inhabitant  thereof;  may  impose  fees  on  stock 
used  for  breeding  purposes,  on  franchises,  trades,  occuj^a- 
tions  and  professions;  may  provide  for  taxation  of  personal 
property,  tangible  and  intangible,  based  on  income,  licenses 
or  franchises,  in  lieu  of  an  ad  valorem  tax  thereon ;  provided, 
the  imposition  of  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  such  property  of  any 
steam  railroad,  street  railway,  ferry,  bridge,  gas,  Avater, 
heating,  telephone,  telegraph,  electric  light,  or  electric  power 
company,  be  not  omitted;  may  impose  on  itinerant  vendors, 
license  taxes  based  on  income,  fixing  for  each  class  thereof,  a 
daily  minimum  license,  exact  security  for  the  payment  of 
such  taxes,  and  impose  fines  and  penalties  for  disobedience 
of  its  ordinances ;  may  allow  discount,  not  exceeding  two  per 
centum  of  the  amount  thereof,  for  the  prompt  payment  of  all 
or  any  taxes ;  and  shall  provide  for  the  collection  of  all  taxes 
imposed  hereunder. 

(c)  That  the  revenue  derived  from  taxes  based  on  in- 
come, licenses  and  franchises  in  lieu  of  an  ad  valorem  tax, 
shall  be  paid  at  such  time  in  the  fiscal  year  as  may  be  fixed 
by  ordinance,  and  shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed  for 
the  same  purposes  as  the  revenue  derived  from  the  ad  va- 
lorem tax.   In  default  of  payment  of  the  license  taxes,  at  the 
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time  fixed  by  ordinance,  a  penalty  of  five  per  centum  shall 
be  added  to  the  amount  thereof,  and  interest  thereon,  as  may 
be  provided  by  ordinance,  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  per 
annum,  from  date  of  default  until  payment,  shall  be  computed 
and  paid  by  the  delinquent.  A  lien,  prior  to  all  others  except 
that  for  State  taxes,  whether  acquired  before  or  after  the 
maturity  of  such  license  taxes,  shall  exist  in  favor  of  the 
city  from  and  after  the  date  such  license  taxes  become  due 
and  payable,  for  the  amount  thereof,  penalty  and  interest, 
upon  all  the  property,  real  and  personal,  of  such  delinquent, 
which  lien  shall  be  enforceable  by  suit,  in  the  name  of  the 
city,  in  the  circuit  court ;  and  in  such  suit  personal  judgment 
may  also  be  obtained  against  such  delinquent  for  the  amount 
of  such  license  tax,  penalty,  interest  and  costs  of  suit. 

§  2.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herevvith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Ordered  that  said  bill  be  read  the  third  time.

H.  B.  49.  An  act  to  amend  the  Kentucky  Statutes, 
chapter  89,  section  2928a,  by  adding  thereto  section  2928b, 
creating  the  office  of  court  matron  for  the  police  court  of  cit- 
ies of  the  first  class,  and  prescribing  her  rights  and  duties  and 
compensation. 


Said  bill  reads  as  follows,  viz. 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  the  office  of  court 
matron  of  the  police  court  in  all  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this 
State.  Said  matron  shall  be  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the 
police  court  aforesaid  of  every  city  of  the  first  class.  The 
term  of  office  of  the  said  court  matron  shall  be  two  years,  and 
until  the  qualification  of  her  successor;  and  she  shall  be  re- 
movable by  the  judge  of  the  police  court  aforesaid,  for  good 
cause,  and  the  judge  shall  cause  to  be  entered  in  the  minutes 
of  his  court  his  reasons  for  such  removal.  Said  judge  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  a  successor  whenever  a  vacancy  may 
occur  in  the  office  of  court  matron  for  whatever  cause. 

§  2.  The  said  office  shall  be  filled  by  a  woman  of  good 
moral  character,  with  experience  and  training  in  social  work, 
and  she  shall  be  fully  qualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  her 
office. 

§  3.  Said  matron  shall  have  all  the  authority  vested  in 
a  police  officer  of  cities  of  the  first  class ;  she  shall  investigate 
and  report  to  the  judge  of  the  police  court  upon  the  past  his- 
tories, conditions  of  living,  character,  morals  and  habits  of 
all  women  and  girls  awaiting  trial  in  such  city  court,  and 
shall  exercise  supervision  of  such  women  and  girls  while 
under  suspended  sentence  until  final  disposition  of  the  charge 
or  charges  against  them. 

§  4.  Said  matron  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury 
a  salary  of  seventy-five  dollars  ($75.00)  per  month,  and  shall 
be  alloAved  all  necessary  expenses  incidental  to  investigation 
of  cases  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  judge  of  the  police 
court.

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  from  section  3  the  following: 
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^^Said  matron  shall  have  all  the  authority  vested  in  a  police 
officer  of  cities  of  the  first  class,"  and  add  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following:  '^Said  matron  shall  investigate  and  report  to  the 
judge  of  the  police  court  upon  the  past  histories,  conditions 
of  living,  character,  morals  and  habits  of  all  women  and  girls 
awaiting  trial  in  such  city  court,  and  shall  exercise  supervis- 
ion of  such  women  and  girls  while  under  suspended  sentence 
until  final  disposition  of  the  charge  or  charges  against 
them." 

Said  amendment  Avas  agreed  to.

The  House  took  up  for  consideration  from  the  orders  of 
the  day  a  bill  entitled : 

H.  B.  80.  An  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  3483, 
chapter  89,  Kentucky  Statutes,  Carroll's  edition,  relating  to 
adding  or  striking  off  territory  of  cities  of  the  fourth  class, 
being  an  Act  of  June  28,  1893,  and  March  17,  1898. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows,  viz. : 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assemhly  of  the  Common- 
ivealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  3483  be  amended  by  striking  from 
the  fifty-hrst  line  tliereof  the  words  ^Sand  no  appeal  shall  lie 
from  the  judgment  of  the  circuit  court, ' '  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words,  ''and  an  ai)peal  shall  lie  from  the  judg- 
ment of  the  circuit  court  as  in  other  cases,"  so  that  said  sec- 
tion when  so  amended  will  read  as  follows : 
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Section  3483.  Boundary— Adding-  or  Striking  Off  Ter- 
irtory — Jurisdiction  of  Circuit  Court. — The  boundaries  of 
cities  of  the  fourtli  class  shall,  until  changed  as  herein  pro- 
vided, remain  as  now  established  by  law.  Whenever  it  shall 
be  deemed  desirable  to  annex  any  territory  to  a  city  in  this 
class,  or  to  reduce  the  boundaries  thereof,  the  same  may  be 
done  in  the  following  manner:  The  board  of  council  of  such 
city  shall,  by  ordinance,  accurately  define  the  boundary  of  the 
territory  proposed  to  be  annexed  or  stricken  olf.  Such  ordi- 
nance shall  be  published  for  not  less  than  three  weeks  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  such  city  or  county;  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  in  the  city,  or  county,  the  ordinance 
shall  be  advertised  by  hand  bills,  to  be  posted  for  at  least 
fifteen  days  at  four  or  more  public  places  in  the  city,  and  at 
the  same  number  of  the  most  public  places  y^ithin  the  terri- 
tory proposed  to  be  annexed  or  stricken  off.  Within  thirty 
days  after  the  adoption,  publication  and  advertisement  of 
such  ordinance,  a  x'etition  shall  be  filed  in  the  circuit  court 
of  the  county  within  which  said  city  may  be  situated  in  tlie 
name  and  on  behalf  of  the  city,  setting  forth  the  passage, 
publication  and  advertisement  of  such  ordinance,  the  object 
and  purposes  thereof,  together  with  an  accurate  description 
by  metes  and  bounds  of  the  territory  proposed  to  be  an- 
nexed to  or  stricken  from  the  city,  and  praying  for  a  judg- 
ment of  the  court  to  annex  said  territory  to  or  strike  same 
from  the  city,  as  the  object  may  be.  The  said  petition  shall 
be  filed  not  less  than  twenty  days  before  the  first  day  of  the 
next  succeeding  term  of  the  circuit  court  in  that  county. 
Notice  of  the  filing  of  the  same  shall  be  given  in  the  same 
manner  as  provided  herein  for  notice  of  passage  of  said  ordi- 
nance. If  no  defense  be  made  at  the  first  term  of  the  court 
after  the  filing  of  said  petition  and  notice  of  same  as  herein 
provided,  and  the  court  shall  make  no  order  for  granting 
future  time  for  making  defense,  the  court  shall  render  judg- 
ment annexing  or  striking  off  the  proposed  territory,  as  the 
object  of  the  proceedings  may  be.  But  at  the  first  term  of 
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the  circuit  court,  or  within  the  time  fixed  by  the  court  by  its 
order,  any  one  or  more  of  the  resident  voters  of  the  territory 
proposed  to  be  annexed  or  stricken  off  may  file  a  defense  in 
said  iDroceeding,  setting  forth  the  reasons  why  such  territory 
or  any  part  thereof,  should  not  be  annexed  to  the  city,  or 
why  the  limits  of  the  city  should  not  be  reduced.  The  case 
shall  be  tried  by  the  court  without  the  intervention  of  a  jury. 
If  the  court,  upon  hearing,  be  satisfied  that  less  than  a  ma- 
jority of  the  resident  voters  of  the  territory  sought  to  be 
annexed  or  stricken  off  have  remonstrated  against  the  pro- 
posed extension  or  reduction,  and  that  tlie  proposed  exten- 
sion or  reduction  of  the  limits  of  the  city,  as  the  case  may 
be  will  be  for  the  interest  of  the  city  and  will  cause  no  ma- 
terial injury  to  the  owners  of  real  estate  in  the  limits  of  the 
proposed  extension  or  reduction,  it  shall  so  find,  and  the 
proposed  extension  or  reduction  shall  be  decreed,  or  ad- 
judged. But  if  the  court  shall  find  that  a  majority  or  more 
of  the  resident  voters  in  the  territory  to  be  affected  or  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  property,  if  there  be  no  resident 
voters,  remonstrated  against  such  ciiange,  and  that  said 
change  will  cause  material  injury  to  the  owners  of  real  estate 
in  the  limits  of  the  proposed  extension  or  reduction,  it  shall 
so  find,  and  said  extension  or  reduction  shall  be  denied.  If 
the  judgment  of  the  court  is  adverse  to  the  proposed  change, 
no  further  effort  to  annex  or  strike  off  the  territory  so  pro- 
posed shall  be  made  within  two  years  after  the  entering  of 
tL-e  judgment.  Costs  shall  follow  the  judgment,  and  an  ap- 
peal shall  lie  from  the  judgment  of  the  circuit  court  as  in 
oth(  r  cases.  If  the  judgment  in  such  proceeding  be  in  favor 
of  the  city,  it  shall  be  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  to 
the  board  of  council  and  entered  on  the  record  of  the  board 
and  the  board  shall  thereupon,  by  ordinance  annex  to  or 
strike  from  the  city  the  territory  described  in  the  judgment; 
provided,  the  circuit  court  shall  not  have  jurisdiction  of  such 
proceedings,  unless  the  required  publication  or  advertisement 
of  the  ordinance  proposing  the  extension  or  reduction  of  the 
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limits  of  the  city  contains  notice  of  tlio  proposed  proceedings 
in  such  court,  proof  of  which  publication  or  advertisement 
may  be  made  by  affidavit  filed  in  the  proceeding*;  provided, 
however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  interfering  with  the  rights  of  any  litigant  in  or 
growing  out  of  any  action  now  pending  in  any  court  of  this 
Commonwealth,  under  the  act  to  Avhicli  this  amendment  ap- 
plies. 

Ordered  that  said  bill  be  read  the  third  time. 

The  provision  of  the  Constitution  as  to  the  third  read- 
ing of  said  bill  at  length  being  dispensed  with  it  was  read 
the  third  time  by  its  title  and  passed.

Tlie  ITouse  took  up  for  consideration  from  the  orders  of 
the  day  a  bill  entitled: 

IL  B.  61.  An  act  to  amend  section  3449  of  the  Ken- 
tucky Statutes.  The  object  of  which  is  to  amend  the  Statutes 
of  Kentucky  so  that  cities  of  the  third  class  may  pay  for  con- 
struction of  streets  in  installments. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows,  viz. : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemhly  of  the  CommGu- 
tvealth  of  Kentucky: 

That  section  3449  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes  be  amended 
by  adding  thereto  the  following: 

The  common  council  may  provide  that  the  construction 
or  reconstruction  of  any  of  the  sewers,  streets,  alleys,  public 
ways  and  sidewalks  shall  be  made  on  the  ten  (10)  year  plan; 
and  thereupon  when  any  such  improvement  or  reimprove- 
ment  has  been  completed  and  accepted  a  notice  shall  be  given 
by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  pub- 
lished in  the  city,  requiring  the  property  owner  to  pay  the 
assessments  made  against  their  property  for  such  work; 
and  if  such  assessments  be  not  paid  by  such  property  own- 
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ers,  then  to  provide  a  fnnd  for  the  payment  of  such  portion 
of  the  entire  cost  of  such  improvement  or  reimprovement  as 
the  property  holders  shall  be  liable  for,  but  may  not  pay  in 
cash  in  conformity  with  said  notice  the  common  council  is 
autliorized  to  borrow  money  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceed  - 
ing six  per  cent,  per  annum  in  anticipation  of  the  collection 
of  a  special  tax  or  assessment  for  such  improvement  or  re- 
improvement  from  such  property  holders,  and  to  issue  the 
bonds  of  the  city  therefor  in  manner  and  form  herein  pro- 
vided, pledging  the  liens  on  the  property  and  any  fund  which 
the  city  may  have  set  apart  for  said  purpose  and  the  faith 
and  credit  of  the  city  where  the  city  has  been  authorized  to 
pledge  its  faith  and  credit,  or  any  or  all  of  said  pledges  may 
be  given  by  the  city  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  in- 
terest of  said  bonds  as  the  city  may  desire.  The  city  may, 
if  it  so  desires  and  has  been  authorized  by  law,  to  pledge  the 
faith  and  credit  of  the  city  in  payment  of  its  part  of  the  cost 
of  any  improvement  made  hereunder,  issue  bonds  for  its  part 
of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  in  like  manner  as  is  herein 
provided  for  the  issual  of  bonds  in  payment  of  the  cost  of  the 
improvement  on  behalf  of  the  property  holders.  But  said  city 
may  assess  the  entire  cost  of  such  improvement  or  reimprove- 
ment against  the  property  owners  and  issue  bonds  therefor 
as  herein  provided.  Said  bonds^  shall  be  divided  into  ten 
series,  each  series  to  be  as  nearly  equal  as  possible;  said 
series  to  be  paid  respectively  in  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six, 
seven,  eight,  iiine  and  ten  years  after  date.  Said  bonds  shall 
be  of  the  denomination  of  $100  or  its  multiple,  not  exceeding 
$1,000,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  not  exceeding 
six  per  cent,  per  annum.  Said  bonds  shall  show  upon  their 
face  by  general  designation,  the  sewer,  district,  streets  or 
Dther  xjnblic  ways  for  the  improvement  or  reimprovement  of 
which  they  are  issued  or  used.  Any  odd  amount  remaining 
after  the  issuing  of  said  bonds  of  the  denomination  of  $100 
or  its  multiple  as  herein  provided  may  be  paid  in  cash  out  of 
the  general  fund  of  the  city,  or  may,  at  the  option  of  the  com- 
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mon  council  be  included  in  a  separate  bond  payable  in  ten 
years  from  date,  drawing  like  interest  as  the  bonds  herein 
provided  for.  The  owner  or  owners  of  each  lot  of  land  sub- 
ject to  assessment  for  such  improvenient  or  reimprovement 
who  pays  in  cash  the  entire  amount  of  assessment  or  tax  due 
upon  his  property  shall  thereupon  have  liis  property  released 
upon  the  record  of  tJje  common  council  from  further  liability 
for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  or  said  assessment  or  tax. 
Such  property  owners  as  do  not  pay  in  cash  the  entire 
amount  of  assessment  or  tax  against  their  property  for  such 
improvement  or  reimprovement  shall  pay  annually  at  the 
time  of  the  payment  of  their  city  taxes  one-tenth  (1-10)  of  the 
amount  of  the  assessment  or  tax  against  his  property,  to- 
gether with  six  per  centum  per  annum  interest  thereon  from 
the  date  of  such  assessment  until  paid  and  six  per  centum  per 
annum  interest  upon  the  remaining  assessment  unpaid;  and 
shall  continue  such  annual  payments  at  such  time  until  the 
entire  amount  of  the  assessment  and  interest  shall  be  paid. 
Upon  default  of  such  payment  at  such  times,  the  same  penalty 
shall  attach  on  the  amount  so  payable  as  attaches  to  the  non- 
payment of  other  municipal  taxes  and  may  be  collected  to- 
gether with  the  amount  so  due  from  the  owner  or  owners  of 
such  property  in  the  same  manner  as  other  city  taxes  and 
penalties  are  collected  for  municipal  purposes ;  and  such  as- 
sessments and  penalty  shall  be  and  remain  a  lien  upon  such 
property  until  the  same,  with  the  interest  thereon,  have  been 
fully  paid  and  satisfied.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  col- 
lector immediately  on  default  of  payment  in  cash  of  the  as- 
sessment upon  said  property  at  the  time  specified  by  the 
common  council,  to  forthwith  certify  all  unpaid  assessments 
to  the  common  council  of  the  city  and  the  common  council 
shall  thereupon  declare  all  the  assessments  against  the  prop- 
erty to  be  due  and  unpaid  and  may  direct  the  institution  of 
a  suit  in  equity  to  enforce  the  lien  upon  and  collection  of  the 
total  assessment,  in  which  suits  the  proceedings  shall  be  as 
in  other  suits  in  equity  to  foreclose  liens  upon   land  and  a 
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copy  duly  certified  of  the  collector's  certificate  and  of  the 
action  of  the  common  council  thereon  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  that  all  the  steps  necessary  to  create  a  lien  on  such 
property  for  such  assessment  have  been  duly  and  legally 
taken.  And  the  common  council  or  the  court  shall  have 
power  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings  to  correct  or  remedy 
any  error  or  oversight  therein,  in  order  to  validate  and  se- 
cure said  lien.  The  annual  assessments,  penalties  and  inter- 
est and  all  portions  thereof  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  treasurer 
when  collected  and  shall  go  into  the  sinking  fund  of  the  city 
and  shall  be,  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  applied, 
as  far  as  practicable,  to  the  payment  or  purchase  of  bonds 
issued  in  anticipation  of  their  collection  and  the  interest 
thereon  as  the  same  shall  become  due;  but  if  impracticable, 
the  same  shall  be  invested  as  other  funds  of  the  sinking  fund 
are  required  to  be  invested. 

(2)  The  clerk  of  city  shall  prepare  and  keep  a  book 
similar  to  the  tax  assessment  book  in  which  he  shall  enter 
the  assessments  made  under  this  law,  wdtli  the  names  of  the 
parties,  the  property  assessed,  with  the  amount  and  date  of 
assessment,  when  due,  and  other  appropriate  data  with 
reference  thereto.  When  any  assessment  is  paid  the  col- 
lector shall  enter  evidence  of  the  same  in  the  appropriate 
place  in  said  book.  Said  book  shall  be  a  public  record  of  the 
city. 

(3)  The  liens  for  the  work  done  under  this  law  and  the 
assessments  herein  provided  for  shall  be  superior  to  any  and 
all  liens  or  encumbrances  prior  or  subsequent,  excepting 
only  State,  county  and  city  taxes. 

So  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

(3449)  Improvement — Powers  of  Council — Sidewalk — 
Lien  on  Abutting  Lots. — The  common  council  shall  have 
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power  to  pass  ordinances  to  require  the  improvement  of 
streets  and  alleys,  subject  to  the  mode  and  manner  herein 
designated,  either  by  grading-  and  paving,  or  by  grading, 
paving  and  macadamizing,  or  graveling,  guttering,  curbing 
and  paving,  or  planking  of  sidewalk,  any  portion  thereof,  not 
less  in  length  than  one  block,  or  the  Avhole  of  any  street  or 
alley  now  established,  or  which  hereafter  may  be  established, 
or  by  gTittering,  curbing,  paving  and  grading  any  number  of 
feet,  not  less  than  a  block,  upon  either  or  both  sides  of  any 
street  where  the  same  shall  be  necessary  to  complete  such 
class  of  improvement  on  any  square  or  street,  or  by  grading, 
paving,  curbing  or  guttering  of  one  side  of  any  street  wdiere 
the  other  side  of  such  street  has  been  improved  theretofore, 
or  the  reconstruction  or  repairing  of  the  sidewalks,  by  re- 
curbing,  reguttering  or  repaving  on  any  or  all  streets  at  the 
cost  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  ground  fronting  such  im- 
provement; and  the  cost  of  such  improvement  to  be  appor- 
tioned according  to  the  number  of  feet  front  each  may  own 
in  front  of  said  improvement;  and  a  lien  is  hereby  created 
on  the  said  ground  for  the  cost  thereof ;  all  of  which  improve- 
ments, when  required  to  be  made,  the  common  council  shall 
order  done  by  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  for  that  purpose, 
which  shall  fully  declare  and  prescribe  the  kind  and  extent 
of  improvement  to  be  made.  That  the  common  council  may 
require  by  ordinance  the  improvement  of  any  street  or  alley 
simply  by  grading  or  graveling  or  macadamizing,  or  may  re- 
quire by  ordinance  the  whole  of  any  street  to  be  improved  by 
grading,  graveling  or  macadamizing,  g-uttering,  curbing  and 
paving  or  planking  the  sidewalk,  the  whole  or  any  part  not 
less  than  one  block  of  any  street. 

The  common  council  may  provide  that  the  construction 
or  reconstruction  of  any  of  the  sewers,  streets,  alleys,  public 
ways  and  sidewalks  shall  be  made  on  the  ten  (10)  year  plan  ; 
and  thereupon  when  any  such  improvement  or  reimprove- 
ment  has  been  completed  and  accepted,  a  notice  shall  be 
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given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
published  in  tlie  city,  requiring  the  property  owner  to  pay 
the  assessments  made  against  their  proj^erty  for  such  work; 
and  if  such  assessments  be  not  j^aid  by  such  property  own- 
ers, then  to  provide  a  fund  for  the  payment  of  such  portion 
of  the  entire  cost  of  such  improvement  or  reimprovement  as 
the  property  holders  shall  be  liable  for,  but  may  not  pay  in 
cash  in  conformity  with  said  notice,  the  common  council  is 
authorized  to  borrow  money  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceed- 
ing six  per  cent,  per  annum  in  anticipation  of  the  collection 
of  a  special  tax  or  assessment  for  such  improvement  or  re- 
improvement  from  such  property  holders,  and  to  issue  the 
bonds  of  the  city  therefor  in  manner  and  form  herein  pro- 
vided, pledging  the  liens  on  the  property  and  any  fund  which 
the  city  may  have  set  apart  for  said  purpose  and  the  faith 
and  credit  of  the  city  wdiere  the  city  has  been  authorized  to 
pledge  its  faith  and  credit,  or  any  or  all  of  said  pledges  may 
be  given  by  the  city  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  in- 
terest of  said  bonds  as  the  city  may  desire.  The  city  may,  if 
it  so  desires  and  has  been  authorized  by  law,  to  pledge  the 
faith  and  credit  of  the  city  in  payment  of  its  part  of  the  cost 
of  any  improvement  made  hereunder,  issue  bonds  for  its 
part  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  in  like  manner  as  is 
herein  provided  for  the  issual  of  bonds  in  payment  of  the 
cost  of  the  improvement  on  behalf  of  the  property  holders. 
But  said  city  may  assess  the  entire  cost  of  such  improvement 
or  reimprovement  against  the  property  owners  and  issue 
bonds  therefor  as  herein  provided.  Said  bonds  shall  be 
divided  into  ten  series,  each  series  to  be  as  nearly  equal  as 
possible ;  said  series  to  be  paid  respectively  in  one,  two,  three, 
four,  tive,  six,  seven,  eight,  nine  and  ten  years  after  date. 
Sard  bonds  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of  $100  or  its  mul- 
tiple, not  exceeding  $1,000,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  the 
rate  of  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum.  Said  bonds 
shall  show  upon  their  face,  by  general  designation,  the  sewer, 
district,  streets  or  other  public  ways  for  the  improvement  or 
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rcimprovement  of  wliicli  they  are  issued  or  used.  Any  odd 
amount  remaining  after  the  issuing*  of  said  bonds  of  the 
denomination  of  $100  or  its  multiple  as  herein  provided  may 
be  paid  in  cash  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  city,  or  may, 
at  the  option  of  the  common  council,  be  included  in  a  sepa- 
rate bond  payable  in  ten  years  from  date  drawing  like  in- 
terest as  the  bonds  herein  provided  for.  The  owner  or  own- 
ers of  each  lot  of  land  subject  to  assessment  for  such  im- 
provement or  rcimprovement  who  pays  in  cash  the  entire 
amount  of  assessment  or  tax  due  upon  his  property  shall 
thereupon  have  his  property  released  upon  the  record  of  the 
common  council  from  further  liability  for  the  payment  of 
said  bonds  or  said  assessment  or  tax.  Such  property  owners 
as  do  not  pay  in  cash  the  entire  amount  of  assessment  or  tax 
against  their  property  for  such  improvement  or  reimprove- 
ment  shall  pay  annually  at  the  time  of  the  payment  of  their 
city  taxes  one-tenth  (1-10)  of  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
or  tax  against  his  property,  together  with  six  per  centum 
per  annum  interest  thereon  from  the  date  of  such  assessment 
until  paid  and  six  per  centum  per  annum  interest  upon  the 
remaining  assessment  unpaid;  and  shall  continue  such  an- 
nual payments  at  such  time  until  the  entire  amount  of  the 
assessment  and  interest  shall  be  paid.  Upon  default  of  such 
payment  at  such  times,  the  same  penalty  shall  attach  on  the 
amount  so  payable  as  attaches  to  the  n.on-payment  of  other 
municipal  taxes  and  may  be  collected  together  with  the 
amount  so  due  from  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  property 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  city  taxes  and  penalties  are  col- 
lected for  municipal  purposes;  and  such  assessments  and 
penalty  shall  be  a  lien  upon  such  property  until  the  same, 
with  the  interest  thereon,  have  been  fully  paid  and  satisfied. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  collector  immediately  on  de- 
fault of  pajmient  in  cash  of  the  assessment  upon  said  prop- 
erty at  the  time  specified  by  the  common  council,  to  forth- 
with certify  all  unpaid  assessments  to  the  common  council 
of  the  city  and  the  common  council  shall  thereupon  declare 
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all  the  assessments  against  the  property  to  be  due  and  un- 
paid and  may  direct  the  institution  of  a  suit  in  equity  to  en- 
force the  lien  upon  and  collection  of  the  total  assessment,  in 
which  suits  the  proceedings  shall  be  as  in  other  suits  in 
equity  to  foreclose  liens  upon  land  and  a  cojjy  duly  certified 
of  the  collector's  certificate  and  of  the  action  of  the  common 
council  thereon  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  all  tlie 
steps  necessary  to  create  a  lien  on  such  property  for  such 
assessment  have  been  duly  and  legally  taken.  And  the  com- 
mon council  or  the  court  shall  have  power  at  any  stage  of  the 
proceedings  to  correct  or  remedy  any  error  or  oversight 
therein,  in  order  to  validate  and  secure  said  lien.  The  an- 
nual assessments,  penalties  and  interest  and  all  portions 
thereof  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  Avlien  collected  and 
shall  go  into  the  sinking  fund  of  the  city  and  shall  be,  by  the 
Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  applied  as  far  as  practicable 
to  the  payment  or  purchase  of  bonds  issued  in  anticipation 
of  their  collection  and  the  interest  thereon  as  the  same  shall 
become  due;  but  if  impracticable,  the  same  shall  be  invested 
as  other  funds  of  the  sinking  fund  are  required  to  Ixi  in- 
vested. 

(2)  The  clerk  of  the  city  shall  prepare  and  keep  a  book 
similar  to  the  tax  assessment  book  in  which  he  shall  enter 
the  assessments  made  under  this  law  with  the  names  of  the 
parties,  the  property  assessed,  with  the  amount  and  date  of 
assessment,  when  due,  and  other  appropriate  data  with 
reference  thereto.  When  any  assessment  is  paid  the  collec- 
tor shall  enter  evidence  of  the  same  in  the  appropriate  place 
in  said  book.    Said  book  shall  be  a  public  record  of  the  city. 

(3)  The  liens  for  the  work  done  under  this  law  and  the 
assessments  herein  provided  for  shall  be  superior  to  any  and 
all  liens  or  encumbrances  prior  or  subsequent,  excepting  only 
State,  county  and  city  taxes. 
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(4)  Whereas,  there  is  a  crying  need  for  the  immediate 
paving  and  improvement  of  streets  in  various  third  class 
cities,  an  emergency  is  declared  to  exist  and  this  act  shall 
take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage,  approval  and  publica- 
tion. 

Ordered  that  "said  bill  be  read  the  third  time.

Mr.  Meyers  moved  that  the  vote  by  which  said  bill  was 
passed  be  reconsidered  and  that  said  motion  lie  on  the  table. 

Said  motion  was  agreed  to. 

The  House  took  up  for  consideration  from  the  orders 
of  the  day  a  bill  entitled : 

H.  B.  83.  An  act  creating  a  State  Board  of  Account- 
ancy, prescribing  its  powers  and  duties,  providing  for  exam- 
inations and  issuing  certificates  to  qualified  public  account- 
ants, and  providing  for  penalties  for  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows,  viz. : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemhly  of  the  Common- 
wealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  State  Board  of  Ac- 
countancy to  consist  of  three  members. 

Within  thirty  days  after  this  act  becomes  a  law  the 
Governor  shall  appoint  as  members  of  said  board  three  per- 
sons skilled  in  the  knowledge  and  practice  of  accounting^ 
each  of  whom  shall  have  been  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky for  at  least  one  year  and  shall  have  been  for  at  least 
three  years  immediately  preceding  such  appointment  ac- 
tively engaged  as  a  professional  public  accountant  as  here- 
inafter defined. 
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One  of  the  members  thus  appointed  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  one  year ;  one  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  one 
for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  thereafter  as  the  terms  of  said 
offices  expire  the  Governor  shall  appoint,  from  among  the 
holders  of  certificates  as  certified  public  accountants  as  here- 
inafter provided  for,  a  member  of  said  board  for  a  term  of 
three  years  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and 
qualified. 

The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  oc- 
curring in  the  membership  of  the  board  and  remove  any 
member  for  cause  after  due  notice  and  a  hearing  thereon. 

§  2.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  appointment  of  said 
board,  the  members  thereof  shall  hold  a  meeting  and  organ- 
ize, by  the  election  of  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer, 
each  of  whom  shall  hold  office  until  Tuesday  after  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and 
the  election  of  officers  thereafter  shall  be  held  annually  on 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  January.  The  offices  of 
secretary  and  treasurer  may  be  held  by  the  same  person.  The 
first  board  after  organizing  shall  issue  to  each  member 
thereof  a  certificate  as  certified  public  accountant. 

§  3.  The  board  shall  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regu- 
Intions  for  conducting  examinations  of  applicants  and  gov- 
erning the  method  and  time  of  filing  applications  for  exami- 
nations, and  the  time  within  which  an  applicant  must  be 
examined  after  his  application  has  been  filed,  and  said  board 
shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  all  other  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations,  not  inconsistent  herewith  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  objects  and  purposes  of  this  act. 

All  such  examinations  shall  be  conducted  by  the  State 
Board  of  Accountancy.  The  examinations  shall  take  place 
as  often  as  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  be  necessary,  at 
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such  date  and  place  as  may  be  selected  by  it,  but  not  less 
than  once  in  each  calendar  year. 

Said  board  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of  its  proceed- 
ings, and  an  accurate  list  of  all  applications  made,  certifi- 
cates issued,  certificates  revoked,  a  complete  record  of  cash 
receipts  and  disbursements,  and  shall  make  report  of  same 
-annually  to  the  Governor  on  the  thirty-first  of  December. 

Said  board  shall  adopt  and  provide  itself  with  a  seal 
with  a  band  inscribed  ^ '  State  Board  of  Accountancy  of  Ken- 
tucky,'' with  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  in 
the  center,  and  all  certificates  issued  as  provided  for  in  this 
act,  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said 
board  and  shall  bear  the  imprint  of  said  seal. 

A  majority  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and 
the  affirmative  vote  of  two  members  shall  be  considered  as 
the  action  of  said  board  except  in  case  of  revoking  a  certifi- 
cate, in  which  case  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  board  shall  be 
required. 

§  4.  Every  applicant  for  certificate  as  certified  public 
accountant  shall  be — 

A  citizen  of  the  United  States  or  a  person  who  has,  in 
good  faith,  declared  his  intention  of  becoming  such  citizen; 
not  less  than  twenty-five  years  of  age;  of  good  moral  char- 
acter; a  graduate  of  a  high  school  with  a  four-year  course, 
or  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  possesses  an  education 
fully  equivalent  to  that  of  a  graduate  of  a  high  school  with 
a  four-year  course ;  wdio  has  had  at  least  three  years '  exper- 
ience in  the  practice  of  accounting,  at  least  one  year  of 
which  shall  have  been  either  in  the  office  of  a  practicing  ac- 
countant or  in  individual  practice  as  a  public  accountant. 
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§  5.  No  person  (except  those  provided  for  under  sec- 
tion six  of  this  act)  shall  have  issued  to  him  a  certificate  as 
certified  public  accountant  until  after  he  has  been  found 
qualified  by  written  examination,  conducted  by  the  State 
Board  of  Accountancy  of  Kentucky  in  the  subjects  of  ^'Prac- 
tical Accounting',"  Theory  of  Accounts,"  Auditing"  and 
Commercial  Law  as  Affecting  Accountancy." 

§  6.  That  said  Board  of  Accountancy  shall  waive  the 
examination  of  and  issue  a  certificate  as  a  certified  public 
accountant  to  any  person  who  furnishes  said  board  with  evi- 
dence of  satisfactory  work  in  accounting  completed  by  him 
and  who  possesses  the  qualifications  mentioned  in  section 
four  of  this  act,  as  to  age,  citizenship,  moral  character,  pre- 
liminary education  and  experience  in  practice  of  account- 
ancy, who  is  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  who  for 
more  than  three  years  immediately  preceding  the  passage  of 
this  act  shall  have  been  practicing  on  his  own  account  as  a 
public  accountant  and  who  shall  apply  in  writing  for  such 
certificate  within  ninety  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
provided,  that  such  applicant  shall  submit  with  his  applica- 
tion proof  of  his  age,  citizenship,  good  moral  character,  edu- 
cational qualifications  and  experience  in  the  practice  as  a 
public  accountant  as  set  out  in  section  four  of  this  act;  or  to 
any  person  who  is  the  legal  holder  of  a  certificate  as  certi- 
fied public  accountant  or  chartered  accountant  issued  by  or 
under  the  authority  of  any  other  State  or  territory  of  the 
United  States,  District  of  Columbia  or  foreign  nation,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  Kentucky  State  Board  of  Account- 
ancy shall  be  satisfied  that  the  standards  and  requirements 
for  the  issue  of  such  certificates  are  fully  equivalent  to  those 
established  by  this  act. 

§  7.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act  a  public  accountant  is 
hereby  defined  as  a  person  skilled  in  the  knowledge  and 
science  of  accounting  who  holds  himself  out  to  the  public  as 
a  practicing  accountant  for  compensation  and  who  main- 
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tains  an  office  for  the  transaction  of  sucli  and  wliose  time 
xluring  the  regular  business  hours  of  the  day  is  devoted  to 
the  practice  of  accounting  as  a  professional  public  account- 
ant. 

§  8.  Any  person  who  has  received  from  said  State 
Board  of  Accountancy  a  certificate  of  his  qualifications  to 
practice  as  a  certified  public  accountant  as  herein  provided, 
shall  be  known  as  a  certified  public  accountant  and  no  other 
person  and  no  partnership,  all  the  members  of  which  have 
not  received  such  certificate  and  no  corporation  shall  assume 
such  title  of  certified  public  accountant  or  chartered  account- 
ant, or  use  the  abbreviation,  '^C.  P.  A.'^  or  ^'C.  A.,"  or  any 
other  words,  letters,  or  abbreviations  indicating  that  such 
person,  firm  or  corporation  is  the  holder  of  certificates  as 
herein  provided  for.  All  firms  and  partnerships  as  are  au- 
thorized to  do  business  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
of  this  act  shall  at  all  times  keep  on  file  with  the  secretary 
of  the  said  State  Board  of  Accountancy,  the  names  and  post 
office  address  of  each  member  of  said  firm  or  partnership, 
which  record  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  any  person  holding  a  certificate  as  certified  pub- 
lic accountant,  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  9.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  said 
board,  a  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury of  said  board  by  each  of  the  members  of  the  first  board 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  and  a  like  sum  shall  be  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Board  of  Accountancy  by  each  person 
applying  thereto  for  a  certificate  as  certified  public  account- 
ant, which  fee  nmst  accompany  the  application  and  no  part 
of  said  fee  shall  be  refunded,  but  no  additional  charge  can 
be  made  against  the  applicant  by  the  board  for  holding  the 
examination  or  determining  his  right  to  the  certificate  or  is- 
suing to  him  a  certificate  as  certified  public  accountant. 
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Any  applicant  failing  to  receive  a  certificate  upon  bis 
first  application,  nnder  section  six  of  this  act,  or  any  appli- 
cant who  fails  to  pass  at  his  first  examination  shall  be  en- 
titled to  enter  at  any  stated  examination  held  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  his  failure  to  procure  a  certificate,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  without  payment  of  any  additional  fee. 

§  10.  Members  of  the  board  to  be  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  for  the  time  actually  ex- 
pended in  the  pursuance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  hy 
this  act  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  dollars  per  day  and 
tliey  shall  be  entitled  to  necessary  traveling  expenses  wliea 
on  official  business  of  the  board. 

All  necessary  expenses  incident  to  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  boards 
])ut  no  expenses  incurred  under  this  act  shall  ever  be  a  valid 
charge  against  the  funds  of  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  11.  Said  State  Board  of  Accountancy  shall  revoke 
certificates  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  held 
by  any  person  wdio  may  be  guilty  of  knowingly  issuing  or 
certifying  to  any  false  statement  or  statements  or  who  has 
been  convicted  of  crime  involving  moral  turpitude,  or  who 
fails  to  pay  the  annual  dues  within  sixty  days  after  same  is. 
due,  provided,  however,  that  written  notice  of  such  proposed 
action  shall  have  been  delivered  in  person  or  forwarded  by 
registered  mail  to  the  holder  of  such  certificate  at  his  last 
known  postoffice  address,  stating  the  cause  for  such  contem- 
plated action,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  ap- 
pointing a  time  and  place  for  hearing  thereon  by  the  State 
Board  of  Accountanc}^,  provided,  however,  that  no  certificate- 
issued  under  this  act  shall  be  revoked  until  after  such  hear- 
ing and  at  all  such  hearings  both  the  board  and  the  accused 
may  be  represented  by  counsel.    Any  certificate  issued  by 
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this  board  and  subsequently  revoked  shall  be  surrendered  to 
the  board. 

§  12.  The  Board  of  Accountancy  hereby  created  shall 
not  have  the  i^ower  to  create  any  debt  or  incur  any  expense 
beyond  the  funds  of  the  board  which  shall  consist  of  the  fees 
hereinbefore  fixed  and  an  annual  fee  of  not  exceeding  two 
dollars  which  shall  be  paid  at  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  by 
said  board  by  every  person  holding  a  certificate  as  certified 
jniblic  accountant  issued  by  said  board.  Any  person  desiring 
to  be  relieved  of  the  annual  dues  may  do  so  by  voluntarily 
surrendering  his  certificate  to  the  board,  after  which  he  shall 
not  be  considered  or  known  as  a  certified  public  accountant 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  unless  he  is  again  qualified 
by  the  examination,  as  provided  for  in  this  act. 

§  13.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  six 
months  or  both  so  fined  and  imprisoned  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court  or  jury. 

§  14.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent  any  person  from  being  employed  or  practicing 
as  an  accountant  in  this  State. 

§  15.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  a  member  of  the 
State  Board  of  Accountancy  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  who 
is  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in,  or  connected  with,  in 
a  pecuniary  way,  any  business  college,  organization,  or  asso- 
ciation, teaching  bookkeeping,  or  accounting;  but  nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  anember  of  the  said 
board  from  delivering  lectures  or  assisting  in  any  such  busi- 
ness college,  organization,  or  association  teaching  account- 
ing or  bookkeeping;  provided,  that  such  sei*vices  are  ren- 
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clered  without  charge  and  that  no  compensation  or  remune- 
ration is  received  or  accepted  for  such  services. 

§  16.  If  any  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  or  part  of 
this  act  shall,  for  any  reason,  be  adjudged  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  such  judgment  shall  not 
alfect,  impair,  or  invalidate  the  remainder  of  said  act,  but 
shall  be  confined  in  its  operation  to  the  clause,  paragraph,  or 
part  thereof  directly  involved  in  the  controversy  in  which 
such  judgment  shall  have  been  rendered. 

Ordered  that  said  bill  be  read  the  third  time. 

The  provision  of  the  Constitution  as  to  the  third  read- 
ing of  said  bill  at  length  being  dispensed  wdth,  it  was  read 
the  third  time  by  its  title  and  passed.

general  expenditure  fund  of  the  county;  provided,  however, 
that  the  amount  which  may  be  paid  to  said  employes  in  any 
one  year  shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  $5,000.

The  House  took  up  for  consideration  the  special  order 
of  the  day,  namely: 

H.  B.  2.  An  act  to  promote  pure  elections,  primaries 
and  conventions,  and  to  prevent  corrupt  practice  in  the 
same;  to  limit  the  expenses  of  candidates;  to  prescribe  the 
duties  of  candidates  and  providing  penalties  and  remedies 
for  violations  and  declaring  void,  under  certain  conditions, 
elections  in  which  these  provisions  or  any  of  them  have  been 
violated. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows,  viz. : 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
ivealth  of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  public  service  cor- 
poration engaged  in  business  in  this  State  to  contribute  any 
money,  service  or  other  thing  of  value,  directly  or  indirectly, 
toward  the  nomination  or  election  of  any  State,  county,  city, 
town,  municipal  or  district  officer. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation,  person, 
company  or  association  to  contribute  money,  service  or  other 
thing  of  value  towards  the  no^nination  or  election  of  any 
State,  county,  city,  town  or  municipal  officer,  if  such  officer 
in  his  official  capacit}^  is  required  by  law  to  perform  any 
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duties  peculiar  to  such  corporation,  persons,  company  or  as- 
sociation not  common  to  the  general  public,  or  if  it  is  the 
duty  of  such  officer  to  supervise,  regulate  or  control,  in  any 
way  or  manner,  the  affairs  of  such  corporation,  company, 
person  or  association,  or  if  such  officer  has  any  duty  to  per- 
form in  assessing  the  property  of  any  such  corporation,  per- 
son, company  or  association  for  taxation. 

§  3.  It  sliall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation,  person, 
company  or  individual  to  coerce  or  direct  any  employe  to 
vote  for  any  party,  or  person  who  may  be  a  candidate  for 
any  office  in  this  State  or  for  the  nomination  for  any  office,  or 
to  threaten  to  discharge  such  employe  if  he  votes  for  any 
candidate,  or  if  such  employe  is  discharged  on  account  of  his 
exercise  of  suffrage,  or  to  give  out,  or  circulate  any  state- 
ment or  report  that  such  employes  are  expected  or  have  been 
requested  or  directed  by  such  corporation,  person,  individual 
or  company,  or  by  any  one  acting  for  such  or  any  such  to 
vote  for  any  person,  group  or  persons,  or  measure. 

§  4.  Any  corporation,  person,  company  or  association, 
or  any  officer  or  agent  acting  for  such  or  any  such  violating 
either  of  the  preceding  sections,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction,  may  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  $10,000.00,  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one 
year. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  who  is  a  candi- 
date for  nomination  or  election  for  any  State,  county,  city, 
town,  municipal  or  district  office  to  expend,  pay,  promise, 
loan,  or  become  pecuniarily  liable  in  au}^  way  for  any  money 
or  other  valuable  thing,  or  to  promise  or  agree  to  appoint  any 
person  to  office,  or  to  secure  his  appointment,  to  influence 
voters  in  his  behalf,  or  permit  the  same  to  be  used  or  done 
with  his  knowledge  or  consent  by  anyone  for  liim,  either  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  in  any  election,  primary  or  nominating 
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convention,  but  no  expenditure  made  by  any  candidate,  or 
others  for  him,  for  the  xjurpose  of  employing  and  paying 
clerks  and  stenographers,  or  for  printing  and  advertising,  or 
in  securing  suitable  halls  for  public  speaking  or  suitable 
headquarters,  stationery  and  stamps,  or  actual  traveling  ex- 
penses, shall  be  deemed  illegal. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation,  company, 
or  association  to  expend,  pay,  promise,  loan  or  become  pecu- 
niarily liable  in  any  way  for  money,  or  other  valuable  thing 
in  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  office  at  any  election,  primary 
or  nominating  convention  held  in  this  State,  and  any  cor- 
poration, company  or  association,  or  any  officer  or  agent  of 
such  corporation,  company  or  association  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  or  any  candidate  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  the  preceding  section  of  this  act  shall  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  $1,000,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or 
may  be  both  so  fined  and  imprisoned. 

§  7.  Any  person  who  shall  be  a  candidate  before  any 
caucus  or  convention,  or  at  any  primary  election,  or  any  final 
election  for  any  State,  city,  county,  tomi,  municipal  or  district 
office  shall,  on  the  fifteenth  day  before  the  date  for  making 
such  nomination,  and  also  on  the  fifteenth  day  before  the  final 
election,  make  out  and  file  with  the  officer  with  whom  his 
nomination  papers  must  be  filed  in  case  of  a  primary,  and 
with  the  chairman  of  the  board  authorized  to  issue  the  certifi- 
cate of  election  after  a  final  election,  or  with  the  Secretary 
of  State  when  nomination  is  made  by  caucus  or  convention 
for  officers  of  the  State  at  large,  or  for  districts  larger  than 
one  county,  and  with  the  county  clerk  in  all  other  cases,  a 
statement  in  writing,  which  statement  shall  be  subscribed 
and  sworn  to  by  such  candidate  and  which  shall  set  forth  in 
detail  all  sums  of  money  contributed,  iiisbursed,  expended  or 
promised  by  him,  and  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  be- 
lief, by  any  person  in  his  behalf,  wholly  or  in  paii;,  endeavor- 
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ir\g  to  secure  Lis  nomination  or  election  to  such  office  or 
place;  and  also  sums  of  money  contributed,  disbursed,  ex- 
pended or  promised  by  him  in  support,  and  in  connection  with 
the  nomination  or  election  of  any  other  persons  at  such  elec- 
tion, primary  or  nominating  convention,  and  showing  the 
dates  when,  the  person  to  whom,  and  the  purpose  for  which, 
all  such  sums  were  paid,  expended  or  promised.  Said  state- 
ment shall  set  forth  in  detail  each  item  of  contribution  or  ex- 
penditure, and  he  shall  before  some  officer  qualified  to  ad- 
minister oaths  subscribe  and  file  with  said  statement  the  fol- 
lowing oath : 

"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  the  statement 
herewith  filed,  embraces  all  money  spent  by  me,  or  in  my  be- 
half, with  my  knowledge,  by  any  person  for  me ;  that  I  have, 
neither  directly  nor  indirectly,  arranged  for  or  encouraged 
the  spending  of  any  money  other  than  as  shown  in  my  said 
statement;  that  I  have  not  repaid  any  money  so  spent  or 
claimed  to  have  been  so  spent,  and  that  I  will  not  do  so,  and 
that  I  have  not  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  in 
letter  or  in  spirit. ' ' 

§  8.  Any  campaign  committee  having  charge  of  the 
candidacy  of  any  person  or  group  of  persons  shall  make  out 
a  statement  in  the  same  manner  and  form  as  that  provided 
for  the  candidates  in  this  act,  and  it  shall  be  verified  by  the 
chairman  and  secretary  of  the  campaign  committee,  or  per- 
sons acting  in  the  capacity  of  chairman  or  secretary  of  such 
committees,  and  said  statement  shall  be  filed  with  the  same 
officer  with  whom  candidates  are  required  to  file  their  state- 
ments. 

§  9.  Every  candidate,  as  previously  mentioned  in  this 
act,  and  every  campaign  committee,  shall,  within  thirty  days 
after  the  election,  caucus,  convention  or  primary  election 
held  to  fill  any  office  or  place  for  which  such  person  may  be  a 
candidate,  make  out  and  file  with  the  officers  above  mentioned 
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a  statement  subscribed  and  sworn  to  as  indicated  in  previous 
sections,  which  statement  shall  set  forth  in  detail  all  sums 
of  money  contributed,  disbursed,  expended  or  promised  by 
him,  and  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  by  any  per- 
son in  his  behalf,  wholly  or  in  part,  endeavoring  to  secure 
his  nomination  or  election  to  said  office,  and  also  all  sums  of 
money  contributed,  disbursed,  expended  or  promised  by  him 
in  support  and  in  connection  with  the  nomination  or  elec- 
tion of  any  otiier  person  at  such  election,  primary,  caucus  or 
nominating  convention  showing  the  dates  when,  jjersons  to 
whom  and  the  purpose  for  which  all  such  sums  were  paid, 
expended  or  promised;  provided,  however,  that  the  state- 
ment provided  for  in  this  section  shall  relate  to  matters  oc- 
curring after  the  filing  of  the  first  statement  provided  for 
in  this  act. 

§  10.  No  officer  or  board  authorized  by  law  to  issue 
certificates  of  election  sliall  issue  any  such  certificates  to  any 
person  until  the  statements  required  by  this  act  shall  have 
been  made  and  filed  as  required. 

§  11.  Any  person  failing  to  comply  with  the  above  pro- 
visions by  failing  to  file  the  statement  or  statements  as  re- 
quired, shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500.00,  which 
may  be  recovered  by  indictment  or  by  penal  action. 

§  12.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  qualify  as  an 
elective  officer  until  he  shall  have  filed  the  statements  as  pro- 
vided by  this  act,  and  no  officer  shall  receive  any  salary  or 
emolument  for  any  period  prior  to  the  filing  of  such  state- 
ments. "  ' 

§  13.  Said  statements  Avhen  filed  as  required  by  this 
act  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  public  inspection,  and  copies 
thereof  may  be  obtained  by  any  person  desiring  same. 
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§  14.  In  any  contest  over  the  election  of  any  officer 
mentioned  in  this  act,  it  may  be  alleged  in  the  pleadings  that 
the  provisions  of  this  act  have  been  violated  by  the  candi- 
date or  by  others  in  his  behalf  with  his  knowledge,  and  if  it 
so  appears  upon  the  trial  of  said  contest,  then  said  election 
shall  be  declared  void,  unless  it  also  appears  that  one  of  the 
parties  to  the  contest  received  a  plurality  of  the  votes  cast 
and  did  not  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  15.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  nom- 
ination and  election  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly. 

'J  16.  No  candidate  for  Governor  in  a  primary  election 
or  before  a  convention  in  this  State,  shall  expend  exceeding 
$10,000.00  including  that  expended  in  his  behalf  by  others, 
and  this  sum  shall  not  be  exceeded  in  the  final  election ;  no 
other  candidate  for  office  from  the  State-at-large  shall  ex- 
pend, or  have  expended  in  his  behalf  together  exceeding 
$5,000.00  in  a  primary  election  or  before  a  convention,  and 
this  sum  shall  not  be  exceeded  in  the  final  election. 

§  17.  No  candidate  for  Railroad  Commissioner  in  a 
primary  election  or  before  a  convention,  shall  expend,  or 
have  expended  for  him  together,  exceeding  $3,000.00,  and 
this  sum  shall  not  be  exceeded  in  the  final  election;  no  can- 
didate for  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  a  primary  elec- 
tion or  before  a  convention,  shall  expend,  or  have  expended 
for  him  together,  exceeding  $3,000.00  and  this  sum  shall  not 
be  exceeded  in  the  final  election. 

§  18.  No  candidate  for  Circuit  Judge  in  a  primary  elec- 
tion or  before  a  convention,  shall  expend  or  have  expended 
for  him  together,  exceeding  $2,500.00,  and  this  sum  shall  not 
be  exceeded  in  the  final  election,  and  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  apply  to  candidates  for  Commonwealth's  Attor- 
ney. 
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§  19.  No  candidate  for  a  county  office  in  a  county  hav- 
ing a  city  of  the  first  class,  in  a  primary  election  or  before  a 
convention,  shall  expend  or  have  expended  for  him  together, 
exceeding  $2,500.00  and  this  sum  shall  not  be  exceeded  in  the 
tinal  election;  the  amount  shall  be  limited  to  $2,000.00  in 
counties  having  cities  of  the  second  class,  to  $1,500.00  in 
counties  having  cities  of  the  third  class,  and  $1,600.00  in  all 
otiier  counties,  and  the  provisions  as  to  candidates  in  coun- 
ties having  cities  of  the  first  class  shall  apply  to  all  other 
counties,  except  as  to  amount  expended. 

§  20.  No  candidate  for  representative  in  the  General 
Assembly  in  a  primary,  or  before  a  convention,  shall  expend 
or  have  expended  for  him  together,  exceeding  $500.00,  and 
this  sum  shall  not  be  exceeded  in  the  final  election;  no  can- 
didate for  State  Senator  in  a  primary  or  before  a  conven- 
tion shall  expend  or  have  expended  for  him  together,  exceed- 
ing $1,000.00  and  this  sum  shall  not  be  exceeded  in  the  final 
election. 

§  21.  No  candidate  for  any  other  office  in  this  State  in 
a  primary  or  before  a  convention  or  caucus  shall  expend  or 
have  expended  for  him  together,  exceeding  $500.00,  and  the 
sum  shall  not  be  exceeded  in  the  final  election. 

§  22.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  act 
where  no  other  penalty  is  provided  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $100.00  nor  more  than  $1,000.00. 

§  23.  The  statement  of  any  person  testifying  in  any 
case  pending  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be 
used  against  him  in  any  prosecutions  for  civil  proceeding, 
and  it  shall  not  require  the  evidence  of  more  than  one  wit- 
ness to  convict  in  prosecutions  under  this  act. 

^  24.  The  grand  jury  in  each  county  in  this  State  is 
gi^en  full  power  to  investigate  any  violation  of  this  acty  and 
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to  that  end  may  compel  any  corporation,  company  or  asso- 
ciation to  produce  all  books,  correspondence  or  papers  which 
may  show  or  tend  to  show  any  violation  of  this  act,  and  may 
compel  any  officer,  agent,  employe,  custodian  or  other  per- 
son having  the  possession  of  any  such  books,  correspondence 
or  papers,  or  other  evidence  material  to  the  matter  under  in- 
vestigation to  appear  and  testify,  and  any  such  person  refus- 
ing to  obey  any  such  summons  from  the  grand  jury  or  refus- 
ing to  appear  and  testify,  shall  be  proceeded  agaiuvSt  for  con- 
tempt. T]ie  Railroad  Commission  is  given  full  power  to  in- 
vestigate any  alleged  violation  of  any  railroad  doing  business 
or  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  said  commis- 
sion is  given  full  power  to  compel  witnesses  to  appear  before 
it  and  produce  any  books,  correspondence  or  papers  or  other 
material  evidence  wiiich  may  show  or  tend  to  show  a  viola- 
tion of  this  act,  and  any  officer,  agent,  employe,  custodian  or 
person  in  possession  of  such  records,  who  wilfully  refuses 
to  obey  the  orders  of  said  commission,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  fined  in  any 
sum  not  exceeding  $1,000.00  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding- 
one  year. 

Mr.  Vance  moved  that  the  session  of  today  be  extended 
until  the  matter  under  consideration  be  disposed  of. 

Said  motion  w^as  agreed  to. 

Mr.  W  M..  Webb  moved  that  the  Hones  do  now  resolve 
itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  up  and  considering  House  Bill  No.  2,  section  by 
section. 

Said  motion  w^as  agreed  to. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  designated  the  Hon.  H.  J. 
Meyers  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House^ 
and  vacated  tlie  chair. 
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The  Committee  of  the  Whole  was  then  convened,  Mr. 
Meyers  presiding'  as  chairman. 

After  a  time  the  Speaker  of  the  House  resumed  tlie 
chair. 

Mr.  Meyers,  cliairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
reported  that  said  committee  had  taken  up  and  considered 
House  Bill  No.  2,  section  by  section,  and  moved  that  said 
committee  be  dissolved. 

Said  motion  was  agreed  to. 

The  House  was  then  in  order. 

Mr.  Greene  moved  that  all  the  amendments  to  be  pro- 
posed to  said  bill  be  printed. 

Said  motion  was  disagreed  to. 

Mr.  Oliver  moved  that  said  bill  be  taken  up  and  con- 
sidered section  by  section. 

Said  motion  w^as  disagreed  to. 

The  Committee  on  Suffrage  and  Elections,  to  which 
said  House  Bill  No.  2  had  been  referred,  proposed  the  fol- 
lowing amendment  to  said  bill,  viz. : 

We,  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No. 
2,  relating  to  corrupt  practices,  beg  to  report  same  recom- 
mended favorably  with  the  following  amendments :  Amend 
by  striking  out  all  of  sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  5  and  6,  and  substi- 
tuting therefor  sections  1,  2  and  3  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  public  service  cor- 
poration, engaged  in  business  in  this  State,  to  contribute, 
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either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  money,  service  or  other 
thing  of  value,  towards  the  nomination  or  election  of  any 
State,  count}^,  city,  town,  municipal  or  district  officer. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation,  person,  com- 
pany or  association,  to  contribute,  either  directly  or  in- 
directly, money,  service  or  other  thing  of  value  towards  the 
nomination  or  election  of  any  State,  county,  city,  town,  dis- 
trict or  municipal  officer;  if  any  such  officer,  in  his  official 
capacity,  is  required  b}^  law  to  perform  any  duties  peculiar 
to  such  corporation,  person,  company  or  association  not  com- 
mon to  the  general  public,  or  if  it  is  the  duty  of  such  officer 
to  supervise,  regulate  or  control  in  any  way  or  manner,  the 
affairs  of  such  corporation,  company,  person  or  association, 
or  if  such  officer  has  any  duty  to  perform  in  assessing  the 
property  of  any  such  corporation,  person,  company  or  asso- 
ciation for  taxation.  No  officer  or  agent  of  any  public  ser- 
vice corporation,  or  any  other  corporation  in  the  class  above 
mentioned,  and  no  officer  or  agent  of  any  company  or  asso- 
ciation, and  no  agent  for  any  person  in  the  class  above  men- 
tioned, shall  contribute,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  for  or 
on  behalf  of  any  such  corporation,  company,  association  or 
person  in  money,  service  or  other  thing  of  value  towards  the 
nomination  or  election  of  any  State,  county,  city,  town,  dis- 
trict or  municipal  officer.  No  attorney  shall  accept  employ- 
ment and  compensation  from  any  corporation  mentioned 
above,  or  from  any  person,  company  or  association  mentioned 
above;  with  the  understanding  or  agreement,  either  verbal, 
written  or  implied,  that  he  will  contribute  all  or  any  part  of 
such  compensation  so  received,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
towards  the  nomination  or  election  of  any  State,  county,  city, 
town,  district  or  municipal  officer.  No  corporation,  com- 
pany, association  or  person  mentioned  above  shall  pay, 
j:>roraise,  loan  or  become  pecuniarily  liable  in  any  way  for 
any  money,  or  other  valuable  thing  in  behalf  of  any  candi- 
date for  office  at  any  election,  primary  or  nominating  con- 
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vention  held  in  this  State,  and  no  officer  or  agent  of  any  sucli 
corporation,  association  or  company  shall,  on  behalf  of  such 
corporation,  conrpanj^,  or  association,  pay,  promise,  loan  or 
become  pecuniarily  liable  in  any  way  for  money,  or  other  val- 
uable thing,  in  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  office  at  any  elec- 
tion, primaiy  or  nominating  convention  held  in  this  State. 
Any  corporation,  company,  association  or  person,  or  any  offi- 
cer or  agent  of  any  such  corporation,  company  or  association, 
or  any  agent  for  any  person,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  any  vio- 
lation of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $10,000.00  or  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  and  any  attorney  violat- 
ing the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a  like 
penalty,  and  in  addition  he  shall  be  debarred  from  the  prac- 
tice of  law  in  this  State,  and  the  judgment  of  conviction 
shall  so  declare. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation  not  falling 
within  the  above  mentioned  classes  to  contribute,  either  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  any  money,  service  or  other  thing  of 
value  towards  the  nomination  or  election  of  any  State, 
county,  city,  town,  municipal  or  district  officer;  or  to  expend, 
pay,  promise,  loan  or  become  pecuniarily  liable  in  any  way 
for  any  money,  or  other  valuable  thing  in  behalf  of  any  can- 
didate for  office  at  any  election,  primary  or  nominating  con- 
vention held  in  this  State ;  and  no  officer  or  agent  of  any  such 
corporation  shall  for,  and  in  behalf  of,  such  corporation,  con- 
tribute, either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  money,  service,  or 
other  thing  of  value,  towards  the  nominating  or  election  of 
any  State,  county,  city,  town,  municipal  or  district  officer, 
and  no  attorney  shall  accept  employment  and  compensation 
from  such  corporation  with  the  understanding  or  agreement, 
either  direct  or  implied,  that  he  will  contribute  to  any  such 
candidate,  or  in  his  behalf,  all,  or  any  part,  of  such  compen- 
sation.  x\ny  such  corporation  or  any  officer  or  agent  of  such 
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corporation  violating  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall 
be  deemed  gnilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
sliall  be  tined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000.00,  or  impris- 
oned not  exceeding  one  year,  and  any  attorney  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalties,  and  in  addition  shall  be  de])arred  from  the  prac- 
tice of  law,  and  the  judg-ment  of  conviction  shall  so  declare. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation,  per- 
son, company  or  individual  to  coerce,  or  direct,  any  employe 
to  vote  for  any  party,  or  person  who  may  be  a  candidate  for 
any  office,  in  this  State,  or  for  any  person  who  may  be  a 
candidate  for  a  nomination  for  any  office,  or  to  threaten  to 
discharge  such  employe  if  he  votes  for  any  candidate;  or  if 
such  employe  is  discharged  on  account  of  his  exercise  of 
suffrage,  or  to  give  out,  or  circulate  any  statement  or  report 
that  such  employes  are  expected,  or  have  been  requested  or 
directed  by  such  corporation,  person,  individual  or  company, 
or  by  any  one  acting  for  such,  or  any  such,  to  vote  for  any 
person,  group  of  persons,  or  measure,  and  any  person,  cor- 
poration or  company  violating  this  section,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  $5,000.00  or  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  to  exceed  six  months  or  both.

any  person  to  office,  or  to  secure  his  appointment  in  order  to 
inlluence  voters  in  his  behalf;  or  permit  the  same  to  be  used 
or  done  with  his  knowledge  or  consent  by  anyone  for  him, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  election,  primary  or  nomi- 
nating convention,  but  no  expenditure  made  by  any  candi- 
date, or  others  for  him,  for  the  purpose  of  employing  and 
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paying  clerks,  and  stenographers  or  for  printing  and  adver- 
tising, or  in  securing  suitable  halls  I'or  public  speaking  or 
suitable  headquarters,  stationery  and  stamps,  or  actual 
traveling  expenses,  shall  be  deemed  illegal,  and  any  person, 
corporation,  or  company  violating  this  section  shall  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  $5,000.00  or  be  imprisoned  in  tlu^ 
county  jail  not  to  exceed  six  months,  or  both.  And  further 
amend  by  changing  the  numbers  of  sections  7,  8,  9,  10,  11, 
12,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  22,  23  and  24  respectively,

A.  There  were  a  motion  and  demurrer  filed  and  orders 
overruling  eacli  and  I  file  herewith  a  copy  of  the  order  over- 
ruling the  motion  and  demurrer  and  a  copy  of  the  demurrer. 

Q.  Will  you  file  a  copy  of  the  judgment  entered  in 
these  cases  as  a  part  of  your  deposition,  and  also  the  order 
of  Judge  Shackelford  Miller  dissolving  the  injunction 
granted  by  Judge  Bethurum! 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  When  the  case  was  appealed,  state  whether  or  not 
you  mailed  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  the  peti- 
tion in  both  cases  and  if  not,  why  not  ? 

A.  I  mailed  the  case  of  W.  C.  Allen  vs.  E.  M.  Bertram, 
&c.,  first,  and  after  that  I  mailed  the  other  case. 

Cross-examined  by  S.  G.  Smith. 

Q.  Why  did  you  not  mail  both  cases  at  once,  or  did  you 
have  any  authority  to  mail  either  or  both,  what  authority 
did  you  have? 

A.  I  do  not  think  that  I  had  au}^,  as  I  had  no  orders  to 
that  effect. 

Q.  Did  you  know  that  any  appeal  had  been  taken  at 
all,  except  what  you  had  been  told? 

A.  I  found  a  notice  in  the  papers  that  had  been  served 
upon  W.  C.  Allen  in  the  case  of  E.  M.  Bertram,  &c.,  and  I 
mailed  the  papers  in  that  case  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of 
Appeals. 

Q.  Was  you  ever  asked  for  a  copy  of  either  case  by 
anybody  ? 
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A.  No,  sir,  I  plioned  0.  B.  Bertram  that  I  would  mail 
tliem  in  as  I  did  not  have  time  to  copy. 

Q.  Was  there  any  order  or  any  paper  in  either  case 
made  by  the  Judge  of  the  Clinton  Circuit  Court,  filing  an 
amended  petition  in  either  case  or  making  any  paper  in 
either  case,  or  either  case  an  amended  petition,  to  either 
case? 

A.  No  sir,  there  was  not.  I  do  find  an  order  overrul- 
ing a  demurrer  to  a  petition  and  amended  petition. 

Q.  How  long  after  you  mailed  tlie  papers  in  the  case 
of  W.  C.  Allen  vs.  E.  M.  Bertram,  &c.,  until  you  mailed  the 
papers  in  the  case  of  W.  C.  Allen  vs.  W.  E.  Ferguson,  &c., 
and  by  what  authority  did  you  mail  them? 

A.  About  three  days.  The  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals called  me  over  the  phone  and  said  there  had  been  a  rule 
issued  against  me  to  mail  them  in  at  once  and  I  did  so. 

Q.  Did  you  know  at  that  time  the  last  case  had  been 
appealed  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and  if  so,  how  did  you 
know  it? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not  at  that  time,  but  did  a  little  later. 
After  I  had  mailed  the  last  papers  I  saw  J.  C.  Lovelace, 
Jailor  of  Clinton  county,  with  a  notice  to  serve  on  W.  C. 
Allen  in  the  case  of  W.  C.  Allen  vs.  W.  E.  FergTison,  &c. 

Q.  Then  did  you  send  the  papers  in  the  case  of  W.  C. 
Allen  vs.  W.  E.  Ferguson,  (fee,  before  W.  C.  Allen  had  been 
served  with  a  notice  of  an  appeal  in  that  case? 

A.    I  had  mailed  them  several  da^^s  before  and  several 
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days  before  I  saw  the  notice,  or  before  it  came  t^  the  jailor  ^s 
hands. 

Q.  I  Avill  ask  you  if  you  had  any  knowledge  of  any 
notice  whatever  to  be  served  on  Allen  in  that  case  before  you 
mailed  the  papers? 

A.    I  had  none. 

By  agreement  of  parties  signature  of  witness  is  waived. 

Also  the  deposition  of  E.  M.  Bertram,  taken  at  the  same 
time  and  place  and  for  the  same  purpose  stated  in  the  cap- 
tion, the  witness  being  duly  sworn,  deposed  as  follows: 

Q.    State  your  age,  residence  and  occupation? 

A.  I  am  thirty-one  years  old  today;  I  reside  in  Clinton 
county,  Ky.,  in  Hays  precinct  No.  4,  and  am  a  farmer. 

Q.  What  position  did  you  hold,  if  any,  .at  the  Novem- 
ber election,  1915? 

A.    I  was  clerk. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen  under  the  Republican  device  as  a  candidate  for  Repre- 
sentativ^o  at  said  election,  and  if  you  say  you  did,  tell  how 
many  ballots  3^ou  wrote  the  name  of  Mr.  Allen  on,  and  whether 
or  not  the  voter  was  sworn  before  or  after  you  wrote  the  name 
of  W.  0.  Allen,  as  to  whether  or  not  he  could  read  or  write? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  must  have  written  it  as  many  as  15  times, 
might  have  been  more  or  might  have  been  less.  The  voter 
was  not  sworn  at  any  time,  I  just  took  their  word  for  it. 
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Q.  Were  tliese  counted  as  votes  having  been  received 
by  W.  C.  Allen  and  certified  to  the  county  election  commis- 
sioners. 

A.    Yes,  sir,  all  that  was  stamped  with  a  stencil. 
Cross-examined  by  S.  Gr.  Smith. 

Q.  Knowing-  that  there  were  several  votes  cast  for 
Allen,  where  his  name  was  written,  by  marking  with  a  lead 
pencil  in  the  square  instead  of  using  the  regular  stencil, 
then  can  you  say  now  that  any  of  the  votes  cast  for  Allen 
by  using  a  lead  pencil,  after  his  written  name,  were  the 
names  you  wrote  yourself? 

A.  No,  I  could  not  tell,  as  I  was  keeping  tally  and  the 
other  fello^^'  was  calling  the  vote. 

Q.    You  were  a  Democratic  election  officer,  were  you 

notf 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  At  any  time  during  that  election  day,  did  anybody 
propose  to  vote  who  could  not  write  his  name  and  failed  to 
vote  on  account  of  not  being  aided  to  vote? 

A.    Xo,  sir.    We  assisted  every  one  that  asked  us  to. 

Q.  Did  the  election  officers  inform  the  voters  that 
where  he  could  not  read  and  write,  that  he  would  have  to  be 
sworn  ? 

A.    Xo,  I  do  not  think  that  we  did. 

Q.    About  how  many  votes  were  cast  for  Allen  by  writ- 
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ing  his  name  and  voting  for  him  for  Eepresentative  in  other 
columns  than  the  Republican  column  on  the  ballots  and 
which  were  not  counted  for  him  when  the  polls  were  closed! 

A.    There  were  some,  but  I  could  not  tell  how  many. 

Q.  Did  you  leave  otf  and  not  count  the  votes  that  was 
voted  for  him  in  other  columns  other  than  the  Republican 
column!  Because  they  were  marked  with  a  lead  pencil  or 
not! 

A.  No,  sir,  and  I  do  not  know  whether  they  were 
marked  with  a  lead  pencil  or  not. 

By  agreement  of  parties  signature  of  witness  was 
waived. 

Also  the  deposition  of  E.  Bertram,  taken  at  the  same 
time  and  place  and  for  the  same  purpose  as  stated  in  the 
caption.  The  witness  being  duly  sworn,  deposed  as  follows: 

Q.    State  your  age,  residence  and  occupation. 

A.    I  am  forty-seven  years  old;  Albany,  Ky. ;  lawyer. 

Q.  State  whether  or  n6t  you  were  one  of  the  election 
commissioners  in  and  for  Clinton  county,  Ky.,  in  November, 
1915,  and  if  you  say  you  were,  state  whether  or  not  you 
helped  to  tabulate  the  vote  cast  in  said  county  at  the  Novem- 
ber election,  1915,  for  the  candidates  for  Representative  and 
when! 

A.  I  was  the  Democratic  member  of  the  board.  I  did 
on  the  day  fixed  by  law  for  comparing  the  returns. 

Q.    Can  you  state  the  number  of  votes  shown  by  the 
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tabulation  made  l)y  tlio  board  of  (?lcction  commissioners,  at 
tliat  time  as  having-  been  cast  for  W.  C.  Allen  for  Represen- 
tative from  the  Thirty-sixth  Legislative  District,  and  also 
for  S.  C.  Dobbs;  if  so,  state  what  the  vote  was  as  cast  in 
Clinton  connty? 

A.  On  that  day  we  tabulated  the  vote  in  the  Represen- 
tative race  in  Clinton  county,  but  because  of  an  injunction 
served  on  us,  we  did  not  certify  same.  The  tabulation  showed 
that  S.  C.  Dobbs  had  received  330  votes  in  Clinton  county 
and  W.  C.  Allen  had  received  for  Representative,  755  votes 
in  Clinton  county. 

Q.  Did  you  at  that  time  make  a  tabulation  of  said  vote 
on  a  separate  piece  of  paper;  if  so,  will  you  file  that  as  a  part 
of  your  deposition  and  mark  it  ex.  ^^A. " 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  made  a  tabulation  of  the  entire  vote  of 
the  county  and  will  file  it  and  mark  it  ''A." 

Cross-examined  by  S.  G.  Smith. 

Q.  Had  you  made  this  tabulation  you  refer  to  before 
the  injunction  was  served  on  you! 

A.  Most  of  it  had  been  made,  a  portion  was  made  after 
the  injunction  was  served. 

Q.  The  temporary  restraining  the  election  commission- 
ers from  canvassing  and  certif3ang  the  vote  for  representa- 
tive in  Clinton  county,  on  that  day,  did  it  not! 

A.  Yes,  sir,  and  no  record  was  made  of  the  vote  in  the 
race  for  representative  on  the  records  of  the  board  of  elec- 
tion commissioners  for  Clinton  county,  nor  any  certificate  of 
same  made. 
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Q.  But  you  did  proceed  to  violate  the  order  of  injunc- 
tion and  make  a  complete  tabulation  of  the  returns  for  rep- 
resentative in  Clinton  county  on  that  day,  did  you  not? 

A.  No,  sir,  we  neither  canvassed  nor  certified  the  vote 
in  the  race  for  representative. 

Q.  Then  how  did  you  get  the  complete  tabulation  that 
you  refer  to  in  your  direct  examination  and  which  you  filed 
as  a  part  of  your  deposition  and  marked  *'A.'' 

A.    We  got  it  from  the  official  returns. 

Q.  You  just  proceeded  to  copy  and  add  it  up,  but  don't 
call  it  canvassing  the  returns! 

A.  We  had  canvassed  from  five  to  seven  precincts  be- 
fore the  injunction  had  been  served;  after  that  we  merety 
took  the  report  of  the  election  officers  and  added  to  it.  All 
the  seals  were  broken,  if  they  had  ever  been  sealed,  when 
they  were  delivered  to  us  by  the  clerk. 

Q.  In  canvassing  the  returns,  did  you  begin  at  number 
one  precinct  and  go  up? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  we  begun  at  No.  1  and  had  counted  1,  2,  3, 
4,  5,  6,  7  and  8  when  the  injunction  was  served. 

Q.  The  two  last  numbered  precincts  in  the  county,  Nos. 
9  and  10  w^ere  in  the  suit  of  W.  C.  Allen  against  W.  C.  Fer- 
i^nsoii,  lvc,  were  the}'  not? 

A.  I  see  from  the  petition  that  Nos.  9  and  10  are  in- 
cluded in  the  suit. 

Q.    AYhen  you  received  the  ballots,  you  received  them 
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from  the  county  conrt  clerk,  did  you  not?  They  were  in  his 
custody. 

A.  They  were  in  the  county  clerk's  office.  We  did  not 
receive  tliem  from  the  clerk,  but  from  his  deputy. 

Q.  Did  the  returns  show  any  discrepancy  from  the  in- 
formation received  by  certificates,  telephone  messages,  etc., 
from  the  election  officers  on  the  night  after  the  election,  so  as 
to  show  any  tampering  therewith,  so  as  to  change  the  true  re- 
turns as  delivered  to  the  clerk? 

A.  If  there  w^as  any  mutilation  or  evidence  of  tamper- 
ing, I  did  not  discover  it.  I  only  saw  one  stub  book,  I  tabu- 
lated. 

Q.  I  will  get  you  to  state,  if  you  are  not  an  attorney 
as  well  as  commissioner,  and  did  you  not  inform  people 
generally  and  the  officers  of  the  election  as  far  as  you  saw 
them,  that  a  person  who  could  not  write,  had  no  right  to 
vote  in  that  election?  * 

A.  No,  I  did  not  tell  them  that  they  had  no  right  to 
vote  in  that  election.  Nor  did  I  discuss  it  but  with  one  elec- 
tion officer  and  he  come  to  me  and  asked  me  about  it. 

Q.  To  refresh  your  memor}^,  on  the  morning  of  the 
election,  did  you  not  go  in  the  court  house  before  the  elec- 
tion officers  of  No.  1  precinct  and  tell  said  officers  that  a  per- 
son who  could  not  write,  could  not  vote? 

A.  No,  sir;  if  I  had  a  conversation  with  them,  then  I 
do  not  recall  it;  if  I  said  anything  I  merely  give  them  my 
opinion  when  called  on  for  it. 
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Q.  Did  you  give  it  as  your  opinion  tliat  they  had  no 
right  to  vote  in  that  election? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  might  have  said  soniething  about  the  rep- 
resontntive  race. 

Q.  Did  you  give  it  as  your  opinion  that  a  person  who 
could  not  write  could  not  vote  for  representative  in  that 
election  ? 

A.  No.

Q.  Did  you  write  the  clerks  of  the  election  in  Wayne 
county  or  send  them  any  information  to  the  effect  that  a  per- 
son who  could  not  write  could  not  vote  or  for  the  clerks  to 
not  write  any  person's  name? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not;  I  do  not  know  now  and  did  not 
know  then  the  name  of  a  single  election  officer  of  Wayne 
county.  Neither  did  I  write  to  any  one  either  in  or  out  of 
the  county. 

Signature  of  witness  waived  by  agreement  of  parties. 

Also  the  deposition  of  W.  E.  Ferguson,  taken  at  the 
same  time  and  place  and  for  the  same  purpose  as  stated  in 
the  caption.  The  witness  being  dul}'  sworn,  stated  as  fol- 
lows : 

Q.    State  your  age,  residence  and  occupation  ! 

A.  I  am  thirty-eight  3^ears  old ;  reside  in  Clinton  county, 
Ky.,  in  Precinct  No.  8,  and  am  a  farmer. 

Q.  Were  you  one  of  the  election  officers  in  your  pre- 
cinct at  the  regular  November  election,  19151 
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A.    I  was  one  of  the  Judges.  Democratic  Judge. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  the  clerk  of  the  election  wrote 
the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  on  any  of  the  ballots  as  a  candidate 
for  representative  for  any  of  the  voters  before  the  ballot  was 
delivered  to  the  voter  and  without  the  voter  being  sworn;  if 
so,  how  many  did  he  write  the  name  of  Allen  for? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  he  wrote  several,  but  I  can  not  state  how 
many.  I  would  say  the  clerk  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen 
on  as  many  as  a  dozen  and  may  be  as  many  as  twenty. 

Q.  Was  the  voter  sworn  at  any  time  as  to  whether  or 
not  he  could  read  and  write? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  the  ballots  counted  for  W.  C.  Allen  Avhere  the 
clerk  had  written  his  name  on  the  ballot! 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Cross-examined  by  S.  G.  Smith  for  Contestee. 

Q.  Were  there  any  votes  cast  for  W.  C.  Allen  by  w^rit- 
ing  his  name  or  his  name  being  written  in  that  precinct  and 
not  counted  for  him;  if  so,  how  many! 

A.  There  was  none ;  we  counted  all  for  him  where  they 
had  stam^ped  after  his  name.  This  count  was  made  under  the 
order  of  Judge  Bethurum. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  there  was  several  votes  cast  for 
him  for  representative  where  his  name  was  written  in  other 
columns  than  the  Republican  column  and  not  counted  for 
him?

A.  I  am  fifty-three  years  old;  reside  in  Clinton  county, 
Ky.,  in  precinct  No.  9,  and  am  a  farmer. 

Q.  Were  you  an  election  officer  in  your  precinct  at  the 
last  regmlar  November  election,  1915? 

A.    Yes,  sir.    I  Avas  the  Democratic  Judge. 

Q.  Did  the  clerk  in  your  precinct  write  the  name  of 
W.  C.  Allen  on  any  of  the  official  ballots  of  the  voters ;  if  so, 
about  how  many? 

A.    Yes,  he  wrote  W.  C.  Allen's  name  on  about  8. 

Q.  Were  the  voters  sv\^orn  before  W.  C.  Allen's  name 
was  written  on  his  ballot  or  after  it  was  written?

A.  I  am  fift^^-one  years  old;  Clinton  county,  Ky.,  in 
voting  precinct  No.  10,  and  am  a  farmer. 

Q.  Were  you  an  election  officer  at  the  last  regular  Nov- 
ember election,  1915,  in  your  precinct;  if  so,  what  position 
did  you  hold?

Q.  How  long,  Mr.  Dobbs,  had  you  been  a  citizen  of

Q.  State  how  long  before  this  it  had  been  that  you  had 
liad  actual  knowledge  of  the  pendencj^  of  said  suit  praying 
for  the  said  injunction! 

A.    Not  until  I  heard  the  decision. 

Q.  Yon  mean  to  sa}^  then  that  you  had  had  no  knowl- 
edge whatever  of  the  pendency  of  said  action  and  just  hap- 
pened to  be  in  the  court  house  at  the  time  said  Judge  ren- 
dered his  opinion  granting  the  said  injunction  prayed  for 
in  said  action! 

A.  I  heard  some  rumor  of  something  being  contended 
for,  on  the  street,  and  walked  into  the  court  room  just  about 
five  minutes  before  the  decision  was  rendered.

Q.  Then  you  mean  to  say  that  the  reason  you  had  not 
advised  with  your  attorney,  Mr.  0.  B.  Bertram,  was  be- 
cause he  was  absent  from  the  city? 

A.  I  mean  to  say  I  had  not  advised  with  him,  and  he 
was  absent  from  the  city,  but  I  knew  the  nature  of  no  case 
to  advise  about. 

Q.  I  notice  in  your  notice  to  the  contestee,  W.  C.  Allen, 
herein,  that  some  of  your  reasons  for  contesting  his  right  to 
a  seat  in  the  House  of  Representatives  from  the  36th  Legis- 
lative District  of  Kentucky,  at  the  next  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  are  because  certain  votes  cast  for  him  at  the 
recent  November  election,  1915,  Avere  not  cast  in  the  Repub- 
lican column  provided  on  the  ballots  for  said  election.

Q.  I  will  further  ask  you,  whether  or  not,  you  had,  or 
caused  to  be  done,  anything  in  Monticello,  or  Frankfort  to 
prevent  the  name  of  said  W.  C.  Allen,  contestee  herein,  from 
appearing  on  the  ballot  to  be  used  by  the  voters  at  the  afore- 
said election  as  your  opponent  in  that  election  for  the  office 
of  representative  from  the  36tli  Legislative  District  of  Ken- 
tucky, in  the  next  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky,  to  be  held 
in  Frankfort,  beginning  on  the  day  of  January,  1916?

A.  I  could  not  state  where  I  got  the  first  information, 
but  it  was  from  talk  on  the  street  the  night  I  understood  it 
w^as  sent. 
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Q.  Will  you  please  state,  if  you  remember,  who  you 
lieard  talking  about  the  fact  that  the  contestee  herein,  W.  C. 
Allen,  had  forwarded  his  certificate  of  nomination  for  the 
said  office  for  said  district,  to  said  Secretary  in  Frankfort? 

A.  I  don 't  remember  Avho  I  heard  first  talking  it ;  some- 
body that  came  in  the  store. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not,  after  somebody,  as  you  state, 
came  into  the  store  and  informed  you  of  the  fact  that  W.  C. 
Allen,  contestee  herein  for  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives from  the  said  district  of  Kentucky  in  the  next  ses- 
sion of  the  said  General  Assembly,  you  made  any  effort  to 
find  out  Avhether  the  rumor  you  had  just  heard  was  true  and 
if  you  say  you  had,  where  you  went  or  to  whom  you  talked 
to  about  the  matter?

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A.  I  talked  to  0.  B.  Bertram,  my  attorney,  on  tlie  next 
day.  ^ 

Q.  State  Avhetlier  you  made  any  inqniry  to  any  of  the 
postal  anthorities  in  Monticello  if  a  letter  addressed  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  in  Frankfort  had  left  the  postoffice  in 
Monticello  that  morning? 

A.    I  made  no  inquiry  whatever. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  one  of  your  sons  is  an  em- 
ployee of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  the  postoffice  in  Monticello? 

A.    He  is  clerk  in  the  postoffice. 

Redirect  Examination,  by  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.  Mr.  Davis  asked  you,  Mr.  Dobbs,  if  you  had  taken 
any  steps  to  prevent  the  Secretary  of  State  from  certifying 
the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  as  the  Republican  nominee  for 
representative  from  the  36tli  Legislative  District  of  Ken- 
tucky. I  will  ask  you  if  you  took  any  step  except  to  enjoin 
the  Secretary  of  State  from  certifying  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen  as  the  Republican  nominee  from  the  36th  Legislative 
District  of  Kentucky,  because  Mr.  Allen  had  not  filed  his 
certificate  of  nomination  thirty  days  before  the  day  on  which 
the  election  was  held.  I  will  further  ask  you  to  state  if  this 
injunction  was  granted  by  Judge  Stout,  enjoining  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  from  certifying  the  name  and  whether  or  not 
the  case  was  immediately  carried  to  the  Court  of  Appeals 
and  the  Court  of  Appeals  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the 
Franklin  Circuit  Court,  and  if  you  say  that  it  w^as  appealed 
and  so  affirmed,  will  you  file  as  a  part  of  your  deposition,  a 
copy  of  the  judgment  of  the  Court  of  Appeals! 

A.    Nothing  except  to  enjoin  the  Secretary  of  State.  An 
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injunction  was  granted  by  Judge  Stout  of  the  Franklin  Cir- 
cuit Court,  Avliicli  was  immediately  appealed  to  the  Court 
of  Appeals  and  the  judgment  of  the  lower  court  was  affirmed, 
and  judgTQent  was  made  permanent.  I  will  file  a  copy  of 
the  judgment. 

Q.  Will  you  obtain  a  certified  copy  of  the  tabulation  of 
the  vote  received  by  you,  and  as  received  by  W.  C.  Allen, 
in  "Wayne  county,  at  the  November  election,  1915,  for  the 
office  of  representative  from  the  36tli  Legislative  District, 
and  file  it  as  a  part  of  your  deposition?

Opinion  by  Judge  Turner — Overruling  motion  to  dis- 
solve injunction. 
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This  is  a  motion  made  before  me  by  the  defendant,  C. 
F.  Crecelius,  Secretary  of  State,  to  dissolve  an  injunction 
prohibiting  him  from  certifying  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  as 
Republican  nominee  in  the  Thirty-sixth  Legislative  District 
of  this  State,  composed  of  the  counties  of  Clinton  and 
Wayne. 

Li  the  primary  election  held  on  the  7th  of  August,  1915, 
S.  C.  Dobbs  was  nominated  by  the  Democrats  for  represen- 
tative in  that  district  and  W.  C.  Allen  by  the  Republicans, 
and  they  each  received  their  certificates  of  nomination.  On 
the  28th  of  September,  1915,  Dobbs  filed  with  the  Secretary 
of  State  his  certificate  of  nomination;  on  the  4th  day  of 
October,  1915,  Allen  filed  with  the  same  official  his  certificate 
of  nomination. 

This  is  an  action  by  Dobbs  against  the  Secretarv^  of 
State  and  Allen  seeking  to  enjoin  the  Secretary  of  State 
from  certifying  to  the  county  clerks  of  Clinton  and  Wayne 
counties  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  as  the  Republican  for  that 
office,  and  thereby  authorizing  the  said  county  clerks  to  have 
his  name  printed  on  the  official  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  elec- 
tion on  November  2nd,  1915. 

Only  two  questions  are  presented:  (1)  Did  Allen  file  his 
certificate  of  nomination  with  the  Secretary  of  State  within 
the  time  prescribed  by  law;  and  (2)  Is  the  statute  requiring 
the  same  to  be  filed  not  less  than  thirty  days  next  before  the 
day  of  the  election  mandatory,  or  is  it  merely  directory,  and 
has  the  Secretary  of  State  the  right,  after  the  expiration  of 
the  time  prescribed  by  statute,  to  receive  and  file  in  his  office 
a  certificate  of  nomination? 

The  primary  election  law,  section  1550,  Carroll's  1915 
edition,  Kentucky  Statutes,  subsection  26,  after  fixing  the 
day  upon  which  the   county  election   commissioners  shall 
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meet  and  canvass  the  returns,  and  after  providing  wliicli  re- 
turns shall  be  made  to  the  county  clerk,  and  which  returns 
shall  he  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  then  fixes  the  day 
upon  which  the  State  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  shall 
meet  at  the  Capitol  and  canvass  the  State  returns,  and  fur- 
ther provides: 

^'And  after  they  have  completed  the  tabulation  and  can- 
vass of  the  returns  of  said  primary  nominating*  election 
they  shall  immediately  certify  to  the  same,  and  they  shall 
issue  to  that  candidate  of  each  political  party  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  for  the  office  for  which  he  was  a  can- 
didate, a  certificate  of  nomination,  which  certificate  shall, 
not  less  than  thirty  days  next  before  the  day  on  which  the 
general  November  election  is  held,  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State." 

By  the  very  terms  of  this  statute  the  election  day  cannot 
be  counted  as  one  of  the  thirty  days;  the  language  ''not  less 
than  thirty  days  next  before  the  day''  of  election  necessarily 
excludes  the  day  itself.  To  require  a  thing  to  be  done  thirty 
days  before  the  day  of  election  means  that  it  must  be  done 
thirty  days  before  that  day  begins. 

It  has  long  been  the  rule  in  this  State  that  where  the 
time  is  to  be  computed  from  the  act  done,  then  the  day  on 
which  it  is  done  is  to  be  included  as  a  part  of  the  time ;  but 
if  it  is  to  be  from  or  after  the  day  itself,  the  day  must  be 
excluded.  See  Newton  v.  Ogden,  126  Ky.,  101,  and  the 
authorities  there  cited. 

The  question  in  that  case  was  whether  a  local  option 
election  had  been  held  ''within  thirty  days  next  preceding 
or  follovdng"  a  regular  election,  and  the  court  said: 

' '  If  the  regular  election  in  the  meaning  of  the  statute-  is 
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to  be  considered  as  an  act  done,  then  the  day  upon  which  it 
was  done  must  be  included.  On  the  contrary,  if  it  is  to  be 
regarded  as  a  day  or  date,  and  not  an  act,  then  it  must  be 
excluded.  *  ^ 

Manifestly  the  statute  in  question  here  requires  the  fil- 
ing of  the  certificate  thirty  days  before  the  day  of  the  elec- 
tion, and  not  merely  thirty  da^^s  before  the  election.  Count- 
ing the  fourth  day  of  October  there  were  only  twenty-nine 
days  between  that  and  the  second  of  November,  and  it  is 
therefore  apparent  that  Allen's  certificate  of  nomination 
was  not  filed  in  time. 

The  remaining  question  is  whether  the  provision  of  the 
statute  quoted  is  mandatory  or  only  directory,  and  on  this 
question  tliere  is  little  difficulty.  In  the  case  of  Brody  v. 
Hook,  135  Ky.  87,  a  provision  in  the  statute  requiring  that 
a  candidate  should  file  his  certificate  fifteen  days  before  the 
election  was  held  to  be  mandatory,  and  that  a  candidate  who 
had  filed  his  certificate  within  fifteen  days  of  the  election  had 
no  right  to  liave  his  name  printed  on  the  official  ballot.  A 
similar  statute  was  held  to  be  mandatory  in  Holton  v.  Cen- 
ter, 102  Ky.  119. 

In  giving  the  reason  for  declaring  such  a  provision  man- 
datory, this  court  in  the  case  of  Brody  v.  Hook,  supra,  said: 

'^We  are  of  tlie  opinion  that  the  General  Assembly  en- 
acted this  mandatory  provision  requiring  the  certificates 
and  petitions  of  nomination  to  be  filed  not  less  than  fifteen 
days  before  the  election,  so  as  to  give  the  clerk  that  much 
time  to  prepare  and  have  the  ballots  printed  and  distributed 
among  the  polling  places  in  the  county  before  the  day  of  the 
election,  and  without  being  annoyed  by  litigation  by  some 
one  attempting  to  get  some  name  on  or  off  the  ballots,  and 
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without  being  importuned  by  candidates  and  their  friends 
for  that  purpose.^' 

The  same  reasoning  applies  to  the  statute  in  this  case; 
the  Secretary  of  State  is  required  twenty  days  before  the 
election  to  certify  to  the  county  clerks  of  the  120  counties  in 
the  State  the  names  of  not  only  the  nominees  of  all  the  part 
ies  for  State  offices,  but  to  certify  to  them  the  names  of  the 
candidates  for  district  offices  in  all  districts  larger  than  a 
county;  and  it  is  apparent  that  it  was  the  legislative  purpose 
to  give  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the  time  intervening  be- 
tween the  time  certificates  of  nomination  are  required  to  be 
filed  with  liim  and  tlie  time  he  is  required  to  certify  the  same 
to  the  various  county  clerks,  in  which  to  make  accurate  and 
correct  certificates. 

Naturally  the  court  is  reluctant  to  deprive  one  of  the 
right  to  have  his  name  printed  upon  the  official  ballot  so  that 
his  fellow  citizens,  if  they  so  desire,  may  vote  for  him;  but 
the  provision  of  the  statute  quoted  being  mandatory  there 
is  no  escape  from  it. 

The  motion  to  dissolve  the  injunction  is  overruled.

Q.  You  stated  in  your  direct  examination  that  the  offi- 
cers of  your  precinct  in  said  election,  counted  a  number  of 
votes  for  AV.  C.  Allen,  contestee  herein,  that  were  voted  for 
him  for  other  offices  other  than  that  of  representative.  I 
will  ask-  you  now  to  please  state  why  those  votes  were  thus 
counted  in  this  way? 

A.  Well,  the  officers  claimed  that  it  was  a  mistake  of 
t4ie  voter,  and  that  he  meant  it  for  Allen.  I  don't  know 
what  made  the  voter  do  it  that  way.  The  officer  claimed 
that  the  voter  meant  that  vote  for  W.  C.  Allen. 
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Q.  Then  you  mean  to  state  that  the  officers  of  said  elec- 
tion in  said  precinct  were  satisfied  with  the  intention  of  the 
voter  to  such  an  extent  that  they  counted  the  said  votes  for 
the  said  Allen? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  wliether  or  not  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen,  con- 
testee  herein,  appeared  in  the  column  of  any  party  on  that 
ballot  in  the  general  printing  of  it! 

A.    No,  sir,  I  didn't  see  it  anywhere. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you,  to  refresh  your  recollection,  that  in- 
stead of  refusing  to  write  only  the  names  of  twenty-five 
voters  desiring  to  vote  for  said  W.  C.  Allen  for  representa- 
tive of  the  36tli  Legislative  District  of  Kentucky  in  said 
election,  that  you,  as  clerk,  refused  to  write  the  names  of 
rnore  than  fifty  voters? 

A.  I  guess  there  were  about  twenty-five,  I  don't  know 
exactly,  for  I  didn't  count  them,  but  I  estimated  it  about 
twenty-five  that  couldn't  write  and  wanted  me  to  write  their 
names,  and  some  of  them  that  could  write.  I  asked  the  other 
officers  about  it,  and  they  said  they  believed  it  was  right.  I 
asked  them  if  they  wanted  me  to  write  the  names.  I  told 
them  to  take  a  vote  on  it,  and  if  they  wanted  it  done,  I  would 
do  it. 

Q.  Don't  you  really  think  that  there  were  as  many  as 
fifty  of  such  voters  disfranchised  of  the  right  of  suffrage  in 
said  election  in  said  precinct  by  the  reason  of  the  fact  that 
their  names  were  not  written  in  order  that  they  might  be. 
able  to  vote  for  the  said  AV.  G.  Allen,  contestee  herein? 


A.    No,  sir,  I  don't. 
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Redirect  Examination  by  O.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.  Were  any  of  the  parties  who  requested  tlie  name  of 
W.  C.  Allen  to  be  written  on  the  ballot  by  you  before  the 
ballot  was  delivered  to  them  for  the  purpose  of  voting,  sworn 
as  to  whether  or  not  they  could  read  and  write? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Did  any  of  those  voters  request  to  be  sworn? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  the  other  officers  or  any  of  them  seek  to  have 
you  to  write  the  nam.e  of  W.  C.  Allen  on  the  ballot  under  the 
Republican  device  I 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  And  is  that  the  reason  that  you  refused  to  write 
the  name  of  Mr.  Allen,  because  the  other  election  officers 
didn't  instruct  you  to  do  so? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Re-cross  Examination. 

Last  question  objected  to  by  the  attorney  for  the  con- 
testee,  for  the  reason  that  the  question  asked  the  witness 
therein  are  not  pertinent  to  the  allegations  in  the  notice 
herein  of  the  contest. 

Also  the  deposition  of  Ed  Kinnett,  taken  at  the  same 
place  on  the  27th  day  of  November,  .1915,  and  for  the  same 
purpose  stated  in  the  caption.  The  witness  first  being  duly 
sworn,  deposes  as  follows : 
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Direct  Examination  by  O.  B.  Bertram. 
Q.    State  your  age,  residence,  and  occupation  ? 
A.    Fifty-one  years  of  age;  farming;  Wayne  county. 
Q.    What  voting  precinct  in  Wayne  county  do  you  live 

in? 

A.    Eadsville,  No.  5.  ' 

Q.  Did  you  reside  in  that  i)i'^cinct  on  the  2d  day  of 
November,  1915! 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  one  of  the  officers  of 
the  general  November  election,  1915,  in  that  precinct? 

A.    I  was. 

Q.    What  position  did  you  hold? 
A.    I  was  judge. 

Q.  As  judge  of  the  election  did  you  help  count  the  bal- 
lots and  votes  as  cast  in  that  precinct  in  the  race  for  repre- 
sentative from  the  36th  Legislative  District? 

A.    I  did. 

Q.  How  many  votes,  Mr.  Kinnett,  did  you  officers  cer- 
tify that  W.  C.  Allen  had  received  in  tliat  precinct  for  repre- 
sentative ? 


A.  Fourteen. 
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Q.  Had  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  been  written  on  the 
ballots  by  the  voter  or  by  the  clerk  of  the  election? 

A.  I  think  probably  the  clerk  wrote  all  except  one  or 
two,  is  the  best  of  my  recollection. 

Q.  You  mean  that  the  clerk,  at  the  request  of  the  voter, 
wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  on  all  of  the  ballots  where 
they  had  been  voted  for  and  counted  for  Allen,  or  had  the 
voter  written  the  name  on  all  except  one  or  two? 

A.    The  clerk  wrote  about  four  or  five. 

Q.  You  mean  by  the  clerk  writing  four  or  five,  that  he 
wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  for  four  or  five  of  the  voters 
before  the  ballot  was  delivered  to  them  to  vote? 

A.    Yes,  sir.  - 

Q.  Well,  in  the  counting  of  that  vote,  Mr.  Kinnett,  how 
many,  if  any,  had  the  voter  stenciled  in  the  circle  under  the 
Re]Dublican  device  and  also  in  the  square  opposite  the  name 
of  W.  C.  Allen  as  written  on  the  ballot? 

A.    I  don^t  think  there  were  over  two. 

Q.  Then  do  you  mean  to  say,  Mr.  Kinnett,  that  the  offi- 
cers in  your  precinct.  No.  5,  counted  for  W.  C.  Allen  twelve 
votes  where  the  voter  had  stenciled  in  the  circle  under  the 
Republican  device  and  not  in  the  square  opposite  the  name 
of  W.  C.  Allen  on  the  ballot? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  am  not  sure  whether  there  was  any 
stenciled  there  or  not,  opposite  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen; 
not  over  two  any  way. 
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Q.  Did  the  clerk  in  that  precinct  write  the  name  of 
W.  C.  Allen  for  all  the  voters  that  requested  him  to  do  so? 

A.    I  think  so. 

Cross-examination  by  J.  C.  Davis. 

Q.  Mr.  Kinnett,  will  you  please  state  what  political 
party  you  ordinaril}^  affiliate  yourself  with? 

A.  Democratic. 

Q.  And  were  you  acting  as  the  Democratic  officer  of 
that  election  that  day? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And,  as  one  of  the  judges  of  said  election,  you 
counted  the  ballots  so  cast  for  the  said  W.  C.  Allen,  con- 
testee  herein? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  mean  to  say  then  by  that  that  the  intention  of 
the  party  in  casting  his  suffrage  upon  the  ballot  was  so  plain 
to  the  officers  of  the  election  that  they  could  not  be  mistaken 
in  the  Avay  that  he  intended  to  vote? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Also  the  deposition  of  L.  C.  Soutlierland,  taken  at  the 
same  place  on  the  27th  day  of  November,  1915,  and  for  the 
same  purpose  stated  in  the  caption.  The  witness  being 
duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows : 

Direct  Examination  by  0.  B.  Bertram. 


Q.    Do  you  live  in  Wayne  county,  Mr.  Southerland? 
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A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  voting  precinct  do  yon  live  in! 
A.    Eadsville,  No.  5. 

Q.  Did  you  reside  in  t»liat  precinct  on  the  2d  day  of 
November,  1915? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  held  any  position  as  elec- 
tion officer  in  that  precinct  in  the  November  election  on  the 
2d  day  of  November,  1915,  and  if  so,  what  position  did  you 
hold? 

A.    I  was  sheriff. 

Q.  As  sheriff  of  the  election,  did  you  assist  the  other 
officers  in  counting  the  votes  that  had  been  cast  in  that  pre- 
cinct in  the  race  for  representative  in  the  36tli  District? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  the  number  of  votes  you  certified 
that  W.  C.  Allen  received  in  that  precinct? 

A.  Fourteen. 

Q.  Just  tell,  Mr.  Southerland,  how  the  ballot  was 
marked;  what  stencil  marks  were  on  the  fourteen  ballots? 

A.  All  that  I  noticed  Avere  in  the  circle  at  the  head  of 
the  ticket;  I  never  seen  any  in  the  square  opposite  his  name. 


Q.  Opposite  his  name,  you  mean  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen? 
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A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  tabulating  that  vote  did  you  or  not  examine  all 
the  ballots?  • 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  think  I  seen  every  one  of  them,  as  well 
as  I  remember. 

Cross-examination  by  J.  C.  Davis. 

Q.  Mr.  Soutlierland,  what  political  party  do  you 
usuall}^  affiliate  yourself  with? 

A.  Democratic. 

Q.  Did  you  examine  the  votes  cast  in  the  said  election 
for  the  said  W.  C.  Allen,  contestee  herein,  particularly  to 
see  if  they  were  marked  opposite  his  written  name? 

A.    I  taken  notice  to  it. 

Q.  Can  you  state  now,  positively,  the  number  of  votes 
that  were  marked  opposite  his  name,  and  the  number  of 
votes  that  were  not  marked  opposite  his  name  by  the  sten- 
cil? 

A.  I  can  state  that  I  never  seen  any  that  were  marked 
opposite  his  name  with  a  stencil. 

Q.  Were  those  votes  so  cast  for  the  said  W.  C.  Allen 
plain  to  the  officers  of  the  election  in  said  precinct  as  to 
tlie  intention  of  the  voter? 

A.    I  suppose  that  it  was  plain. 

Q.  You,  as  one  of  the  officers  of  said  election  in  said 
precinct,  counted  said  votes  so  cast  for  the  said  W.  C.  Allen, 
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contestee  herein,  and  certified  the  same  to  the  election  com- 
missioners for  Wayne  county,  as  good  and  valid  votes,  did 
you  not? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Also  the  deposition  of  Freeland  Peircy,  taken  at  the 
same  place,  on  the  27th  day  of  November,  1915,  and  for  the 
same  purpose  as  stated  in  the  caption.  The  witness  first 
being  duly  sworn,  deposed  as  follows : 

Direct  Examination  by  0.  B.  Bertram. 
Q.    State  your  age,  residence  and  occupation? 

A.  Sixty  years  old;  farming,  occupation;  reside  in 
Wayne  county. 

Q.  What  voting  precinct  in  Wayne  county  do  you  live 
in,  and  did  you  live  on  the  2d  day  of  November,  1915? 

A.    Slickford,  No.  9. 

Q.  Were  you  an  officer  of  the  November  election  held  in 
that  precinct  on  the  2d  day  of  November,  1915;  if  so,  what 
position  did  you  hold? 

A.    I  was  sheriff. 

Q.  As  sheriff  of  the  election  did  you  assist  in  counting 
the  votes  that  had  been  cast  in  that  precinct  in  the  race  for 
representative  from  the  36th  Legislative  District? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  in  counting  that  vote,  I  will  ask  you  to  state 
whether  or  not  the  officers  of  that  election  counted  for  W.  C. 
Allen  any  number  of  votes  where  there  had  just  been  a  mark 
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or  dot  of  any  kind  made  upon  the  ballot  and  then  a  cross 
mark  with  a  stencil  or  any  cross  mark  made  in  the  square 
opposite  that  dot  or  mark,  and  if  so,  ebout  how  many  votes 
were  counted  and  certified  for  Mr.  Allen  in  that  way! 

A.  There  was  no  dot;  they  just  marked  in  the  square 
Avhere  tliey  claimed  Allen's  name  ought  to  hav^  been.  I 
don't  recollect  how  many  there  was. 

Q.  In  your  best  judgment,  how  many  votes  were 
counted  for  W.  C.  Allen  where  his  name  had  not  been  writ- 
ten upon  the  ballot  at  all,  and  the  voter  just  stenciled  or 
made  his  mark  in  the  square  where  his  name  ought  to  have 
been? 

A.    I  can 't  tell.   I  never  noticed  how  many. 

Q.    Were  there  as  many  as  ten  or  fifteen? 

A.  There  was  twenty  votes  laid  out;  we  first  counted 
the  straight  votes  where  there  was  nothing  wrong.  I  think 
there  was  twenty  ballots,  as  near  as  I  remember,  that  they 
claimed  had  voted  for  Allen;  but  some  of  them  didn't  have 
any  name  on  them,  and  some  were  written  under  other  de- 
vices. Some  were  just  a  dot  made  with  a  stencil  opposite  the 
place  where  they  claimed  Allen's  name  ought  to  have  been 
written.  I  can't  say  whether  there  w^ere  as  many  as  ten  or 
fifteen.  I  guess  there  was  about  seven  or  eight,  as  well  as  I 
remember  about  it. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  why  those  Avere  counted  as  votes 
having  been  received  by  Mr.  Allen! 

A.  Well,  I  objected  to  it,  but  Aust  Brown  was  an  at- 
torney and  he  claimed  it  was  law  to  count  them. 
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Q.  Was  he  or  not,  the  Republican  inspector  in  that  pre- 
cinct? . 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  contended  with  the  officers  that  where  the  voter 
had  stencilled  in  the  square  opposite  where  Allen 's  name 
ought  to  have  been  that  it  should  be  counted  for  him,  and  it 
was  counted? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  Under  other  devices  he  claimed  it  was  for 
Allen,  too. 

Cross-examination  by  J.  C.  Davis. 

Q.  Mr.  Piercey,  with  what  political  party  do  you  ordi- 
narily affiliate  yourself? 

A.    Democratic,  all  the  time. 

Q.  Will  you  please  state  why,  in  your  judgment,  the 
votes  you  say  w^ere  counted  for  the  said  W.  C.  Allen  in  3^our 
precinct  at  the  recent  November  election  should  not  have  been 
counted  for  him! 

A.  Well,  there  was  nothing  to  show;  his  name  wasn't 
on  it. 

Q.  How  many  votes  were  counted  for  him  under  other 
devices  other  than  the  Republican  column? 

A.  The  best  I  remember  about  it  there  was  about 
twenty  of  them,  wdiere  there  was  something  wrong  with  them, 
that  they  laid  out. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  the  clerk  of  the  election  in  your 
precinct,  No.  9,  did  or  not  refuse  to  write  the  name  or  names 
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of  aii}^  voter  or  voters  desiring  to  vote  for  the  said  W.  C. 
Allen  for  representative  from  the  36th  Legislative  District 
at  said  election! 

A.  Yes,  some  of  them  wanted  him  to  vote  for  them  and 
he  wouldn't  do  it. 

Q.  The  question  is,  did  the  clerk  refuse  to  write  the 
name  or  names  of  any  voter  as  an  officer  in  said  election  in 
your  precinct? 

A.    Well,  I  don't  think  the  clerk  would  write  the  names. 

Q.  To  make  my  question  plain  to  you,  I  will  ask  you  if 
the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  appeared  on  the  ballot  in  print  at 
said  election  in  your  precinct? 

A.    I  never  seen  it  if  it  did. 

Q.  Then  the  question  is,  did  the  clerk  of  the  election 
refuse  to  wiite  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen,  candidate  for  repre- 
sentative from  the  36th  Legislative  District  of  Kentucky, 
for  any  voter  or  voters  desiring  to  vote  for  the  said  Allen 
at  said  election  in  your  precinct? 

A.  I  tliink  he  did.  I  don't  think  he  would  write  it  for 
anybody.  He  might  have  written  it  for  one  or  two  right  on 
the  start. 

Q.  You  mean  to  say  then  that  the  clerk  of  the  election 
refused  to  write  the  name  of  said  AY.  C.  Allen  for  the  voter 
who  couldn't  read  and  write  the  English  language,  and 
thereby  deprived  them  from  casting  their  suffrage  for  the 
said  AY.  C.  Allen  at  said  election  in  your  precinct? 

A.  AYell,  I  think  there  was  some  asked  for;  some  said 
they  couldn't  see. 
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Q.  About  how  many  votes  did  the  clerk  of  the  election 
refuse  to  write  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen,  contestee  herein, 
for? 

A.  I  couldn't  tell  how  many  asked  him;  there  were 
more  that  asked  him  to  vote  for  them  than  asked  him  to 
write  the  name. 

Q.  You  mean  to  say  then  that  all  the  parties  in  your 
precinct  at  said  election  that  couldn't  read  and  write  didn't 
get  to  vote  for  the  said  W.  C.  Allen  for  the  office  of  repre- 
sentative because  of  the  fact  that  the  clerk  and  other  officers 
of  the  election  refused  to  assist  them  in  casting  the  right  of 
suffrage  1 

A.  Well,  there  was  three  or  four  that  asked  him  to 
write  or  vote  for  them,  and  he  wouldn't  do  it.  Sometimes  I 
think  he  made  a  dot  in  the  square  where  Allen's  name  ought 
to  have  been  for  them  to  vote. 

Q.  But  refused  to  write  the  name  of  Allen  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  voter  who  couldn't  read  or  write  the  English  lan- 
guage 1 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Redirect  Examination  by  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.  "With  which  party  did  the  clerk  of  the  election 
affiliate  1 

A.  Republican. 

Q.  Did  any  of  the  voters  for  whom  the  clerk  refused  to 
write  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen,  swear  or  offer  to  swear  that 
they  couldn't  read  or  write? 
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A.    No,  sir. 

Also  the  deposition  of  T.  J.  Roberts,  taken  at  the  same 
place  and  for  the  same  purpose  as  stated  in  the  caption,  on 
the  27th  day  of  November,  1915.  The  witness  first  being  duly 
sworn,  deposes  as  follows : 

Direct  Examination  by  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.  State  your  age,  residence,  and  occupation,  Mr.  Rob- 
erts? 

A.  Fifty  years  of  age;  Wayne  county;  farming. 

Q.  What  voting  precinct  in  Wayne  county  do  you  live 

in? 

A.  Sinking,  No.  13. 

Q.  Did  you  live  in  that  precinct  on  the  2d  day  of  Nov- 
ember, 1915? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  act  as  an  officer  at  tlie  November  election 
held  in  that  precinct  on  the  2d  day  of  November,  1915,  and 
if  so,  Avhat  position  did  you  hold? 

A.    The  position  of  Judge. 

Q.  Now,  in  that  precinct,  at  the  recent  November  elec- 
tion, I  will  ask  you  to  state  whether  or  not  the  clerk  of  the 
election  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  under  the  Republi- 
can device  as  a  candidate  for  representative  from  t]ie  36th 
Legislative  District  of  Kentucky,  for  any  of  the  voters  be- 
fore the  ballot  was  delivered  to  the  voter  by  him  to  be  sten- 
cilled and  without  the  voter  being  sworn  as  to  whether  or 
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iiot  lie  could  read  or  write,  and  il"  so,  about  liow  many  bal- 
lots did  he  write  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  on? 

A.  The  clerk  wrote  the  names  for  all  that  asked  him 
to;  some  of  them  could  read  and  write,  and  probably  a  good 
many  of  them  that  couldn'L  I  would  just  liave  to  g'uess  at 
the  jiumber.  I  suppose  it  would  be  safe  in  saying  forty  or 
fifty.  Somelmies  they  would  say  that  he  could  write  better 
than  they  could,  and  he  wrote  Mr.  Allen's  name  a  good  many 
times.  I  heard  him  say  that  night  that  he  guessed  he  had 
written  it  a  hundred  times. 

(That  loart  of  the  answer  where  the  witness  tells  what 
the  clerk  of  the  election  said  to  him  about  it,  is  objected  to 
by  the  attorney  for  contestee.) 

Q.  AVere  any  of  the  voters,  for  whom  the  name  of  W. 
C.  Allen  was  written  on  the  ballot,  sworn  as  to  whether  or 
not  they  could  read  and  write,  before  or  after  the  name  of 
W.  C.  Allen  was  w^ritten  on  their  ballot  ? 

A.    No,  sir;  there  wasn't  any  of  them  sworn. 

Q.  Were  you  personally  acquainted  with  many  of  the 
voters  for  whom  the  name  of  AV.  C.  Allen  was  written  on 
the  ballot? 

A.  I  was  personally  acquainted  with  a  good  many  of 
them. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  any  of  them  could  read  and 
write,  to  3''our  personal  knowledge? 


A.    Yes,  some  of  them  could. 
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Q.  State  whether  or  not  there  was  few  or  several  that 
you  knew  personally  could  read  and  write? 

A.  Several  that  I  knew  could  read  and  write  that  the 
clerk  wrote  the  name  for  them. 

Q.    Were  there  as  many  as  twenty? 

A.    I  think  there  was  as  many  as  twenty. 

Cross-examination  by  J.  C.  Davis. 

Q.  With  what  political  party,  Mr.  Roberts,  do  you 
usually  affiliate? 

A.    Democratic  party. 

Q.  Did  you,  as  Democratic  judge  at  said  election  in 
said  precinct,  or  your  associate  judges,  or  any  of  the  officers 
in  your  precinct  at  said  election,  intonii  the  voter  asking 
that  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen,  contestee  herein,  and  being- 
voted  for  at  said  election  in  said  precinct,  that  tliey  must  be 
sworn  to  the  fact  that  they  could  not  read  or  write  the 
English  language,  to  enable  the  clerk  to  write  the  name  of 
Allen  for  them  at  said  election  in  said  precinct? 

A.  No,  sir.  Didn't  any  of  the  officers  inform  tliem  tliat 
they  had  to  be  sworn.  There  wasn't  any  of  them  sworn. 

Q.  All  the  votes  so  cast  for  the  said  W.  C.  Allen  for 
representative  from  the  36th  Legislative  District  of  Ken- 
tucky in  the  next  General  Assembly  were  so  plainly  cast, 
were  they  not,  that  there  could  be  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of 
the  election  officers  of  said  precinct  as  to  whom  the  voter 
intended  to  vote  for? 
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A.  Well,  they  was  all  plain,  except  some  had  not  sten- 
cilled in  the  circle  opposite  the  name  of  Mr.  Allen,  but  we 
counted  it  for  we  thought  he  had  intended  to  vote  for  W.  C. 
Allen,  but  it  was  not  stencilled  in  the  circle  opposite  his  name. 

Q.  All  the  remaining  so  voting  for  said  Allen  at  said 
time  and  place,  were  plainly  indicated  for  whom  they  in- 
tended to  vote  I 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Redirect  Examination  by  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.  ^Yho  was  clerk  of  the  election  in  your  precinct,  Mr. 
Roberts,  and  Avith  which  political  party  does  he  af&liate! 

A.    Charles  Vaughan;  Republican  party. 

Adjourned  over  until  two  o'clock. 

Met  pursuant  to  order  of  adjournment  and  by  agree- 
ment. The  witness,  Freeland  Piercy,  was  put  on  the  stand 
for  further  cross-examination.

Re-cross  Examination  by  J.  C.  Davis. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you,  Mr.  Piercy,  if  there  was  an  agree- 
ment between  the  officers  of  the  election  in  your  precinct  at 
the  November  election,  1915,  wherein  the  officers  agreed  to- 
gether with  the  clerk  of  said  election,  refusing  to  write  the 
name  of  W.  C.  Allen,  to  be  voted  for  by  the  voters  in  that 
precinct  at  said  election,  that  any  way  in  which  the  voter  in- 
dicated on  the  ballot  as  casting  it  for  the  said  W.  C.  Allen, 
would  be  taken  and  accepted  by  the  officers  in  counting  said 
ballots  at  the  close  of  the  election  as  though  they  had  been 
plainly  written  and  stencilled  ? 


H.  J.— 15 
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A.    I  never  heard  any  sncli  talk. 

Q.  You  mean  to  say  then  that  there  was  no  agreement 
entered  into  by  the  officers ! 

A.  Anst  Brown  tried  to  get  something  like  that  when 
they  went  to  count  the  vote,  but  he  said  it  was  law  to  count 
it,  and  we  ought  not  to  throw  them  out.  He  claimed  where 
there  was  any  mark  it  would  be  counted  for  him. 

Q.  Then  if  there  was  an  agreement  between  Mr. 
BroAvn,  as  inspector  of  the  vote  in  that  precinct  and  tlie 
other  election  officers  about  the  matter  I  have  just  ques- 
tioned you,  you  knew  nothing  about  it? 

A.    I  don't  remember  any  such  talk  having  been  said. 
Redirect  Examination  by  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.  If  there  was  any  agreement  made  as  indicated  by 
Mr.  Davis'  question,  you  were  no  party,  as  an  officer,  to  the 
agreement  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  was  not.  It  was  not  mentioned  until  right 
at  the  close  of  the  election.  He  wanted  to  make  an  agree- 
ment that  where  there  was  anything  after  the  polls  had 
closed. 

Q.  He  wanted  to  make  an  agreement  after  the  polls 
had  closed? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  took  the  straight  Democratic  votes  and 
held  them,  but  the  others,  I  didn't  have  anything  to  do  with 
them. 

Q.    Twenty,  I  believe  3^ou  say,  of  that  character! 
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i\.  About  twenty  votes  we  laid  out;  I  coukln^t  tell  just 
wliat^  the  number  amounted  to.  I  never  counted  to  see  just 
how  many.  I  watched  them  count  some  where  there  was 
just  a  cross  mark  and  no  name  written. 

Q.    You  say  there  was  something  like  ten  of  that  kind? 

A.  Eight  or  ten.  I  didn't  think  they  could  count  them 
and  I  just  kept  the  straight  Democratic  votes. 

November  29,  1915,

Met  pursuant  to  order  of  adjournment  of  November 
27th. 

The  deposition  of  J.  S.  Hines,  taken  at  the  law  office  of 
0.  B.  Bertram,  in  the  town  of  Monticello,  Ky.,  on  the  29th 
day  of  Nov.,  1915,  for  the  purpose  as  stated  in  the  caption. 
The  witness  first  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows : 

Direct  Examination  by  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.    State  your  age,  residence  and  occupation? 

A.  Sixty-seven  years  old;  live  in  Mill  Springs,  Wayne 
county;  am  a  farmer. 

Q.  What  is  the  number  of  your  voting  precinct,  Mr. 
Hines? 

A.    No.  15. 

Q.  Did  you  reside  in  precinct  No.  15,  of  Wayne  county, 
Kentucky,  on  the  2d  day  of  November,  1915? 
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A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  act  as  one  of  the  officers  at  the  November 
election  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir.    I  was  sheriff. 

Q.  As  sheriff  of  the  election  did  you  assist  in  making 
the  count  of  the  vote  cast  in  that  precinct  in  the  race  for 
representative  from  the  36th  Legislative  District? 

A.    Yes,  sir,  I  was  present. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  to  state,  Mr.  Hines,  if  there  was 
counted  as  having  been  received  by  W.  C.  Allen,  in  your  pre- 
cinct, any  votes  where  the  name  of  AY.  C.  Allen  had  been 
written  under  the  Republican  device  as  a  candidate  for 
representative,  either  by  the  clerk  or  the  voter,  and  the  voter 
had  stencilled  or  stamped  the  cross  mark  in  the  circle  under 
the  device,  but  did  not  stamp  in  the  square  opposite  the 
name  of  W.  C.  Allen  as  written  on  the  ballot! 

A,  I  think  there  was.  Bill  West  was  inspector  and 
after  inspecting  the  ballots  and  dividing  them  up,  I  think 
there  was  some  that  voted  under  the  device  and  I  didn't 
examine  them.  I  was  doing  something  else  while  the  clerk 
was  making  the  tally.  The  judges  made  this  agreement,  to 
count  all  the  votes  where  they  thought  it  w^as  the  intention 
of  the  voter  to  vote  for  Allen. 

Q.  Did  the  clerk  in  that  precinct  write  the  name  of  W. 
C.  Allen  for  any  of  the  voters  without  the  voter  being  sworn 
as  to  whether  or  not  he  could  read  and  write! 

A.  I  think  he  did.  Yes,  he  wrote  several  names.  The 
first  contest  came  up  over  a  negro.  When  he  came  up  to 
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vote  lie  wanted  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  written  and  the 
officers  disagreed.  I  took  the  law  back  and  read  to  them, 
and  I  asked  him  if  he  could  read  and  write.  Said  he  could, 
but  couldn't  write  W.  C.  Allen;  then  the  clerk  wrote  it  for 
him  and  wrote  several  others.  I  don't  know  how  many.  I 
didn 't  keep  an  account. 

Cross-examination  by  J.  C.  Davis. 

Q.  Mr.  Hines,  I  will  ask  you  to  please  state  with  what 
political  party  you  affiliate? 

A.    The  Democratic  party. 

Q.  I  believe  you  stated  in  your  direct  examination  that 
the  judges  of  the  election  had  agreed  that  they  would  count 
all  votes  for  whomsoever  cast,  provided  the  ballot  was  so 
marked  that  the  intention  of  the  voter  could  not  be  mistaken. 

A.    Yes,  sir;  where  they  understood  the  intention. 

Q.  The  idea  of  that  agreement  was  it  not  to  eliminate 
the  petty  technicalities  of  the  law? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  that  has  generally  been  the  plan  at  the 
Mill  Springs  precinct. 

Q.  It  has  been  the  custom  there  in  previous  elections  in 
which  you  were  an  officer,  to  let  the  intention  of  the  voter 
govern  when  they  could  understand  it? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  don't  remember  the  number,  if  there  were  any, 
then  who  voted  in  the  Eepublican  column  for  AY.  C.  Allen 
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for  representative  from  the  36tli  Legislative  District  of  Ken- 
tucky, but  simply  voted  under  the  device! 

A.  AVell,  I  don't  remember.  I  think  there  were  some, 
but  I  wasn't  judge. 

Q.  You  don't  remember  but  one  vote,  the  negro  you 
mentioned  in  your  direct  examination,  that  w^as  not  sworn, 
for  whom  the  clerk  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen? 

A.  I  remember  looking  back  and  seeing  him  write  some 
names,  and  I  knew  a  couple  of  names  that  could  read  and 
write  that  told  me  he  wrote  the  name  for  them.  I  just  saw 
them  from  the  door,  but  I  don't  remember  now  how  many 
were  voted  that  way;  they  were  scattered  about  to  some  ex- 
tent. 

Aho  the  deposition  of  W.  I.  West,  taken  on  the  29th  day 
of  November,  1915,  at  the  same  place  and  for  the  same  pur- 
pose as  stated  in  the  caption.  The  witness  first  being  duly 
sworn,  deposed  as  follows : 

Direct  Examination  by  0.  B.  Bertram. 
Q.    State  your  age,  residence  and  occupation. 

A.  Thirty-seven  years  old ;  live  at  Mill  Springs,  Wayne 
county ;  am  a  farmer. 

Q.  What  voting  precinct  do  you  live  in  in  Wayne 
county  I 

A.    No.  15. 

Q.  Did  you  reside  in  that  precinct  on  the  2d  day  of 
November,  1915? 
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A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  a  voter  in  that  precinct? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  that  precinct? 

A.  All  my  life ;  thirty-seven  years. 

Q.  Did  you  take  any  part  in  any  way  with  the  holding 
of  the  election  in  that  precinct  on  the  2d  day  of  November, 
1915! 

A.  I  was  inspector  and  challenger,  for  the  Democratic 
party. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  in  the  voting  room 
most  of  the  day  during  the  time  the  vote  was  being  taken? 

A.    I  was  there  practically  all  the  time. 

Q.  During  the  time  you  were  in  there,  state  whether  or 
not  the  clerk  of  the  election  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen 
on  any  of  the  ballots  for  the  voter,  before  the  ballot  was  de- 
livered to  the  voter  and  without  the  voter  being  sworn  as  to 
whether  or  not  he  could  read  and  write,  and  if  so,  state  how 
many  he  wrote  the  name  for  that  wasn't  sworn,  or  about 
how  many? 

A.  Well,  he  wrote  the  name  for  several;  I  couldn't 
state  the  exact  number.  I  would  think  some  place  between 
twenty  and  thirty. 

Q.  Were  you  present  and  assisted  in  counting  the  vote 
after  the  poles  were  closed? 
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A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  there  were  any  votes  counted 
as  having  been  received  for  W.  C.  Allen  for  representative 
from  the  36th  Legislative  District,  where  the  voter  had  not 
made  a  cross  mark  in  the  square  opposite  his  name  as  writ- 
ten on  the  ballot? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  There  was  several  that  were  just  sten- 
cilled in  the  circle  under  the  device.  I  think  there  was  prob- 
ably something  like  twenty.  I  kept  an  exact  account  at  the 
time,  but  have  forgotten  just  what  the  exact  number  was. 

Q.  You  think,  then,  that  there  was  as  many  as  twenty 
votes  counted  for  W.  C.  Allen  in  your  precinct  where  the 
voter  had  just  made  the  cross  mark  Avith  a  stencil  in  the 
circle  under  the  Eepublican  device  and  had  not  crossed  in  the 
square  opposite  Allen's  name? 

A.  Something  like  that,  probably  not  quite  so  many, 
and  probably  a  few  more.    Something  around  twenty. 

Cross-examination  by  J.  C.  Davis. 

Q.  I  believe  you  stated  in  your  direct  examination  that 
you  were  challenger  and  inspector  for  the  Democratic  party 
at  the  late  November  election? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  I  believe  you  also  stated  that  there  were  some 
twenty  or  thirty  voters  in  your  precinct  that  cast  their  suf- 
frage for  the  said  W.  C.  Allen,  contestee  herein,  that  were 
not  sworn? 
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A.  Yes,  sir,  as  well  as  I  remember,  there  was  some- 
thing like  twenty  or  thirty. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  to  state  whether  or  not  these  voters 
that  so  voted  were  advised  by  any  of  the  election  officers 
that  they  should  be  sworn  before  they  cast  their  vote  in  that 
manner? 

A.  Well,  there  was  a  right  smart  little  talk  about  that. 
There  was  something  said,  but  I  don't  know,  as  they  all  were 
advised.   I  know  they  were  not  all  advised  in  my  presence. 

Q.  Those  that  were  advised  in  your  presence  that  they 
must  be  sworn  if  they  were  unable  to  read  and  write,  before 
they  could  have  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen,  contestee  herein, 
written  on  their  ballot,  state  whether  or  not  they  complied 
with  the  request! 

A.  Well  some  of  them  didn't,  seemed  as  if  they  didn't 
want  to  be  sworn,  and  I  know  there  was  a  few  that  were  not, 
and  they  went  ahead  and  wrote  it  for  them  without  swearing 
them.  There  was  one  fellow  that  said  that  he  could  read  and 
write  a  little,  and  they  went  ahead  and  wrote  his  name  for 
him.  He  was  one  of  the  first  ones  sworn.  He  asked  that 
Alien's  name  be  written.  I  challenged  him  and  he  swore 
he  could  read  and  write  a  little,  but  the  clerk  went  ahead  and 
wrote  Allen's  name  for  him. 

Q.  About  how  many  votes  were  cast  for  tlie  said  W.  C. 
Allen,  contestee  herein,  in  your  precinct,  in  other  columns 
than  the  Republican  column,  that  were  not  counted  for  said 
Allen? 

A.  I  think  there  were  about  six  or  seven.  Now  there 
was  one  of  these  names  that  was  written  right  under  Steve 
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Dobbs^  name  that  wasn't  counted,  but  the  most  of  them  were 
written  in  the  Prohibition  column. 

Q.  This  name  that  was  written  nnder  the  name  of  S.  C. 
Dobbs,  in  tlie  Democratic  column,  state  whether  or  not  it  was 
stamped  after  it! 

A.    No,  sir,  it  was  not. 

Q.  State  whether  you  were  present,  or  entered  into  the 
agreement  that  the  election  officers  of  your  precinct  had  at 
said  election,  wherein  they  agreed  that  they  would  count  any 
vote  or  votes,  for  any  candidate,  whatever  political  faith  he 
might  be,  that  if  they  could  understand  the  intention  of  the 
voter? 

A.  We  always  try  to  count  where  it  is  clear  that  they 
could  tell  his  intention. 

Q.  Now,  all  of  these  votes  that  were  counted  for  W.  C. 
Allen,  that  you  have  heretofore  testified  about,  were  they  so 
plainly  marked  on  the  ballot  in  any  way,  under  the  device 
or  after  the  name,  that  there  could  be  no  mistake  about  for 
whom  they  were  cast? 

A.  There  was  some  they  counted  for  Allen  that  were 
so  blurred  up  that  I  couldn't  tell  it  was  Allen.  I  couldn't 
make  the  beginning  of  W.  C.  Allen,  or  the  ending  of  W.  C. 
Allen. 

Q.  Those  names  you  called  in  question  because  of  the 
blurred  way  in  which  they  were  written,  were  in  tlie  proper 
space  and  column  on  the  ballot,  so  as  to  indicate  that  they 
were  voted  for  said  Allen? 

A.    Well,  I  hardly  know  whether  they  were  or  not.  In 
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a  way  it  looked  like  they  had,  only  they  hadn't  stencilled 
after  the  name.  They  had  told  them  to  be  sure  to  stencil 
opposite  his  name,  but  there  were  a  good  many  that  were 
not  stencilled  opposite  his  name^  and  I  didn't  think  they 
ought  to  be  counted,  but  they  counted  them. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  it  has  always  been  the  custom 
of  the  election  officers  in  your  precinct  to  count  any  vote  or 
votes  for  any  candidate  or  candidates  wherein  the  election 
officers  could  discern  the  intention  of  the  voter,  that  you  have 
associated  with? 

A.  Yes,  when  we  could  clearly  understand  the  inten- 
tion, we  counted  it. 

Redirect  Examination  by  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.  With  which  political  party  does  the  clerk  of  the 
November  election  affiliate! 

A.    Republican  party. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you,  Mr.  West,  if  I  understand  from  your 
answering  of  Mr.  Davis'  question,  thai  notwithstanding  you 
had  opposed  the  clerk  writing  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  on 
the  ballot  for  some  of  the  voters  because  they  could  write,  he 
went  ahead  and  wrote  the  name  of  Allen  on  the  ballot  for 
the  voter,  without  the  voter  being  sworn? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  he  wrote  it  for  several  without  the  voter 
being  sworn,  and  sometimes  he  would  ask  them  if  they 
wanted  it  written  on  there,  or  would  mention  Allen's  name, 
or  something  of  that  kind. 

Q.  At  the  time  the  vote  was  being  counted,  I  will  ask 
you  if  you  objected  to  the  officers  counting  any  vote  for 
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Allen  where  the  voter  had  not  stencilled  in  the  square  oppo- 
site his  name! 

A.    Yes,  sir,  I  objected  to  it. 

Ee-cross  Examination  by  J.  C.  Davis. 

Q.    Who  was  clerk  of  said  election  in  your  precinct? 

A.    Oliver  Jenkins. 

Q.  What  kind  of  business  has  said  Jenkins  been  re- 
cently engaged  in  in  your  precinct  ! 

A.  Well,  at  the  time  of  the  election,  he  wasn't  at  Mill 
Springs,  he  was  staying  at  Monticello,  and  I  suppose,  con- 
nected with  the  oil  business. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  recently  he  has  been  engaged 
in  the  goods  business  with  his  father-in-law! 

A.  It  is  my  understanding  that  he  has  not  been  con- 
nected with  the  business  for  some  time. 

Q.  For  how  long  had  said  Jenkiris  been  connected  with 
his  father-in-law  in  the  goods  business  in  said  precinct! 

A.  It  is  my  understanding  that  he  was  connected  with 
him  in  the  goods  business  there  for  eight  to  tw^elve  months. 

Q.  Well,  the  said  Jenkins  had  a  pretty  good  knowledge 
of  who  could  read  and  write  in  his  precinct,  did  he  not  ? 

A.    T  couldn't  say. 
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Redirect  Examination  by  O.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.  You  liave  lived  in  that  precinct  all  your  life,  asso- 
ciated with  the  voters,  and  transacted  business  with  almost 
every  man  in  the  precinct,  haven't  yon! 

A.  Well,  there  are  a  good  many  I  haven't  transacted 
business  with.  I  have  lived  there  and  known  most  of  them  a 
long  time. 

Re-cross  Examination  by  J.  C.  Davis. 

Q.  Then  about  the  only  way  that  you  know  about  the 
education  of  your  district  is  when  you  meet  them  at  the  elec- 
tion once  a  year? 

A.  Lots  of  them  I  have  an  idea  that  they  can  read  and 
write  or  that  they  can't. 

Taking  of  depositions  adjourned  until  one  o'clock. 

Met  pursuant  to  order  of  adjournment. 

The  deposition  of  W.  C.  Kindrick,  taken  on  the  29th  day 
of  November,  1915,  at  the  law  office  of  0.  B.  Bertram,  in  the 
town  of  Monticello,  Kentucky,  for  the  same  purpose  as 
stated  in  the  caption.  The  witness  being  duly  sworn,  de- 
posed as  follows : 

Direct  Examination  by  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.    State  your  age,  residence  and  occupation? 

A.  Forty-eight  the  18th  of  September;  farmer;  reside 
in  Wayne  county,  at  Gregory. 

Q.    What  voting  precinct  in  Wayne  county  do  you  live 

in? 
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A.    Sinking,  No.  13. 

Q.  Did  you  serve  as  an  election  officer  in  that  precinct 
at  the  November  election,  1915? 

A.    I  did. 

Q.    What  position  did  you  hold! 
A.  Sheriff. 

Q.  Mr.  Kindrick,  at  the  November  election,  1915,  and 
during  the  day,  and  while  the  vote  v/as  being  taken,  state 
whether  or  not  the  clerk  of  the  election  wrote  the  name  of 
W.  C.  Allen  on  any  of  the  official  ballots,  and  under  the 
Republican  device,  and  if  so,  about  liow  many  did  he  so 
write  ? 

A.    I  couldn't  state  just  how  many,  but  quite  a  lot. 

Q.    In  your  best  judgment,  how  many  did  he  write? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know  whether  I  could  just  say  or  not. 
Somewdiere  between  forty  and  seventy-five.  I  didn't  keep 
count,  but  quite  a  lot. 

Q.  Were  any  of  the  voters  for  whom  he  wrote  the  name 
of  W.  C.  Allen  on  the  ballot  sworn  as  to  whether  or  not  they 
could  read  and  write,  or  as  to  whether  they  Avere  so  blind 
or  disabled  they  couldn't  write? 

A.  I  didn't  see  any  blind  men.  Some  said  they  could 
write,  but  Charlie  could  write  better  than  they  could. 

Q.    Who  do  you  mean  by  Charlie? 
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A.    Charlie  Vauglian,  the  clerk  of  the  election. 

Q.  Were  these  voters  sworn  at  any  time,  before  or 
after  they  voted? 

A.  None  of  them  were  sworn.  The  question  was  asked 
several  of  them  if  they  could  read  and  write;  some  of  them 
couldn't  and  some  could. 

Q.  About  how  many  of  them  stated  that  they  could 
write  ? 

A.  I  couldn't  say;  several  of  them.  Then  that  couldn't 
read  and  write,  I  think  voted  on  the  table. 

Q.  Who  marked  their  ballots  for  them,  if  any  one? 

A.  Charlie  Vaughan  showed  them. 

Q.  About  how  many  voted  on  the  table? 

A.  I  suppose  ten  or  fifteen. 

Q.  Were  those  parties,  parties  that  could  see? 

A.  Well,  there  wasn't  anybody  there  that  couldn't  see. 
Jim  Ramsey  was  one  of  them,  Tom  Maxwell,  George  Max- 
well, Jim  and  John  Maxwell,  and  some  more.  Jim  Ramsey 
can't  neither  read  nor  write. 

Q.  As  sheriff  of  the  election,  were  those  ballots  where 
the  clerk  had  written  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  for  the  voter 
and  without  the  voter  being  sworn;  were  they  counted  as 
votes  having  been  received  by  W.  C.  Allen? 

A.    Everything  was  counted  for  Mr.  Allen  that  wa&

stencilled  in  the  square  opposite  his  name.  Five  or  six 
stencilled  under  the  device,  and  Bill  Allen  was  written  on  the 
Republican  line  that  was  not  counted  for  him.  We  read  the 
law  just  before  we  went  to  count  the  ballots  and  saw  what 
it  said  and  therefore  we  counted  them  off. 

Q.  And  you  counted  every  ballot  where  they  had  sten- 
cilled in  the  square  opposite  his  name! 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Didn 't  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  voter 
hadn't  been  sworn! 

A.    No,  sir. 

Cross-examination  by  J.  C.  Davis. 

Q.  Mr.  McKindrick,  with  what  political  party  do  you 
affiliate? 

A.    Democratic  party. 

Q.  I  believe  you  stated  in  your  direct  examination  that 
as  an  officer  of  the  recent  November  election,  in  connection 
with  the  other  officers  of  said  election,  in  counting*  the  votes 
cast  there  for  W.  C.  Allen,  contestee  herein,  for  representa- 
tive from  the  36th  Legislative  District  of  Kentucky,  that 
you  counted  no  votes  for  him  except  those  that  were  sten- 
cilled in  the  little  square  opposite  the  name  of  Allen,  which 
was  written  by  the  clerk? 

A.  We  counted  everything  that  was  stencilled  in  the 
square.  The  clerk  wrote  as  many  as  forty  to  seventy-five 
names.  We  counted  everything  for  W.  C.  Allen,  or  Bill 
Allen,  where  the  name  was  written  on  either  one  of  the  lines. 
Some  were  written  on  the  top  line,  some  on  the  bottom. 
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^Q.  Were  there  any  votes  cast  for  Allen  other  than  in 
the  Republican  column  of  said  ballots! 

A.  Yes,  sir.  Three  votes  where  they  were  stencilled 
under  the  Democratic  device  in  Cress'  square,  and  they 
were  counted  for  Cress. 

Q.  Were  all  those  votes  that  you  counted  for  said  W.  C. 
Allen  so  plainly  marked  by  the  voter  that  there  could  be  no 
mistake  about  the  voter's  intention? 

A.  I  don't  think  there  was  any  mistake  at  all,  except 
five  or  six  ballots  where  Allen's  name  was  written,  and  sten- 
cilled under  the  log  cabin. 

Q.  Were  the  voters,  on  telling  the  officers  of  the  elec- 
tion that  they  couldn't  read  and  write  the  English  language, 
were  they  advised  by  the  officers  of  the  election,  or  any  one 
of  the  officers,  that  they  must  be  sworn  to  the  fact  that  they 
couldn 't  read  nor  WTite  1 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Then  you  mean  to  say,  Mr.  Kindrick,  that  you 
counted  no  vote  or  votes  for  said  W.  C.  Allen,  contestee 
herein,  except  in  your  judgment  was  intended  to  be  voted 
for  him? 

A.  We  just  counted  what  was  stencilled  in  the  square 
opposite  his  name.  We  gave  him  everything  that  was  voted 
there  for  him,  except  the  vote  of  six  votes  that  was  sten- 
cilled under  the  Eepublican  device  and  his  name  wrote  on  a 
line  and  not  stencilled,  and  Ave  didn't  count  them  six  votes. 

Q.  And  you  didn't  count  the  three  ballots  voted  for 
him  in  the  Democratic  column? 
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A.    No,  sir.    We  couldn^t  do  that,  I  don't  think. 

Q.  How  many  votes  in  all  were  there  that  you  refused 
to  count  for  W.  C.  Allen! 

A.  Well,  there  couldn't  have  been  a  squabble  over  any 
more  than  nine.  Six  under  the  Eepublican  device  and  three 
under  the  Democratic  device. 

Q.  Were  there  no  votes  cast  for  said  Allen  in  your  pre- 
cinct except  in  the  Eepublican  and  Democratic  column? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Also  the  deposition  of  Jeff  Lovell,  taken  at  the  same 
place  and  for  the  same  purpose  as  stated  in  the  caption,  and 
on  the  29tli  day  of  November,  1915.  The  witness  first  being 
duly  sworn,  deposed  as  follows:

Q.  Were  you  living  in  that  precinct  on  the  2d  day  of 
November,  1915! 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  act  as  one  of  the  officers  of  the  November 
election,  held  in  that  precinct  on  the  2d  day  of  November! 
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A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  position,  Mr.  Lovell,  did  yon  hold? 
A.  Judge. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  to  state  whether  or  not  the  clerk  of 
the  election  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  under  the  Repub- 
lican device  on  the  official  ballot  in  the  blank  space  left  for  a 
candidate  for  representative  for  any  of  the  voters,  and  if  so, 
about  how  many  ballots  did  he  write  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen 
on? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  guess  about  sixty  ballots.  Somewhere 
about  that. 

Q.  Were  any  of  the  voters  for  whom  he  wrote  the  name 
of  W.  C.  Allen  on  their  ballots,  sworn  as  to  whether  or  not 
they  could  read  and  write,  or  as  to  whether  or  not  they  were 
otherwise  physically  disabled  so  they  couldn't  see  to  mark 
their  ballots  or  write  upon  their  ballots? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  any  of  the  voters  for  whom  the 
clerk  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  on  their  ballots  could 
read  and  write  to  your  personal  knowledge.  They  said  they 
could,  but  that  he  could  write  better  than  they  could. 

Q.  About  how  many  of  the  voters  said  they  could  read 
and  write,  in  your  best  judgment? 

A.  I  don't  know  hardly.  I  will  say  twenty-five  or 
thirty. 

That  part  of  the  answ^er  objected  to  by  attorney  for  con- 
testee,  as  to  what  the  voter  said  about  it. 
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Q.  Were  all  of  these  votes  counted  and  certified  as  hav- 
ing been  cast  for  W.  C.  Allen  where  the  clerk  had  written 
the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  upon  the  ballot  for  the  voter,  as 
having  been  received  by  Allen  I 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  many  votes  did  the  officers  of  the  election 
certify  that  W.  C.  Allen  had  received  in  your  precinct! 

A.  Seventy-one. 

Q.  Did  that  include  the  fifty  or  sixty  of  them  on  which 
the  clerk  had  written  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Cross-examination  by  J.  C.  Davis. 

Q.  Mr.  Lovell,  I  will  ask  you  to  please  state  what  politi- 
cal party  you  affiliate  with! 

A.  Democratic. 

Q.  As  judge  of  the  late  November  election  in  your 
precinct,  I  will  ask  if  you  assisted  the  judges  and  the  clerk 
of  the  election  in  counting  and  tabulating  the  vote  cast  in  that 
precinct  for  the  said  W.  C.  Allen,  contestee  herein,  for  the 
office  of  representative  from  the  36th  Legislative  District 
of  Kentucky! 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you,  as  judge  of  said  election,  or  did  your  asso- 
ciate judge,  or  any  of  the  officers  of  said  election  at  said  time, 
in  said  precinct,  advise  any  of  the  voters  on  their  declaring 
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that  they  could  not  read  nor  write,  when  they  offered  to  vote, 
that  they  must  be  sworn  before  they  voted  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Was  that  question  ever  raised  at  all,  to  your  knowl- 
edge, as  to  whether  or  not  the  voter  must  be  sworn  as  to 
whether  he  could  read  and  write  the  English  language? 

A.    I  don't  know  that  it  was, 

Q.  Were  all  those  votes  that  you  counted  for  said  W.  C. 
Allen,  contestee  herein,  for  said  office,  so  plainly  marked  by 
the  voter  that  there  could  be  no  mistake  about  whom  he  in- 
tended voting  for! 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Redirect  Examination  by  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.  Did  any  voter  request  to  be  sworn  as  to  his  inability 
in  any  way,  before  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  was  written  on 
his  ballot?

Q.  Were  these  ten  or  twelve  voters  that  you  say  had 
the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen,  contestee  herein,  for  the  office  of 
representative  from  the  36th  Legislative  District  of  Ken- 
tucky, written  by  the  clerk  at  said  election  in  your  precinct, 
advised  by  you  or  any  of  the  other  officers  of  the  election 
that  they  must  be  sworn  as  to  whether  they  could  read  and 
write  the  English  language  before  they  could  have  the  clerk 
write  the  name  of  said  Allen  for  them? 

A.    No,  sir. 
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Q.  Can  you  give  the  exact  number  of  those  fellows  that 
voted  for  said  Allen  at  said  time  and  place  for  said  oftice, 
as  to  how  many  could  read  and  write  the  English  language 
and  how  many  could  not?

Q.  To  refresh  your  memory,  I  will  ask  if  it  wasn't 
forty-three  ?

That  affiant  then  said  to  the 
Secretary  of  State,  that  if  there  was  any  doubt  about  it,  he 
would  come  in  person  and  bring  said  certificate  and  that  the 
Secretary  answered  that  that  would  be  unnecessary  and  that 
it  would  be  all  right  for  it  to  come  by  mail,  provided  it 
reached  him  any  time  the  next  day,  or  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
next  day.  He  states  that  being  thus  assured  by  the  Secretary 
of 'State,  he  permitted  said  certificate  of  nomination  to  go 
forward  by  registered  mail.  That  the  affidavit  of  the  Assistant 
Post  Master  at  Frankfort,  Ky.,  shows  that  said  registered 
letter  containing  said  certificate  of  nomination  went  to  Frank- 
fort on  C.  &  0.  train  No.  23,  Saturday,  October  2,  1915,  which 
was  due  to  arrive  there  at  5 :45  P.  M.,  but  for  some  reason  or 
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other,  the  Secretary  of  State  failed  to  do  as  he  had  promised 
and  he  did  not  get  said  certificate  of  nomination  from  the 
post  office  and  file  it  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State  on  that 
date  as  he  had  promised  and  agreed  to  do  over  the  telephone. 

Also  the  deposition  of  0.  B.  Bertram,  taken  pursuant 
to  agreement,  at  the  same  time  and  place,  and  for  the  same 
purpose  as  stated  in  the  caption.  Witness  after  being  duly 
sworn,  deposed  as  follows: 

Direct  Examination. 

By  J.  C,  Davis. 

Q.    State  your  age,  residence  and  occupation? 

A.  33  years  old.  Eeside  at  Sunnybrook,  Wayne  County, 
Kentucky,  Merchant. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  served  as  one  of  the  elec- 
tion officers  of  Powersburg  precinct  at  the  November  election, 
1915,  and  if  you  say  you  did,  in  what  capacity  did  you  serve? 

A.  Judge. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  as  one  of  the  judges,  of  said 
election  at  said  time,  and  in  said  precinct,  you  assisted  the 
other  officers  in  counting  the  vote  of  said  election? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Please  state  who  was  the  other  judge  of  the  election? 

A.  P.  E.  Edwards. 

Q.  Please  state  with  what  party  you  affiliate? 
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A.  Democrat. 

Q.  Please  state  with  what  party  P.  R.  Edwards,  tlie 
other  judge  affiliates  I 

A.  Republican. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  to  state  in  counting  the  votes  in  said 
election  in  said  precinct  if  you  with  the  other  officers  noticed 
the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  written  on  the  ballot  in  said  precinct 
at  said  election  and  voted  for  for  the  office  of  Representative 
from  the  36th  Legislative  District  of  Kentucky,  in  the  coming 
session  of  the  next  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky? 

A.    I  did. 

Q.  In  counting  the  vote  cast  for  the  said  W.  C.  Allen, 
contestee  herein,  please  state  whether  or  not,  there  were  any 
votes  counted  for  him,  that  were  not  properly  marked  by 
stencil  or  pencil  indicating  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  officers 
the  intention  of  the  voter  in  so  voting  for  him  I 

A.  None. 

Q.  Please  state  whether  or  not  there  were  as  many  as 
fifty  voters  who  voted  in  the  circle  under  the  devise  of  the 
Republican  column  and  not  in  the  square  opposite  said  Allen's 
name,  and  those  votes  so  voted  were  counted  for  the  said 
W.  C.  Allen! 

A.    Not  to  my  knowledge,  none  of  them. 

Q.  Were  there  as  many  as  fifteen  votes  counted  for  Allen 
which  were  voted  in  other  columns  on  the  ballot  and  some  of 
which  were  cast  for  other  offices  other  than  that  of  Repre- 
sentative 1 
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A.    None  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Please  state  who  was  the  clerk  of  said  election  at 
said  time  and  in  said  precinct  ! 

A.    T.  E.  Kelsey. 

Q.  Please  state  whether  or  not  the  said  clerk  refused  to 
write  the  name  of  the  said  W.  C.  Allen  for  the  voter  wdio  w^as 
unable  to  read  and  write  the  English  language? 

A.    He  wrote  some  at  the  start. 

Deposition  of  0.  B.  Bertram,  continued. 

Q.  About  how  many  names  did  he  write  before  he  quit 
writing,  if  he  quit? 

A.    Two,  I  believe,  are  all  the  names  he  wrote. 

Q.  Then  about  how  many  did  he  refuse  to  write  there- 
after, if  he  did  refuse? 

A.  The  way  that  was  stopped,  the  officers  decided  on 
that  from  a  copy  of  the  law  that  was  sent  down  there  by  the 
Democratic  County  Chairman,  and  we  decided  not  to  have 
any  more  of  them  written.  All  the  officers  decided  on  that 
and  he  didn't  attempt  to  w^rite  any  more,  as  I  remember  it. 

Q.  Then  you  mean  to  say  that  the  clerk  and  other  officers 
in  said  election  in  said  precinct,  were  advised  through  a 
letter  sent  to  that  precinct  by  the  Democratic  Chairman  of 
Wayne  County? 


A.    Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  Who  signed  that  letter  that  you  spoke  of  as  the 
Democratic  Chairman  of  AVayne  County! 

A.    M.  G.  Back. 

Q.  State  what  election  ofificers  had  this  letter  at  the 
election  at  this  time  I 

A.  S.  T.  Bertram  presented  it,  but  as  to  his  commission, 
I  didn 't  see  any.  He  said  he  was  Inspector  and  Challenger,  but 
I  didn't  see  any  commission. 

Q.  Please  state  whether  or  not,  at  said  election,  in  said 
precinct,  there  were  as  many  as  20  votes  counted  for  the 
said  Allen  for  said  office  that  were  so  illegibly  written  that 
you  could  not*  tell  the  name  the  voter  had  intended  to  Avrite 
on  the  ballot,  but  which  were  in  the  proper  place  and  voted 
properly? 

A.    None,  that  I  remember  of. 

Cross-Examination. 

By  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.    What  part  did  you  take  in  the  counting  of  the  votes? 

A.    The  clerk  did  the  tabulating. 

Q.    Who  called  the  vote  from  the  ballot? 

A.    Me  and  P.  E.  Edwards,  I  believe ;  both  as  I  remember. 

Q.  Now,  in  calling  the  vote  did  you  count  for  Mr.  Allen 
any  votes  where  his  name  had  been  written  on  the  ballot  and 
then  the  voter  stencilled  in  the  circle  under  the  Republican  de- 
vice and  did  not  stencil  opposite  his  name? 
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A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  How  many  votes  did  you  count  for  Mr.  Allen  where 
liis  name  had  been  written  under  the  Prohibition  or  Progres- 
sive device? 

A.    No,  sir,  none. 

Q.  Did  you  count  and  certify  for  him  any  votes  where 
his  name  was  such  that  you  could  not  read  it? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Did  you  examine  all  the  ballots  that  were  counted! 

A.    No,  I  don't  suppose  I  did. 

Signature  of  witness  w^aived  by  agreement. 

Also  the  deposition  of  S.  A.  Denny,  taken  at  the  same 
time  and  place  and  for  the  same  purpose  as  stated  in  the 
caption. 

The  witness  after  being  duly  sworn,  deposed  as  follows : 
Direct  Examination. 

By  J.  C.  Davis. 

Q.    State  your  age,  residence  and  occupation? 

A.    47  years  old,  I  think.  Reside  at  Powersburg.  Farmer. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  Powersburg  precinct 
No.  8? 

A.    All  my  life. 
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Please  state  whether  or  not  you  served  as  an  officer 
in  said  precinct  at  the  hist  November  election,  and  if  so,  in 
what  capacity  did  you  serve! 

A.    I  did,  served  as  sheriff  of  the  election. 

Q.  As  sheriff  of  said  election  in  said  precinct,  did  you 
assist  the  other  officers  in  counting  and  tabulating  the  vote 
after  the  polls  closed? 

Q.  Well,  I  never  had  anything  to  do  with  tabulating. 
I  assisted  in  laying  out  and  seperating  the  straight  and  the 
mixed  vote. 

A.  You  handled  the  vote  to  such  an  extent  that  you  saw 
how  they  were  cast? 

A.    I  didn't  handle  all,  of  course,  but  some  of  them. 

Q.  You  were  present  all  the  time  during  the  counting 
and  tabulating  of  said  vote! 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  notice  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen,  eontestee 
herein,  written  on  any  of  the  ballots  in  your  precinct! 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  notice  how  those  ballots  were  marked  by  the 
voter  upon  which  the  name  of  said  Allen  appeared  in  writing! 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know  hardly  just  what  you  mean  by 
the  question.  We  never  counted  anything  for  said  Allen  ex- 
cept what  were  written  in  the  proper  place  and  marked  with 
stencil  properly.

Q.  Were  there  as  many  as  fifty  voters  Avho  voted  in  the 
circle  nnder  the  device  of  the  Eepublican  column  and  not  in 
the  square  opposite  said  Allen's  name,  counted  for  said  Allen 
at  said  election  in  your  precinct! 

A.    There  was  none  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Were  there  as  many  as  fifteen  votes  counted  for 
Allen  which  were  voted  in  other  columns  on  the  ballot  and 
some  of  which  were  cast  for  other  officers  at  said  election  in 
your  precinct? 

A.    There  wasn't  any. 

Q.  Were  there  as  many  as  twenty  votes  counted  for  said 
Allen  where  tlie  name  was  written  on  the  ballot  so  illegibly 
that  you  could  not  tell  whose  name  it  was  so  voted  by  the 
voter? 

A.  If  there  was  any  I  don't  know  anything  about  it. 
Of  course  I  never  seen  them  all. 

Q.  If  these  irregularities  mentioned  in  these  later  ques- 
tions herein  had  existed,  you  would  have  seen  them  would 
you  not? 

A.  Well,  I  think  so.  I  suppose  it  would  have  been  gen- 
eral talk. 

Q.  There  w^as  nothing  like  that  talked  of  among  the 
officers  in  counting  those  votes! 

A.    Not  that  I  heard. 

Q.  You  heard  all  the  conversation  that  took  place  be- 
tween the  officers  about  the  different  ballots  and  the  votes 
that  were  cast  at  said  election  in  said  precinct! 
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A.    Yes,  sir,  I  heard  the  conversation. 

Q.  Please  state  who  was  the  clerk  of  the  election  in 
said  precinct! 

A.    T.  R.  Kelsey. 

Q.  About  how  many  votes,  if  any,  did  the  said  clerk 
refuse  to  write  the  name  of  said  W.  C.  Allen  for  in  said  pre- 
cinct at  said  election! 

A.  I  have  a  list  of  them  right  here.  I  think  there  is 
twenty-one  that  said  they  couldn't  write  their  own  name  and 
the  clerk  didn't  write  them.  Yes,  there  were  twenty-one. 

Q.  Are  you  personally  acquainted  with  all  those  voters 
whose  names  you  have  that  were  refused  by  the  clerk  to  write 
for! 

A.    No,  I  am  not. 

Q.  They  demanded  the  clerk  at  said  election  in  said 
precinct  to  write  for  them  upon  the  grounds  that  they  were 
unable  to  write  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen! 

A.  The  officers  would  ask  the  men  if  they  could  write, 
and  if  he  said  he  couldn't  we  asked  him  if  he  wanted  to  vote 
for  W.  0.  Allen,  and  he  would  sa}^  he  did.  Then  he  would 
take  his  name  on  the  book. 

Q.  The  clerk  had  already  refused  to  write  the  name  of 
Allen  for  the  voter,  and  was  still  refusing  at  the  time  you 
would  take  the  names  down? 

A.  Both  the  judges  and  myself  decided  after  they 
claimed  to  have  a  decision  from  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and 
learned  of  the  threat  to  go  ahead  and  write  them  if  we  wanted

to,  but  if  tehy  did  they  would  throw  the  whole  district  out. 
The  officers  being  ignorant  of  the  law  decided  the  clerk  had 
better  not  write  them. 

Q.  What  kind  of  threat  was  in  that  letter  that  contained 
what  purported  to  be  a  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of 
Kentucky! 

A.  I  don't  know  whether  it  was  in  the  letter  or  not,  but 
S,  T.  Bertram  said  we  could  write  them  if  we  wanted  to  but 
they  would  have  the  whole  thing  thrown  out. 

Q.  S.  T.  Bertram  was  acting  challenger  of  the  election 
in  that  precinct  was  he  not! 

A.  Yes,  sir,  he  said  so. 

Q.  Did  he  expose  this  letter  you  speak  of  there! 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  notice  who  that  letter  was  signed  by! 

A.  No,  sir,  if  I  did,  I  don't  remember. 

Q.  And  you  say  you  don't  remember  the  threat  except 
what  was  given  to  you  by  the  Democratic  challenger! 

A.    That  is  all  I  know  of  the  threat. 

Q.  Were  there  any  more  voters  that  couldn't  vote  for 
Allen  upon  the  grounds  that  they  understood  from  general 
rumor  and  from  this  letter  that  you  speak  of  that  they  couldn't 
vote  for  Allen  if  they  couldn't  read  and  write! 

A.    Well,  I  suppose  there  were  some  that  wanted  to  vote 
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for  him  that  I  haven't  gotten  their  names  here.  (Objected  to 
by  0.  B.  Bertram.) 

Examination  by  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.  Did  any  of  the  twenty-one  fellows  of  whom  you  wrote 
the  names  down  in  your  book,  request  to  be  sworn  as  to 
whether  or  not  they  could  read  and  write!

Q.  I  believe  you  say  that  when  a  fellow  came  in  you 
would  ask  him  whether  he  wanted  to  vote  for  Mr.  Allen! 

A.  Well,  we  would  either  ask  him  if  he  w^anted  to  vote 
for  Bill  Allen  or  if  he  could  write.  Either  one  of  the  ques- 
tions. 

Q.    With  what  party  do  you  affiliate ! 
A.  Republican. 

Q.  Did  you  make  it  a  point  to  ask  every  fellow  that  came 
in  there  to  vote  whether  or  not  he  could  read  and  write. 

A.  No,  we  did  not.  We  would  only  ask  where  it  looked 
suspicious  that  he  could  not  read  and  write. 

Q.  And  when  you  would  be  informed  by  the  voter  that 
he  could  not  read  and  write,  then  you  would  ask  him  if  he 
wanted  to  vote  for  Mr.  Allen,  and  when  informed  that  he 
did,  you  would  write  his  name! 

A.  Yes,  sir.  Part  of  them  we  would  ask  him  that  way 
and  part  of  them  we  would  asked  him  if  he  wanted  to  vote  for 
Mr.  Allen.

A.    Well,  I  don't  know  how  many. 

Q.    About  how  many  in  your  best  estimation? 

A.    I  guess  twenty.

A.    I  don't  know  whether  they  were  properly  voted  or

Q.  About  how  many,  in  3^our  judgment,  were  properly 
voted  that  you  didn't  count?

A.    Yes,  sir.  They  were  written. 

Q.  Please  state  if  there  was  as  many  as  fifty  votes  in 
said  precinct  at  said  election  counted  for  the  said  Allen  which 
had  only  been  voted  in  the  circle  under  the  device  of  the  Re- 
publican column  and  not  in  the  square  opposite  Allen's  written 
name  1 

A.    No  such  votes  counted  for  him. 

Q.  "Were  there  as  many  as  fifteen  votes  counted  for  the 
said  Allen  which  were  voted  in  other  columns  on  the  ballot  and 
some  of  which  were  cast  for  other  officers  than  that  of  Repre- 
sentative 1 

A.  I  don't  remember  a  single  vote  of  that  kind  that  was 
counted  for  him. 

Q.    Who  acted  as  clerk? 

A.    T.  R.  Kelsey. 

Q.  About  how  many  times  did  he  refuse  to  write  the 
name  of  the  said  W.  C.  Allen  for  the  voters,  or  in  other  words, 
about  how  many  voters  Avere  disfranchised  and  not  allowed 
to  cast  their  suffrage  for  said  Allen  in  said  precinct  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  said  clerk  did  refuse  to  write  for  them  the 
name  of  said  W.  C.  Allen! 

A.    Well  these  twenty-one  that  you  have  a  list  of  here, 
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then  three  more  that  I  have  heard  speak  of  since  that  wanted 
to  and  didn't.  There  must  have  been  fifty.  (Objected  to  by 
Bertram.) 

Q.  Were  there  as  many  as  twenty  votes  in  said  precinct 
at  said  election  counted  for  the  said  Allen  where  you  could 
not  tell  what  name  the  voter  had  intended  to  write  on  the 
ballot? 

A.  Well,  of  course  I  only  came  across  a  proportional 
part  of  the  number,  but  all  that  I  examined  were  legible.  I 
could  read  it  and  anybody  could  read  them.  I  don't  say  that 
I  examined  half  the  votes  cast. 

Q.  You  mean  to  say  that  you  didn't  find  any  votes  of 
that  character  in  said  election  in  said  precinct  I

A.  I  don't  remember  that  they  did. 
Q.  With  what  party  do  you  affiliate? 
A.    Republican  party.

Q.  Did  any  of  the  election  officers  inform  the  voter  when 
they  w^ould  come  in  and  say  he  wanted  to  vote  for  W.  C.  Allen, 
and  that  they  could  not  read  and  write,  that  he  must  be  sworn 
before  the  clerk  could  write  the  name  for  them? 

A.    I  think  not.  I  don't  remember  any  such. 

Signature  of  witness  Avaived  by  agreement. 

Also  the  deposition  of  J.  R.  Burnett,  taken  at  the  same 
time  and  place  and  for  the  same  purpose  as  stated  in  the 
caption.  The  witness  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows : 

Direct  Examination. 

By  J.  C.  Davis. 

Q.    State  your  age,  residence  and  occupation? 
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A.    37.  Farmer.  Reside  at  Steubenville,  Kentucky. 

Q.  Please  state  whether  or  not  yoii  served  as  an  elec- 
tion officer  in  precinct  No.  3,  Wayne  County,  Kentucky,  in 
tlie  November  election,  1915,  and  if  you  say  you  did,  please 
state  in  what  capacity  you  served! 

A.    As  Judge. 

Q.    Please  state  who  was  the  clerk  of  said  election? 
A.    Gilson  Roberts. 

Q.  Please  state,  if  you  know,  whether  Mr.  Roberts  is  a 
relative  of  the  contestant,  S.  C.  Dobbs,  herein! 

A.    Yes,  he  is  a  brother-in-law,  I  suppose. 

Q.  At  said  election  in  said  precinct,  please  state  whether 
or  not  said  clerk  refused  to  write  the  name  of  W.  0.  Allen, 
contestee  herein,  for  the  voters  in  said  precinct,  who  could 
not  read  and  write  the  English  language! 

A.    Yes,  he  refused  to  write  them. 

Q.  Please  state  in  your  best  estimation  about  how  many 
voters  in  said  precinct  were  kept  from  voting  for  the  said 
W.  C.  Allen  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  they  could  not  read 
and  write  the  English  language,  and  from  the  further  fact 
that  said  clerk  refused  to  write  the  name  of  said  Allen  for 
them! 

A.  Well,  I  never  kept  any  note  of  them.  It  is  guess  work. 
There  must  have  been  twenty  or  twenty-five. 

Q.    You  are  well  acquainted  with  the  educational  quali- 
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fication  of  these  voters  of  whom  you  speak  in  your  precinct 
are  you  not! 

A.    Some  I  was  and  some  I  wasn't. 

Q.  Were  there  any  votes  cast  at  said  election  in  said 
precinct  that  the  name  of  said  Allen  was  written  in  other 
columns  other  than  the  Republican  column  and  marked  with 
stencil  mark  opposite  his  name  that  were  not  counted  for 
said  Allen? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Please  state  about  how  many  of  those  votes  were 
there? 

A.  There  was  one  I  remember  that  W.  C.  Allen  was  writ- 
ten under  Mr.  Dobb's  name  and  stencilled  in  the  Democratic 
column. 

Q.  That  vote  you  say  was  not  counted  for  said  Allen? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Was  there  any  other  votes? 

A.  Yes,  there  was  some  others.  Some  were  wrote  Bill 
Allen  and  voted.  We  didn't  count  them. 

Q.  About  how  many  names  were  there  just  written  Bill 
Allen  and  voted  properly  that  were  not  counted  for  him? 

A.    Well,  I  couldn't  say  positive,  five  or  six,  I  think. 

Q.  Were  there  any  other  votes  cast  for  him  that  Avere 
not  counted? 
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A.  That  was  all  I  reckon.  Some  just  wrote  Allen,  and  we 
didn't  count  them. 

Q.  You  mean  to  say  then  that  you  didn't  count  the  one 
vote  that  was  cast  imder  S.  C.  Dobbs'  name  in  the  Democratic 
column  and  voted  by  mark  in  the  little  square  after  it,  and  you 
didn't  count  five  or  six  votes  that  were  written  Bill  Allen  and 
just  the  name  Allen,  that  was  properly  voted  for  Allen! 

A.  We  didn't  count  anything  but  what  was  written  W. 
C.  Allen  and  voted  properly. 

Cross-Examination. 

By  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.  You  were  the  Republican  judge  in  your  precinct  were 
you  not? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  As  an  officer  of  that  election  did  you  request  any  fel- 
low to  be  sworn  as  to  whether  or  not  he  could  read  or  write! 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  any  of  the  voters  request  to  be  sworn  as  to 
whether  or  not  he  could  read  and  write! 

A.    I  don't  think  he  did. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you,  Mr.  Burnett,  if  Flem  Bates,  a  Mr. 
Pyle  and  two  of  the  Chriswells  were  not  permitted  to  vote  in 
your  precinct  and  who  were  known  to  you  as  Republicans  and 
who  were  not  legal  voters  in  that  precinct!

A.  Now,  Flem  Bates  and  these  Chriswells  have  always 
voted  up  here  before. 

Q.  Didn't  you  know  at  the  tmie  that  Flem  Bates  had 
moved  from  where  he  lived  at  the  time  the  precinct  was  made? 

A.    Yes,  but  he  had  voted  here  since  he  moved. 

Q.  Didn't  you  know  as  officer  of  the  election  that  he 
lived  outside  of  your  precinct?

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Didn't  you  know  that  Claud  Pyle  had  moved  from 
Tennessee  less  than  a  year  before  the  election? 

A.  I  thought  ^bout  it  afterwards  but  didn't  know  it  at 
the  time.  We  talked  about  it  afterwards  and  we  talked  about 
some  others  in  another  place,  who  were  Democrats,  and  we 
just  laughed  about  it  and  said  it  would  be  even. 

Q.  How  many  of  those  ballots  were  just  the  name  of 
Allen  writen  on  that  you  didn't  count? 

A.  I  couldn't  say  positive.  I  think  five  or  six  that  was 
wrote  Allen  and  Bill  Allen.  As  well  as  I  remember  there  were 
two  just  written  Allen  and  I  think  two,  three,  or  four  wrote 
Bill  Allen. 

Q.  You  as  officer  of  that  election  counted  and  certified 
every  vote  from  your  precinct  wliere  you  thought  the  inten- 
tion of  the  voter  was  clear  and  plain  to  the  officer  did  you  not  ? 

A.  Well,  we  didn't  count  anything  except  that  was  voted 
properly. 
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Q.  Anything  that  was  not  voted  properly  yon  didn't 
count  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Signature  waived  by  agreement.

Q.  Mr.  Gregory,  please  state  your  age,  residence  and 
occupation  ? 

A.  59  years  old.  Reside  at  Coopersville,  Kentucky. 
Farmer. 

Q.  Please  state  whether  or  not  you  served  as  officer  of 
the  last  November  election  in  Wayne  County,  and  if  you 
say  you  did,  please  state  in  what  capacity  you  served? 

A.    I  served  as  judge  of  the  election. 

Q.    Please  state  in  what  precinct  you  reside? 

A.    Bell  Hill,  No.  11. 

Q.  Please  state  whether  or  not  at  said  election  in  said 
precinct  that  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  was  written  on  any  of 
the  ballots  in  your  precinct  and  voted  for  the  office  of  repre- 
sentative ? 
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A.    Yes,  sir,  there  was. 

Q.  Please  state  wlietlier  or  not  there  were  votes  cast 
for  said  Allen  in  your  precinct  that  were  not  counted  that 
should  have  been  counted  in  your  judgment? 

A.  Well  there  was  a  few  that  I  mentioned  I  thought 
oug'lit  to  have  been  counted,  while  the  other  officers  thought  not. 

Q.  Please  state  in  what  way  these  votes  were  cast  for 
said  Allen  that  you  say  you  contended  should  have  been 
counted  for  him  and  the  other  officers  thought  should  not 
be  counted  for  him? 

A.  Well,  there  was  one  vote  that  I  remember  distinctly 
that  was  wrote  in  the  proper  place  and  was  crossed  in  the 
proper  place  but  wasn't  done  with  stencil — looked  as  if  it  was 
written  with  a  pencil.  I  mentioned  that  it  looked  like  it  ought 
to  be  counted. 

Q.  Now  were  there  any  other  votes  that  you  thought 
should  have  been  counted  that  wasn't  counted? 

A.  Well  there  was  some  votes  that  was  wrote  and  was 
stencilled  in  the  two  small  columns.  There  would  be  one 
stencil  in  the  proper  place  and  one  just  above.  We  didn't  count 
anything  except  Avhere  the  name  was  written  in  the  proper 
place. 

Q.  About  how  many  of  these  votes  you  say  that  the  name 
was  written  in  one  of  the  blank  spaces  left  under  the  word 
representative  in  the  Republican  column,  and  both  the  little 
square  crossed? 

A.  I  would  have  to  guess  at  that.  Must  have  been  five 
or  six  any  w^ay. 
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Q.  You  mean  to  say  by  tliat  tliat  the  name  was  only 
written  once! 

A.  The  name  was  written  once  and  stencilled  in  the  two 
small  squares. 

Q.  One  of  the  stencil  marks  was  opposite  the  name  of 
W.  C.  Allen  and  the  other  in  the  other  blank  space! 

A.   Yes,  sir.  ™ 

Q.  Were  there  any  other  votes  that  should  have  been 
counted  for  Allen  that  wasn't  counted  in  your  judgment! 

A.  There  was  some  other  votes  that  were  in  other  places 
and  in  my  judgment  I  thought  they  should  have  been  counted. 
There  was  one,  I  think  sure,  and  maybe  more  that  was  out 
under  some  of  the  other  devices  and  we  didn't  count  anything 
but  what  was  in  the  Republican  column. 

Q.  Summing  up  the  vote  in  all  these  irregularities,  about 
how  many  in  all,  in  your  judgment,  should  have  been  counted 
for  the  said  Allen  in  said  precinct  that  Avas  not  counted! 

A.  I  think  there  must  have  been  twenty  or  twenty-five 
votes  that  looked  as  if  they  had  tried  to  vote  for  W.  C.  Allen. 

Q.  Then  you  mean  to  say  that  there  were  twenty  or  twen- 
ty-five votes  cast  for  said  W.  G.  Allen  in  your  precinct,  in 
your  judgment,  should  have  been  counted  for  said  Allen  for 
said  office  that  were  not  counted  for  him!  (Objected  to  by  O. 
B.  Bertram.) 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  could  say  that  all  of  them  should 
have  been  counted  for  him.  There  was  one  that  was  voted — 
I  don't  remember  the  name,  but  some  man  had  written  his 
own  name  stencilled.  I  will  say  that  I  think  T  would  be  toler- 
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ably  safe  in  saying'  that  there  nnist  have  been  twenty  votes 
tliat  slionld  liave  been  connted. 

Cross-Examination. 

By  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.  Do  yon  know  for  what  office  these  scattering  votes 
had  been  cast? 

A.  Well,  tliere  were  some  voted  right  nnder  Mr.  Dobbs ' 
name  in  the  Democratic  column,  and  I  don't  know  that  I  could 
tell  you  all ;  there  was  one  or  more  voted  under  some  of  the 
other  devices  but  I  couldn't  tell  just  where  they  w^ere. 

Q.  The  only  one  that  you  remember  for  sure  that  was  in 
the  representative  column  was  written  under  Mr.  Dobb^' 

name  ? 

A.  There  were  several  that  were  written  there  and 
stencilled  there. 

Q.    How  many  votes  were  there  ? 

A.    I  couldn't  say. 

Q.  Were  there  any  written  under  the  progressive  and 
prohibition  ? 

A.  There  was  one,  but  I  don't  remember  which  device 
it  Avas  under,  might  have  been  under  the  Prohibition.  It  seems 
like  there  Avere  more.  They  didn't  think  they  had  any  right 
to  count  any  but  what  was  in  the  Eepublican  column,  and  in 
running  over  them,  I  would  call  the  vote.  (Me  and  A.  T. 
Barrier  called  off  the  vote.)  '^Here  is  one  for  Allen  which  is 
in  the  Democratic  column"  and  we  would  lay  them  out  to 
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themselves.  There  must  have  been  twenty  or  twentj'-five  votes 
that  was  voted  that  wasn't  counted. 

Q.    Were  they  all  in  the  Democratic  column? 

A.  No,  part  in  the  Republican  column  and  part  in  others. 
T  think  there  was  some  in  the  Republican  column  that  the 
name  was  written  in  the  proper  place  but  had  stencilled  in 
both  the  little  squares,  and  tlie  other  officers  claimed  they  were 
not  legal. 

Q.    Do  you  remember  how  many  of  those  there  were  ? 

A.  Just  couldn't  say,  but  we  passed  over  some  different 
ones. 

Q.    With  what  party  do  you  affiliate,  Mr.  Gregor}^? 
A.  Republican. 

Re-direct  Examination. 

By  J.  C.  Davis. 

Q.    With  what  party  does  Mr.  A.  T.  Barrier  affiliate  ? 
A.  Democratic. 

Q.    Was  he  serving  as  Democratic  judge  at  said  election! 

A.  No,  Tom  Chriswell  was  Democratic  judge,  and  A.  T. 
Barrier  was  inspector. 

Q.  And  in  counting  those  votes,  you  say  A.  T.  Barrier, 
Democratic  inspector  would  say  that  all  those  votes  that  were 
cast  for  said  Allen  under  the  name  of  S.  C.  Dobbs  in  the 
Democratic  column  and  voted  thereafter,  wasn't  good  votes? 
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A.  It  was  like  this,  I  would  pick  up  those  that  were  voted 
that  way^  and  they  would  say  they  couldn't  count  them. 

Q.  Now,  in  your  best  estimation,  about  how  many  of 
those  votes  were  there? 

A.  Something  like  twenty  or  twenty-five  votes  that 
wasn't  counted. 

Re-cross  Examination. 

By  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.  You  mean  twenty  or  twenty-five  votes  in  all  under  all 
devices  I 

A.  Yes,  sir.  And  I  remember  one  that  was  over  in,  it 
might  have  been  the  Prohibition,  but  most  of  the  votes  was  in 
the  Democratic  or  Republican  columns,  that  wasn't  counted.

Q.  Please  state  whether  or  not  you  served  as  election 
officer  of  any  kind  in  your  precinct  at  the  recent  November 
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election,  and  if  you  say  you  did,  state  in  what  capacity  you 
served? 

A.  Challenger. 

Q.  As  challenger  of  said  election  in  said  precinct,  did  you 
assist  in  counting  or  tabulating  the  vote  after  the  vote  was 
taken? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  You  mean  to  say  that  you  w^ere  only  there  at  the 
time  the  vote  was  being  polled ;  from  the  time  the  polls  were 
opened  until  they  were  closed? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Please  state  whether  or  not  the  clerk  in  your  pre- 
cinct wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen,  candidate  for  representa- 
tive from  the  36th  Legislative  District  of  Kentucky,  for  the 
voters  who  were  unable  to  read  and  write  the  English 
language  ? 

A.    He  did  not. 

Q.  About  how  many  voters  were  denied  the  privilege 
of  voting  for  said  W.  C.  Allen  for  said  office  in  said  precinct 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  they  couldn't  read  and  write  the 
English  language,  and  the  clerk  refusing  to  write  it  for 
them? 

A.    To  the  best  of  my  know^ledge,  anywhere  from  15  to 

20. 

Q.  And  the  voter  understood  from  the  beginning  that 
the  clerk  was  not  going  to  write  their  names  that  day? 
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A.  It  was  very  early  that  the  first  one  came  in  that 
couldn't  read  and  write  and  the  clerk  refused  and  he  went 
out  and  told  them  that  they  wouldn't  write  it. 

Q.  You  are  acquainted  with  the  educational  qualifica- 
tions of  the  voters  in  your  precinct  pretty  well,  are  you? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  are  of  the  honest  opinion  that  there  Avere 
fifteen  or  twenty  voters  that  were  denied  the  privilege  of 
voting  because  of  the  fact  as  aforesaid? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Cross-examination  by  0.  B.  Bertram. 

Q.  Did  any  of  the  voters  for  whom  the  clerk  refused 
to  write  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  on  his  ballot,  request  the 
officers  to  swear  them  as  to  whether  or  not  he  could  read 
and  write? 

A.  The  first  voter  that  came  in  that  couldn't  read  and 
write  demanded  that  his  name  be  written  for  him.  The 
Democratic  officer  informed  him  it  was  illegal.  We  argued 
that  it  was  not,  and  he  offered  to  swear  that  he  couldn't  read 
and  write,  and  called  on  them  to  swear  him  and  they  did  not 
swear  him. 

Q.    Did  any  other  voter  request  to  be  sworn? 
A.    No  sir.   That  is  the  only  one  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  You  were  the  Republican  challenger  in  your  iDre- 
cinct? 
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A.    Yes,  sir. 

Signature  of  witness  waived  by  agreement. 

The  deposition  of  D.  W.  C.  Rectcr,  taken  at  the  same 
time  and  place  and  for  the  same  purpose  as  stated  in  the 
caption.  The  witness  after  being  duly  sworn,  deposed  as 
follows :

Q.    State  your  age,  residence  and  occupation! 

A.    Fifty-nine  years  old ;  Murl  precinct,  No.  7  •  farming. 

Q.  Please  state  whether  or  not  you  served  as  an  elec- 
tion officer  of  the  recent  November  election  in  Wayne  county, 
and  if  you  say  you  did,  please  state  in  what  capacity  you 
served  1 

A.  Clerk. 

Q.  Please  state  as  clerk  of  said  election,  in  said  pre- 
cinct, whether  or  not  you  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen, 
candidate  for  representative  from  the  36tli  Legislative  Dis- 
trict of  Kentucky,  where  the  voter  could  not  read  and  write 
the  English  language  in  your  precinct? 

A.    I  did  not. 

Q.  Please  state  why  you  didn^t  so  write  the  name  of 
Allen  for  said  voter! 

A.  The  judges  and  sheriff  both  passed  on  it  and  de- 
cided that  it  wasn't  lawful.

A.  I  don't  know  only  what  they  said.  About  thirty 
from  what  they  said.  (Objected  to  as  to  what  they  said 
about  it,  by  Bertram.) 

Q.  You  mean  ^'from  what  they  said,"  what  the  voter 
so  disfranchised  said  about  it! 

A.    I  mean  the  men  who  said  they  wanted  to  vote  for 

Allen  and  did  not  vote  for  him  on  that  account.  He  ran 

about  thirty  votes  behind  the  ticket.  (Objected  to  question 
and  answer  by  Bertram.) 

Q.  Can  you  now  state  about  how  the  ticket  ran  between 
the  leading  men  of  that  precinct.

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BRIEF  OF  CONTESTEE. 

At  tlio  Aii,ii:nst  Primaiy,  1915,  W.  C.  Allon,  contestee 
heroin,  v/as  named  as  the  Republican  nominee  for  the  office 
of  representative,  from  the  said  Thirty-sixth  Legislative  Dis- 
trict of  Kentucky,  composed  of  the  counties  of  Wayne  and 
Clinton,  and  thereupon  received  his  certificate  of  nomination 
as  such.  On  the  1st  day  of  October,  1915,  he  mailed  his 
certificate,  registered,  from  the  postoffice  at  Monticello,  Ky., 
with  the  agreement  made  over  the  telephone  between  him  and 
the  then  Secretary  of  State,  that  if  it  reached  Frankfort,  Ken- 
tucky, the  next  day,  Saturday,  and  the  last  day  on  which 
under  the  law  that  his  certificate  could  be  filed,  it  would  be 
all  right.  It  did  reach  the  said  city  at  5 :45  P.  M.  the  said 
day,  and  for  some  reason  it  was  not  taken  from  the  postoffice 
by  said  Secretary  until  Monday,  October  4,  1915. 

Contestant  herein  enjoined  the  said  Secretary  of  State 
from  certifying  said  contestee 's  name  to  the  county  clerks 
of  said  district,  and  in  that  way  kept  the  name  of  said  con- 
testee off  the  ballots  at  the  November  election,  last.  The 
voters  of  the  said  district  undertook  to,  and  did,  elect  said 
contestee  to  said  office. 

Said  contestant  then  instituted  this  contest,  and  the 
matter  is  now  before  tlie  Legislature  for  adjudification. 

The  proof  shows  that  in  Clinton  county,  E.  M.  Bertram 
wrote  the  name  of  A¥.  C.  Allen,  in  precinct  No.  4,  fifteen 
times  for  voters  and  that  none  of  whom  were  sworn  b}^  the 
election  officers  as  to  whether  they  could  read  and  write. 

In  No.  8,  W.  E.  Ferguson,  Judge,  states  that  the  Clerk 
wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  from  twelve  to  twenty  times 
for  voters,  none  of  whom  were  sworn  as  to  their  ability  to 
read  and  write.   On  the  cross-examination   it  shows  that 
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there  were  eight  votes  not  counted  for  said  Allen  that  should 
have  been,  which  counting  from  the  minimum,  leaves  four 
votes  contested. 

In  No.  1,  W.  W.  Hopkins,  Judge,  states  that  the  Clerk 
wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  fifteen  or  twenty  times  for 
voters,  none  of  whom  were  sworn. 

In  No.  9  precinct,  D.  F.  Shelley  states  that  the  Clerk 
wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  eight  times  for  voters,  none 
of  whom  were  sworn,  and  on  cross-examination  he  says  there 
were  two  votes  not  counted  for  said  Allen  that  should  have 
been,  leaving  six  votes  contested. 

In  No.  10,  F.  M.  Bandy,  Sheriff,  states  that  the  Clerk 
wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  twelve  or  more  times  for  vot- 
ers, none  sworn  by  officers,  and  on  cross-examination  he  says 
that  there  were  from  five  to  six  votes  cast  for  said  iVllen  that 
were  not  counted  for  him,  which  leaves  ten  votes  contested 
in  that  precinct. 

In  No.  3,  J.  S.  Maupin,  Judge,  states  that  the  Clerk 
wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  for  voters  six  or  eight  times, 
none  of  whom  were  sworn. 

In  No.  5,  C.  S.  Long,  Sheriff,  states  that  tlie  Clerk  wrote 
the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  for  voters  seven  or  eight  times, 
none  of  whom  were  sworn,  and  on  cross-examination  he  states 
that  there  were  sixteen  votes  cast  for  the  said  Allen  that 
were  not  counted  for  him. 

On  recapitulation  counting  in  each  case  and  for  each, 
both  contestant  and  contestee  from  the  minimum  figures, 
contestant  contests  seventy-five  votes  and  contestee  claims 
thirty-one  more  votes  than  were  counted  for  him,  the  differ- 
ence of  which  is  forty-four  votes,  exactly  the  number  con- 
testee gained  under  the  recount  as  was  made  under  order  of 
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Judge  B.  J.  Betliunnn,  Circuit  Judge  of  the  Twenty-eiglitli 
Judicial  District  of  Kentucky,  and  contestant  gained  nineteen 
votes  in  Wayne  county,  and  whose  decision,  directing  the  re- 
count of  the  ballots,  was  upheld  just  a  few  days  later  by  the 
Court  of  Appeals  in  the  case  of  Graham  against  Treadway 
(166  Kentucky,  page  768),  thereby  upholding  Judge  Prior, 
who  was  sent  to  McCracken  county  by  Governor  McCreary 
to  try  the  case,  and  R.  R.  Treadway  is  now  served  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  House  by  reason  of  this  decision.  The  court 
held  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  election  officers  to  open  up 
the  ballot  boxes  and  recount.  Judge  Jones,  of  the  Glasgow 
Circuit  Court,  lield  the  same  thing  in  the  suit  by  Lewis 
against  the  Election  Board  of  Hart  County. 

The  proof  in  Wayne  county  shows  that  in  Elk  Creek  pre- 
cinct No.  4,  Sandy  McKetchnie,  Clerk,  states  that  thirty  or 
more  voted  for  said  Allen  by  stamping  in  the  circle  under 
the  party  device  instead  of  doing  so  after  his  written  name. 

In  Powersburg,  No.  8,  T.  R.  Kelsey,  Clerk,  states  that 
there  were  fifty  votes  counted  for  said  Allen  that  w^ere  only 
voted  in  the  circle  under  the  party  device,  fifteen  in  other 
columns,  and  twenty  votes  so  illegibly  w^ritten  that  one  could 
not  tell  what  the  name  was ;  all  of  which  testimony  by  Kelsey 
is  contradicted  by  0.  B.  Bertram  and  P.  R.  Edwards,  Judges, 
and  S.  A.  Denny,  Sheriff,  of  said  precinct.  Said  Clerk,  Kel- 
sey, admits  he  refused  to  write  the  name  of  Allen  for  twenty- 
five  voters  who  stated  to  him  they  could  not  write.  Said  S. 
A.  Denny  states  that  he  kept  a  list  of  twenty-one  voters  Avho 
wanted  to  vote  for  said  Allen,  but  could  not  because  they 
could  not  write  his  name.  P.  R.  Edwards  says  besides  the 
twenty-one  Denny  has,  he  heard  three  more  say  they  wanted 
to  vote  for  Allen,  but  could  not  because  they  could  not  write 
and  the  Clerk  would  not  write  for  them,  and  in  all  he  says 
there  were  as  many  as  fifty  who  would  have  voted  for  W.  C. 
Allen,  in  his  judgment,  if  they  could  have  written  his  name.

This  is  the  precinct  in  which  S.  T.  Bertram  had  the  threaten- 
ing letter  and  something  that  purported  to  be  a  decision  of 
the  Court  of  Appeals,  showing  them  around.  In  Eadysville, 
No,  5,  Kinnett  and  Sullivan  state  that  there  were  twelve 
votes  counted  for  Allen  that  were  marked  under  the  party 
device  only. 

In  No.  9,  Piercy  states  that  they  laid  out  twenty  ballots 
and  said  that  there  were  seven  or  eight  marked  by  a  little 
dot  after  Allen's  name,  but  he  never  says  at  any  time  that 
any  of  these  twenty  votes  were  counted  for  Allen.  J.  A. 
Brown  states  that  there  were  as  many  as  thirty  voters  Vho 
would  have  voted  for  Allen  had  they  been  able  to  have  writ- 
ten his  name.  Both  Piercy  and  Allen  state  that  the  Clerk, 
J.  N.  Lowe,  refused  to  write  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  for  the 
voters  who  could  not  write. 

In  No.  13,  T.  J.  Roberts  and  W.  C.  Kendrick  state  that 
the  Clerk  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  for  forty  or  tifty 
voters,  none  of  whom  were  sworn. 

In  No.  14,  Jeff.  Lovell  states  that  the  Clerk  wrote  the 
name  of  said  Allen  for  about  sixty  voters,  twenty-five  or 
thirty  of  whom  declared  they  could  not  write,  and  none  of 
them  were  sworn. 

In  No.  15,  W.  L  West  states  that  the  Clerk  wrote  tlie 
name  of  Allen  for  about  twenty  or  thirty  voters  and  that 
there  were  about  twenty  voted  in  the  circle  under  the  party 
device  only. 

In  No.  17,  Sam  Mercer  states  that  the  Clerk  wrote  the 
name  of  said  Allen  for  about  ten  voters  and  that  tliere  were 
twenty-five  or  thirty  votes  that  were  cast  for  Allen  by  mark- 
ing with  a  lead  pencil  after  his  name,  and  that  these  votes 
were  not  counted  for  Allen. 
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In  precinct  No.  3,  J.  R.  Burnett,  Judge,  states  tliat  the 
Cleik  refused  to  write  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  for  twenty 
or  twenty-five  voters  who  could  not  read  and  write  the  Eng- 
lish language,  and  requested  him  to  write  Allen's  name  for 
them,  and  that  there  were  five  or  six  votes  cast  for  Allen  but 
not  counted  for  him.  The  Clerk  in  this  precinct  who  refused 
to  write  for  these  voters  is  the  brother-in-law  of  the  contest- 
ant herein,  S.  C.  Dobbs. 

In  Bell  Hill  precinct,  No.  11,  Miles  Gregory,  Judge, 
states  there  was  one  vote  marked  with  a  pencil,  five  or  six 
with  a  double  cross  after  them,  and  twenty  or  twenty-five 
other  votes  for  Allen  at  different  places  on  the  ballots,  all 
of  which  above  votes  were  not  counted  for  Allen  and  should 
have  been  counted  for  him. 

In  precinct  No.  7,  William  Brumlej^  states  that  the  Clerk 
did  not  write  the  name  of  Allen  for  fifteen  or  twenty  voters 
who  requested  him  to  write  the  name  for  them  because  they 
could  not  write  and  the  witness,  D.  W.  C.  Rector,  Clerk, 
states  that  at  least  twenty  were  prevented  from  voting  for 
Allen,  because  he,  as  Clerk,  refused  to  write  the  name  of 
Allen  for  that  many  voters.  He  says  the  reason  that  lie  did 
refuse  to  write  the  name  of  Allen  for  the  voters  who  could 
not  write  was  that  he  Avas  advised  by  tlie  other  election  offi- 
cers that  it  was  not  law  for  him  to  write  for  those  who  could 
not  write. 

Upon  the  recapitulation  of  the  votes  as  shown  by  the 
testimony  in  this  record  as  affects  Wayne  county,  it  shows  b}^ 
counting  the  minimum  votes  as  contested  by  the  contestant 
herein,  that  he  contests  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  votes.  It 
is  shown  by  the  contestee  that  he  claims  to  have  been  counted 
out  and  kept  out  together,  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  votes 
that  should  have  been  cast  and  counted  for  him,  making  a 
difference  between  the  two  numbers  of  thirty-four  votes  in 
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favor  of  contestee,  W.  C.  Allen.  Counting  hy  maximums,  it 
is  shown  that  S.  C.  Dobbs,  contestant  herein,  contests  three 
hundred  and  thirtj^-seven  votes,  and  the  contestee  claims 
that  he  is  deprived  of  three  hundred  and  forty-eight  votes  b}^ 
reason  of  the  fact  that  they  were  not  counted  for  him  when 
cast,  and  that  the  clerks  of  the  various  election  precincts  re- 
fused to  write  his  name  for  the  voters  who  could  not  write, 
leaving  a  difference  of  eleven  votes  in  favor  of  the  contestee, 
W.  C.  Allen. 

Taking  into  consideration  all  of  the  evidence  produced 
before  this  Honorable  Committee,  it  is  clearly  shown  that 
summing  up  either  by  the  minimum  or  maximum  votes  on 
either  side  that  the  contestee,  W.  C.  Allen  is  left  in  undis- 
puted possession  of  the  seat  he  has  been  given  and  occupies 
in  this  Honorable  Body.  We,  therefore,  respectfully  re- 
quest this  Honorable  Body  to  uphold  the  unmistakable  action 
of  the  people  of  these  two  counties  of  Wayne  and  Clinton  by 
deciding  this  contest  in  favor  of  the  contestee  and  dismiss 
the  contestant's  notice,  and  pray  you  as  the  Committee  of 
this  Honorable  Body  to  so  report.

STATEMENT  OF  I'ACTS. 


The  contestant,  S.  C.  Dobbs,  was  the  regular  nominee  of 
the  Democratic  party  for  representative  from  the  o6th 
Legislatural  District,  to  be  voted  for  at  the  regular  Novem- 
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her  election,  1915.  He  filed  with  tlie  Secretary  of  State  his 
certificate  of  nomination,  as  is  required  by  law,  and  his  name 
was  printed  on  the  ballot. 

The  contestee,  W.  C.  Allen,  was  the  iiominee  of  the  Re- 
publican party  for  the  same  office,  but  he  failed  to  file  his 
certificate  of  nomination  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  is 
required  by  law,  and  his  name  w^as  not  printed  on  the  official 
ballot.  The  Secretary  of  State  attempted  to  certify  the  name 
of  the  contestee  to  the  County  Clerks  of  Wayne  and  Clinton 
counties,  which  counties  compose  the  36th  Legislatural  Dis- 
trict, so  that  said  clerks  would  have  said  Allen's  name 
printed  on  the  ballot,  but  the  Secretary  of  State  was  en- 
joined from  so  certifying  the  name  of  said  Allen  by  the 
Judge  of  the  Franklin  Circuit  Court.  He  then  appealed  to 
the  Court  of  Appeals  for  dissolution  of  the  injunction,  which 
was  refused.  This  court,  in  the  case  of  Dobbs  vs.  Crecelius, 
etc.,  166  Ky.,  153,  held  that  the  provision  of  the  statute,  re- 
quiring a  candidate  to  file  his  certificate  of  nomination  with 
the  Secretary  of  State  not  less  than  thirty  days  next  before 
the  date  on  which  the  general  election  is  held,  is  mandatory, 
and  the  day  of  the  election  itself  is  not  to  be  counted  as  one 
of  the  thirty  days. 

At  the  regular  election  the  name  of  W.  C.  Alien  was 
written  on  the  ballot  in  both  Wa^me  and  Clinton  counties  by 

some  of  the  voters  and  in    precincts  the  clerks  of  the 

election  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  on  a  large  number  of 
ballots  under  the  Republica]i  device,  before  the  ballots  were 
delivered  to  the  voters.  The  election  officers  of  the  several 
precincts  composing  this  legislatural  district,  at  the  close 
of  the  election,  and  in  the  regular  way,  counted  all  the  votes 
w]]ich,  in  their  opinion,  should  have  been  counted  for  both 
Dobbs  and  Allen,  and  included  in  this  count  the  ballots  on 
which  the  clerk  had  written  the  name  of  Allen,  and  from  the 
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count  so  made  by  the  election  officers,  and  certified  to  the 
election  commissioners,  the  following  result  was  obtained:

Before  the  Election  Commissioners  of  Clinton  County 
could  completie  the  tabulation  of  the  vote  as  certified  to  them 
by  the  election  officers,  two  suits  were  instituted  in  the  Clin- 
ton Circuit  Court,  setting  forth  the  fact  that  Allen  was  en- 
titled to  have  counted  for  him  certain  votes  in  six  precincts 
of  that  county  which  the  election  officers  had,  in  their  judg- 
ment, determined  should  not  be  counted  for  Allen.  The  pre- 
siding Judge  of  the  Clinton  Circuit  Court  issued  an  injunc- 
tion forbidding  the  Election  Commissioners  of  Clinton 
County  from  counting  and  certifying  the  vote  as  certified  to 
them  by  the  several  election  officers  of  that  count}^,  and  man- 
datorily directed  the  election  officers  of  the  precincts  men- 
tioned in  the  petition  to  reassemble  in  the  county  court 
clerk's  office  on  a  certain  date,  to  open  the  ballot  boxes,  and 
to  count  for  Allen  certain  ballots  which  had  been  voted  in  a 
certain  way,  and  to  certify  the  result  thereof  to  the  election 
commissioners;  and  also  mandatoril}^  directed  the  election 
commission  to  reassemble  immediately  after  such  election 
officers  had  certified  to  them  the  vote,  and  tabulate  the  vote 
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so  certified  by  them,  and  certifies  the  result  thereof.  The  con- 
testant was  not  a  party  to  either  of  these  suits,  but  some  of 
the  election  officers  were  represented  by  an  attorney  at  the 
hearing  on  the  motion  for  an  injunction.  The  two  suits 
were  argued  and  heard  together.  Immediately  after  the  in- 
junction was  granted,  these  election  officers  gave  notice  that 
they  would,  on  a  certain  date,  appear  before  Chief  Justice 
Miller  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and  enter  a  motion  to  dis- 
solve the  injunction.  They  requested  the  Clerk  of  the  Clin- 
ton Circuit  Court  to  immediately  transmit  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  Court  of  Appeals  the  record  of  the  two  cases,  so  that  the 
record  would  be  before  the  Chief  justice  at  the  time  the 
motion  was  made.  The  clerk  did  transmit  the  record  in  one 
case,  involving  one  precinct,  but  failed  to  transmit  the  record 
in  the  case  involving  the  other  precincts,  and  when  the  mo- 
tion came  on  to  be  heard,  the  Court  of  Appeals  dissolved 
the  injunction  affecting  the  precinct  set  out  in  the  record 
which  had  been  transmitted,  and  issued  a  rule  against  the 
Cleik  of  the  Clinton  Circuit  Court,  requiring  him  to  trans- 
mit the  record  of  the  other  case.  The  election  officers  were 
then  required  to  give  notice,  fixing  another  date  for  the  hear- 
ing of  the  motion  to  dissolve  the  remaining  injunction.  This 
notice,  together  with  the  statutory  fee,  was  delivered  to  the 
Sheriff  of  Clinton  county,  who  refused  to  execute  same,  and 
for  his  refusal  to  so  discharge  his  duty,  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals was  forced  to  and  did  inflict  a  fine  against  him  for  con- 
tempt of  court.  Notice  was  then  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Jailer  of  Clinton  county,  who  executed  same,  and  upon  hear- 
ing, the  injunction  was  dissolved.  In  the  interim  between 
the  granting  of  the  injunction  by  the  Circuit  Judge,  and  its 
dissolution  by  the  Court  of  Appeals,  the  delay  being  caused 
by  the  failure  of  the  clerk  to  transmit  the  record,  and  of  the 
sheriff  to  execute  the  notice,  the  election  officers  reassembled, 
opened  the  ballot  boxes  and  counted  for  Allen  certain  votes 
which  they  had  previously  determined  should  not  be  counted, 
and  thereby  produced  the  following  result  of  the  election  in 
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Clinton  county,  wliicli  was  certified  to  tlie  County  Election 
Commissioners,  and  by  two  of  the  said  commissioners  certi- 
fied to  the  Commissioners  of  Wayne  county,  to-wit: 


Dobbs  having  received  464  majority  in  Wayne  county^ 
the  recertification  of  the  vote  in  Clinton  county,  in  obedience 
to  a  void  order  issued  by  Circuit  Judge,  gave  to  Allen  four 
majority  in  the  district,  and  a  certificate  of  election  was 
awarded  to  him. 


E.  Bertram,  a  member  of  the  Election  Commission  of 
Clinton  county,  filed  w^ith  his  deposition  a  tabulation  of  the 
vote  made  by  him  before  the  injunction  was  granted  by  the 
Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  Avhicli  conclusively  shows  that  the 
vote,  as  certified  by  the  election  officers  of  Clinton  county  in 
the  regular  way,  gave  to  Allen,  755  votes,  and  to  Dobbs,  330 


The  following  election  officers  of  Clinton  county  testified 
that  the  clerk  of  the  election  in  certain  precincts  wrote  the 
name  of  W.  C.  Allen  on  the  ballot  under  the  Eepublican  de- 
vice, before  the  ballot  was  delivered  to  the  voters,  without  the 
voter  being  sworn,  as  is  required  by  law,  and  that  these  bal- 
lots were  by  the  election  officers  counted  for  Allen,  and  in- 
cluded in  the  certification  which  they  made  to  the  election  com- 
missioners.

J.  C.  Ewing,  Clerk,  Precinct  No.  1,  says  he  wrote  the- 
name  of  Allen  on  several  ballots.    W.  W.  Hopkins,  Judge 
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of  this  precinct  says,  that  the  clerk  wrote  the  name  of  Allen 
on  at  least  fifteen  or  twenty  ballots. 

W.  E.  Ferguson,  Judge  of  Precinct  No.  8  says  that  the 
clerk  wrote  the  name  of  Allen  on  not  less  than  twelve  bal- 
lots, and  possibly  as  many  as  twenty  ballots. 

L.  M.  Bandy,  Judge  of  Precinct  No.  10,  says  that  the 
clerk  of  this  precinct  wrote  the  name  of  Allen  on  at  least 
twelve  ballots. 

G.  S.  Maupin,  Judge  of  Precinct  No.  3,  says  that  the 
clerk  wrote  the  name  of  Allen  on  six  or  eight  ballots. 

C.  S.  Long,  Sheriff  of  Precinct  No.  5,  says  that  the  clerk 
of  this  precinct  wrote  the  name  of  Allen  on  seven  or  eight 
ballots. 

From  the  evidence  of  election  officers,  W.  E.  Ferguson, 
VV.  W.  Hopkins,  D.  F.  Shirley,  L.  M.  Bandy,  G.  S.  Manpin 
and  C.  F.  Long,  we  have  the  uncontradicted  proof  that  in 
Precincts  1,  3,  4,  5,  8,  9  and  10  of  Clinton  county,  the  name 
of  W.  C.  Allen  was  written  by  the  clerk  of  the  election  on 
seventy-five  (75)  official  ballots  before  they  were  delivered  to 
the  voters,' without  any  of  said  voters  being  sworn  or  exam- 
ined, as  is  required  by  law.  The  evidence  of  the  election  offi- 
cers of  Wayne  county  conclusively  showed  that  in  that  county 
the  clerk  of  the  election  in  a  like  manner,  and  without  the  vot- 
ers being  sworn,  wrote  the  name  of  Allen  on  one  hundred  and 
twenty  (120)  ballots,  but  there  is  an  effort  to  contradict  a 
part  of  the  evidence  as  to  Wayne  county  ballots. 

The  evidence  shows  that  one  hundred  and  twelve  (112) 
ballots  on  which  W.  C.  Allen's  name  liad  been  written  and 
the  voter  had  stamped  in  the  circle  under  the  Bepublican 
device,  and  had  failed  to  stamp  in  the  square  opposite  the 
name  of  Allen  were  counted  for  Allen,  and  are  included  in 
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tlie  certification  made  by  the  election^  officers  of  Wayne 
county. 

Plielan  Piercy,  Sheriff  of  the  election  in  Slickford  Pre- 
cinct No.  9,  of  AVayne  county,  testifies  that  seven  or  eight 
votes  were  counted  for  Allen  when  the  ballot  did  not  contain 
the  name  of  Allen  in  any  form  or  at  any  place  tliereon.  These 
votes  were  counted  because  the  voter  had  stamped  in  the 
square  opposite  the  blank  space  in  the  Republican  column 
left  for  representative. 

Argument. 

The  election  officers  of  Clinton  county,  at  the  time  fixed 
by  law,  exercising  the  power  vested  in  them,  determined  that 
three  hundred  and  thirty  (330)  ballots  had  been  properly 
cast  for  S.  C.  Dobbs,  and  seven  hundred  and  fifty-five  (755) 
had  been  properly  cast  for  W.  C.  Allen.  Thereafter  the  cir- 
cuit judge  coerced  these  same  officers  by  void  order  of  in- 
junction to  reassemble  and  change  the  judgment  which  they 
had  entered  so  as  to  give  Allen  seven  hundred  and  ninety- 
six  (796)  votes  and  Dobbs  only  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  (328).  The  evidence  of  Mr.  Piercy  conclusively  shows 
that  the  officers  of  one  precinct  in  Wayne  county,  without 
any  excuse  for  so  doing,  counted  eight  ballots  for  Allen 
when  his  name  did  not  appear  at  any  place  on  the  ballot.  So, 
if  we  give  to  Allen  the  votes  which  the  circuit  judge  coerced 
the  officers  of  Clinton  county  to  cast  for  him,  and  take  frora 
him  the  eight  votes  counted  for  him  in  Wayne  county  where 
his  name  did  not  appear  on  the  ballot,  Dobbs  is  still  elected 
by  a  majority  of  four.  If  the  Legislature  follows  the  statute 
governing  the  holding  of  elections  and  the  construction  given 
to  this  statute  by  the  Court  of  Appeals,  then  it  will  be  forced 
to  see  that  all  the  ballots  counted  for  Allen  where  the  clerk 
wrote  his  name  upon  the  ballot,  should  not  be  counted  for 
Allen,  and  that  all  the  ballots    counted  for  Allen  where 
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Allen's  name  was  written  upon  the  ballot  and  no  mark  ap- 
peared upon  the  ballot  except  under  the  party  device  should 
not  have  been  counted  for  Allen.  Section  1471  of  the  Ken- 
tucky Statutes  directs  that  no  ballot  shall  be  rejected  for  a 
technical  error  which  does  not  make  it  impossible  to  deter- 
mine the  voter's  cJioice.  The  statute  then  provides  how  a 
voter  may  vote  for  a  person  other  than  those  whose  names 
are  printed  on  the  ballot:  ''By  writing  with  black  lead 
pencil  under  the  designation  of  the  office  the  name  of  such 
person,  and  placing  to  the  right  of  such  name  cross  (x) 
mark." 

In  Major  vs.  Barker,  99th  Ky.  38,  the  Court  of  Appeals 
said:  ''In  our  view  the  statute  (Section  1475)  imperatively 
requires  that  the  voter  shall  declare  his  disability  on  oath 
before  his  ballot  can  be  marked  for  him  by  the  clerk,  and  to 
permit  the  officer  to  assume  either  from  the  voter's  appear- 
ance or  from  his  own  alleged  personal  knowledge  that  he  is 
so  disabled  as  to  be  unable  to  mark  his  own  ballot,  would  be 
to  open  a  door  for  wholesale  evasion  of  the  requirement  of 
secrecy  in  the  ballot.  This  rule  may  result  in  hardship  to 
the  individual  voter  in  cases  where  the  officers  are  neglect- 
ful of  their  duty  in  requiring  the  oath  of  disability  to  be 
made,  but  the  requirement  that  the  voter  shall  take  the  oath 
before  the  ballot  can  be  marked  and  deposited,  in  order  that 
he  may  be  punished  if  he  makes  a  false  declaration,  is,  in 
our  judgment,  mandatory  to  the  voter.  A  ballot  so  marked 
without  the  declaration  on  oath  being  made,  is  an  illegal 
vote,  and  should  be  excluded." 

In  the  case  of  Edwards  vs.  Loy,  113  Ky.  746,  Edwards' 
name  appeared  upon  the  ballot  under  an  Independent  de- 
vice for  the  office  of  Sheriff  of  Greene  county.  Neither  of 
the  dominant  political  parties  nominated  a  candidate  for  this 
office.  In  one  of  the  voting  precincts  of  this  county,  the 
clerk  of  the  election  wrote  the  name  of  Loy  on  enough  ballots 
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to  have  elcctod  Loy  over  Edwards.  These  ballots  were 
handed  to  the  voter,  and  the  voter  stamped  in  the  circle 
under  the  party  device.  The  election  officers  counted  these 
ballots  as  votes  for  Loy,  and  the  Court  of  xVppeals  said : 
^'The  voters  neither  wrote  the  name  of  Loy  on  the  ballot  nor 
stamped  in  the  square  opposite  the  name  after  one  had  been 
written.  Such  ballots  were  not  voted  for  Loy,  and  should  not 
have  been  counted  for  him.  It  follows  from  this  conclusion 
that  Loy  did  not  receive  any  votes  at  that  election  for  the 
office  of  Sheriff.  The  election  officers,  in  their  returns, 
should  not  have  certified  any  votes  for  hirn.^' 

In  the  case  of  Graham  vs.  Graham,  68  S.  W.,  1093,  which 
involved  the  same  precinct  and  the  same  ballots  that  were 
involved  in  the  case  of  Edwards  vs.  Loy,  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals held  that  these  ballots  should  be  counted  for  all  the 
candidates  whose  names  appeared  upon  the  ballots  in  the 
regular  w^ay,  although  tliey  should  not  be  counted  for  Loy, 
and  in  reference  to  the  clerk  waiting  the  name  of  Loy  on 
these  ballots,  said:  "It  was  simply  an  abortive  attempt  of 
the  electors  to  vote  for  Loy.  The  ballots  could  not  be 
counted  for  him." 

In  the  case  of  Cole  vs.  Nunnelley,  140  Ky.,  138,  the 
court,  in  referring  to  the  statute  (Section  1475)  wliicli  I 
quote,  said:  "Under  this  statute  it  has  been  uniformly  lield 
that  the  provision  that  the  voter  be  sworn  is  mandatory,  and 
that  a  ballot  marked  before  the  requisite  oath  is  taken,  can- 
not be  counted."  And  again,  in  the  same  case:  "To  allow 
a  ballot  to  be  counted  which  is  not  cast  as  provided  by  the 
statute  would  be  to  give  no  effect  to  the  mandatory  pro- 
vision of  the  Constitution  that  elections  shall  be  by  secret 
ballot.  It  is  manifest  from  the  proof  in  this  case  that  the 
officers  and  the  voters  acted  in  good  faith,  and  there  is  much 
room  for  the  argimient  that  the  voter  should  not  be  disfran- 
chised simply  by  the  failure  of  the  election  officers  to  do 
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their  duty.  But  on  the  other  hand,  the  Legislature  clearly 
provided,  pursuant  to  the  Constitution,  how  those  who  are 
blind,  illiterate,  or  physically  disabled,  may  vote.  We  can 
not  add  to  the  terms  of  the  statute,  and  to  hold  the  statute 
director}^  would  be  to  entirely  destro}^  it;  for  then  open  vot- 
ing could  always  be  indulged  in  without  atfecting  the  result 
While  there  are  hardships  in  the  execution  of  the  rule  we 
have  laid  down,  it  may  be  readily  seen  that  greater  wrongs 
would  folloAV  from  the  other  rule." 

In  view  of  the  evidence,  much  of  which  is  uncontradicted, 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  Dobbs  has  received  a  majority  of 
the  votes,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  circuit  judge,  the 
sheritf  and  the  circuit  clerk  have  shown  an  um\dlling  to  per- 
mit a  correct  count  of  the  ballots  to  be  made,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  certificate  made  by  the  two  election  Commis- 
sioners from  Clinton  County  when  coerced  so  to  do  by  the 
circuit  judge,  should  not  be  given  any  consideration.

STATEMENT. 


This  contest  was  instituted  by  S.  C.  Dobbs,  contesting 
the  right  of  the  contestee,  W.  C.  Allen,  to  serve  as  a  member 
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in  the  House  of  Representatives  at  this  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Kentucky,  from  the  36th  Legislative  Dis- 
trict. 

There  are  several  grounds  relied  upon  in  the  notice  of 
contest,  and  we  desire  to  take  them  up  in  the  order  in  which 
they  come. 

First.  The  contestant  claims  that  upon  the  face  of  the 
returns  as  made  and  certified  by  the  various  election  officers 
from  the  voting  precincts,  that  the  contestant  had  received 
a  majority  of  39  votes  over  the  contestee,  W.  C.  Allen,  in 
said  district;  that  the  Sheriff  of  Clinton  county,  and  the 
Republican  election  commissioners,  without  authority  and 
without  right  and  in  violation  of  law,  certified  to  the  election 
commissioners  of  Wayne  county,  whose  duty  it  was  to  issue 
the  certificate  of  election,  that  said  Allen  had  received  in 
Clinton  county,  for  the  office  of  representative,  796  votes,  and 
that  the  contestant  had  received  328,  and  that  this  certifica- 
tion was  fraudulent  and  wrongfully  made. 

Another  ground  of  contest  is  that  in  various  precincts 
where  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  had  been  written  upon  the 
official  ballot,  that  the  voter  stencilled  in  the  circle  under  the 
Republican  device,  and  did  not  stencil  in  the  square  opposite 
Allen's  name,  and  that  these  votes  were  recounted  and  certi- 
fied by  the  election  officers  from  these  precincts  as  having 
been  cast  for  and  counted  for  contestee,  W.  C.  Allen ;  that  in 
said  district  the  clerk  of  the  election,  without  the  voter  being 
sworn  as  to  his  disability,  w^rote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen 
upon  the  official  ballot  and  under  the  Republican  device,  as 
a  candidate  for  representative,  and  that  various  votes  so  cast 
and  ballots  so  wrote  upon  were  counted  and  certified  as 
votes  having  been  received  by  W.  C.  Allen. 

Fourth.    Because  the  election  officers  in  some  precincts 
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counted  and  certified  for  W.  C.  Allen,  votes  where  the  voter 
had  just  stencilled  in  the  square  opposite  where  Allen's  name 
should  have  been  written,  but  the  name  of  Allen  did  not  ap- 
pear on  the  ballot  at  all  in  any  place. 

Evidence. 

AVe  desire  now  to  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  to 
the  evidence  in  this  contest. 

Taking  up  the  first  ground  of  the  contest,  we  wish  to 
call  the  committee's  attention  to  the  tabulation  of  the  vote 
received  by  the  contestant,  and  contest ee,  in  Wayne  county, 
which  shows,  according  to  the  tabulation  that  the  contestant, 
S.  C.  Dobbs,  received  in  Wayne  county,  for  the  office  of  rep- 
resentative, 1,254  votes ;  the  contestee,  W.  C.  Allen,  received 
in  Wayne  county  for  the  office  of  representative,  790  votes, 
giving  to  the  contestant,  Dobbs,  a  majority  over  the  con- 
testee, Allen,  in  Wayne  county,  of  464  votes. 

The  evidence  as  given  by  E.  Bertram,  at  Albany,  Ken- 
tucky, and  from  the  exhibit  filed  and  marked  '^A"  with  his 
deposition,  shows  that  t]ie  contestant,  Dobbs,  received  in 
Clinton  county  for  representative,  330  votes;  that  the  con- 
testee, Allen,  received  in  Clinton  county,  755  votes;  giving 
to  the  contestee,  Allen,  a  majority  of  425  in  Clinton  county. 
Or,  in  other  words,  according  to  the  testimony  of  E.  Bert- 
ram, and  the  certified  copy  of  the  tabulation  in  Wayne 
county,  it  shows  that  the  contestant,  S.  C.  Dobbs,  received  in 
said  district,  1,584  votes,  and  that  the  contestee,  Allen,  re- 
ceived in  said  district,  1,545  votes,  giving  to  the  contestant, 
Dob])s,  a  majority  of  39  over  Allen. 

The  evidence  of  E.  Bertram  and  the  certification  of  the 
tabulation  as  made  by  the  election  commissioners  of  Wayne 
county,  is  undisputed  in  this  record. 
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Now,  we  desire  to  take  up  the  second  ground  of  cojitest, 
and  see  Avhether  or  not  the  evidence  shows,  and  if  so,  what 
it  does  sliow,  in  regard  to  votes  having  been  counted  for  Mr. 
Allen  where  t]ie  voter  stencilled  in  the  circle  under  tlie  Re- 
publican device,  and  did  not  stencil  in  the  square  opposite 
Mr.  Allen's  name. 

Now,  we  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  to 
the  deposition  of  Sandv  McKechnie,  as  found  on  page  6  of 
the  contestant's  depositions,  taken  at  the  law  office  of  O.  B. 
Bertram,  in  the  town  of  Monticello,  Kentucky.  Mr.  McKech- 
nie says  that  there  were  as  many  as  thirty  votes  counted  and 
certified  as  having  been  cast  for  Mr.  Allen,  where  the  voter 
did  not  stencil  in  the  square  opposite  Mr.  Allen's  name.  On 
page  7,  the  same  witness  says  that  he  will  be  positive  that 
there  were  as  many  as  thirty  votes  so  counted. 

On  page  8  of  the  evidence  taken  for  contestant  at 
Monticello,  T.  R.  Kelsey  testifies  that  in  his  precinct,  which 
was  precinct  No.  8  in  Wayne  county,  that  the  officers  in 
that  precinct  counted  and  certifies  as  having  been  cast  for 
Mr.  Allen,  as  many  as  fifty  votes  where  the  voter  had  not 
stencilled  in  the  square  opposite  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  as 
written  on  the  ballot. 

The  evidence  of  Ed  Kinnett,  shows  that  in  precinct  No. 
5,  in  Wayne  county,  and  also  the  evidence  of  L.  C.  Souther- 
land,  on  page  13,  shows  in  the  same  precinct,  that  there  were 
counted  and  certified  by  the  officers  in  that  precinct  not  less 
than  twelve  votes  as  having  been  cast  for  W.  C.  Allen,  where 
the  voter  had  not  stencilled  opposite  the  name  of  Allen  as 
written  on  the  ballot. 

According  to  the  testimony  of  W.  I.  West,  found  on  page 
21,  there  were  counted  and  certified  for  said  Allen  as  many 
as  twenty  votes  where  the  voter  had  stencilled  in  the  circle 
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tiiKler  the  Republican  device,  and  not  in  the  square  opposite 
Allen  ^s  name,  making  a  total  of  112  votes  in  Wayne  county 
that  were  counted  and  certified  as  having  been  cast  for  and 
received  by  W.  C.  Allen  in  said  count}^  for  the  office  of  repre- 
sentative. 

Now,  taking  up  the  third  ground  in  regard  to  the  clerks 
of  the  election  writing  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  on  the  offi- 
cial ballot  for  the  voter,  without  the  voter  being  sworn  as  to 
his  disability,  at  any  time,  we  desire  to  call  the  committee's 
attention  to  what  the  evidence  shows : 

The  evidence  of  T.  J.  Roberts,  found  on  page  16  of  con- 
testant's depositions  in  Wayne  county,  shows  that  the  clerk 
in  fjrecinct  No.  13,  of  Wayne  county,  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen  upon  the  official  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  representa- 
tive from  the  36th  District,  and  under  the  Republican  de- 
vice, for  as  many  as  forty  voters,  without  the  voter  being- 
sworn  as  to  whether  or  not  he  could  read  and  write,  and  in 
fact,  as  shown  by  evidence  of  Mr.  Roberts,  many  of  them 
for  whom  the  clerk  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen,  on  the 
ballot,  could  read  and  write,  and  according  to  the  statement 
of  the  clerk,  as  testified  to  by  Mr.  Roberts,  he  wrote  it  for  as 
many  as  one  hundred. 

The  evidence  of  W.  C.  Kindrick,  as  found  on  page  25,  in 
the  same  precinct,  shows  that  there  were  from  forty  to 
seventy-five  ballots  on  which  the  clerk  wrote  the  name  of  W. 
C.  Allen,  without  the  voter  being  sworn,  and  that  many  of 
them  could  write. 

By  the  evidence  of  W.  I.  West,  as  found  on  page  22,  it  is 
shown  that  in  precinct  No.  15,  the  clerk  wrote  the  name  of 
W.  C.  Allen  on  the  official  ballot  for  as  many  as  twenty  or 
thirty  voters,  many  of  whom  could  read  and  write. 
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By  the  evidence  of  Jeff  Lovell,  found  on  page  28,  it  is 
shown  that  the  clerk  of  the  election  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C. 
Allen  on  the  official  ballot  for  as  many  as  sixty  voters  with- 
out any  of  them  being-  sworn ;  making  a  total  of  the  minimum 
number  of  ballots  on  which  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  was 
written  by  the  clerks  without  any  of  the  voters  being  sworn 
in  regard  to  their  disability,  of  120. 

Taking  up  the  fourtli  ground,  it  is  shown  by  the  evidence 
of  Freel  Piercy,  on  page  15,  that  there  were  not  less  than 
eight  votes  counted  and  certified  as  having  been  received  by 
the  contestee,  Allen,  in  precinct  No.  9,  of  Wayne  county, 
where  the  name  of  Allen  did  not  appear  on  the  ballot  at  all, 
counted  and  certified  as  votes  having  been  cast  for  the  con- 
testee, W.  C.  Allen. 

There  are  two  other  points  tliat  I  wish  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  committee  to,  and  that  is  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Kel- 
sey,  in  which  he  says  that  in  his  precinct,  No.  8,  of  Wajme 
county,  that  there  were  counted  for  W.  C.  Allen,  15  votes, 
where  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  has  been  w^ritten  as  a  can- 
didate for  offices  other  than  the  office  of  representative,  and 
also  that  there  were  as  many  as  twenty  votes  counted  for  him 
where  it  was  impossible  to  read  the  name,  if  a  name,  as  writ- 
ten on  the  ballot. 

From  the  evidence  of  E.  M.  Berti'am,  W.  E.  Ferguson, 
W.  W.  Hopkins,  D.  F.  Shelly,  L.  M.  Bandy,  J.  S.  Maupin, 
and  C.  S.  Long,  all  of  Clinton  county,  and  in  precincts  8,  4, 
1,  9,  10,  3,  and  5,  that  the  clerks  of  these  precincts  wrote  the 
name  of  AY.  C.  Allen  on  the  official  ballot  under  the  Repub- 
lican device,  as  a  candidate  for  representative,  for  as  many 
as  seventy-five  voters,  Avithout  any  of  the  voters  being  sworn 
as  to  their  disability,  making  a  total  of  195  ballots  in  Clin- 
ton and  Wayne  counties  upon  which  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen 
was  written  by  the  clerks  of  the  election  for  the  voters  with- 
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out  the  voter  being  sworn  as  to  his  disability  in  any  re- 
spect or  in  any  manner,  and,  as  shown  by  the  evidence,  in 
fact,  many  of  the  voters  could  read  and  write. 

The  Law. 

In  taking  up  the  first  ground  as  set  out  herein,  the  proof 
shows  this  state  of  facts,  which  is  undisputed,  that,  according 
to  tlie  official  returns  and  tabulation  of  the  vote,  the 
contestant  herein,  was  duly  elected  as  representative  from 
the  36th  Legislative  District  of  Kentucky,  to  serve  as  its 
member  in  the  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Passing  to  the  question  as  set  out  in  the  second  item 
herein,  we  wish  to  call  the  committee's  attention  to  section 
1471  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes,  which  provides:  '^Nothing 
in  tliis  law  contained,  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  a 
voter  from  voting  for  any  qualified  person  other  than  those 
whose  names  are  printed  on  the  ballots,  for  au}^  office  to  be 
filled,  by  writing  witli  black  lead  pencil  under  the  designation 
of  the  office,  the  name  of  such  person  and  placing  to  the  right 
of  such  name  a  X  mark. ' '  The  Court  of  Appeals,  in  constni- 
ing  this  section  of  the  statute  in  the  case  of  Edwards  vs.  Loy, 
reported  in  113th  Ky.  Reports,  at  page  746,  said:  ^'If  Loy's 
name  had  not  been  printed  on  the  ballot  as  a  candidate  for 
sheriff,  the  voter  who  desired  to  vote  for  him  for  the  office  of 
sheriff  was  authorized  to  Avrite  his  name  in  the  blank  space 
left  for  that  purpose  and  stamp  a  X  in  the  square  opposite 
his  name,  and  when  he  had  done  so,  and  deposited  the  ballot 
in  the  ballot  box,  it  could  then  have  been  counted  for  him. 
Section  1471,  Ky.  Statutes.'' 

In  taking  up  the  next  cj[uestion  in  regard  to  the  clerk 
writing  the  name  of  Allen  for  the  voter,  I  desire  to  call  the 
committee's  attention  to  the  case  of  Major  vs.  Barker,  re- 
ported in  99th  Ky.  Report,  at  page  105.   In  passing  upon  the 
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duty  of  the  voter  in  regard  to  being-  sworn  before  the  clerk 
can  instruct  or  mark  or  assist  him  in  any  manner  in  voting  his 
ballot,  the  court  said,  that  before  this  could  be  done  that  it 
was  mandatory  upon  tlie  voter  to  be  sworn  in  regard  to  his 
disability,  and  further  said,  "This  rule  may  result  in  hard- 
ship to  the  individual  voter  in  cases  where  the  officers  are 
neglectful  of  their  duty  in  requiring  the  oath  of  disability  to 
be  made,  but  the  requirement  that  the  voter  shall  take  the 
oath  before  his  ballot  can  be  marked  and  deposited,  in  order 
that  he  may  be  punished  if  he  make  a  false  declaration,  is 
in  our  judgment  mandatory  to  the  voter.  A  ballot  so  marked 
wthout  the  declaration  or  oath  being  made  is  an  irregular 
vote  and  should  be  excluded." 

And  in  the  case  of  Cole,  et  al.  vs.  Nunley,  et  al.,  reported 
in  140th  Ky.,  page  138,  and  on  page  141  in  that  case  the 
court  said:  "Referring  to  section  1475  of  Kentucky  Stat- 
utes, under  this  statute  it  has  been  uniformly  held  that  the 
provision  that  the  voter  be  sworn  is  mandatory,  and  that  a 
ballot  marked  before  the  requisite  oath  is  taken  cannot  be 
counted. ' ' 

Taking  up  the  fourth  item,  the  law  is  that  in  order  for 
a  man  to  have  votes  counted  for  him,  his  name  must  appear 
upon  the  ballot.  Votes  cannot  be  counted  as  having  been 
cast  for  a  man  where  his  name  does  not  appear  upon  the 
ballot  so  counted  and  certified. 

Taking  up  the  next  item,  the  law^  is  that  in  order  for  a 
party  to  have  votes  counted  for  him,  it  must  appear  upon 
the  face  of  the  ballot  that  the  voter  intended  to  vote  for  the 
party  who  claims  the  vote,  and  for  the  particular  office  for 
which  he  was  a  candidate,  or  seeking  the  certificate  of  elec- 
tion. It  must  further  appear  upon  the  face  of  the  ballot  that 
the  name  undertaken  to  be  written  on  the  ballot,  where  it  is 
not  printed,  must  be  legible. 
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Argument. 

We  start  with  this  proposition:  The  contestant,  S.  C. 
Dobbs'  name  was  printed  upon  the  official  ballot,  regular  and 
according  to  law.  The  contestee  and  his  friends  and  support- 
ers undertook  to  have  his  name  written  upon  the  ballot  as  a 
candidate  for  the  office  of  representative  from  the  36th  Dis- 
trict. 

Now,  w^e  take  up  the  facts  of  this  contest,  and  we  find  it 
to  be  thus,  according  to  this  evidence :  That  in  precincts  Nos. 
4,  5,  8,  15,  in  Wayne  county,  there  were  counted  for  con- 
testee, and  certified  to  the  election  commissioners,  by  the  pre- 
cinct officers,  112  votes  where  the  voter  or  the  clerk  had 
written  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  under  the  Republican  de- 
vice and  stencilled  in  the  circle  under  the  Republican  device 
and  not  in  the  square  opposite  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  as  it 
appeared  on  the  ballot. 

We  further  find  that  in  precincts  Nos.  13,  14,  and  15,  in 
Wayne  county,  Kentucky,  that  the  clerk  wrote  the  name  of 
W.  C.  Allen  upon  120  of  the  official  ballots,  without  any  of 
the  voters  being  sworn  as  to  whether  or  not  they  could  read 
and  write,  or  were  so  disabled  that  they  could  not  vote  the 
ballot  themselves. 

We  further  find  that  in  precinct  No.  9  of  AVayne  county, 
there  were  counted  for  the  contestee,  twenty  ballots  or  votes 
where  his  name  did  not  appear  on  the  ballot  at  all. 

We  further  find  from  the  evidence  tliat  in  precinct  No. 
8,  of  Wayne  county,  there  were  counted  and  certified  as 
votes  having  been  cast  for  the  contestee,  thirty-five  ballots 
or  votes,  on  twenty  of  which  the  name  could  not  be  read  at  all, 
or  it  could  not  be  ascertained  whose  name  Avas  undertaken 
to  be  written  upon  the  ballot,  and  fifteen  where  the  name  of 
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the  coiitestee  was  written  npon  the  ballot  as  candidate  for 
offices  other  tlian  that  of  representative. 

We  find  from  the  evidence  that  in  precincts  Nos.  1,  3, 
4,  5,  8,  9,  and  10,  of  Clinton  connty,  the  clerk  wrote  the  name 
of  the  contestee,  W.  C.  Allen,  upon  seventy-five  ballots  with- 
out the  voter  being  sworn  as  to  whether  or  not  he  could  read 
and  write,  or  was  in  any  respect  disabled  from  writing*  the 
name  himself;  making  a  total,  we  submit,  of  362  votes  that 
were  illegally  counted  and  certified  for  the  contestee,  that  is, 
phicing  the  number  of  votes  as  testified  by  witnesses,  at  the 
minimum,  and  there  were  over  four  hundred  illegal  votes, 
basing  it  upon  the  maximum  number  of  illegal  votes. 

We  submit  that  if  the  secrecy  of  the  ballot  can  be  in- 
vaded, and  given  the  character  of  publicity,  as  has  been 
done  in  this  case,  then  we  no  longer,  in  Kentucky,  have  any 
form  of  a  secret  ballot.  This  evidence  shows  that  in  many 
precincts,  Avithout  the  voter's  request  and  without  any  in- 
clination upon  his  part  to  cast  his  vote  tor  the  contestee,  that 
the  voter  was  interrogated  by  the  Republican  election  officers 
as  to  whether  or  not  he  wanted  to  cast  his  ballot  for  the  con- 
testee, W.  C.  Allen. 

Now,  if  these  votes  are  illegal,  and  we  submit  that  the 
authorities  cited  herein  hold  that  these  provisions  of  our 
election  law  are  mandatory — then  each  and  every  vote  is  il- 
legal and  void,  and  should  not  have  been  counted.  But,  giv- 
ing to  the  contestee,  each  and  every  ballot  claimed  by  him  in 
the  evidence,  and  what  does  it  show!  It  shows  this  state  of 
facts:  Conceding  that  the  testimou}^  of  contestee 's  witnesses 
are  true,  and  that  the  contestant  is  only  entitled  to,  or 
counted,  two  votes  in  No.  8  precinct  in  Wayne  county,  then 
you  would  deduct  from  that  vote,  eighty-three,  then  accord- 
ing to  the  evidence,  and  giving  to  the  contestee  the  maximum 
number  of  votes  claimed  by  hm,  according  to  his  testimony, 
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ill  precinct  No.  3  in  Wayne  comity,  25;  giving  to  liim  the 
maximnm  nnmber  of  votes,  according  to  his  testimony,  in 
precinct  No.  11  in  Wayne  county,  20 ;  giving  to  him  the  max- 
imum number  of  votes,  according  to  his  evidence,  in  precinct 
No.  7,  20;  and  giving  to  him  what  J.  A.  Brown  says,  that 
there  were  30  from  precinct  No.  9  that  were  denied  the  right 
of  suffrage  by  reason  of  the  clerk  refusing  to  write;  and 
then  the  contestant  is  only  complaining  of  being  kept  out  of 
178  votes  in  Wayne  county.  Take  178  votes  from  362  and 
you  leave  Dobbs  a  majority  of  184. 

Is  this  committee  going  to  stand  by  a  set  of  men  that 
are  sworn  to  faithfully  and  honestly  discharge  the  duties  of 
officer  of  the  election,  who  will  stand  in  the  sacred  voting 
room  and  openly  and  boldly  and  in  violation  of  law,  election- 
eer and  request  the  voter  to  vote  for  a  certain  man?  If  you 
do,  then  you  open  the  ballot  box  in  our  section  of  the  State 
to  an  absolute  and  inconceivable  fraud  in  every  election  we 
have. 

They  do  not  undertake  to  show  by  evidence,  or  in  any 
manner,  the  reason  why  they  would  change  the  vote  in  Clin- 
ton county  from  755  to  796.  They  do  not  undertake  to  show 
and  tell  why  they  would  cut  Dobbs  from  330  to  328.  Neither 
do  they  undertake  to  show  that  the  election  wasn't  con- 
ducted and  the  vote  countetl  just  as  testilied  to  by  witnesses 
taken  in  that  county. 

The  proof  shows  this  fact :  Here  is  an  election  held ;  the 
returns  have  been  made ;  tlie  canvass  lias  been  complete,  with 
the  exception  of  two  precincts,  and  when  they  discovered 
that  they  have  been  defeated,  notwithstanding  the  open  vio- 
lation of  the  law,  then  under  the  pretended  judgment  of  a 
circuit  judge,  these  men  come  back,  they  open  the  ballot 
boxes  and  made  a  recount,  and  for  what  purpose?    For  no 
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purpose  except  to  change  tlie  returns  so  as  to  overcome  the 
majority  of  the  contestant  in  this  case.

Deducting  these  330  votes  from  the  1,586  certified  for 
Allen,  leaves  his  true  vote  1,286,  or  306  less  than  the  number 
of  votes  certified  for  Dobbs.  Dobbs'  majority,  therefore,  is 
306  votes. 

The  committee  Avill  nndei'stand  that  the  foregoing  ma- 
jority of  306  votes  for  contestant  Dobbs  is  arrived  at  by  tak- 
ing in  every  instance  the  minimum  of  the  estimated  number 
of  illegal  votes  counted  for  Allen  in  the  various  precincts 
as  given  above  by  the  witnesses. 

The  committee  is  relieved  of  the  embarrassment  of  pass- 
ing upon  the  question  of  veracity  of  witnesses  in  arriving  at 
a  conclusion  in  this  matter,  because  the  case  is  remarkably 
free  from  any  conflict  of  testimony,  and  in  the  only  instance 
in  which  there  is  any  such  conflict,  the  testimony  of  the  con- 
testant 's  witness  may  be  entirely  disregarded,  and  that  of  the 
contestee's  witness  taken  as  true,  and  yet  the  result  of  the 
contest  will  not  be  affected.  It  will  simply  reduce  the  ma- 
jority which  we  think  tlie  proof  shows  Mr.  Dobbs  received. 

The  contestant  may  concede  to  the  contestee  all  that  he 
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claims,  €veii  to  tlie  ridiculous  extent  of  counting  as  voters  for 
liim  those  persons  who  are  said  to  liave  stated  that  they  wouhl 
have  voted  for  Allen  if  the  clerk  would  have  written  his  name 
on  tlu^  ballots  for  them,  althougli  they  were  not  sworn  as  to 
any  disahility  and  did  not  ask  to  be  sworn,  and  still  Mr.  Dobbs 
is  shown  to  have  been  elected  by  a  majority  of  132  votes.  That 
this  is  true  appears  from  the  following  tabulation :

Therefore,  after  allowing  every  claim  made  by  Allen, 
and  giving  him  the  benefit  of  every  contradiction  in  the  evi- 
dence, Mr.  Dobbs  is  shown  to  have  a  clear  majority  of  132 
votes. 

The  sole  question  in  this  case  is  really  whether  the  com- 
mittee and  the  House  of  Representatives  is  to  follow  section 
1471  of  the  statutes,  which  provides  how  a  person  whose  name 
is  not  printed  on  the  ballot  may  be  voted  for,  as  that  section 
has  been  construed  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  two  cases 
of  Edw^ards  vs.  Loy,  24  K.  L.  R.  545,  and  Graham  vs.  Graham, 
24  K.  L.  R.  548. 

It  would  seem  from  the  reading  of  that  statute  that  the 
Legislature  has  neglected  to  provide  how  a  voter  who  cannot 
read  or  write  may  vote  for  a  person  whose  name  is  not  printed 
on  the  ballot.  Section  1475  provides  how  a  person  who  can- 
not read  or  write  may  vote  for  a  candidate  whose  name  is 
not  printed  on  the  ballot.  By  that  section  he  must  first  be 
sworn  and  state  under  oath  that  he  is  unable  to  write.  The 
officers  of  election  are  then  authorized  to  indicat '  by  pencil 
dot  Avhere  he  must  stencil  in  order  to  vote  for  his  choice  of 
candidate.  If  a  liberal  construction  is  to  be  given  to  Sec. 
1471  so  as  to  allow  a  person  who  cannot  read  or  write  to 
vote  for  a  person  whose  name  is  not  printed  on  the  ballot, 
then  certainly  his  disability  to  read  or  write  should  appear 
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as  indicated  in  Sec.  1475,  that  is,  by  bis  own  statement  under 
oatb,  before  the  clerk  or  any  other  person  would  be  author- 
ized to  write  the  name  on  the  ballot  for  him.

same  time  and  place,  and  open  the  ballot  box  for  said  pre- 
cinct and  count  and  certify  for  the  plaintiff,  W.  C.  Allen, 
all  votes  cast  for  the  said  W.  C.  Allen,  by  writing  his  name 
on  the  ballot  in  all  columns  other  than  the  Republican  col- 
umn, for  the  aforesaid  office,  and  that  the  defendants  Willie 
Claborn,  C.  J.  Talbott,  M.  A.  Maupin  and  Ed  Tompkins,  be 
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and  tliey  are  hereby  commanded  to  assemble  at  the  aforesaid 
time  and  phiee  and  open  the  ballot  box  for  the  said  voting 
precinct,  and  count  and  certify  for  the  i3laintiff,  AV.  C.  AUen^ 
for  the  aforesaid  office,  all  votes  which  were  cast  for  him 
in  colnmns  other  than  the  Republican  column  by  writing  his 
name  therein,  in  addition  to  the  votes  previously  counted  for 
liiQi  in  the  Republican  column. 

It  is  further  ordered  and  directed  by  the  said  judge  of 
the  said  court,  that  the  aforesaid  election  commissioners  for 
Clinton  county  be,  and  they  are,  hereby  commanded  to  re- 
assemble in  the  office  of  the  County  Court  Clerk  in  the  town 
of  Albany,  Kentucky,  on  Tuesday,  Nov.  11th,  1915,  at  the 
hour  of  3  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  proceed  to  canvass  the  returns 
for  said  election  for  Clinton  county,  including  the  returns  as 
corrected  and  certified  by  the  defendant  election  officers 
herein  on  said  day,  cast  for  the  various  candidates  for  repre- 
sentative in  said  election  for  the  36th  Legislative  District, 
and  immediately  thereafter  certify  the  same  as  required  by 
law.  The  plaintiff  will  recover  of  the  defendants  his  cost 
herein  expended. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Clinton  Circuit  Court  will  file  this 
order  in  the  papers  in  this  action,  and  make  true  copies 
thereof  and  deliver  to  the  Sheriff  of  Clinton  county,  to  be 
served  on  each  of  the  defendants  herein.

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The  committee  heretofore  appointed  b}^  tlie  Speaker  to 
hear  the  evidence  and  report  to  this  House  in  the  contest 
proceedings  of  S.  C.  Dobbs,  Contestant  vs.  W.  C.  Allen,  Con- 
testee,  filed  the  following  majority  report,  viz. : 

To  the  House  of  llepresentafives  of  Keniuclaj: 

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Contest  Committee 
drawn  to  try  the  questions  of  law  and  of  fact  arising  and 
appertaining  to  the  contest  now  before  this  House  of  S.  C. 
Dobbs  against  W.  C.  Allen,  the  sitting  member  of  the  House 
from  the  Thirty-sixth  Legislative  District  of  Kentucky,  com- 
posed of  the  counties  of  Wayne  and  Clinton,  beg  leave  to  re- 
port as  follows : 

That  the  following  committee,  composed  of  Frank  J. 
Brown,  W.  P.  Cropper,  J.  M.  EUiston,  J.  11.  Dorman,  J.  M. 
Howell,  Thomas  Spurrier  and  G.  H.  Carey,  did  on  the  5th 
day  of  January,  1916,  begin  the  hearing  of  said  contest  and 
since  that  time  have  had  same  under  consideration.  Con- 
testant and  contestee  were  both  present  in  person  and  by 
counsel;  contestant  being  represented  by  Messrs.  Brown  & 
Nuckols,  of  Frankfort,  James  Garnet c,  of  Louisville,  and  0. 
B.  Bertram,  of  Monticello ;  and  the  contestee  being  repre- 
sented by  Thomas  B.  McGregor,  of  Frankfort,  and  J.  C. 
Davis,  of  Monticello. 

The  grounds  set  forth  in  the  notice  of  contest  were 
numerous,  and  complained  of  irregnilarities  in  the  manner  of 
voting  in  a  number  of  the  precincts  in  both  Wayne  and  Clin- 
ton counties  as  follows : 

(1)  Because  the  certification  of  the  vote  received  by 
contestee  as  made  by  the  Election  Commissioners  of  Clinton 
county,  and  certified  to  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners 
of  Wayne  county,  is  not  true,  in  that  they  certified  that  said 
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contestee  had  received  796  votes,  when  in  fact  the  returns  as 
made  by  the  election  officers  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
County  Clerk  of  Clinton  county,  showed  by  the  tabulation  of 
the  Election  Commissioners  in  Clinton  county  that  at  the  Nov- 
ember election  of  1915,  the  contestee  had  received  in  Clinton 
county  753  votes. 

(2)  It  is  contended  that  in  the  various  precincts  in 
Wayne  and  Clinton  counties,  the  clerk  of  the  election  at  said 
precincts  wrote  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  on  the  ballot  for 
voters  without  the  voter  being*  sworn  as  to  whether  or  not 
he  could  read  or  write  and  these  votes  were  counted  and 
certified  by  the  election  officers  as  having  been  voted  for  W. 
C.  Allen  for  representative. 

(3)  That  in  a  number  of  said  precincts  in  Wayne  and 
Clinton  counties,  where  the  clerk  of  the  election  had  written 
the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  voted, 
for  for  the  office  of  representative  under  the  Republican 
column,  that  the  voters  voted  in  the  circle  under  the  Repub- 
lican device  and  did  not  stencil  in  the  square  opposite  the 
name  of  said  Allen,  the  contestee,  and  that  said  votes  were 
counted  and  certified  by  the  election  commissioners  as  hav- 
ing been  voted  for  said  W.  C.  Allen  for  representative. 

(4)  That  in  some  of  said  precincts  in  AVayne  and  Clin- 
ton counties  tlie  nan^e  of  W.  C.  Allen  was  written  upon  the 
official  ballot  at  various  places  on  said  ballot  other  than  in 
the  Republican  column,  and  voted  foi  for  various  offices 
other  than  that  of  representative,  and  that  these  votes  were 
counted  and  certified  by  the  election  commissioners  as  hav- 
ing been  voted  for  W.  C.  Allen  for  representative. 

(5)  That  in  Precinct  No.  9,  of  Wayne  county,  the  elec- 
tion officers  counted  and  certified  votes  as  having  been  voted 
for  AY.  C.  Allen  for  i-epresentative,  when  the  name  of  AV.  C.

Allen  (lid  not  appear  npon  the  official  ballot  in  any  wa}^,  and 
only  dots  and  cross  marks  were  made  in  the  square  opposite 
the  place  where  the  name  could  have  been  written. 

The  proof  offered  in  this  case  consisted  entirely  of  a 
great  number  of  depositions  and  exhibits  offered  by  contest- 
ant and  contestee,  all  of  which  your  committee  heard  read, 
and  has  since  carefully  gone  over  same,  and  after  hearing* 
and  considering  the  evidence  offered,  and  the  argument  of 
counsel,  we  have  reached  the  following  conclusion : 

We  find  from  the  evidence  that  in  Precinct  No.  4, 
Wayne  county,  there  were  30  ballots  upon  whch  the  name  of 
W.  C.  Allen  had  been  written  in  the  blank  space  for  repre- 
sentative in  the  Republican  column  and  were  voted  by  being 
stencilled  in  the  circle  under  the  Republican  device,  but  were 
not  stencilled  in  the  square  opposite  the  written  name  of 
W.  C.  Allen  and  that  the  said  30  votes  were  counted  and 
certified  as  having  been  cast  for  him,  Avhen,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  committee,  they  should  not  have  been  counted  for  him. 

We  further  find  from  the  evidence  that  in  Precinct  No. 
4,  Wayne  county,  one  ballot  was  cast  upon  which  the  name 
of  W.  C.  Allen  was  written  in  the  Democratic  column  and 
that  one  ballot  was  cast  in  which  the  name  of  W.  C.  Alien 
was  written  in  the  Progressive  column ;  that  these  two  bal- 
lots were  counted  and  certified  as  votes  for  W.  C.  Allen  when 
in  the  opinion  of  the  committee  neitlier  of  them  should  have 
been  counted  for  him. 

We  find  from  the  evidence  that  in  Precinct  No.  5,  Wayne 
county,  that  there  were  12  ballots  upon  which  tlie  name  of 
W.  C.  Allen  had  been  written  in  the  Republican  column  on 
the  blank  space  for  Representative  and  were  voted  by  being- 
stencilled  in  the  circle  under  the  Republican  device,  and  were 
not  stencilled  in  the  square  opposite  the  said  Allen's  name, 
and  that  said  votes  were  counted  and  certified  as  having 
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been  voted  for  said  W.  C.  Allen,  when,  in  the  opinion  of  this 
committee,  said  12  votes  shonld  not  have  been  counted  for 
said  W.  C.  Allen. 

We  find  from  the  evidence  that  in  Precinct  No.  15, 
Wayne  county,  there  were  20  ballots  upon  which  the  name  of 
W.  C.  Allen  had  been  written  in  the  Republican  colunm  in 
the  blank  space  for  representative  and  were  voted  by  being- 
stencilled  in  the  circle  under  the  Republican  device  and  were 
not  stencilled  in  the  square  opposite  said  Allen's  written 
name,  and  that  said  votes  were  counted  and  certified  as  hav- 
ing been  voted  for  said  Allen,  when  in  the  opinion  of  this 
committee  said  20  votes  should  not  have  been  counted  for 
said  Allen. 

We  find  from  the  evidence  that  in  Precinct  No.  9,  there 
were  12  ballots  upon  which  the  name  of  said  W.  C.  Allen  had 
been  written  in  various  places  and  under  various  devices 
other  than  the  Republican  device  Avhich  were  counted  and 
certified  as  having  been  voted  for  said  xVUen  for  representa- 
tive when  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee  said  12  votes 
should  not  have  been  counted  for  said  Allen. 

We  further  find  from  the  evidence  that  in  Precinct  No. 
9,  Wayne  county,  there  were  eight  brJlots  upon  which  the 
name  of  W.  C.  Allen  did  not  appear  at  any  place  and  vrliicli 
ballots  vrere  marked  by  a  dot  or  stencil  in  the  square  opposite 
the  blank  for  representative  under  the  Republican  column 
and  that  these  eight  votes  Avere  counted  and  certified  by  the 
election  officers  of  said  precinct  as  having  been  voted  for  the 
said  W.  C.  Allen,  when  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee  said 
eight  votes  shall  not  have  been  counted  for  said  Allen. 

The  committee  further  finds  that  from  the  uni'ontra- 
dicted  evidence  that  there  were  224  ballots  in  the  two  coun- 
ties which  were  counted  and  certified  as  votes  for  W.  C. 
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Allen,  upon  which  the  various  clerks  of  election  had  written 
the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  before  the  ballots  were  delivered  to 
the  voter  without  the  voters  being  sworn  as  to  their  inability 
to  read  and  write,  and  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
these  votes  should  not  have  been  counted  for  said  Allen. 

We  find  from  the  evidence  that  in  ihe  following  precincts 
of  Clinton  county,  to-wit:  No.  5,  there  were  16  ballots;  No. 
8,  there  were  8  ballots ;  No.  9,  there  were  2  ballots,  and  in 
No.  10,  there  were  5  ballots,  making  a  total  of  31  ballots  upon 
which  the  name  of  W.  C.  Allen  was  written  in  various  places 
upon  the  official  ballot  other  than  in  the  blank  space  for 
representative  in  the  Republican  column. 

We  also  find  from  the  evidence  tliat  there  were  25  bal- 
lots upon  wliich  the  name  of  W.  C' Allen  was  written  in  the 
blank  space  for  representative  in  the  Republican  column,  and 
which  ballots  were  voted  by  being  checked  with  a  lead  pencil 
in  the  square  opposite  said  Allen's  written  name  that  were 
not  counted  by  the  election  officers  as  having  been  voted  for 
him,  when  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee  the  said  25  votes 
slioidd  have  been  counted  for  said  Allen. 

It  appears  from  the  foregoing  that  there  are  to  be  de- 
ducted from  the  official  vote  as  certified  for  W.  C.  Allen,  the 
following  number  of  votes : 

In  Wayne  county,  for  the  various  reasons  given 
above    84 

In  Clinton  county,  for  the  various  reasons  given 

above    31 

In  both  counties,  being  ballots  upon  which  the 
clerks  of  election  wrote  the  name  of  Allen  before

It  is  perhaps  proper  for  the  committee  to  state  in  its  re- 
port that  tlie  name  of  AY.  C.  Allen  was  not  printed  upon  the 
official  ballots  as  prepared  by  the  county  clerk,  and  that  it 
was  necessary  for  persons  desiring  to  vote  for  him  to  write 
his  name  upon  the  ballot. 

Your  committee  finds  that  contestant  S.  C.  Dobbs  is  the 
legally  elected  representative  of  the  Thirty-sixth  Legislative 
District  of  this  branch  of  the  General  Assembly  by  a  majority 
of  310  votes  and  that  said  S.  C.  Dobbs  is  entitled  to  the  seat 
now  held  by  contestee  W.  C.  Allen. 

We  return  herewith  all  of  the  papers  offered  to  or  con- 
sidered by  the  committee. 
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All  of  which  is  most  respectfully  submitted  to  tliis  honor- 
able body  this  28th  day  of  January,  1916.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  CONTEST  COMMITTEE. 

As  a  member  of  tlie  Contest  Conmiittee  appointed  by 
this  honorable  body  to  try  the  case  ol  S.  C.  Dobbs,  Contest- 
ant vs.  W.  C.  Allen,  Contestee,  we  respectfully  beg  leave  to 
differ  from  the  majority  report  of  this  committee,  and  sub- 
mit the  following: 

From  a  careful  consideration  of  the  whole  facts  in  this 
case  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  W.  C.  Allen  should  retain  his 
seat  as  a  member  of  this  honorable  body. 

The  effect  of  all  the  proof  for  the  contestant  in  the  trial 
of  this  case  was  to  take  votes  away  from  the  contestee,  AV.  C. 
Allen,  and  not  a  single  vote  was,  or  has  been,  attempted  to 
be  taken  away  from  the  contestant,  S.  C.  Dobbs. 
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Ii;  our  judgment  it  is  beyond  any  question  of  doubt  that 
W.  G.  Allen  received  a  fair  majority  of  the  legal  votes  cast 
in  the  36th  Legislative  District  of  Kentucky  for  representa- 
tive, and  that  he  is  the  duly  elected  and  qualified  representa- 
tive of  the  people  of  that  district  in  this  body. 

Without  going  into  a  detailed  consideration  of  the  proof 
in  each  of  the  various  precincts  involved  in  this  contest  in 
the  counties  of  Clinton  and  Wayne,  we  beg  to  advise  that 
upon  a  recapitulation  of  the  votes  as  shown  by  the  testimony 
in  the  record  which  Avas  had  before  the  Contest  Committee 
as  affects  Wayne  county,  shows  that  by  counting  the  mini- 
mum votes  as  contested  by  S.  C.  Dobbs,  that  he  contests  157 
votes.  It  is  shown  in  that  county  from  the  proof  that  the 
contestee,  W.  C.  Allen,  claims  to  have  been  counted  out  and 
kept  out  of  together,  191  votes  that  should  have  been  cast 
and  counted  for  him,  making  a  difference  between  the  two 
numbers  of  thirty-four  votes  in  favor  of  the  contestee,  W.  C. 
Allen.  Counting  by  the  maximum  figures  made  by  the  wit- 
nesses on  both  sides  as  affects  Wayne  county,  it  is  show^n 
that  S.  C.  Dobbs  contests  337  votes  and  that  AV.  C.  Allen 
claims  that  he  was  deprived  of  348  votes  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  they  were  not  counted  for  him  when  cast  and  that 
the  clerks  of  the  various  election  precincts  refused  to  write 
his  name  for  the  voters  who  could  not  write,  and  this  leaves 
a  difference  of  eleven  votes  in  favor  of  the  contestee,  W.  C. 
Allen. 

In  Clinton  county  upon  recapitulation  of  the  proof  for 
both  contestant  and  contestee  from  the  minimum  figures, 
S.  C.  Dobbs  contests  seventy-five  votes  and  the  contestee, 
W.  C.  Allen,  claims  thirty-one  votes  more  than  were  counted 
for  him,  the  difference  of  which  is  forty-four  votes,  exactly 
the  number  that  W.  C.  Allen  gained  upon  the  recount  of  the 
votes  in  that  county  by  the  Election  Commssioners  of  Clin- 
ton county  under  the  order  of  Circuit  Judge  B.  J.  Bethurum 
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of  tlic  28tli  District  of  Kentucky,  whose  decision  (li-recting' 
tlie  recount  of  the  ballots  was  iiijlield  a  few  days  later  by  the 
Court  of  Appeals  of  this  State  in  the  case  of  Graham  against 
R.  R.  Treadway  from  McCracken  county,  reported  in  166 
Kentucky  Report,  page  768.  lion.  R.  R.  Treadway  is  now 
serving  as  a  member  of  this  honorable  body  as  a  result  of 
the  decision  of  the  courts  upholding  the  right  and  duty  of 
the  election  commissioners  to  recount. 

Taking  into  consideration  all  of  the  evidence  produced 
before  tlie  Contest  Conmiittee  it  is  clearly  shown  that  by 
summing  either  by  the  minimum  or  rnaximurn  votes  on  either 
side  that  the  contestee,  W.  C.  Allen,  is  entitled  to  undisputed 
possession  of  the  seat  to  w^hich  he  has  been  elected  by  the 
people  of  the  36th  Legislative  District  and  Avhicli  seat  he 
occupies  in  this  body. 

AVe,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  that  this  House  of 
Representatives  adopt  this  minority  report  instead  of  the  re- 
port delivered  by  the  majority  of  this  committee.

Now,  therefore.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  That  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky accept  the  provisions  and  terms  of  the  Smith-Lever 
bill  and  the  Trustees  of  the  State  University  of  Kentucky, 
Lexington,  Kentucky,  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive  what- 
ever funds  accrue  to  the  State  of  Kentucky  under  said  act 
and  to  apply  them  to  the  promotion  of  Extension  Work  in 
iVgriculture  and  Home  Economics  in  this  State  as  by  the 
terms  of  the  national  act  required  and  for  no  other  purpose 
whatever. 

Ordered  that  said  resolution  lie  on  the  clerk's  desk.

vehicles  drawn  by  one  liorse,  ten  cents  for  a  single  crossing, 
or  eleven  crossings  for  one  dollar;  for  vehicles  drawn  by  two 
horses,  fifteen  cents  for  a  single  crossing,  or  seven  crossings 
for  ono  dollar;  for  vehicles  drawn  b}'  three  iiorses,  twenty 
cents  for  a  single  crossing,  or  five  crossings  for  one  dollar; 
for  veliicles  drawn  by  more  than  throe  horses,  five  cents  for 
every  horse  more  than  three ;  for  horse  with  rider,  five  cents ; 
for  timber  wheels  drawn  l)y  two  horses,  thirty  cents;  for 
timber  wlieels  di'awn  by  three  or  four  horses,  fiftv  cents;  for 
tim])er  wheels  drawn  by  five  or  six  liorses,  seventy-five  cents; 
for  cattle,  horses,  or  mules,  per  liead,  five  cents;  for  hogs, 
per  head,  three  cents;  for  sheep,  per  head,  two  cents;  for 
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vehicles  in  tow,  the  same  toll  charged  for  vehicles  drawn  by 
one  horse;  for  each  automobile  having-  seats  for  less  than 
six  i^assengers,  five  cents  for  a  single  crossing;  for  each  auto- 
mobile having  seats  for  more  than  five  passengers,  ten 
cents  for  a  single  crossing;  for  each  motor  driven  vebicio  or 
truck,  the  carrying  capacity  of  which  is  not  more  than  two 
tons,  ten  cents  for  a  single  crossing;  for  each  motor  driven 
vehicle  or  truck  the  carrying  capacity  of  which  is  more  than 
two  tons  and  not  more  than  four  tons,  twenty  cents  for  a 
single  crossing;  for  each  motor  driven  vehicle  or  truck  the 
carrying  capacity  of  which  is  more  than  four  tons  and  less 
than  six  tons,  twenty-five  cents  for  a  single  crossing;  for  each 
motor  driven  vehicle  or  truck  the  carrying  capacity  of  which 
is  six  tons  and  over,  thirty-five  cents  for  a  single  crossing.

§  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier  of 
jjassengers  in  this  State,  or  any  officer  or  agent  of  such  com- 
mon carrier,  to  issue  or  give  to  any  person,  or  persons,  any 
free  pass,  or  free  transportation,  or  sell  tickets  at  reduced 
rates,  not  common  to  the  public,  for  the  transportation  of 
any  i)assenger,  or  passengers,  within  this  State,  except  to  the 
persons  designated  in  section  tAvo  of  this  act ;  and  it  shall  be 
unhrwfril  foi  any  person,  or  persons,  other  than  those  desig- 
nated in  section  tw^o  of  this  act,  to  accept  and  use  any  such 
free  pass,  free  transportation  or  ticket,  given  or  issued  by 
such  connnon  carrier.

§  2.  The  proliibitioii  contained  in  section  one  of  this 
fict  sliall  not  apply  to,  and  nothing  therein  shall  be  deemed 
or  constrned  to  prohibit  the  issual  or  giving  by  such  common 
carrier  of  such  free  pass,  or  free  transportation,  to,  or  the 
acceptance  and  use  by,  the  following  persons :  Officers,  bona

immediate  family;  ministers  of  religion,  persons  engaged  ex- 
clusively in  charitable  and  eleemosynary  Avork,  inmates  of 
liomes  for  the  rescue  and  reform  of  the  unfortunate  or 
vicious,  including  those  about  to  enter,  and  those  returning 
home  after  discharge,  and  boards  of  managers,  including  offi- 
cers and  superintendents  of  such  homes,  not  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  State;  indigent,  destitute  and  homeless  persons, 
and  such  persons  when  transported  by  charitable  societies 
or  hospitals,  and  the  necessary  agents  employed  in  such 
transportation;  necessary  caretakers  of  live  stock,  poultry, 
milk  or  fruit,  including  return  transportation  to  the  for- 
warding point;  traveling  secretaries  of  railroad  Young  Men's 
'Christian  Associations,  and  officers,  or  regular  accredited 
representatives  of  labor  organizations,  composed  wholly  of 
employees  of  such  common  carrier;  employees  of  sleeping- 
cars,  express  cars,  railway  mail  service  employees,  post  office 
inspectors,  custom  inspectors  and  immigration  inspectors ; 
newsboys  in  trains  and  baggage  agents;  witnesses  attending 
any  legal  investigation  or  proceeding  in  which  such  common 
carrier  is  interested;  persons  injured  in  Avrecks,  and  physi- 
cians and  nurses  attending  such  persons,  and  employees 
crippled  or  disabled  in  the  service  of  such  connnon  carrier; 
policemen*  and  firemen  of  any  city  wearing  the  insignia  of 
their  office  within  the  limits  of  such  city;  school  children  go- 
ing to  and  returning  from  public  or  parochial  schools;  and 
provided,  further,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  or  deemed  to  prohibit  the  interchange  of  free 
passes,  or  free  transportation,  for  offieors,  agents,  attorneys 
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and  employees  of  such  common  carriers,  and  tlie  depend(nit 
members  of  tlieir  iirimediate  families. 

§  3.  If  any  officer,  agent,  attorney  or  employee  of  such 
common  carrier  be  also  a  State,  district,  county,  city  or  town 
official,  or  member  of  tJie  General  Assembly,  or  judge  of  any 
court,  then  the  exemption  or  exception  contained  in  section 
two  of  this  act  shall  not  apply,  but  the  provisions  of  section 
one  and  the  penalties  prescribed  by  this  act  shall  apply  to 
the  giving  and  acceptance  and  use  of  such  free  pass,  or  free 
transportation. 

§  4.  ''Free  Pass"  or  "Free  Transportation"  as  used 
in  this  act,  shall  include  any  ticket,  pass,  contract,  permit  or 
transportation  issued,  furnished  or  given  to  any  person  by 
any  common  carrier  of  passengers,  or  passage  for  other  con- 
sideration than  money  paid  in  the  usual  way  at  the  same  rate^ 
fare,  or  charge  open  to  all  who  desire  to  purchase,  and  shall 
include  any  ticket  sold  at  reduced  rate,  not  open  to  the  pub- 
lic. ''Families"  as  used  in  this  act,  include  the  families  of 
those  persons  killed,  and  the  widows  during  widowhood,  and 
minor  children  during  minority,  of  persons  who  died  while 
in  the  service  of  such  carrier.  "Employee"  as  used  in  this 
act,  shall  include  furloughed,  pensioned,  sux^erannuated  em- 
ployees, and  persons  who  have  become  disabled  or  infirm  in 
the  service  of  such  carrier. 

§  5.  Any  common  carrier  of  passengers,  its  officers^ 
agents  or  representatives  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  for  each  offense,  be  fined  not  less  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  dollars, 
or  confined  to  the  county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  days,  or 
more  than  ninety  days,  or  may  be  both  so  fined  and  im- 
prisoned in  the  discretion  of  the  jury;  and,  any  person  or 
persons,  other  than  those  excepted  in  this  act,  wdio  shall 
accept  and  use  any  such  free  pass,  or  free  transportation  for 
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carriage  or  passage  within  this  State,  shall  be  subject  to  a 
like  penalty ;  and,  if  any  person  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  be,  at  the  time  of  the  commission  of  the 
offense,  a  State,  district,  county,  city  or  town  officer,  or  mem- 
ber of  the  General  xVssembly,  or  judge  of  any  court,  then,  in 
addition  to  the  penalties  hereinbefore  imposed,  he  shall  for- 
feit his  office,  and  shall  never  thereafter  be  eligible  to  hold 
the  office  of  which  he  was  tlie  incumbent  at  the  time  of  the 
commission  of  the  offense. 

§  6.  No  person  within  the  purview  of  this  act  shall  be 
privileged  from  testifying  in  relation  to  anything  herein 
prohibited,  but  any  person  having  so  testified  shall  not  be 
liable  to  any  prosecution  or  punishment  for  any  otfense  con- 
cerning which  he  was  required  to  give  his  testimony. 

§  T.  The  circuit  court  of  any  county  through,  or  into 
which,  any  person  shall  be  transported  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  the  offense. 

§  8.  Where,  under  the  Constitution,  the  vacation  of  any 
office  may  be  had  b}^  a  proceeding  in  the  courts  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  proceeding  to  vacate  the  office  of  persons 
found  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  act,  shall  be  in  the  circuit 
court  of  the  county  of  his  residence.  The  proceeding  to  vacate 
all  other  offices  shall  be  in  those  tribunals  and  in  the  manner 
now  provided  by  law. 

§  9.  Upon  the  information  filed  in  the  office  of  the  At- 
torney General  of  this  State  by  any  Commonwealth  Attorney 
or  County  Attorney,  stating  that  any  person  found  guilty  of 
a  violation  of  this  act,  was  at  the  time  of  the  commission  of 
the  offense,  a  State,  district,  county,  city,  town  official,  judge 
or  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  upon  the  affidavit  of 
any  person  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General,  ac- 
companied by  an  attested  copy  of  the  judgment  of  the  court 
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in  which  the  conviction  was  had,  stating  that  tlie  person  Avas 
convicted,  was  at  the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  offense  a 
State,  district,  county,  city,  town  official,  or  judge,  or  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Assembly,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  At- 
torney General  to  institute,  or  cause  to  be  instituted,  in  the 
tribunal  having  jurisdiction  to  vacate  the  office  held  by  the 
guilty  person,  proceedings  to  vacate  his  office,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  all  Commonwealth  Attorneys  and  County  At- 
torneys, w^ithin  their  respective  districts  and  counties,  upon 
the  request  of  the  Attorney  General,  to  institute  and  prose- 
cute, or  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  such  proceedings  to  vacate 
such  offices,  where  they  may  be  vacated  by  the  courts  of  this 
Commonw^ealth,  and  where,  in  such  case,  the  courts  of  tliis 
Commonwealtli  have  not  jurisdiction  to  vacate  the  office  of 
a  person  found  guilt v  of  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  Attorney  General  shall  file  information  of  the  con- 
viction of  such  person  in  that  tribunal  having  jurisdiction  to 
vacate  such  office.  In  any  action  or  proceeding  in  any  court 
of  this  CommouAvealth  to  vacate  the  otfice  of  a  public  official 
guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  his  former 
conviction  of  the  offense  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,, 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  his  guilt. 

§  TO.  Every  common  carrier  of  passengers  in  this  State 
shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  each  and  every  free  pass,, 
free  transportation,  or  ticket  sold  at  reduced  rates  not  com- 
mon to  the  public,  which  it  has  given  or  issued  to  any  person, 
within  one  year  next  before  the  twentieth  day  of  November 
of  each  year,  which  account  shall  state  when  and  to  whom 
each  free  pass,  free  transportation  or  ticket  sold  at  I'educed 
rates  not  common  to  the  jniblic,  was  given  or  issued,  the 
nature  and  character  of  the  free  pass,  whether  a  general 
pass,  and  for  what  length  of  time  giveii,  or  whether  a  limited 
pass,  and  the  points  from  and  to  which  it  was  issued.  On  or 
before  December  first  of  each  year,  every  such  common  car- 
rier shall  fih^  in  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General  a  true  and 
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correct  statement  of  all  such  free  passes,  free  transportations 
or  tickets  sold  at  reduced  rate  not  eonnnon  to  tlie  public, 
given  or  issued  within  tlie  year  next  preceding  November 
twentieth,  together  witli  the  description  thereof,  and  the  in- 
formation concerning  sucli  free  passes  or  free  transporta- 
tion, hereinbefore  required  to  be  kept  by  it.  Said  stat(^ment 
shall  be  subscribed  and  sworn  to  by  the  secretary  of  such 
carrier,  and  when  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General, 
shall  constitute  a  public  record.  Awy  common  carrier  of  pas- 
sengers who  shall  fail  to  file  such  statement  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  December,  as  required  by  this  section,  shall  be 
fined  one  thousand  dollars,  upon  indictment  and  conviction 
in  the  Franklin  Circuit  Court. 

The  Attorney  General  shall  at  ali  times  have  access  to 
the  original  account  of  such  passes  in  the  office  of  such  car- 
riers, which  is  required  by  this  act  to  be  kept. 

Mr.  Oliver  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  said 
bill  by  Avay  of  substitute  therefor,  viz. : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky : 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad,  steam- 
boat line,  or  other  common  carrier  to  give  a  pass  or  passes, 
or  sell  at  reduced  rate  not  common  to  the  jjublic  tickets  for 
transportation,  to  any  State,  district,  county,  city  or  town 
officer  or  member  of  the  General  Assend3ly,  or  judge  of  any 
court,  and  any  common  carrier  violating  this  section  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more 
th.an  five  thousand  dollars,  and  any  of  the  above  named  offi- 
cers who  shall  accept  said  pass  or  passes  as  a  gift,  or  shall 
buy  a  ticket  or  tickets  for  transportation  at  a  reduced  rate 
not  common  to  tlie  public  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  misfeas- 
ance in  office  and  upon  conviction  shall  forfeit  his  office. 
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Section  2.  Tlie  Avord  pass  as  used  herein  shall  be  eon- 
strTied  to  mean  mileage  ])ooks,  tickets,  passes,  orders  and  all 
kinds  of  transportation  entitling  the  holder  of  same  to  ride 
iiyjon  the  trains,  cars  or  boats  of  the  common  carriers  giving 
away  said  transportation  or  selling  same  at  a  reduced  rate 
not  conimon  to  the  pul>lic.  And  every  common  carrier  of 
passengers  in  this  State  shall  tile  a  report  Avitli  the  Secretary 
of  State  on  or  before  December  1st  in  each  year,  first  report 
to  date  from  January  1st,  1917,  showing  the  number  of 
passes  issued  and  to  whom  issued. 

Section  3.  All  prosecutions  for  violations  of  this  act 
shall  be  by  indictment  or  information  in  the  circuit  court  of 
tlie  county  in  which  person  resides.

Strike  out  subsections  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5,  and  substituting 
in  lieu  thereof  subsections  1,  2,  and  3  as  hereinafter  set  out, 
and  by  changing  the  numbers  of  subsections  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11 
and  12,  to  numbers  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9  and  10;  said  substituted 
subsections  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  car- 
rier of  passengers  in  this  State,  or  any  officer  or  agent  of 
such  common  carrier,  to  issue  or  give  any  free  pass  or  passes 
or  shall,  at  reduced  rates  not  common  to  the  public,  sell 
tickets  for  transportation  to  any  State,  district,  city,  town  or 
county  officer,  or  any  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or 
judge  of  any  court;  and  any  common  carrier  of  passengers 
in  this  State,  or  any  officer  or  agent  of  such  common  carrier, 
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who  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions hereof,  shall,  npon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than 
five  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  confined  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  thirty 
days  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  or  be  both  fined  and  im- 
prisoned in  the  discretion  of  the  jury. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  State,  district, 
city,  town  or  county  officer,  or  any  member  of  the  General 
Assembly,  or  judge  of  any  court,  to  accept,  or  use  or  pro- 
cure for  another,  a  free  pass  or  passes  for  transportation,  or 
to  accept,  receive  or  use  or  procure  for  another,  tickets  or 
transportation  at  reduced  rates  not  common  to  the  public, 
and  any  of  said  officers  so  offending-,  shall,  upon  conviction, 
thereof,  forfeit  his  office. 

Section  3.  ^'Free  pass"  or  ^^free  transportation"  as 
used  in  this  act,  shall  include  any  ticket,  pass,  contract,  per- 
mit or  transportation,  issued,  furnished  or  given,  directly  or 
indirectly,  by  any  common  cai*rier  of  passengers,  or  passage 
for  any  other  consideration  than  money  paid  in  the  usual 
way  at  the  same  rate,  fare  or  charge  open  to  all  who  desire 
to  purchase,  and  sliall  include  any  reduced  fare  not  open  to 
all  the  public.

Said  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Stone  offered  the  following  amendment  to  said  bill 
by  way  of  substitute  therefor,  viz. : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemhlij  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  State,  district, 
county,  city  or  town  officer,  or  member  of  the  General  .Vs- 
sembly,  or  judge,  or  commissioner,  or  school  officer,  including 
any  legislative,  judicial,  or  executive  officer  of  any  political 
division  of  the  State,  who  receives  appropriations  or  com- 
pensation from  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  whether  he 
be  elected  or  appointed,  to  accept  or  use  on  his  own  behalf, 
or  for  and  on  behalf  of  any  other  person,  a  free  pass,  free 
mileage  book,  free  ticket  or  transportation,  or  accept  reduced 
rates  from  any  common  carrier,  or  public  service  corpora- 
tions, or  representative,  or  agent  or  person  of  any  common 
carrier,  or  jmblic  service  corporation,  that  operates  within 
this  State,  and  if  any  officer  mentioned  in  this  section  be 
found  guilty  of  violating  this  act  shall  for  each  offense  be 
fined  under  indictment  not  less  than  two  hundred  ($200.00) 
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(loilais  nor  more  tliaii  one  tlionsand  ($1,000.00)  dollars  and 
a  jndgment  of  conviction  shall  declare  vacant  the  office  of 
snch  officer. 

§  2.  xVnd  it  shall  further  be  uidawfnl  for  any  common 
carrier,  or  public  service  corporations,  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  carrying  passengers  for  compensation,  to  give  or  fur- 
nish to,  directly  or  indirectly,  issue  or  give  a  free  pass,  free 
mileage  book,  free  ticket  or  transportation  to  any  State,  dis- 
trict, county,  city  or  town  officer,  or  member  of  the  General 
Assembly,  or  judge,  or  commissioner,  or  school  officer,  in- 
cluding any  legislative,  judicial,  or  executive  officer  of  any 
political  division  of  the  State,  and  any  common  carrier,  or 
public  service  corporations  found  guilty  of  violating  this  act 
shall  be  fined  under  indictment  net  less  than  two  hundred 
($200.00)  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  ($1,000.00) 
dollars  for  each  otfense :  Provided,  that  this  act  shall  not 
prohibit  the  issuing  or  giving  a  free  pass,  free  mileage  book, 
free  ticket  or  transportation  b,y  sucli  common  carrier,  or  pub- 
lic service  corporations,  to  an\^  of  its  employes,  its  officers, 
agents,  surgeons,  jjliysicians,  and  its  attorneys,  and  to  the 
inmates  of  hospitals  and  charitable  and  eleemosynary  ^vork, 
to  indigent,  destitute,  and  homeless  persons,  and  to  such  per- 
sons when  transported  to  charitable  societies  or  hospitals, 
and  the  ]iecessary  agents  emploj^ed  in  such  transportation; 
to  inmates  of  National  Homes  or  State  Homes  for  disabled 
soldiers,  and  of  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Homes,  including 
those  about  to  enter  and  those  returning  after  discharge;  to 
necessary  caretakers  of  live  stock,  poultry,  milk  and  fruit; 
to  employes  on  sleeping  cars,  express  cars,  and  to  linemen; 
to  raihvay  mail  service  employes,  post  office  inspectors,  cus- 
toms inspectors,  and  immigration  inspectors;  to  newsboys 
on  trains,  baggage  agents,  witnesses  attending  any  legal  in- 
vestigation in  which  the  common  carrier,  or  public  sei'vice 
corporations  are  interested,  persons  injured  in  wrecks  and 
physicians  and  nurses  attending  such  persons:  Provided, 
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that  this  provision  shall  not  be  constrned  to  prohibit  the 
interchange  of  passes  for  the  officers,  agents  and  emplo^'es 
of  common  carriers,  or  public  service  corporations ;  nor  to 
prohibit  any  common  carrier  from  carrying  passengers 
free  with  the  object  to  provide  relief  in  cases  of  general  epi- 
demic, pestilence,  or  other  calamitous  visitation. 

§  3.  The  circuit  court  of  any  county  in  which  a  free 
pass,  free  mileage  book,  free  ticket  or  transportation  is  ac- 
cepted or  issued,  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  the  offense.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssemhUj  of  the  Common- 
ivealth  of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  A  trust  or  monopoly  as  used  in  this  act,  unless  a 
contrary  intention  appears,  is  an  association  or  combination 
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of  any  number  of  persons  established  or  organized  prior,  or 
subsequent,  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  either  in  the  State 
of  Kentucky  or  elsewhere,  and  whether  incorporated  or  un- 
incorporated, having  as  its  object,  or  as  one  of  its  objects,  that 
of  fixing,  influencing  or  regulating  the  supply,  demand  or 
price  of  any  goods,  product  or  commodity  in  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  or  elsewhere ;  or  that  of  creating,  or  maintaining, 
a  monopoly  in  Kentucky,  or  elsewhere,  wlietlier  complete  or 
partial,  in  the  supply  or  demand  of  any  goods,  product  or 
commodity. 

§  2.  The  word  person^'  or  '^persons,''  as  used  in  this 
act,  shall  include  natural  persons,  partnership,  associations  of 
persons  and  corpoartions  created,  or  organized,  by,  or  under, 
the  laws  of  this  State,  or  under  the  laws  of  any  other  State  or 
country. 

§  3.  Any  person  who  shall  create,  enter  into,  become  a 
member  of,  or  participate  in,  any  pool,  trust,  agreement,  com- 
bination, confederation  or  understanding  with  any  person 
or  persons,  in  restraint  of  trade  or  competition,  in  the  im- 
portation, transportation,  manufacture,  purchase  or  sale  of 
any  goods,  product  or  commodity  in  this  State,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  conspiracy  in  restraint  of  trade. 

§  4.  Any  person  v;ho  shall  create,  enter  into,  become  a 
member  of,  or  participate  in,  any  pool,  trust,  agreement,  com- 
bination, confederation  or  understanding  with  any  other  per- 
son or  persons  to  regulate,  control  or  fix  the  price  of  any 
article  of  manufacture,  mechanism,  or  part  thereof,  mer- 
chandise or  commodity,  or  to  maintain  such  price  when  so 
regulated  or  fixed,  or  shall  enter  into,  become  a  member  of, 
or  participate  in,  any  pool,  trust,  agreement,  contract,  com- 
bination^ confederation  or  understanding  to  fix  or  limit  the 
amount  of  any  article  of  manufacture,  mechanism,  or  part 
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tbercof,  mercliaiidise,  cominodity,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
conspiracy  in  restraint  of  trade. 

§  5.  Any  two  or  more  persons  engaged  in  buying  or  sell- 
ing any  article  of  commerce,  manufacture,  mechanism,  or  part 
thereof  or  other  commodit}^,  or  who  shall  create,  enter  into, 
become  a  member  of,  or  participate  in,  any  pool,  trust,  agree- 
ment, combination,  confederacy,  association  or  understanding 
to  control  or  limit  the  trade  in  any  such  article  or  thing,  or  to 
limit  competition  in  such  trade  by  refusing  to  buy  from,  or 
sell  to,  any  other  person  any  such  article  or  thing  aforesaid, 
for  the  reason  that  such  other  person  is  not  a  member  of,  or  a 
party  to,  such  pool,  trust,  combination,  confederacy,  associa- 
tion or  understanding,  or  who  shall  boycott,  or  threaten,  any 
person  for  buying  or  selling  any  such  article  or  thing  to  any 
other  person  who  is  not  a  member  of,  or  a  party  to,  such  pool, 
trust,  agreement,  combination,  confederacy,  association  or 
understanding,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  conspiracy  in  re- 
straint of  trade. 

§  6.  All  arrangements,  understandings,  agTeements,  con- 
tracts, combinations  or  promises  made,  or  entered  into,  be- 
tween any  two  or  more  persons,  designed,  or  made,  with  a 
view  to  lessen,  or  which  tend  to  lessen,  lawful  trade,  or  full 
and  free  competition  in  the  importation,  transportation,  manu- 
facture or  sale  in  this  State  of  any  goods,  product,  commodity 
or  article ;  and  all  arrangements,  contracts,  agreements,  com- 
binations, promises,  or  understandings  made,  or  entered  into, 
between  any  two  or  more  persons,  which  are  designed,  or  made, 
with  a  view  to  increase,  or  Avhich  tend  to  increase,  the  market 
price  of  any  product,  commodity,  goods,  or  article,  are  lipreby 
declared  to  be  against  public  policy,  unlawful  and  void,  and 
any  ])erson  or  persons  creating,  entering  into,  becoming  a 
member  of,  or  party  to,  any  such  arrangements,  contracts, 
promises,  agreements,  combinations  or  understandings,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  conspiracy  in  restraint  of  trade. 
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§  7.  Any  corporation  created,  or  organized,  by,  or  under, 
the  laws  of  tliis  State,  Avliicb  sliall  be  guilty  of  any  viobition 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  upon  proper  proof  being 
made  thereof  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  this 
State,  be  dechired  ])y  the  court  to  have  forfeited  its  cor- 
porate rights  and  franchises,  and  the  same  shall  be,  by  tlie 
court,  declared  forfeited,  void  and  of  non-etfect,  and  its  right 
to  transact  business  in  this  State  shall  thereupon  cease  and 
determine,  and  such  court  shall,  by  such  judgment  and  decree, 
also  declare  all,  or  any  part,  of  the  i)roperty  of  such  cor])ora- 
tion  forfeited  unto  the  State;  provided,  however,  that  the 
court  may  in  lieu  of  the  forfeiture  of  its  corporate  rigiits  and 
franchises,  or  in  lieu  of  the  forfeiture  of  all,  or  any  part  of 
the  property  of  such  corporation,  assess  against  it  a  fine  in  any 
sum  not  to  exceed  $10,000,  and  should  a  cor]3oration  contiinie 
to  violate  the  law  after  having  been  adjudged  guilty,  such  con- 
tinuance shall  constitute  a  separate  offense;  and  any  cori)ora- 
tion  created,  or  organized,  by,  or  under,  the  laws  of  au}^  other 
State,  or  country,  which  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  article,  shall,  upon  proper  proof  being  made  thereof  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  this  State,  be  declared 
by  the  court  to  have  forfeited  its  right  and  privilege  there- 
after to  do  any  business  in  this  State,  and  the  same  shall,  by 
the  court,  be  declared  forfeited  and  of  non-effect,  and  it  shall 
thereupon  cease  to  do  business  in  this  State,  and  such  court 
shall,  by  judgment  and  decree,  declare  all,  or  any  part,  of  the 
property  in  this  State  of  such  corjjoration  forfeited  to  the 
State;  provided,  however,  that  the  court  may  in  lieu  of  the 
forfeiture  of  the  right  and  priA'ilege  of  such  corporation  to 
do  business  in  this  State,  or  in  lieu  of  the  forfeiture  of  all,  or 
any  part,  of  the  property  of  such  cor]^oration  assess  against  it 
a  fine  in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  $10,000,  and  should  such  cor- 
poration continue  to  violate  tlie  law  after  having  been  con- 
victed, such  continuance  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense; 
and  in  all  proceedings  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article  against  any  corporation  created  or 
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organized  under  the  laws  of  this,  or  any  other  State  or  country, 
proof  of  the  acts  of  any  person  who  has  been  acting  as  agent 
of  such  corporation  in  transacting  its  business  in  this  State 
in  the  name,  behalf  or  interest  of  such  corporation  shall  be 
received  as  prima  facie  proof  of  the  acts  of  the  corporation 
itself.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  in  which 
judgment  of  forfeiture  shall  be  rendered  as  herein  provided 
for,  to  certify  the  decree  thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and, 
if  it  be  an  insurance  company,  also  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioner, who  shall  take  notice  and  be  governed  thereby  as 
to  the  corporate  powers  and  rights  of  said  corporation,  and  in 
case  any  court  shall  render  a  decree  forfeiting  all,  or  any  part, 
of  the  property  of  any  corporation  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  article,  such  court  shall  appoint  a  receiver  therefor  to 
dispose  of  the  same  in  such  manner  as  the  court  may  direct, 
and  the  net  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  thereof  shall  be 
paid  into  the  State  Treasury  in  the  manner  that  tines  are 
now  so  paid. 

§  8.  Any  person  injured  in  his  business,  or  property,  by 
any  other  person  or  persons  by  reason  of  any  acts  forbidden, 
or  declared  to  be  unlawful  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may 
institute  suit  therefor  in  any  circuit  court  in  this  State,  in 
which  the  defendant  or  defendants,  or  any  of  tliem,  reside,  or 
have  any  officer,  agent  or  representative,  or  in  which  any  such 
defendant  or  any  agent,  officer  or  representative  may  be 
found,  without  regard  to  the  amount  in  controversy,  and  may 
recover  threefold  the  damages  by  him  sustained. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation  to  issue,  or 
to  own,  trust  certificates,  or  for  any  corporation  agent,  officer 
or  employe,  or  the  directors,  or  stockholders  of  any  corpora- 
tion, to  enter  into  any  combination,  contract  or  agreement 
with  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  or 
with  any  stockholder  or  director  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of 
placing  the  management  or  contorl  of  such  corporation,  or 
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of  any  article  manufactured,  produced  or  dealt  in  by  such 
corporation,  in  the  hands  of  any  trustee  or  trustees,  with  the 
intention  to  limit,  or  fix  the  price,  or  lessen  the  production  or 
sale  of  any  article  of  commerce,  use  or  consumption,  or  to  pre- 
vent, restrict  or  diminish  the  manufacture  or  output  of  an\^ 
such  article  or  product,  and  no  corporation  nor  officer  or 
stockholder  of  any  corporation,  shall  own  or  vote  any  stock  of 
any  other  corporation  engaged  in  the  manufacture,  purchase 
or  sale  of  any  article  of  commerce  coming  in  competition  with 
any  article  of  conmierce  manufactured,  bought  or  sold  by  suel) 
other  corporation. 

§  10.  Wlien  the  corporate  rights  or  privileges,  of  any 
corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall  have 
been  declared  forfeited  by  the  judgment  of  a  court  as  herein 
provided,  and  when  the  rights  and  privileges  of  any  cor- 
poration organized  under  the  laws  of  any  other  State,  or 
country  to  do  business  in  this  State,  have  been  declared  for- 
feited by  the  judgment  of  a  court  as  herein  provided,  it  shall 
thereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  corporation  or  associa- 
tion of  persons  to  deal  in,  or  offer  for  sale  in  this  State,  any 
article  of  manufacture,  mechanism  or  part  thereof,  or  mer- 
chandise, conmiodity,  made,  produced,  manufactured  or  dealt 
in,  by  any  corporation  whose  rights,  franchises  or  privileges 
have  been  so  forfeited;  and  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
section  are  hereby  made  applicable  in  all  respects  to  the  suc- 
cessors, or  assigns,  of  any  corporation  whose  rights,  franchises 
or  privileges  have  been  so  forfeited. 

§  11.  In  any  suit  that  is  now  pending,  or  which  may  here- 
after be  brought,  in  which  it  is  charged  that  any  person,  cor- 
poration, partnership  or  association  of  persons  has  created, 
entered  into,  become  a  member  of,  or  participated  in,  any  pool, 
trust,  agreement,  combination,  confederation,  promise  or  un- 
derstanding in  restraint  of  trade  or  competition,  with  any 
other  person,  corporation,  partnership  or  association  of  per- 
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sons,  it  shall  not  he  necessar}^  to  allege  or  plead  the  manner 
in  which,  or  when,  or  where,  such  pool,  trnst,  agreement,  com- 
bination^ confederation  or  understanding  was  made  or  ef- 
fected. 

§  12.  All  courts  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  have 
the  rig  lit  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  com- 
])el  the  production  of  all  books,  correspondence,  or  other 
pai)ers,  showing,  or  tending  to  show  any  violation  of  this 
act,  or  containing  evidence  material  to  the  matter  under  in- 
vestigation, and  such  courts  are  hereby  empowered  to  punish 
for  contempt  any  officer,  agent,  employe,  custodian  or  person 
in  the  possession  of  such  books,  correspondence  or  papers ; 
but  no  person  shall  be  subject  to  prosecution,  or  to  any  action 
for  a  penalty,  or  a  forfeiture  on  account  of  any  transaction, 
matter  or  thing  concerning  which  he  may  testify  or  produce 
books  or  papers. 

§  13.  Any  person,  firm,  company,  association  or  corpora- 
tion, foreign  or  domestic,  doing  business  in  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  engaged  in  the  production,  manufacture  or  dis- 
tribution of  any  commodity  in  general  use,  that  shall,  in- 
tentionally, for  the  purpose  of  destroying  the  business  of  a 
competitor  in  any  locality,  discriminate  between  different 
sections,  communities  or  cities  of  this  State,  by  selling  such 
commodity  at  a  low^er  rate  in  one  section,  community,  or  city 
than  is  charged  for  said  commodity  by  said  party  in  another 
section,  community  or  city,  after  making  due  allowance  for 
ihe  ditference,  if  any,  in  the  grade  or  quality,  and  in  the  actual 
cost  of  transportation  from  the  point  of  production,  if  a  raw 
product^  or  from  the  point  of  manufacture,  if  a  manufactured 
pro."'.;:cl,  shrdl  bo  deemed  guilty  of  unfair  discrimination  which 
is  hereby  prohibited  and  declared  unlawful. 

^  14.  If  complaint  sball  be  made  to  the  Attorney  General 
of  the  State  that  any  corporation,  company  or  association 
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authorized  to  do  business  in  this  State,  is  guilty  of  unfair 
discrimination  as  defined  in  the  preceding  section,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General,  if  the  facts  justify  in  his 
judgment,  to  institute  proceedings  against  such  corporation  to 
jiave  its  right  or  privilege  to  do  business  in  this  State  forfeitcnl. 

§  15.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  in  this 
<ict,  or  who  shall  do  any  act  prohibited,  or  declared  unhnvful 
herein,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  ui)on 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  to  exceed 
$5,000,  except  where  a  different  penalty  is  provided  in  this 
act,  or  the  penalty  herein  prescribed  may  be  recovered  by 
penal  action  instituted  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  under  the  pro^'isions 
of  this  act. 

§  16.  Any  prosecution,  or  penal  action  provided  for  in 
this  act,  or  under  the  laws  of  this  State  for  offenses  mentioned 
in  this  act,  may  be  instituted  in  the  Franklin  Circuit  Court, 
and  junsdiction  to  try  all  such  prosecutions,  or  actions,  is 
hereby  vested  in  the  Franklin  Circuit  Court,  and  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General  to  institute  such  pros- 
ecutions, or  penal  actions,  in  said  court  and  prosecute  same 
for  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  but  the  jurisdiction  thus 
placed  in  the  Franklin  Circuit  Court  shall  not  be  exclusive, 
and  any  such  prosecution,  or  action,  may  be  instituted  in  any 
circuit  court  in  this  State  where  the  offense  or  violation  of 
this  act  may  have  been  committed,  and  if  such  prosecution  is 
instituted  in  any  circuit  court  other  than  the  Franklin  Circuit 
Court,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commonwealth's  Attorney  to 
prosecute  such  offenses  in  the  same  manner  that  he  is  now  re- 
quired to  prosecute  other  offenses  for  the  violation  of  the 
laws  of  this  State. 

§  17.  The  several  circuit  courts  of  this  State  are  hereby 
invested  with  the  jurisdiction  to  prevent  and  restrain  any 
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person  or  persons,  corporation,  partnership  or  association  of 
individuals,  from  entering  into  any  combination,  pool,  agTee- 
jnent,  in  the  form  of  trusts,  confederation,  conspiracy,  promise 
or  understanding-,  declared  illegal  by  this  act,  or  any  other 
law  in  this  State  relative  to  pools,  trusts,  conspiracies,  and  un- 
lawful combinations,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney 
General,  and  of  the  Commonwealth's  Attorneys  to  institute 
proceedings  in  equity  to  prevent  and  restrain  all  violations  of 
this  act,  and  of  any  other  law  concerning  pools,  trusts,  con- 
spiracies, and  unlawful  combinations,  and  the  Franklin  Circuit 
Court  is  hereby  invested  with  the  jurisdiction  to  hear  and 
determine  any  injunction  proceeding  that  may  be  instituted 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  such  injunction 
proceeding  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  Civil 
Code  of  Practice,  and  the  court  may,  at  any  time,  make  such 
temporary  restraining  order  as  may  be  deemed  just  in  the 
premises. 

§  18.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General 
to  investigate  violations  of  this  act,  and  to  bring  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth's  Attorneys  throughout  the  State 
any  violaion  of  this  act,  and  it  is  further  made  the  duty  of 
the  Attorney  General,  when  he  deems  it  of  sufficient  import- 
ance to  institute  suit  in  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the 
Franklin  Circuit  Court,  or  to  institute  prosecutions  to  prevent 
the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  19.  The  passage  of  this  act  shall  not  have  the  effect 
to  release  or  extinguish  any  penalty,  forfeiture  or  liability 
incurred  by  any  corporation  on  account  of  the  violation  of 
any  law  of  this  State  prior  to  the  taking  etfect  of  this  act. 

§  20.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  aj:)ply  to  any 
organization  or  association  having  no  capital  stock,  and  not 
engaged  in  the  business  of  buying,  selling,  dealing  in,  manu- 
facturing or  producing  any  article  of  commerce  or  commodity. 
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§  21.  Any  officer,  stockholder  or  other  person  interested 
in  any  corporation,  association  or  company  mentioned  in  this 
act  who  shall  aid  or  assist  in  the  violation  of  this  act  shall  he 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  npon  conviction  shall 
fined  not  to  exceed  $10,000  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one 
year,  or  both  so  fined  and  imprisoned. 

Mr.  Cary  offered  the  following  amendment  to  said  bill, 

viz. : 

Amend  section  17  by  adding  after  the  word  Common- 
wealth's'^  in  the  8th  line  thereof  the  words  '^and  county." 

Amend  said  section  17  further  by  striking  out  the  word 
Franklin"  in  the  eleventh  line  thereof  and  by  adding  after 
the  word  ''court"  in  the  eleventh  line  thereof  the  words  ''of 
any  county  in  which  the  offense  is  committed." 

Said  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Cary  offered  the  following  amendment  to  said  bill, 

viz. : 

Strike  out  section  20  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof : 

"The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  organ- 
ization or  association  having  no  capital  stock  or  not  engaged 
in  tlie  business  of  making,  manufacturing  or  transporting  any 
article  or  commodity. ' ' 

Said  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Cary  offered  the  following  amendment  to  said  bill, 

viz. : 

Amend  by  striking  out  section  16,  on  jjage  8,  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof: 
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•'It  is  liereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General 
and  of  the  Commonwealth  Attorney  in  the  districts  in  whicli 
such  offenses  shall  have  been  committed,  to  institute  prosecu- 
tions or  penal  actions  in  all  courts  having  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, and,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commonwealth  Attorney 
and  county  attorney  in  such  districts  to  prosecute  such  of- 
fenses in  tlie  same  manner  as  they  are  now  required  by  law  to 
prosecute  other  offenses  for  the  violations  of  the  laws  of  this 
State." 

Said  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

Ordered  that  said  bill  as  amended  be  engrossed  and  read 
the  third  time. 

The  provision  of  the  Constitution  as  to  the  third  reading 
of  said  bill  at  length  being  dispensed  with,  and  the  same  being- 
engrossed,  it  was  read  the  third  time  by  its  title,  and  passed.

Said  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Minor  offered  the  following  resolution,  viz. : 

Wliei'eas,  it  is  the  desire  of  the  members  of  the  present 
House  of  Representatives  to  save  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  any  and  all  mouey  that  it  is  within  their  power  to 
control,  and  to  see  the  various  departments  of  the  State  con- 
ducted along  as  conservative  lines  as  possible  to  insure  the 
efficiency  required  of  same;  and, 


Whereas,  it  is  obvious  to  the  members  of  this  House 
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that  a  great  sum  of  money  is  annually  expended  for  tlie  pub- 
lication of  reports  of  the  various  dej^artments  of  this  Com- 
monwealth; therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Rep  resent  oMves  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

That  the  Speaker  of  this  House  appoint  a  committee  of 
three  to  confer  with  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Printing 
and  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  and  ascertain  the  an- 
nual cost  to  the  State  for  the  publication  of  the  reports  of 
the  various  departments  of  this  State,  and  any  and  all  in- 
formation relating  thereto  as  such  committee  deems  should 
be  known  to  this  House,  and  wdiich  shall  be  reported  to  the 
House  by  said  committee  as  soon  as  such  information  can  be 
obtained. 

Said  resolution  was  adopted. 

In  accordance  wdth  the  aforesaid  resolution  the  Speaker 
appointed  the  following  committee,  viz. : 

Messrs.  Minor,  Snider  and  Cummins. 

Mr.  Nichols  called  up  from  the  clerk's  desk  for  con- 
sideration a  resolution  of  the  following  title,  viz. :

ing said  contest  Allen  expended  and  incurred  indebtedness 
for  the  following  amounts  on  the  folloAving  accounts,  to-wit:

quired  and  attending  the  taking  of  depositions  and  the  hear-

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AVhoreas,  it  appears  that  the  sum  of  $250.00  would  be 
and  is  a  reasonable  fee  for  compensation  for  the  services  of

H.  B.  35.  An  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  61  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

Said  bill  having  been  read  the  first  time  at  length  the 
same  was  ordered  to  be  placed  in  the  calendar.

An  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  subsections 
5  and  14  of  section  4421a,  Kentucky  Statutes,  edition  1915, 
which  are  sections  5  and  14  of  the  law  enacted  in  1914,  known 
as  the  State  Text  Book  Commission  Law. 

Mr.  Duncan  moved  that  said  House  Bill  147,  which  was 
made  the  special  order  for  this  hour,  be  recommitted  to  the 
Committee  on  Education  with  leave  to  report  at  any  time.

The  House  took  up  for  consideration,  which  is  the 
special  order  of  the  day  at  this  hour,  a  bill  entitled,  viz. : 

H.  B.  135.  An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ^^An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Kentucky  Confederate  Home  and  provide 
for  the  maintenance  thereof,^'  approved  March  27th,  1902; 
amended  March  26t]i,  1904,  March  21st,  1906,  March  19th, 
1910,  and  March  18th,  1912. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows: 

Whereas,  heretofore  at  the  regmlar  session  of  1914, 
House  Bill  No.  -1:40  was  inlroduced,  passed  by  the  House  and 
Senate  unanimously,  signed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House, 
but  the  signature  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  was  not  at- 
tached to  said  bill,  the  same  having  been  mislaid,  and  there- 
fore it  failed  of  enactment,  and  which  bill  provided  that  for  a 
period  of  four  years  there  should  be  a  fixed  appropriation 
of  thirty-five  hundred  ($3,500.00)  dollars  monthly,  to  be  in 
lieu  for  that  period  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars 
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($175.00)  per  capita,  allowed  for  the  Sriipport  of  the  inmates 
of  the  Confederate  Home.  Now,  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky : 

1,  Whereas,  heretofore  the  appropriations  for  the 
Kentucky  Confederate  Home  have  averaged  the  sum  of 
$10,431.00  per  quarter;  and. 

Whereas,  the  average  age  of  the  persons  now  inmates 
of  the  Kentucky  Home  is  seventy-seven  years  and  six  moiiths 
and  increasing  infirmities  of  the  said  inmates,  who,  in  large 
numbers,  are  now  in  the  infirmary,  makes  it  necessary  to 
h^ive  a  fixed  income,  instead  of  a  per  capita,  for  the  period 
above  named. 

Therefore,  Be  it  enacted,  that  for  a  period  of  four  years, 
commencing  February  1,  1916,  there  is  hereby  appropriated 
for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  Kentucky  Confeder- 
ate Home,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  ($3,500.00) 
dollars  per  month ;  and  the  Auditor  of  the  State  of  Kentucky 
is  hereb}^  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky,  on  the  first  of  every  month,  in  favor 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Kentucky  Confederate  Home,  for 
said  sum  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500.00) 
and  which  is  to  be  used  and  set  apart  for  the  clothing,  feed- 
ing, maintenance,  nursing,  payment  of  physicians  and  sur- 
geons of  the  inmates,  and  operation  of  said  Confederate 
Home;  and  which  is  to  be  in  lieu,  for  the  period  of  four 
years,  of  the  per  capita  of  $175.00  heretofore  provided  for 
each  inmate  of  the  Kentucky  Confederate  Home.  The  ac- 
counts embracing  the  expenditure  of  said  funds  so  appro- 
priated are  to  be  subject  to  the  law^s  governing  the  operation 
of  State  institutions.

Tlie  constitutional  provision  as  to  the  third  reading  of 
said  bill  at  length  being  dispensed  with,  said  bill  was  read 
the  third  time  by  its  title,  and,  as  amended,  was  passed.

Mr.  Crowe  moved  that  the  vote  by  which  said  bill  was 
passed  be  reconsidered  and  that  said  motion  lie  on  the  table. 

Said  motion  was  agreed  to. 
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Mr.  Nichols  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  that 
Senate  Resolution  11  be  taken  from  the  calendar  and  adopted 
by  this  House. 

Said  motion  to  take  up  for  consideration  said  Senate 
Resolution  11,  was  agreed  to. 

Said  resolution  reads  as  follows,  viz. : 

Whereas,  there  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  numerous  bills  for  the  appropriation  of 
money  to  the  various  charitable  institutions  of  the  State; 
and. 

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Control  have  been  sued  and  are 
now  threatened  with  indictment  by  the  grand  jury  for  the 
pollution  of  streams  from  the  sewerage  system  at  the  Central 
Hospital  for  the  Insane;  and, 

Whereas,  the  grand  jury  of  Fayette  county  has  threats 
ened  to  indict  said  board  for  the  unsanitary  and  crowded 
conditions  of  the  negro  ward  at  the  Eastern  Hospital  for  the 
Insane ; 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  that  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
from  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  instructed  to  visit  the  charitable  institutions  of 
the  State  that  have  asked  for  appropriations,  to  make  such 
investigations  and  inquir}'  as  will  enable  them  to  determine 
what  amount  or  amounts,  if  any,  this  General  Assembly 
should  appropriate  to  the  different  institutions. 

Mr.  Radcliffe  moved  to  lay  said  resolution  on  the  table. 

Said  motion  was  agreed  to.

Mr.  Murphy  of  the  Committee  on  Enrollments  reported 
that  they  had  examined  and  found  correctly  enrolled  a  bill 
of  the  following  title,  viz. : 

S.  B.  17.  An  act  to  make  it  unlawful  for  any  common 
carrier  of  passengers  in  this  State  to  issue  or  give,  and  for 
any  person  to  accept  and  use,  except  as  provided  in  this  act, 
any  free  pass  or  free  transportation;  and  requiring  such 
carriers  to  file  verified  statements  of  free  passes  or  free 
transportations  issued,  in  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General 
and  prescribing  penalties  for  violations  of  its  provisions. 

Whereupon  all  other  business  was  suspended,  said  bill 
was  read  at  length,  and  compared  in  open  house,  and  was 
found  to  be  correctly  enrolled.  Thereupon,  the  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  open  session  in  the  presence 
of  the  House  affixed  his  signature  to  said  bill. 

Ordered  that  the  enrolling  clerk  deliver  the  original  and 
enrolled  bill  which  originated  in  the  Senate  to  the  Senate. 

The  House  took  up  for  consideration  from  the  orders 
of  the  day  a  bill  entitled: 

H.  B.  20.  An  act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  veterinary 
medicine,  surgery  and  dentistry  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  to 
license  non-graduate  veterinarians,  to  establish  a  State 
Board  of  Veterinary  Medical  Examiners  and  to  provide  pen- 
alties for  violating  the  provisions  thereof. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
ivealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  The  Governor  shall  appoint  a  board  of  examiners 
within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  be  known 
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as  the  State  Board  of  Veterinary  Examiners,  said  board  to_ 
consist  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Labor  and  Sta- 
tistics, who  shall  be  chairman,  and  four  members,  who  shall 
be  persons  of  recognized  professional  ability  and  honor  in 
the  veterinary  profession  in  this  State,  and  graduates  of  a 
school  of  veterinary  medicine,  surgej'}^  or  dentistry  recog- 
nized by  the  American  Veterinar}^  Medical  Association,  and 
who  shall  have  practiced  veterinary  medicine,  surgery  or 
dentistry  for  at  least  five  years  immediately  preceding  such 
appointment.  The  term  of  office  of  the  members  sliall  begin 
on  the  first  Monday  of  July  in  the  3^ear  1916,  and  the}^  shall 
hold  office  as  follows :  One  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years^ 
one  for  three  3^ears  and  one  for  four  years,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed.  The  Governor  shall  appoint  annually 
thereafter,  before  the  first  day  of  June,  beginning  with  the 
year  1917,  one  veterinarian  qualified  as  aforesaid,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  four  years  from  the  first  day  of  July  next  en- 
suing, and  the  Governor  shall  fill  any  vacancies  that  may 
occur.  Any  member  of  said  board  may  be  removed  from 
office  for  cause  by  the  Governor.  Each  member  of  the  board 
shall  receive  five  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of  service 
actually  given  in  carrying  out  his  duties  under  this  act,  in 
addition  to  his  necessary  traveling  and  contingent  expenses 
incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  board ;  but,  if 
revenue  received  from  licenses  does  not  pay  all  expenses^ 
this  board  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

§  2.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  hold  their  first 
meeting  on  the  first  Monday  in  July,  1916,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  possible  at  such  hour  and  place  as  they  shall  deter- 
mine, and  they  shall  immediately  proceed  to  organize  by 
electing  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  the  last  two 
offices,  namel}",  secretary  and  treasurer,  to  be  held  by  one 
person  if  desirable.  Said  officers  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  they  were 
appointed  upon  the  board,  and  at  that  time  the  board  shall 
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hold  a  meeting  for  electing-  a  successor.  Said  board  shall  hold 
a  regular  meeting  for  giving  examinations  under  this  act  on 
the  last  Monday  in  August  of  each  year  commencing  August, 
1916,  and  such  additional  meetings  for  examinations  as  they 
may  deem  necessary.  All  meetings  shall  be  held  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  board  may  see  fit,  and  it  shall  give  due 
notice  thereof  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may 
determine.  Said  board  shall  have  a  common  seal,  and  its 
president  be  empowered  to  issue  subpoenas  and  administer 
oaths  in  any  matter  pertaining  to  its  duties;  it  shall  make 
and  adopt  all  necessary  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  not 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States,  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  3.  Said  board  shall  notify  all  persons  practicing  vet- 
erinary medicine,' surgery  or  dentistry  in  this  Commonwealth 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  publishing  the  same  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  every  person 
who  is  a  graduate  of  a  school  of  veterinary  medicine,  surgery 
or  dentistry  recognized  by  said  board,  and  also  every  person 
who  has  been  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine,  surgery 
or  dentistry  in  this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  of  three  years 
next  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall,  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  of  ten  dollars,  be  entitled  to  a  license,  and  said 
board  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate  thereof  signed  by  its 
IDresident  and  secretary  and  attested  by  its  seal,  which  cer- 
tificate he  shall  have  registered,  as  provided  for  in  section 
7.  Registration  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
cease  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  1917.  All  ap- 
plications for  license  under  this  act  shall  be  made  upon 
blanks  furnished  by  the  board,  and  shall  be  signed  and 
sworn  to  by  the  applicant. 

§  4.  Any  person  not  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  license 
as  aforesaid  in  section  3,  or  any  person  who  shall  hereafter 
wish  to  practice  veterinary  medicine,  surger}^  or  dentistry  in 
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this  State,  if  he  gives  satisfactory  evidence  to  the  board 
that  he  is  a  graduate  of  some  reputable  school  of  veterinary- 
medicine,  surgery  or  dentistry,  and  that  he  is  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  shall,  upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  ten  dollars  and 
satisfactory  proof  of  good  moral  character,  be  entitled  to 
practice  veterinary  medicine,  surgery  or  dentistry^,  upon 
presenting  his  diploma,  which  must  be  one  recogTiized  by 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States,  and 
paying  the  license  fee  of  ten  dollars,  or  shall  be  entitled  to 
an  examination  as  hereinafter  provided  for.  If  such  person 
passes  said  examination  satisfactorily  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  license  and  the  board  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate  of 
license  signed  by  its  president  and  secretary,  and  attested  by 
its  seal.  Any  person  who  fails  to  pass  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation and  is  therefore  refused  a  certificate  of  license,  may 
be  re-examined  at  any  meeting  of  the  board  within  two 
years  of  the  time  of  such  refusal  without  additional  fee,  and 
thereafter  may  be  examined  at  any  meeting  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  of  five  dollars  for  such  examination. 

§  5.  Examination  hereinabove  provided  for  shall  be 
held  by  the  board  upon  the  following  subjects:  Anatomy, 
surgery,  dentistry,  physiology,  obstetrics,  pathology,  bacter- 
iology, diagnosis  and  practice,  therapeutics  and  mateiia  med- 
ica,  hygiene,  meat  and  milk  inspection.  These  examinations 
shall  be  conducted  in  writing  and  in  such  manner  that  the 
results  shall  be  entirely  fair  and  impartial,  the  applicants 
being  known  by  numbers  so  that  no  member  of  the  board 
shall  be  able  to  identify  the  papers  of  any  applicant  until 
they  have  been  graded  and  the  case  passed  upon,  and  all 
questions  and  answers  with  the  grade  attached  shall  be  pre- 
served for  one  year.  All  applicants  examined  at  any  one 
time  shall  have  the  same  questions  asked  them,  and  shall  be 
required  to  make  an  average  grade  of  60  with  a  minimum 
of  50  in  any  one  branch.  No  member  of  the  board  shall  be 
a  stockholder  or  member  of  the  faculty  or  board  of  trustees 
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of  any  veterinary  collei>'e  of  medicine,  surgery  or  dentistry, 
leading  to  degree  in  same. 

§  6.  Tlie  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  which  book  shall 
be  open  for  inspection,  and  shall  record  the  name  of  each  ap- 
l^licant,  the  time  of  granting  a  certificate  of  license,  the 
names  of  the  members  of  the  board  present,  and  where  a 
certificate  of  license  is  denied  by  the  board  to  any  applicant 
under  authority  of  this  act,  the  fact  and  ground  of  such  de- 
nial shall  be  entered  in  the  minutes  of  the  board  and  shall  be 
communicated  in  writing  to  such  applicant. 

§  7.  Every  person  receiving  a  certificate  of  license 
from  the  board  shall  forthwith  have  it  recorded  in  the  office 
of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he  makes  his 
residence,  and  the  date  of  such  recording  shall  be  endorsed 
thereon;  and  said  certificate  of  license  when  so  recorded 
shall  not  be  collaterally  questioned  in  any  legal  proceedings. 
Until  the  certificate  of  license  is  recorded,  the  holder  shall 
not  exercise  any  of  the  rights  or  privileges  therein  con- 
ferred; and  in  case  said  certificate  is  not  recorded  within 
three  months  from  the  date  of  its  issuance  it  shall  become  in- 
valid, but  the  two  provisions  of  this  sentence  shall  not  apply 
to  those  receiving  certificates  under  section  3.  The  clerk 
shall  be  paid  fifty  cents  for  recording  each  certificate  and 
making  the  report  thereof,  provided  for  in  section  8.  Any 
registered  veterinarian  moving  his  residence  from  one 
county  in  this  State  to  another  in  order  to  practice  veter- 
inary medicine,  surgery  or  dentistry,  shall  in  like  manner 
record  the  certificate  of  license  in  the  county  to  which  he  re- 
moves, and  the  holder  of  the  certificate  shall  pay  to  the 
county  clerk  the  usual  fee  for  so  doing.  Practitioners  who 
liave  registered  in  the  county  in  which  they  ]-eside  may  go 
from  this  county  to  another  on  professional  business  with- 
out being  required  to  register. 
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§  8.  Q'lie  county  court  clerk  of  each  county  shall  keep 
in  a  book  xjrovicled  for  tliat  purpose  a  complete  list  of  the 
certificates  of  license  recorded  by  him,  together  with  the 
date  of  each  and  the  date  of  recording.  If  the  certificate  of 
license  was  issued  after  examination  and  not  under  section 
3,  the  said  county  clerk  shall  further  record  the  name  of  the 
veterinary  college  which  conferred  tlie  diploma  on  which  the 
certificate  is  based,  and  the  date  when  conferred;  and  in  any 
case  the  clei'k  shall  hereafter,  beginning  with  the  last  Mon- 
day in  August,  1916,  and  regularly  at  the  expiration  of  every 
six  months  thereafter,  report  to  the  secretary  of  said  board 
a  list  of  all  who  have  registered,  for  which  service  the  orig- 
inal recording  fee  sliall  be  adequate  compensation. 

§  9.  The  fees  received  for  exainination  and  issuing 
certificates  of  license  shall  be  paid  yearly  by  the  board  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Labor  and  Statistics,  to  be 
used  for  the  benefit  of  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State, 
after  deducting  the  following  items : 

1.  The  fees  and  personal  expenses  of  the  board,  men- 
tioned in  section  1. 

2.  The  actual  expenses  of  the  board  incident  to  provid- 
ing a  meeting  place,  stationer}^,  etc.,  issuing  certificates, 
keeping  records  and  otherwise  fulfilling  the  duties  imposed 
by  this  act. 

3.  The  additional  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  be 
held  by  said  board  as  a  sinking  fund  to  meet  any  deficiency 
that  may  arise  the  ensuing  year;  provided,  however,  that  if 
at  the  end  of  any  year  there  is  a  balance  in  said  sinking 
fund,  only  so  much  should  be  held  back  for  such  fund  as 
shall  increase  said  balance  to  one  hundred  dollars. 

vSubsection  I.    The  secretary  of  said  board  shall  render 
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an  annual  statement  of  said  expenses,  with  voncliers  at- 
tached, to  the  Commissioner  of  Agricnlture,  Labor  and  Sta- 
tistics, who  shall  have  the  poAver  to  have  the  books  of  same 
examined  at  any  time. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  nnlawfnl  after  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
nary,  1917,  for  any  person  to  practice  veterinary  medicine, 
surgery  or  dentistry  or  any  branch  thereof  in  this  Common- 
wealth if  he  does  not  hold  a  certificate  or  license  issued  by 
said  board  and  registered  as  required  herein. 

§  11.  Any  person  not  licensed  and  registered  as  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  who  shall  practice  veterinary  medicine, 
surgery,  or  dentistry  or  any  branch  thereof  in  this  Common- 
wealth, shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  two  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 

§  12.  The  grand  jury  in  each  county  in  this  State  shall 
be  given  inquisitorial  power  over  all  offenses  against,  or  vio- 
lations of,  this  act,  and  it  shall  be  the  dut}^  of  the  board  or 
any  member  thereof  to  report  any  violations  of  this  act  to 
the  proper  authorities. 

§  13.    The  board  may  refuse  to  issue  the  certificate  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act  for  any  of  the  following  causes : 

1.  The  presentation  to  the  l)oard  of  an.y  license,  certifi- 
cate or  diploma  wliich  was  illegally  or  fraudulently  obtainejl 
or  the  practice  of  fraud  or  deception  in  passing  examination. 

/ 

2.  Habitual  drunkenness. 

3.  Or  other  grossly  unprofessional  or  dishonorable 
conduct  of  a  character  likelv  to  deceive  or  defraud  the  pnb- 
lic. 
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Tlie  board  may  suspend  or  revoke  a  certificate  for  any 
of  the  causes  for  whicli  it  may  refuse  to  grant  the  license 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

In  all  proceedings  for  suspension  or  revocation  under 
this  act,  the  holder  of  the  certificate  shall  be  furnished  with 
a  copy  of  the  complaint  and  shall  be  given  at  least  thirty 
days  thereafter  to  prepare  for  hearing;  he  shall  be  heard 
in  person,  or  by  counsel,  or  both,  as  he  may  elect,  and  in 
such  hearing  and  in  all  matters  arising  in  the  course  of  their 
duties,  the  president  and  secretary  shall  have  the  authority 
to  administer  oaths,  and  in  such  hearing  the  board  may 
take  oral  or  vrritten  proof  for  and  against  the  holder  of  the 
certificate,  as  it  may  deem  will  best  present  the  facts.  In  all 
cases  of  refusal,  suspension  or  revocation,  the  applicant  or 
holder  may  appeal  to  the  Governor,  who  may  affirm  or  over- 
rule the  decision  of  the  board.  Upon  the  suspension  or  re- 
vocation of  any  certificate  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to 
give  ofiicial  notice  of  such  action  under  seal  to  the  county 
clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  holder  is  registered,  and 
such  name  shall  be  marked  as  suspended  for  the  period  in- 
dicated, or  stricken  from  the  register  in  accordance  with 
such  notice,  and  if  such  holder  shall  continue  the  practice  he 
shall  thereupon  be  subject  to  the  penalties  provided  for  in 
this  law. 

§  14.  Any  person  shall  be  regarded  as  practicing  veter- 
inary medicine,  surgery  or  dentistry  within  the  meaning  of 
this  act  who  professes  publicly  to  be  a  doctor  of  veterinary 
.  medicine,  surgeon  or  dentist,  respectively,  or  who  appends  to 
his  name  any  initials  or  title  implying  qualifications  to  prac- 
tice or  who  shall  treat,  operate  on  or  prescribe  for  any  phy- 
sical ailment,  or  any  physical  injury  to,  or  deformity  of,  any 
domestic  animal,  for  which  he  shall  receive  any  compensa- 
tion, either  directly  or  indirectly.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall 
apply  to  persons  gratuitously  treating  animals  in  cases  of 
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eiiiorgcncy;  proviciirig  tlioy  do  not  represent  themselves  to 
be  veterinarians  or  nse  any  title  or  degree  appertaining  to 
the  practice  thereof.  And  nothing  in  this  act  shall  interfere 
with  or  prevent  persons  in  rural  districts,  or  small  towns, 
where  the  services  of  a  registered  veterinarian  are  not  ob- 
tainable, from  treating,  operating  upon  or  prescribing  for 
domestic  animals  and  charging  for  same,  but  said  last  named 
persons  shall  not  be  allowed  to  thus  treat,  operate  upon  or 
prescribe  for  any  domestic  animal  until  they  have  first  ob- 
tained the  written  consent  of  said  Board  of  Veterinary  Med- 
ical Examiners,  and  said  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  those 
to  whom  they  give  such  consent. 

§  15.  It  is  further  provided  that  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  prevent  or  interfere  with  students  practicing  under 
preceptors  from  the  end  of  one  college  session  to  the  begin- 
ning of  the  college  session  next  following. 

§  16.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  inter- 
fere with  or  punish  non-graduate  veterinarians  as  provided 
for  in  section  3,  or  veterinarians  in  the  United  States  army 
or  in  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  or  State 
Live  Stock  Commissioner  or  his  assistants  or  deputies  while 
so  commissioned,  or  any  lawfully  qualified  veterinarian  re- 
siding in  other  States  or  counties  meeting  registered  veter- 
inarians of  tliis  State  in  consultation,  or  any  veterinarian 
residing  in  the  border  of  a  neighboring  State,  and  duly 
authorized  under  the  laws  thereof  to  practice  veterinary 
medicine,  surgery  or  dentistrv  therein,  whose  practice  ex- 
tends into  the  limits  of  this  State;  provided  that  such  prac- 
titioner shall  not  open  any  office  or  appoint  a  place  to  meet 
patients  within  the  limits  of  Kentucky. 

§  17.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  in  ac-

§  1.  xVll  places  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  manu- 
factured, sold,  bartered  or  given  away  in  violation  of  law, 
or  where  persons  are  permitted  to  resort  for  the  purpose  of 
drinking  intoxicating  liquors,  as  a  beverage,  or  where  in- 
toxicating liquors  are  kept  for  sale,  barter  or  delivery  in 
violation  of  law,  or  where  such  place  is  kept  open  on  pro- 
hibited days,  all  intoxicating  liquors,  bottles,  glasses,  kegs, 
pumps,  bars  and  other  property  kept  in  and  used  in  main- 
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taining  sucli  a  i)lacc  are  hereby  declared  to  be  common  nuis- 
ances; and  every  person  who  maintains  or  assists  in  main- 
taining such  common  nuisance  shall  l)e  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  and  imprisoned  in  the  county 
jail  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  six  months  for 
each  offense. 

§  2.  The  Attorney  General,  Commonwealth's  Attorney 
or  the  Count}^  Attorney  of  the  county  where  any  common 
nuisance  as  is  defined  in  section  1  hereof  exists,  or  is  kept, 
or  is  maintained,  shall  upon  the  presentation  of  the  affidavit 
of  three  credible  citizens  that  such  nuisance  exists  institute  an 
action  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  to  abate 
and  perpetually  enjoin  the  said  common  nuisance.  The  injunc- 
tion shall  be  granted  at  the  commencement  of  the  action  and 
no  bond  shall  be  required.  A  court  of  equity  shall  have 
jurisdiction  to  try  and  hear  such  action.  Any  individual, 
company,  corporation,  partnership  or  association  violating 
the  terms  of  any  injunction  granted  shall  be  punished  for 
contempt  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  law,  and 
a  change  of  venue  for  the  trial  of  such  contempt  charge,  may 
be  had  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  or  the  person 
charged  as  is  now  provided  by  law. 

§  3.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed.

§  1.  Any  license  heretofore  or  hereafter  granted  to 
any  individual,  firm,  partnership,  corporation  or  association 
in  this  State  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or 
other  intoxicating  liquors  by  any  authority  in  this  State,  shall 
forfeit  same  for  the  violation  of  any  law  of  this  State  regu-

and  cancelled.

That  there  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gover- 
nor of  this  State  a  commission  consisting  of  tive  (5)  persons, 
to  be  selected  by  the  Governor,  to  investigate  the  conditions 
as  to  feeble-mindedness  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  State 
of  Kentucky. 

Section  2.  Said  commission  shall  be  authorized  and 
empowered  to  do  any  and  all  things  to  make  a  full  and  com- 
plete investigation  as  to  the  number  of  feeble-minded  per- 
sons in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  the  causes  of  feeble-minded- 
ness ;  the  cost  to  the  Commonwealth  and  to  the  various  divis- 
ions thereof  of  maintaining  such  feeble-minded  persons;  the 
effect  of  the  marriage  of  feeble-minded  persons  and  other  de- 
fectives and  delinquents  upon  the  problem  of  feeble-minded- 
ness, and  the  means  which  should  be  taken  to  lessen  the 
seriousness  of  the  problem  of  feeble-mindedness  in  this 
State.  Said  commission  shall  have  authority  to  employ,  if 
necessary,  an  investigator  to  assist  said  commission  in  said 
Avork,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  Governor  not  later 
than  June  1,  1917,  stating  its  finding  of  facts  and  making 
recommendations  of  such  legislation  or  other  means  of  les- 
sening the  problem  of  feeble-mindechiess  in  this  State  as 
sliall  be  wise  in  the  judgment  of  said  commission.  Upon  the 
making  of  said  report  the  existence  of  said  connnission  shall 
terminate. 

Section  3.  No  expense  incurred  by  said  commission  in 
conducting  said  investigation  and  making  said  re]3ort  (in-

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky: 

That  before  granting  any  original  administration  upon 
estates  of  deceased  persons,  whether  testate  or  intestate,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  to  require  the  afhdavit 
of  the  applicant  for  such  administration,  or  of  some  other 
creditable  person  showing  the  date  of  the  deatli  of  the  de- 
cedent, and  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  heirs 
and  husband  or  wife,  if  any  of  such  decedent,  as  far  as  known 
to  affiant,  stating  tlie  relationship  of  such  heirs  to  sucli  de- 
cedent, and  if  all  such  matters  are  not  known  to  such  affiant 
or  satisfactoril}'^  shown  by  such  affidavit,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  judge  to  require  such  information,  to  which  end  he 
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may  cause  witnesses  to  be  summoned  and  their  testimony  to 
be  reduced  to  writing,  either  as  an  affidavit  or  by  questions 
and  answers. 

The  said  affidavits  and  written  testimony  shall  be  filed 
and  preserved  by  the  clerk  of  said  court,  and  an  order  shall 
be  entered  upon  the  order  book  of  said  court,  stating  the  find- 
ing of  the  court  as  to  such  matters. 

Such  orders  of  the  court,  declaring  such  heirship,  shall 
be  deemed  and  taken  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  same. 

In  all  other  cases,  where  it  may  be  desired  to  have  such 
adjudication  as  to  heirship,  the  county  court  of  the  county 
of  the  residence  of  a  deceased  owner  of  real  estate,  or  if  he 
died  a  non-resident,  the  court  of  the  county  in  which  any  of 
such  real  estate  is  situated  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  so  de- 
clare the  heirship  of  such  deceased  person  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  any  of  such  heirs  or  those  claiming  under  them,  upon 
such  notice  given  to  all  whom  it  may  concern,  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  court  may  direct. 

Ordered  that  said  bill  be  read  the  third  time. 

The  Constitutional  provision  as  to  the  third  reading  of 
said  bill  at  length  being  dispensed  with,  said  bill  was  read  the 
third  time  by  its  title,  and  passed.

Said  motion  was  agreed  to. 

The  House  took  up  for  consideration  from  the  orders  of 
the  day  a  bill  entitled: 
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H.  B.  114.  An  act  to  repeal  the  charter  of  the  town  of 
Flat  Gap,  in  Johnson  county. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky : 

That  section  5,  chapter  113,  of  an  act  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  entitled  "An  act 
to  provide  for  inspection  of  schools  and  school  funds  of  the 
State  and  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation,'^ be  repealed  and  that  the  following  be  and  the  same 
is  enacted  in  lieu  thereof : 

'^When  he  or  his  assistants  shall  find  any  mismanage- 
ment, misconduct,  violation  of  law  or  wrongful  or  improi)er 
use  of  any  State,  county,  city  or  district  school  fund,  or  neg- 
lect in  the  performance  of  duty  on  the  part  of  any  school  offi- 
cial, he  shall  report  any  and  all  such  violations  of  the  school 
laws,  to  the  County  Attorney  or  Commonwealth's  Attorney 
in  the  county  or  in  the  district  where  such  violation  occurs, 
and  shall  request  them  to  assist  in  the  indictment,  prosecu- 
tion and  conviction  of  the  accused,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty 
so  to  do.  In  addition,  when  he  shall  find  any  misappropria- 
tion, wrongful  use,  or  a  failure  to  properly  collect  or  account 
for  any  school  fund  belonging  to  the  State,  county,  city  or 
school  district,  he  shall  have  authority  to  file  suit  in  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  for  the  recovery  of  same,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  attorney  to  prosecute  such 
actions  in  said  courts.  If  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the 
amount  of  such  fund  which  has  been  wrongfully  or  im- 
properly used,  not  collected  or  not  properly  accounted  for, 
he  shall  have  authority  to  employ  an  expert  accountant,  who 
shall  have  access  in  any  investigation,  to  all  records,  books, 
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and  papers  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  PuIj- 
lic  Instruction,  and  to  determine  the  amount  due.'' 

Ordered  that  said  bill  be  read  the  third  time. 

The  constitutional  provision  as  to  the  third  reading*  at 
length  of  said  bill  being  dispensed  with,  said  bill  was  read  the 
third  time  by  its  title,  and  passed.

An  act  to  amend  Chapter  96,  entitled,  ^^An 
act  to  provide  for  the  enforced  attendance  of  children  in  the 
common  schools  and  graded  common  schools  of  this  Common- 
wealth,'' of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1912,  and  to 
provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  truant  officer  in  graded  com- 
mon schools.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  chapter  96,  entitled,  ''An  act  to  provide  for 
'  the  enforced  attendance  of  children  in  the  common  schools 
and  graded  common  schools  of  this  Commonwealth,''  of  the 
Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky  of  1912,  be 
amended  and  re-enacted  so  that  said  section,  when  amended 
and  re-enacted,  shall  read  as  follows: 

That  parent,  guardian  or  other  person  residing  within 
the  boundary  of  the  county  school  district  law,  and  of  all 
graded  and  special  charter  schools,  arid  having  the  custody, 
control  or  supervision  of  any  child  or  children  between  the 
ages  of  seven  and  twelve  years,  inclusive,  shall  cause  such 
child  or  children  to  be  enrolled  in  and  to  attend  some  public 
or  private  day  or  parochial  school  regularly  for  the  full  com- 
mon school  or  graded  common  school  term  in  each  year  in 
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the  comnioii  school  district  of  the  county  in  whicli  sucli  cliild 
or  children  may  live  in  this  Commonwealth.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  this  act  shall  not  apply  in  any  case  where  the  child 
lias  been  or  is  being  taught  at  home  in  such  branches  as  are 
taught  in  the  public  schools  for  a  like  period  of  time  and 
subject  to  the  same  examination  as  other  pupils  in  the  dis- 
trict in  which  such  child  resides;  and  for  the  purpose  of  as- 
certaining whether  or  not  any  child  is  embraced  within  this 
exemption  the  county  court  may  order  such  child  to  submit 
to  an  examination  to  be  given  by  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools.

An  act  prohibiting  the  use  or  discharge  of 
firearms  or  other  dangerous  missiles  by  persons  on  steam- 
boats or  other  crafts  traversing  or  navigating  the  streams 
within  this  State  or  while  moored  to  the  bank. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
tvealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  while  on  a 
steamboat  or  other  craft  on  any  of  the  rivers  in  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  while  such  boat  is  traversing  the  streams  of  this 
State  or  moored  therein,  to  discharge  any  kind  or  character 
of  firearms,  or  to  use  any  weapon  of  any  kind  or  character, 
which  has  the  effect  of  throwing  a  deadly  missile  or  danger- 
ous substance  upon  the  shore,  and  any  person  thus  offending 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction,  shall 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  $25  nor  more  than  $100,  or 
imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

§  2.  If  the  master  or  owner  of  any  such  boat  or  other 
craft  shall  permit  any  person  while  on  such  boat  or  craft  to 
discharge  any  firearms  of  any  kind  or  character,  or  any 
weapon,  the  effect  of  which  is  to  throw  deadh^  or  dangerous 
missiles  upon  the  shore,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
$25  nor  more  than  $100,  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty 
days. 

§  3.  Any  person  furnishing  information  which  leads  to 
the  arrest  and  conviction  of  any  person  violating  either  of  the 
preceding  sections  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  fifty  per  cent, 
of  the  fine  assessed  in  such  case,  upon  conviction  when  the 
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fine  is  collected,  and  the  clerk  of  the  court  in  which  the  of- 
fender is  convicted  shall  certify  to  the  Auditor  the  name  of 
the  person  causing  the  arrest  and  conviction,  and  the  Auditor 
shall  draw  his  warrant  for  one-half  of  the  fine  recovered 
when  same  is  paid  into  the  State  treasury.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth  of  Kentucky : 


H.  J.— 25 
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§  1.  That  section  61  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky  be  amended  and  re-enacted  by  striking  out  all  of 
said  section,  so  that  said  section  when  amended  and  re-en- 
acted will  read  as  follows:  That  upon  the  concurrence  of 
three-fifths  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  House  the  yeas 
and  nays  being"  taken  thereon  and  entered  in  full  upon  their 
respective  journals;  that  section  61  of  said  Constitution  be 
amended  and  re-enacted  so  that  said  section  when  amended 
and  re-enacted  will  read  as  follows : 

*'0n  and  after  June  30,  1919,  the  retail  sale,  the  keep- 
ing for  retail  sale  or  barter,  the  retail  sale  under  any  pretext 
of  malt,  spirituous,  vinous  or  any  intoxicating  liquors  are 
forever  prohibited  in  this  State,  except  for  medicinal,  scien- 
titic,  mechanical  or  sacramental  purposes.  On  and  after 
June  30,  1920,  the  manufacture,  the  sale,  the  keeping  for 
sale  or  barter,  the  sale  or  barter  under  any  pretext,  of  malt, 
spirituous,  vinous  or  any  other  intoxicating  liquors  are  for- 
ever prohibited  in  this  State,  except  for  medicinal,  scientific, 
mechanical  or  sacramental  purposes." 

§  2.  This  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters 
of  the  State  for  their  ratification  or  rejection  at  the  time  and 
in  the  manner  provided  for  under  section  256  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  Kentucky,  and  under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of 
May  12,  1897,  same  being  section  1459  of  the  compilation  of 
the  laws  known  and  designated  as  CarrolFs  1915  edition  of 
the  Kentucky  Statutes. 

Mr.  Perry  moved  that  all  debate  on  House  Bill  35  be 
limited  to  five  minutes  to  each  member  desiring  to  discuss 
same.

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Eepresenta- 
tives,  that  the  following  named  members  of  this  body,  to- 
wit:  H.  F.  S.  Bailey,  C.  B.  Nichols,  A.  B.  Pieratt,  J.  S.  Cruse, 
AV.  E.  Lyon,  Wm.  Perry,  Walter  J.  McMurray,  be  appointed 
as  a  committee  to  investigate  fully  the  truthfulness  or  un- 
truthfulness of  the  serious  charges  made  on  the  floor  of  this 
House  by  said  Pumphrey  against  said  Harvey. 

Section  2.  Said  committee  is  authorized,  empowered 
and  directed  to  issue  subpoenas  for  witnesses,  to  have  them 
appear  and  testify  before  said  committee,  to  administer  oaths 
to  said  witnesses. 

Section  3.  Said  committee  is  autliorized  and  directed  to 
have  the  testimony  produced  before  it  reported  in  shorthand 
and  they  are  authorized  and  directed  to  file  with  their  report 
a  complete  transcript  of  the  proceedings  had  before  it. 

Section  4.  Said  Pumphrey  may  appear  before  said 
committee  in  person  and  by  attorney  and  have  witnesses 
sunnuoned  and  produce  such  testimony  as  may  to  him  appear 
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necessary  to  sustain  said  cliarg-es,  and  said  Harvey  may  ap- 
pear in  person  and  by  attorney  to  cross-examine  witnesses 
and  to  produce  witnesses  in  his  own  behalf,  subject  to  cross- 
examination  by  said  Pumphrey,  or  his  attorney. 

Section  5.  The  hearings  of  said  committee  shall  be 
open  to  the  public  and  this  investigaticn  shall  be  determined 
as  speedily  as  said  committee  may  properly  do  so,  and  it 
shall  report  its  findings  to  this  House.

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formation  is  necessary  to  intelligent  action  by  this  body 
towards  the  said  institution;

to  investigate  such  facts  that  would  enable  the  General  As- 
sembly to  act  intelligently  upon  all  matters  which  may  come 
before  them  looking  to  the  interest  of  this  institution.

Whereas,  at  this  time  the  people  of  Kentucky  are  mani- 
festing great  interest  in  road  building,  which  is  due  in  a 
large  measure  to  the  recent  enactment  of  a  splendid  State  aid 
road  law  by  the  General  Assembly,  under  the  provisions  of 
which  many  of  our  counties  increased  their  taxation  and 
voted  upon  themselves  bond  issues  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
funds  for  road  building; 

And  whereas,  because  of  the  great  financial  outlay  nec- 
essary to  cany  on  this  work,  and  because  of  the  great  im- 
petus given  this  work  by  State  aid; 

And    whereas,  we  see  from  press  reports  that  the 
Shackelford  Roads  Bill"  has  passed  the  National  House  of 
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Representatives,  under  the  provisions  of  which  Kentucky 
will  receive  annually  the  sum  of  $580,274  for  road  building, 
and  that  the  Kentucky  delegation  in  said  House  of  Rexjre- 
sentatives  unanimously  supported  said  bill; 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  that  we  endorse  and  ap- 
prove the  action  and  efforts  of  our  representatives  in  Con- 
gress in  this  matter,  and  urge  upon  our  United  States  Sen- 
ators, the  Hon.  Ollie  M.  James  and  the  Hon.  J.  C.  W.  Beck- 
ham, to  give  this  measure  their  support  and  use  all  honor- 
able efforts  to  secure  its  passage  through  the  United  States 
Senate.

The  amendment  by  way  of  substitute  for  House  Bill  61 
proposed  to  said  bill  by  the  Senate,  is  as  follows,  viz. : 

An  Act  to  amend  and  re-enact  sections  3449,  3450,  3451,. 
3452,  3453,  3454,  3455,  3456,  3457,  3458,  3459  of  the  Ken- 
tucky Statutes  relating  to  the  control  and  improvement  of 
public  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks,  roads,  lanes,  avenues, 
highways,  and  thoroughfares,  in  cities  of  the  third  class. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Co))n)ion- 
ivealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  3449  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  and  re-enacted  to  read 
as  follows : 
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§  3449.  The  common  council,  or  the  board  of  com- 
missioners in  cities  which  have  adopted  or  may  adopt, 
the  commission  form  of  government,  shall  have  and  exercise 
exclusive  control  and  power  over  the  streets,  roadways,  side- 
walks, alleys,  landings,  wharves,  public  grounds  and  high- 
ways of  the  city;  to  establish,  open,  alter,  widen,  extend, 
close,  grade,  pave,  repave,  clean,  and  keep  in  repair  the 
same*  to  prevent  and  remove  all  encroachments  thereon  or 
obstructions  thereof ;  to  put  drains  and  sewers  in  the  same, 
and  to  regulate  and  prohibit  the  building  of  vaults  and  areas 
under  sidewalks ;  to  enforce  and  regulate  connection  with 
sewer,  gas  and  w^ater  mains  and  conduits  of  all  kinds  laid  in 
or  under  the  streets  and  highways  of  the  city  for  any  pur- 
pose. 

Upon  the  adoption  of  an  ordinance  by  the  common  coun- 
cil, or  said  board  of  commissioners  authorizing  and  directing 
the  closing  of  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  a  street  or  alley 
or  other  public  higlway  within  the  limits  of  jurisdiction  of 
the  city,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  attorney  to  institute 
an  action  in  the  circuit  court  for  the  purpose  of  having  the 
same  closed,  and  to  such  action  all  the  owners  of  ground  in 
the  squares  or  lots  divided  by  such  street,  alley  or  highway, 
or  the  portion  thereof  proposed  to  be  closed,  shall  be  made 
defendants ;  and  if  all  defendants  competent  to  act  for  them- 
selves fail  to  object  to  the  closing  prayed  for,  then  the 
court  sliall  render  a  decree  accordingly;  but  if  any  of  said 
defendants  object,  or  are  under  disability  other  than  cover- 
ture, the  court  shall  empanel  a  jury,  which  shall  hear  evi- 
dence and  determine  the  amount  of  compensation  in  the 
form  of  damages  to  be  paid  to  each  of  such  defendants.  The 
court  shall  thereupon  direct  that  said  street,  alley  or  other 
highway  be  closed  upon  payment  to  each  of  such  defendants 
of  tlie  anunmt  of  damages  awarded  to  him,  or,  if  any  defend- 
ant refuses  to  accept  such  payment,  or  be  for  any  reason, 
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unable  to  do  so,  upon  paymeiit  into  court  of  the  amount 
awarded  such  defendant  or  defendants. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  give  sucli  proceed- 
ings precedence  over  other  cases. 

When  any  parcel  of  ground  shall  have  heretofore  been 
or  shall  hereafter  be,  laid  oft  as  a  street,  avenue,  or  alley, 
and  open  to  the  unrestricted  use  of  the  general  public  for 
five  consecutive  years,  it  shall  be  conclusively  presumed  to 
have  been  dedicated  to  the  city  as  a  public  street,  avenue  or 
alley  of  the  city,  subject,  however,  to  the  acceptance  by  the 
city  and  the  city  may,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  five 
years  from  the  time  such  parcel  of  ground  is  laid  off  and 
opened  to  the  public,  pass  an  ordinance  declaring  such  parcel 
of  ground  to  have  been  so  dedicated,  and  accepting  the  dedi- 
cation thereof ;  whereupon  it  shall  become  and  be  a  public 
street,  avenue  or  alley  of  the  city  for  all  purposes,  and  the 
lack  of  an  actual  dedication  thereof  to  the  city  or  of  a  record 
title  thereto  on  the  part  of  the  city,  shall  be  no  defense 
against  the  collection  of  au}^  tax  wdiich  may  be  assessed  and 
levied  against  property  abutting  thereon  for  the  payment 
of  the  cost  of  any  improvement  constructed  thereon  by  order 
of  the  city.  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed 
to  require  the  expiration  of  five  years  to  raise  such  presump- 
tion of  dedication  in  any  case,  where,  under  any  rule  of  law 
now  in  force  in  this  State,  a  dedication  would  be  presumed 
in  less  than  five  years. 

§  2.  That  sections  3450,  3451,  3452,  of  the  Kentucky 
Statutes  be,  and  the  same  are  amended,  and  re-enacted 
in  one  section  to  read  as  follows : 

§  3450.    The  common  council,   or  the   board   of  com- 
missioners in  cities  which  have   adopted,   or  may  adopts 
the  commission  form  of  government,  may,  by  ordinance,  i)ro- 
vide  for  the  improvement  of  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public 
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Wci3^s  and  sidewalks  (including  curbing  and  guttering)  or 
parts  tliereof,  in  the  manner  herein  set  out.  The  improve- 
ment of  any  public  way  or  sidewalk  by  original  or  recon- 
struction or  by  resurfacing  upon  a  foundation  already  in 
place,  shall  be  deemed  an  improvement  within  the  provisions 
of  tliis  act.  An  ordinance  for  improvement  of  any  public 
street  or  sidewalk  as  contemplated  in  this  section  shall  have 
two  readings  before  the  common  council  or  said  board  of 
commissioners,  and  ten  days  shall  intervene  between  the  first 
and  second  readings.  The  improvement  of  public  ways  and 
sidewalks  (including  curbing  and  gutiering),  except  as  here- 
inafter pi'ovided,  shall  be  made  at  the  exclusive  cost  of  the 
owners  of  real  estate  abutting  on  such  improvement,  to  be 
apportioned  among  and  assessed  upon  the  lots  or  parcels  of 
real  estate  abutting  on  such  improvement  according  to  the 
number  of  Front  or  abutting  feet,  and  a  tax  shall  be  levied 
upon  such  lots  or  parcels  of  real  estate  for  the  payment  of 
the  cost  assessed  thereon,  which  tax  shall  be  due  and  payable 
at  the  city  treasurer's  office  upon  completion  of  the  work 
and  acceptance  thereof  by  the  common  council  or  said  board 
of  commissioners,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  ordi- 
nance ordering  such  improvement,  and  no  property  shall  be 
exempt  from  such  improvement  tax.  Any  such  tax  which 
is  not  paid  within  thirty  days  after  the  same  becomes  due, 
shall  have  added  thereto  a  penalty  of  six  per  cent.  There 
shall  be  a  lien  upon  such  lots  or  parcels  of  real  estate  for 
the  part  of  the  cost  of  such  improvement  so  assessed  thereon, 
and  the  same  sliall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum  from  the  time  of  the  assessment  until  paid.  Any 
assessment  for  any  street  improvement  as  provided  in  this 
section  Avhich  exceeds  one-half  of  the  value  of  the  lots  or 
parcels  of  real  estate  upon  which  the  assessment  is  made 
shall  be  void  as  to  such  excess,  but  the  improvement  shall  be 
taken  into  consideration  in  fixing  the  value  of  such  real 
estate  and  the  common  council,  or  said  board  of  commission- 
<^rs  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  any  such  excess  out  of 
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the  general  fund.  When  in  any  such  city  having  therein  a 
street  railway,  and  tlie  railway  company  is  required  by  its 
franchise,  or  by  any  contract  with  the  city,  to  pave  or  im- 
prove any  part  of  the  streets  or  alleys  of  the  city,  proposed 
to  be  improved,  the  cost  of  paving  such  portion  of  such 
streets  or  alleys  shall  be  assessed  against  such  railway  com- 
pany and  a  tax  shall  be  levied  upon  all  property,  assets,  and 
franchise  of  such  company,  in  the  city  for  the  payment 
thereof.  Such  tax  shall  constitute  a  first  lien  upon  all  prop- 
erty, assets,  and  franchises  of  all  kinds  whatsoever,  of  such 
company  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  be 
due  and  payable  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner, 
and  shall  bear  like  interest  as  the  taxes  assesses.!  against  the 
abutting  property.  Such  railway  company  shall  have  the 
right  to  construct  its  own  part  of  such  proposed  improve- 
ment, and  if  it  shall  do  so,  no  tax  shall  be  assessed  against 
such  company.  Provided,  however,  that  such  company  shall 
before  the  letting  of  the  contract  for  such  improvement  elect 
by  written  request  presented  to  the  common  council  or  said 
board  of  commissioners,  to  construct  its  part  of  such  im- 
provement, and  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  city  with  good  and 
sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  mayor,  conditioned 
that  it  will  do  the  work  of  improving  such  part  of  the  street 
with  such  material  and  according  to  such  plans  and  specifi- 
cations, and  within  such  time  and  subject  to  such  provisions 
as  the  ordinance  therefor  may  prescribe.  Tlie  city  may  pay 
the  cost  of  the  improvement  of  intersections  with  other  pub- 
lic ways,  including  one-half  of  the  width  of  the  street  or  alley 
being  improved,  opposite  other  streets  or  alleys  which  run 
into,  but  do  not  cross  the  street  or  alley  so  being  improved, 
and  of  that  proportion  of  any  street  abutting  upon  property 
belonging  to  the  city,  or  it  may  assess  the  cots  thereof  against 
the  property  abutting  on  the  street  or  way  or  part  tliereof 
ordered  improved. 

If  any  property  abutting  on  the  improvement  be  owned 
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by  any  county,  it  shall  pay  in  cash  sncli  portion  of  the  tax, 
as  may  be  assessed  against  it  and  the  same  right  of  action  for 
the  collection  of  such  tax  shall  lie  against  the  county  as  lies 
against  any  abutting  owner. 

The  city  auditor  shall  keep  in  his  office,  in  a  book  to  be 
provided  for  that  purpose,  a  record  of  all  assessments  of 
local  taxes  as  provided  in  this  section,  showing  the  name  and 
portion  of  the  street  on  which  the  improvement  is  made,  the 
character  of  the  improvement  and  the  names  of  the  persons 
against  whose  property  the  assessments  are  made.  Such 
record  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  any  person  desiring 
to  inspect  the  same,  and  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of 
notice  to  all  persons  of  such  assessments  and  the  lien  created 
thereby,  upon  payment  of  any  improvement  tax  to  the  treas- 
urer; he  will  report  the  same  to  the  auditor,  who  will  make 
proper  entry  thereof  in  the  record  book  herein  provided  for, 
whereupon  the  lien  for  such  tax  shall  stand  released.  All 
local  taxes  paid  into  the  city  treasury  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  be  paid  over  to  the  contractor  or  other  person  entitled 
thereto,  upon  order  of  the  common  council,  or  board  of  com- 
missioners. The  auditor  shall  carefully  keep  a  separate 
account  of  the  funds  arising  from  assessments  for  each 
particular  improvement,  and  no  proceeds  arising  from  as- 
sessments for  one  improvement  shall  be  divrrted  to  the  jDay- 
ment  for  any  other  improvement  whatever.  The  proceeds 
shall  in  each  case  constitute  a  separate  special  fund  for  the 
payment  of  tlie  contractor  for  the  particular  work  for  which 
the  assessment  is  made  or  for  the  security  and  pa^nnent  of 
improvement  bonds,  if  any  are  issued  as  provided  in  section 
3459  for  such  improvement.  The  common  council  or  said 
board  of  commissioners  of  any  city  of  the  third  class  may 
provide  by  general  ordinance  that  such  city  shall  pay  part, 
and  if  so,  what  part  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  of  the 
streets,  alleys,  or  other  public  way  (excluding  sidewalks)  of 
such  city.   AVhen  such  provision  is  made,  it  shall  be  uniform 
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and  shall  thereafter  appl}-^  to  tlte  improvement  of  all  streets, 
alleys  and  public  ways  in  the  city  (excluding-  sidewalks),  and 
such  general  provision  shall  not  thereafter  be  changed  or 
repealed  except  at  intervals  of  ten  years  or  more. 

§  3.  That  section  3453  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes  be  and 
the  same  is  amended  and  re-enacted  to  read  as  follows : 

§  3453.  Before  the  common  council,  or  the  board  of 
commissioners  in  cities  which  have  adopted  or  may  adopt  the 
commission  form  of  government,  shall  order  the  improve- 
ment of  any  street,  alley,  public  Avay  or  sidewalk,  as  provided 
in  section  3450,  it  shall  adopt  a  resolution  designating  the 
street  or  public  way  or  sidewalk  proposed  to  be  improved, 
setting  out  in  general  terms  the  character  and  extent  of  the 
proposed  improvement  and  declaring  such  improvement  to 
be  a  necessity.  Such  resolution  shall  be  published  in  one  or 
more  issues  of  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  published 
in  such  city  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  ordinance  order- 
ing such  improvement  shall  pass  the  common  council  or 
said  board  of  commissioners.  At  any  time  prior  to  the  final 
passage  of  the  ordinance  ordering  the  improvement,  the  own- 
ers of  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  abutting  property  may 
file  a  written  petition  designating  the  materials  to  be  used 
in  the  construction  of  that  part  of  the  improvement  for  the 
cost  of  which  the  abutting  property  would  be  liable  or  ma}^ 
file  a  w^ritten  protest  against  the  improvement.  Such  peti- 
tion of  protest  shall  be  filed  with  the  mayor  and  he  shall 
transmit  the  same  to  the  common  council,  or  said  board  of 
commissioners,  at  its  next  meeting  after  he  receives  the  same. 
Should  such  petition  be  filed  as  above  provided,  tlie  im))rove- 
ment  of  that  part  of  the  street  for  the  cost  of  which  the 
abutting  property  is  liable,  shall  not  be  made  with  an}^  other 
material  than  that  designated  in  the  peiition,  unless  the  ordi- 
nance therefor  be  passed  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  members 
elect  of  the  common  council,  or  of  said  board  of  commission-

ers.  Sliould  a  written  protest  be  filed  against  said  improve- 
ment as  above  provided,  the  improvement  shall  not  be  made 
unless  tlie  ordinance  therefor  be  passed  by  a  two-third  vote 
of  the  members-elect  of  the  common  council  or  said  board 
of  commissioners. 

§  4.  That  section  3454  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes  be, 
and  the  same  is  amended  and  re-enacted  to  read  as  follows: 

§  3454.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, the  common  council,  or  the  board  of  commissioners  in 
cities  which  have  adopted  or  may  adopt  the  commission 
form  of  government  shall  have  full  power  to  determine 
what  streets,  alleys,  public  ways,  or  sidewalks  (including 
curbing  and  guttering),  or  parts  thereof  shall  be  improved, 
the  extent  and  character  of  the  improvement,  the  kind  of 
material  or  materials  to  be  used,  and  the  necessity  for  the 
improvement,  and  its  determination  shall  be  fina-l.  It  shall 
have  power  to  let  the  contracts  for  the  w^ork,  provided  that 
no  such  contracts  shall  be  let  except  upon  competitive  bid- 
ding to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  after  advertisement  for 
two  consecutive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
published  in  said  city.  It  may  require  cash  deposits  or  other 
guarantee  from  bidders  to  insure  compliance  with  their  bids 
and  forfeiture  of  same  to  the  city  in  the  event  the  accepted 
bidder  fails  to  comply  with  his  bid.  It  ma}"  require  bond  of 
the  contractor  wdtli  surety  for  the  performance  of  the  work 
in  accordance  with  his  contract  and  a  guarantee  of  the  work 
for  such  time  as  the  common  council,  or  said  board  of  com- 
missioners, may  require,  and  it  shall  have  power  to  do  all 
things  necessary  to  the  proper  execution  and  carrying  out 
of  any  such  improvement  whether  specifically  enumerated 
herein  or  not.  The  common  council  or  said  board  of  com- 
missioners may  prescribe  one  kind  of  material  to  be  used 
in  the  improvement  of  that  part  of  any  street  for  the  cost  of 
which  au}^  railway  company  may  be  liable,  and  different 
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material  or  materials  for  tlie  improvement  of  the  other  por- 
tions of  such  street,  and  all  courts  will  give  a  liberal  con- 
struction to  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  common  council  of 
said  board  of  commissioners,  under  this  act. 

§  5.  That  sections  3455  and  3456  of  the  Kentucky  Stat- 
utes be  and  the  same  are  amended  and  re-enacted  in  one  sec- 
tion to  read  as  follows : 

§  3455.  When  any  such  improvement  shall  have  been 
made  and  the  contract  therefor  completed,  the  city  engineer 
shall  make  a  full  and  correct  estimate  of  the  total  cost 
thereof,  showing  the  total  number  of  fronting  or  abutting 
feet  of  property,  the  cost  per  abutting  foot,  the  names  of  the 
abutting  property  owners,  the  number  of  abutting  feet  of 
property  owned  by  each  person  and  the  proportionate  part 
of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  to  be  assessed  against  the 
property  of  each  abutting  property  owaier,  the  part  payable 
by  the  city,  if  any,  and  the  part  payable  by  any  street  rail- 
way company,  if  any.  One  copy  of  this  estimate  shall  be  de- 
livered by  the  city  engineer  to  the  chairman  of  the  street 
committee  of  the  common  council  or  the  commissioner  of 
public  works  in  cities  which  have  adopted,  or  may  adopt,  the 
commission  form  of  government,  and  another  copy  to  the 
mayor,  to  be,  by  him,  transmitted  to  the  common  council  or 
the  board  of  commissioners  in  cities  which  have  adopted,  or 
may  adopt,  the  commission  form  of  government.  Upon  re- 
ceipt of  such  copies  from  the  city  engineer,  the  chairman  of 
the  street  committee,  or  the  said  commissioner  of  public 
works,  shall  by  notice  by  one  insertion  in  a  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  published  in  said  city  give  at  least  three 
days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  fixed  by  it  for  the  inspec- 
tion and  reception  of  the  w^ork,  wdiicli  notice  shall  state  the 
cost  per  abutting  foot  of  property  as  shown  by  the  engineer's 
estimate  and  the  amount  apportioned  to  any  railway  com- 
pany.   No  other  notice  shall  be  necessary.    At  the  time  and 
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place  fixed  in  said  notice,  the  said  street  committee  of  the 
common  council  or  the  said  commissioner  of  public  works 
shall  inspect  the  work,  and  the  owners  of  property  liable  for 
the  cost  of  the  improvement,  and  the  contract  to  therefor, 
their  agents  and  representatives  may  appear  and  be  heard 
before  said  street  committee,  or  commissioner  of  public 
works,  as  to  whetlier  the  work  had  been  done  and  the  cost 
thereof  estimated  in  accordance  w^ith  the  ordinance  and  con- 
ti'act  tlierel'or.  The  said  street  committee,  or  commissioner 
of  public  works,  may  adjourn  such  hearing  and  insiDection 
from  time  to  time,  and  of  such  adjournment  all  interested 
parties  shall  take  notice  without  further  publication  of  notice. 
Any  protect  against  the  acceptance  of  the  improvement  or 
the  estimated  cost  thereof  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  said 
committee,  or  commissioner  of  public  works,  and  be  trans- 
mitted by  said  committee,  or  commissioner  of  public  works, 
to  the  council,  or  said  board  of  commissioners,  together  w^ith 
a  written  report  of  said  committee  or  commissioner  of  public 
works,  accepting  or  rejecting  the  work  accordingly  as  it  may 
be  of  opinion  that  the  work  had  or  had  not  been  done  and 
the  cost  thereof  estimated  in  accordance  Avith  the  ordinance 
and  contract  therefor. 

§  6.  That  section  3457  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes,  be, 
and  the  same  is,  amended  and  re-enacted  to  read  as  folloAVS : 

§  3457.  Upon  receipt  of  the  engineer's  estimate  and 
the  report  of  the  street  committee  or  commissioner  of  public 
works  in  cities  Avhicli  have  adopted  or  may  adopt  the  com- 
mission form  of  government  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
section,  the  common  council,  or  the  board  of  commissioners, 
in  cities  which  have  adopted,  or  may  adopt,  the  commission 
form  of  government  shall  carefully  consider  and  investigate 
any  protest  which  may  have  been  filed  against  the  acceptance 
of  the  work  or  the  confirmation  of  the  engineer's  estimate  of 
the  cost  thereof  and  shall  hear  any  competent  and  proper 
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evidence  Avliicli  may  be  offered  thereon  prior  to  the  accept- 
ance of  the  work  and  the  confirmation  of  the  estimate,  and 
tlie  common  council  of  said  board  of  connnissioners,  may 
then  accept  the  work  and  confirm  the  engineer's  estimate  of 
tlie  cost  thereof,  or  if  it  be  of  opinion  that  the  work  had  not 
been  done  in  accordance  Avith  the  contract,  or  that  the  engi- 
neer's estimate  of  the  cost  is  incorrect,  if  it  may  require  the 
contractor  to  perfect  or  complete  the  Avork  in  accordances 
Avith  the  contract,  or  it  may  modify  the  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  the  Avork  to  conform  to  the  facts,  or  both.  The  determina- 
tion of  the  common  council,  or  of  said  board  of  commission- 
ers shall  be  conclusi\^e  and  binding  on  all  parties  and  shall 
not  be  questioned  or  contested  in  any  court,  except  on  the 
grounds  of  fraud  or  collusion  on  the  part  of  the  common 
council  or  the  board  of  commissioners.  Upon  acceptance  of 
the  Avork  and  confirmation  of  the  engineer's  estimate  of  the 
cost  thereof  by  the  common  council,  or  said  board  of  com- 
missioners, it  shall  by  ordinance  apportion  the  cost  of  the 
AA^ork,  less  any  part  to  be  paid  by  the  city  or  any  railway 
company  equally  among  the  OAvners  of  the  abutting  property 
on  both  sides  of  the  street  improved  according  to  the  num- 
ber of  abutting  feet  OAvned  by  them  respectively,  provided 
that  the  entire  cost  of  sideAvalks  (including  curbing  and  gut- 
tering), shall  be  apportioned  among  the  OAvners  of  the  prop- 
erty abutting  on  the  side  of  the  street  on  Avhich  the  improve- 
ment is  made,  each  corner  lot  having  its  sidcAvalk  intersection 
included  in  its  frontage,  and  shall  assess  and  leA^y  a  local 
tax  on  the  several  lots  or  parcels  of  abutting  property,  at  a 
rate  per  abutting  foot  sufficient  to  produce  the  part  of  the 
cost  of  the  improvement  apportioned  to  such  abutting  lots 
or  parcels  of  property.  The  common  council  or  said  board 
of  commissioners  shall  apportion  to  the  city  such  part  of  the 
cost  of  the  improA^ement  as  it  may  be  liable  for,  and  shall 
likcAvise  apportion  to  any  raihvaA^  company  the  part  of  the 
cost  for  Avhich  it  may  be  liable  as  provided  in  section  3450, 
and  shall  assess  and  levy  a  tax  upon  all  the  propei'tA',  assets 
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and  francliisos  of  Hiicli  company  in  the  city  for  its  part  of 
sncli  cost. 

The  lien  provided  for  in  section  3450  shall  take  effect 
npoii  the  publication  of  the  ordinance  making  the  assessment 
an.d  levying  the  tax  and  shall  take  precedence  over  all  other 
liens,  v'hetlier  created  x^rior  or  subsequent  to  the  publication 
of  such  ordinance  except  State  and  county  taxes,  general 
municip."l  taxes  and  prior  improvement  taxes,  and  shall  not 
be  defeated  or  postponed  by  any  private  or  judicial  sale,  or 
by  any  mortgage  or  by  any  error  or  mistake  in  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  prox)erty  or  in  the  names  thereof.  Nor  shall  any 
erior  of  the  proceedings  of  the  common  council,  or  said 
board  of  commissioners,  exempt  any  property  from  the  lien 
for,  or  payment  of,  such  taxes  after  the  work  has  been  done 
and  accepted  as  provided  in  this  section;  but  the  common 
council  or  said  board  of  commissioners,  or  the  courts  in 
which  suits  are  pending,  shall  make  all  corrections,  rules 
and  orders  to  do  justice  to  all  parties  concerned,  and  in  no 
event  shall  the  city  be  liable  for  any  part  of  the  cost  of  such 
improvement  except  as  provided  in  section  3450.  Such  liens 
may  be  enforced  as  other  liens  on  real  estate  by  action 
brought  in  the  name  of  the  city  or  the  contractor  entitled 
tliereto,  and  in  any  such  action  an  allegation  in  substance 
that  the  improvement  had  been  made  -md  the  work  accepted 
pursuant  to  and  by  ordinances  of  the  city  duly  passed  in  ac- 
cordance with  law,  shall  be  a  sufficient  pleading  of  the  ordi- 
nances and  proceedings  under  which  the  work  was  done  and 
accepted  Avitliout  setting  out  the  same  in  full.  Any  number 
of  lots  or  parcels  of  land  on  which  any  local  tax  or  install- 
ment thereof  is  made  in  default,  the  oAvners  thereof  may  be 
joined  in  one  proceeding,  and  the  court  shall  make  all  proper 
and  necessary  orders  for  the  enforcement  and  collection  of 
the  tax  as  to  the  several  lots  or  parcels  of  laud.  Where  a 
person  is  the  owner  of  two  or  more  lots  subject  to  such  tax, 
the  court  may  direct  that  one  or  more  of  such  lots  be  sold

for  tlio  vrliole  tax  of  such  person,  allowing-  such  person  to 
designate  the  lots  to  be  sold  first,  if  lie  so  desires  and  indi- 
cates. 

§  7.  Tliat  section  3458  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes,  be, 
and  the  same  is,  anien.ded  and  re-enacted  to  read  as  foHows : 

§  3458.  I.'he  common  council  or  t]ie  board  of  comn^is- 
sioners  in  cities  which  have  adopted  or  may  adopt  the  com- 
mission form  of  government,  may  provide  that  any  such  im- 
provement of  the  streets,  alleys,  public  ways  or  sidewalks 
(including  curbing'  and  guttering),  shall  be  made  on  the  ten 
year  pa^^ment  plan ;  and,  thereupon,  when  any  such  improve- 
ment shall  have  been  completed  and  accepted  and  the  cost 
thereof  apportioned  to,  and  a  tax  therefor  levied  on,  the 
jjroperty  liable  for  the  payment  thereof  as  provided  in  the 
preceding  section,  the  city  treasurer  shall  give  notice  by  one 
publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  published 
in  such  city,  requiring  all  persons  to  pay  the  local  taxes  levied 
upon  their  property  within  thirty  days  from  the  publication 
of  the  ordinance  accepting  the  work  and  assessing  the  cost 
thereof.  Such  local  taxes  may,  at  the  option  of  the  property- 
owners,  be  payable  in  cash,  without  interest,  within  thirty 
days  or  in  ten  annual  installments  as  herein  provided.  Any 
property  ovrner  who  desires  to  exercise  such  privilege  of 
payment  by  installments,  shall,  before  the  expiration  of  the 
said  thirty  days,  enter  into  an  agreement  in  writing  with  the 
city  that  in  consideration  of  such  privilege  he  will  make  no 
ol)jection,s  to  any  illegality  or  irregularity  with  regard  to  the 
taxes  against  his  property,  and  that  he  will  pay  the  same  in 
the  manner  herein  provided  with  specified  interest.  Any  prop- 
erly owner  entering  into  sucli  an  agreement  or  who  exercises 
the  option  to  pay  in  installments,  shall  be  concluded  thereby 
and  shall  not  be  permitted  to  set  up  any  defense  whatever 
against  the  payment  of  such  taxes.  Such  agreement  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  auditor,  who  shall  file,  retain  and 
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record  the  same  as  a  record  of  his  office.  In  all  cases  where 
such  agreements  have  not  been  filed  within  the  time  limited, 
the  entire  tax  shall  be  payable  in  cash  without  interest  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  said  thirty  days.  Any  such  tax  not 
paid  within  said  thirty  days  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent,  per  annum,  from  the  date  of  the*  publication  of 
the  ordinance  assessing  and  levying  the  same.  If  any  prop- 
erty, subject  to  such  local  tax,  be  owned  by  an  infant  or  per- 
son of  unsound  mind  or  by  a  life  tenant,  the  agreement  herein 
provided  for  may  be  executed  by  the  statutory  guardian  of 
such  infant  or  committee  or  curator  of  such  insane  person 
with  the  same  effect  as  if  executed  by  a  person  free  from  dis- 
ability, or  by  the  life  tenant. 

In  cases  where  the  option  to  pay  in  installments  is  exer- 
cised, the  local  tax  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  shall  be  payable  as  follows :  One-tenth  of  the  tax, 
with  interest  on  the  entire  tax,  at  the  time  fixed  by  law  for 
the  payment  of  general  city  taxes  occurring  next  after  the 
expiration  of  the  thirty  days  allowed  for  the  payment  in 
cash,  and  annually  thereafter,  one-tenth  of  the  entire  tax 
until  the  whole  is  paid.  At  the  end  of  each  six  months  from 
the  time  the  first  installment  of  the  tax  becomes  due,  interest 
shall  be  due  and  payable  for  such  six  months  on  all  unpaid 
installments  of  the  tax.  Provided :  That  any  person  may,  at 
any  interest-paying  period  after  the  fifth  annual  installment 
of  his  tax  becomes  due,  pay  the  entire  assessment  of  tax 
against  his  property  with  accrued  interest.  All  installments 
of  such  special  assessments  and  interest  shall  be  placed  upon 
the  tax  duplicate  with  other  taxes  of  persons  liable  for  such 
special  assessments,  and  the  tax  bills  for  such  special  assess- 
ments may,  in  addition  to  the  other  remedies  given  in  this 
act,  be  sold  and  collection  thereof  enforced  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law  for  collection  of  municipal  taxes.  In  default 
of  payment  of  any  installment  of  tax  or  interest  for  one 
month  after  the  same  becomes  due  a  penalty  of  six  per  cent. 
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oi  the  installment  in  arrears  shall  be  added  thereto,  which 
shall  constitute  a  like  lien  as  the  tax,  and  all  unpaid  install- 
ments of  the  tax  sliall,  at  the  option  of  the  city  or  any  bond 
holder  whose  bonds  or  interest  thereon  are  in  default  of  pay- 
ment, forthwith  becomes  due  and  payable. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  upon  order  of  the 
common  council,  or  the  board  of  commissioners  in  cities 
which  have  adopted,  or  may  adopt  the  commission  form  of 
government,  to  promptly  apply  all  money  paid  in  on  such 
installments  to  the  payment  of  the  bonds  and  coupons  which 
may  be  issued  as  provided  in  the  next  section  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  collection  of  such  local  taxes.  If  the  fund  accumu- 
lated from  the  collection  of  assessments,  interest,  and  penal- 
ties for  any  particular  improvement  be  more  than  sufficient 
to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  bond  issued  in  antici- 
pation of  such  collection,  the  common  council,  or  said  board 
of  commissioners,  shall  make  a  ratable  reduction  from  the 
last  installment  of  each  person's  assessment.  Should  there 
be  any  deficit,  the  common  council,  or  said  board  of  commis- 
sioners, may  provide  for  payment  of  same  out  of  the  general 
fund.  Failure  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  collect  any  such  local 
tax  or  installment  tliereof,  when  due,  shall  create  no  liability 
against  such  city,  but  the  person  entitled  to  such  tax,  or  the 
owner  of  any  such  bonds,  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  foreclose  the  lien  for 
such  unpaid  assessments  recovering  interest  and  costs,  and 
may  have  the  proceeds  of  the  property  applied  in  settlement 
thereof. 

Any  railway  company,  liable  for  any  improvement  tax, 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  paying  such  tax  on  the 
installment  plan,  subject  to  all  the  provisions  herein  pro- 
vided with  reference  to  the  exercise  of  such  privilege  by  other 
property  owners.  The  common  council  or  said  board  of  com- 
missioners, may  provide  that  any  improvement  contemplated 
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in  this  act  may  be  paid  for  in  annual  installments  in  any 
immber  of  years,  not  exceeding-  ten,  in  which  event  the 
ordinance  ordering  the  improvement  shall  specify  the  num- 
ber of  years  in  which  the  improvement  shall  be  paid  for,  and 
all  proceedings  with  reference  thereto  shall  be  the  same  as 
herein  provided  for  payment  on  the  ten  year  installment 
plan,  except  that  the  necessary  change  shall  be  made  to  con- 
form the  payments  to  the  number  of  years  specified  by  the 
ordinance,  and  corresponding  changes  shall  be  made  in  any 
bonds  that  may  be  issued  with  reference  to  such  improve- 
ments as  provided  in  the  next  section. 

§  8.  That  section  3459  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes  be, 
and  the  same  is,  amended  and  re-enacted  to  read  as  follows: 

§  3459.  In  order  to  provide  a  fund  for  the  immediate 
payment  of  the  cost  of  any  improvemeijt  made  on  the  install- 
ment payment  plan  as  provided  in  section  3458  the  common 
council,  or  the  board  of  commissioners  in  cities  which  have 
adopted,  or  may  adopt,  the  commission  form  of  government, 
may  issue  and  sell  improvement  bonds  in  anticipation  of  the 
collection  of  such  part  of  the  local  taxes  assessed  and  levied 
therefor  as  may  not  be  paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  time 
of  the  assessment,  pledging  such  taxes  and  the  liens  on  the 
property  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of 
such  bonds,  and  apply  the  proceeds  thereof  exclusively  to  the 
payment  for  the  particular  improvement  in  anticipation  of 
the  assessments  for  which  the  bonds  are  issued.  Such  bonds 
shall  bear  the  date  of  the  publication  of  the  assessing  ordi- 
nance and  shall  be  made  payable  to  bearer.  The  bonds  for 
each  separate  improvement  shall  be  numbered  consecutively 
throughout  and  shall  be  divided  into  ten  series  as  nearly 
equal  as  possible,  the  first  series  including  the  lowest  num- 
bers and  so  on.  The  bonds  Avith  interest  shall  be  payable  at 
the  city  treasurer's  ofiice,  as  follows:  The  first  series  with 
accrued  interest  on  all  series  shall  be  due  and  payable  one 
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month  after  tbe  date  on  which  the  first  installment  of  the 
tax  becomes  due  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section  and  the 
remaining'  series  shall  be  due  and  pay:i.ble  one  each  year  an- 
nually thereafter  for  nine  years.  Interest  on  all  unpaid 
bonds  shall  be  due  and  payable  semi-annually  at  the  end  of 
each  six  months  from  the  time  the  first  interest  becomes  due. 
The  bonds  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars or  its  multiple,  provided  that  any  odd  amount  over  one 
hun.dred  dollars  or  its  multiple,  may  be  included  in  the  last 
bond  to  mature.  No  bond  shall  be  issued  for  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  unless  the  total  amount  for  which  the  bonds 
are  issued  for  any  particular  improvement  is  less  than  one 
thousand  dollars.  All  improvement  bonds  shall  have  the 
name  of  the  street,  alley,  or  other  public  way,  or  part  thereof 
for  the  improvement  of  which  they  are  issued,  printed,  en- 
graved, or  written  thereon,  and  shall  state  the  character  of 
the  improvement.  They  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  ex- 
ceeding six  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  date  of  the  assess- 
ment of  the  tax,  and  shall  have  suitable  coupons  attached 
thereto  evidencing  the  semi-annual  interest.  The  bonds  and 
coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  hj 
the  treasurer,  but  the  coupons  may  be  signed  by  lithograph. 
The  clerk  shall  attest  the  signatures  to  the  bonds  under  seal 
of  the  city.  Tt  shall  not  be  necessary,  in  such  bonds,  to  re- 
cite the  steps  taken  in  ordering  the  improvement  or  in  mak- 
ing the  assessment,  but  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  make  a  gen- 
eral reference  to  such  proceedings  and  to  this  statute.  Such 
bonds  shall  be  negotiable  as  inland  bills  of  exchange,  and 
shall  be  free  from  all  defense  by  any  property  owner.  Such 
bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  all  taxation;  and  shall  not  be  sold 
for  any  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest :  Provided,  if  no 
offer  is  made  for  said  bonds  equal  to  pay  and  accrued  in- 
terest, after  reasonable  advertisement,  the  city  shall  have 
the  right  to  turn  them  over  to  the  contractor  in  full  pa^^ment 
of  the  contract  price  of  the  improvement  for  which  they  are 
issued.    Any  premium  realized  from  the  sale  of  such  bonds 
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and  any  penalty  collected  on  delinquent  installments  of 
taxes,  as  in  the  preceding  section  provided,  shall  go  into  the 
fund  for  the  payment  of  such  bonds  and  interest  thereon. 
Said  bonds  and  interest  thereon  shall  be  jjayable  exclusively 
out  of  funds  actually  paid  to  and  collected  by  the  city  on 
account  of  the  improvement  taxes  in  anticipation  of  which 
the  bonds  are  issued  and  except  as  provided  in  this  section 
the  city  shall  in  no  event  be  liable  on  any  such  bond  except 
to  the  extent  of  funds  actually  paid  to  it  as  above  set  out. 
And  any  and  all  such  bonds  shall  be  subject  to  payment  and 
redemption  at  any  interest  payment  period  thereof  that  does 
not  occur  within  five  years  from  the  date  thereof.  Provided 
that  the  city  treasurer  shall  give  the  owner  of  the  bond  pro- 
posed to  be  redeemed  at  least  twenty  days  notice  by  regis- 
tered letter.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  any  bond, 
subject  to  redemption,  as  herein  provided,  to  notify  the  city 
auditor  of  his  post  office  address  and  any  changes  therein 
and  the  auditor  will  keep  a  record  of  the  address  opposite, 
the  number  of  the  bond  on  his  records.  The  notice  herein 
provided  for  shall  be  directed  to  such  address,  and  if  no  ad- 
dress is  given,  the  notice  shall  be  directed  to  such  owner  at 
his  last  known  address,  and  the  bond  specified  therein  shall 
bear  no  interest  after  the  date  fixed  for  its  redemption,  and 
this  provision  shall  be  shown  in  substance  on  the  bonds. 
Mailing  such  registered  letter  twenty  days  before  the  time 
fixed  for  such  redemption  shall  be  deemed  a  compliance 
herewith.  After  the  issue  of  such  bonds  no  suit  shall  lie  to 
enjoin  or  resist  the  collection  of  any  assessment  or  tax  in 
anticipation  of  which  the  bonds  are  issued,  and  the  validity' 
of  the  same  shall  not  be  questioned,  but  all  property  owners 
shall  be  conclusively  estopped  and  precluded  from  in  any 
manner  assailing  the  etfectiveness  or  validity  thereof.  Such 
bonds  shall  convey  and  transfer  to  the  owners  thereof  all 
liens,  right,  title,  and  interest  in  and  to  the  assessments, 
taxes  and  liens  upon  the  respective  lots  and  parcels  of 
ground,  including  any  railway  property  liable  for  said  tax 
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as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  wliicli  liens  shall  stand  as 
^security  for  such  bonds  and  coupons  until  they  are  paid,  with 
full  power  to  enforce  the  collection  thereof  if  any  sucli  bonds 
or  coupons  be  not  jjaid  on  presentation  to  the  treasurer  by 
foreclosure  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  as  pro- 
vided in  section  3457.  If  any  lots  or  lands  be  sold  for  the 
payment  of  au}^  special  tax  or  assessment  thereon,  or  any  in- 
stallment thereof,  or  for  any  general  municipal  tax,  such 
lots  and  lands  shall  not  thereby  be  released  from  any  other 
special  tax  or  assessment,  or  installment  thereof,  exi sting- 
thereon,  unless  the  same  be  asserted  in  the  action  in  which 
such  lands  or  lots  are  sold.  In  any  foreclosure  suit  brought 
by  the  city  or  any  bond  holder  as  provided  herein  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  to  make  the  other  bond  holders  parties,  but  the 
proceeds  of  the  suit  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury  to  be 
ai)p]ied  to  the  redemption  of  the  matured  bonds  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  the  same  had  been  paid  without  suit.  When 
any  such  city  has  been  authorized  to  incur  any  indebtedness 
for  such  purpose  at  an  election  by  the  voters  thereof  held 
l)ursuant  to  law,  either  before  or  after  the  improvement  in 
question  is  made,  the  common  council  or  the  said  board  of 
commissioners  in  cities  which  have  adopted  or  may  adopt 
the  commission  form  of  government  may  to  the  extent  of 
such  authorization,  issue  and  sell  bonds  of  the  city  in  antici- 
Ijation  of  the  collection  of  the  local  taxes  levied  and  assessed 
for  any  such  improvement  as  provided  in  this  act  pledging 
the  faith  and  credit  of  the  city  in  addition  to  the  assessments, 
taxes  and  liens  herein  provided  for  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  such  bonds.  Such  bonds  shall  con- 
stitute an  indebtedness  of  the  city  for  the  pa}Tnent  of  which 
with  interest  the  city  shall  be  liable  in  its  corporate  capacity. 
Such  bonds  shall  be  issued  and  sold  in  all  respects  as  pro- 
vided by  law  with  reference  to  the  issue  and  sale  of  the  bonds 
by  the  city,  and  the  common  council  or  said  board  of  com- 
missioners shall  provide  for  the  collection  of  an  annual  tax 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  such  bonds  and  to  create  a 
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sinking-  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  princii^al  thereof  ^vithin 
the  period  of  time  not  exceeding  ten  years  provided  by  the 
ordinance  for  the  payment  of  the  local  taxes,  in  anticipation 
of  which  such  bonds  are  issued,  provided  that  in  any  year 
in  which  the  collection  from  such  local  taxes  are  sufficient  to 
pay  the  interest  on  such  bonds  and  to  provide  the  necessary 
sinking'  fund,  it  shall  Jiot  be  necessary  for  the  cit}-  in  such 
y(\nr  to  collect  any  tax  for  that  purpose:  and  in  any  year  it 
shall  be  necessary  for  the  city  to  collect  only  such  an  amount 
of  general  taxes  as  will  be  sufficient  wiien  added  to  the  local 
taxes  collected  for  such  improvement  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  this  act.  Upon  pa^'ment  by  the  city  of  any  such 
bond  the  city  shall  become  the  owner  thereof,  and  bo  subro- 
gated to  all  the  rights  of  the  bond  holders  vdth  reference 
thereto.  Thei'eafter,  all  collections  of  the  local  taxes,  in  an- 
ticipation of  whicli  such  bonds  are  issued  shall  belong  to  the 
city. 

§  9.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

§  10.  Whereas,  there  is  a  necessity  for  the  immediate 
paving  and  improvement  of  streets  in  various  third  class 
cities,  an  emergency  is  declared  to  exist  and  this  act  shall 
take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

The  question  being  taken  on  the  passage  of  said  House 
Bill  61,  as  amended  by  way  of  substitute  therefor,  it  was  de- 
cided in  the  affirmative.

AVhereas,  the  purpose  of  said  act  was  to  aid  in  converting 
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what  is  known  as  the  Mammoth  Cave  estate  into  a  National 
Park,  and 

Whereas,  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Honse  of  Representatives 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky  that  such  National 
Park  ought  to  be  established,  and  that  it  is  the  desire  of  the 
people  of  this  State  that  it  should  be  established;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Kentucky : 

That  the  members  from  Kentuck}-  in  the  National  Con- 
gress are  requested  to  urge  ^\4th  diligence  the  establishment  of 
such  National  Park; 

But  whereas,  there  are  other  caves  of  great  beauty  and 
wonderful  formation,  in  the  same  vicinity  of  Kentucky  as 
Mammoth  Cave,  and 

Whereas,  no  survey  has  ever  been  made  showing  the 
exact  location  of  such  caves  and  their  relationship  to  Mammoth 
Cave; 

Therefore,  be  it  further  resolved,  that  the  members  from 
Kentucky  in  the  National  Congress  be  urged  to  have  a  survey 
made  by  the  United  States  Government  so  as  all  the  caves 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Mammoth  Cave  may  be  included 
in  such  National  Park  when  established. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions 
be  forwarded  to  each  member  from  Kentucky  in  the  National 
Congress. 

Said  resolution  was  adopted.

Whereas,  it  appears  that  Verda  M.  Wiggins-Henderson 
was  the  holder  of  a  third  class  common  school  teacher's  certi- 
ficate on  the  25tli  day  of  June,  1910,  and  on  which  date  she 
entered  into  a  contract  in  writing  with  the  board  of  education 
to  teach  Keefer  School  No.  11  in  Educational  Division  No.  3 
in  Grant  County,  Kentucky,  for  a  term  of  six  months. 

And  whereas  she  entered  upon  her  duties  as  such  teacher 
under  said  contract  in  said  district  and  taught  said  school  for 
a  period  of  five  weeks,  including  the  institute  week,  which 
week  was  spent  at  the  comity  teachers'  institute  as  provided 
for  by  law ; 

And  whereas  her  third  class  certificate  under  the  law  only 
entitled  her  to  teach  in  a  school  with  fifty-five  pupils  enrolled, 
there  appeared  after  her  employment,  an  enrollment  of  fifty- 
nine  pupils,  and  on  which  account  she  was  refused  her  pay  as 
such  teacher,  by  Mr.  D.  H.  Starnes,  County  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  for  said  county,  and  was  compelled  to  sur- 
render her  employment  in  said  school,  and  for  which  five 
weeks  she  has  received  no  compensation; 

And  whereas  it  is  the  sense  of  General  Assembly  that 
Verda  M.  Wiggins-Henderson  should  be  paid  for  her  aforesaid 
five  weeks'  service  as  teacher  in  said  school;  therefore. 

Be  it  resolved  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
ivecilth  of  Kentucky : 

That  there  be  appropriated  and  allowed  to  Verda  M. 
Wiggins-Henderson  the  sum  of  $50.00  and  the  Auditor  of

1892  and  1893,  as  chapter  191  and  page  850  thereof. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
ivealth  of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  1  in  the  following  words,  ''The  Gover- 
nor shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  appoint,  as  many  notaries  public  as  to  him  may 
seem  necessary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  a 
term  of  four  years,"  also  section  1,  in  the  following  words^ 
"He  shall  fill  vacancies  in  that  office  occurring  in  the  recess 
of  the  Senate,  which  appointment  shall  expire  at  the  end  of 
the  next  session  of  the  Senate,"  be  and  hereby  are  repealed,, 
and  enacting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words : 

' '  Section  1.  The  Governor  may  appoint  as  many  notaries 
public  as  to  him  may  seem  necessary,  who  shall  hold  their 
respective  offices  for  a  term  of  four  ^^ears.  Any  person  desir- 
ing to  be  appointed  a  notary  public  shall  make  application 
to  the  Governor  in  writing  and  said  application  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  circuit  judge,  circuit  clerk,  county  judge,  county 
clerk,  or  magistrate,  or  members  of  the  General" Assembly  of 
the  county  of  the  residence  of  said  applicant.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  officers  named  in  this  section  shall  charge  or 
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accept  any  fee  for  approving  any  sQcli  application.  No  person 
slmll  be  appointed  a  notary  public  who  is  not  twenty-one  years 
of  age.  a  resident  of  the  county  from  which  he  makes  his  ap- 
plication, of  good  moral  character  and  capable  of  discharging 
the  duties  imposed  npon  him  by  this  act,  iwA  the  endorsements 
of  the  officers  referred  to  in  this  section  shall  so  state;"  so 
that  when  amended,  said  section  shall  read  in  full  as  follows: 

§  1,  The  Governor  may  appoint  as  many  notaries  pnl)lic 
as  to  liim  may  seem  necessary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Any  person  desiring  to  be 
a])])ointed  a  notary  public  shall  make  application  to  the  Gov- 
ernor in  writing,  and  said  application  shall  be  approved  by 
the  circuit  judge,  circuit  clerk,  county  judge,  county  clerk 
or  magistrate  of  the  county  of  the  residence  of  said  applicant. 
Provided,  however,  that  no  officers  named  in  this  section  shall 
charge  or  acept  any  fee  for  approving  any  surdi  application. 
No  person  shall  be  appointed  a  notary  public  who  is  not 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  a  resident  of  the  county  from  which 
he  makes  his  ap])licjition,  of  good  moral  character  and  capable 
of  discharging  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  this  act,  and 
the  endorsements  of  the  officers  referred  to  in  this  section 
shall  so  state. 

§  2.  Whereas  the  volume  of  applications  for  appointment 
as  notary  public  is  very  large  at  present  and  the  time  of  the 
Senate  is  consumed  thereby  in  advising  and  consenting  to 
said  appointments,  an  emergency  is  hereby  declared  to  exist 
and  this  enactment  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  approval 
liy  the  Governor.

Said  bill  reads  as  folloAvs,  viz. : 
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Be  it  enacted  hif  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky : 

That  section  661  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes,  CarroH's  edi- 
tion of  1915^  being  section  12-1:  of  an  act,  ''An  act  providing 
for  the  creation  and  regulation  of  private  corporations," 
which  became  a  law  April  5,  1893,  as  amended  by  chapter  103 

of  the  Acts  of  1910,  which  became  a  law  June   ,  1910,  and 

is  entitled,  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled,  ^An  act  for  the 
creation  and  regulation  of  private  corporations,'  "  being  an 
act  relating  to  the  subject  of  insurance,  and  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  life  or  casualty  insnrance,  or  both  life,  and 
casualty  insurance  upon  the  co-operative  or  assessment  ])lan, 
be  amended  by  striking  therefrom  the  following  words  and 
figures,  to-wit: 

"And  have  each  paid  in  five  per  centum  on  the  amount 
of  insurance  severally  subscribed  for,  in  cash,  to  be  invested 
in  securities  in  which  insurance  companies  are  allowed  by 
law  to  invest  their  capital,  and  deposited  with  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Commonwealth  in  trust  for  the  beneficiaries;  and  the 
emergency  fund  has  been  deposited  as  hereinafter  provided;" 

And  by  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words : 

"And  when  said  corporation  shall  have  a  guarantee  fund 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  protection  of  its 
policy  holders  or  members. ' ' 

And  by  adding  after  the  words,  "and  is  authorized  to 
transact  business"  at  the  end  of  section  661  as  it  appears 
prior  to  this  amendment,  the  following  words  and  figures, 
to-wit : 

"2.  Such  guarantee  fund  may  be  raised  by  the  issue  and 
sale  of  guarantee  fund  certificates  in  denomination  of  not 
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less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thonsand  dollars 
each;  and  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  the  par  value  thereof, 
which  shall  be  fnlly  paid  in  when  issued.  The  said  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  realized  from  the  sale  of  said  guarantee 
fund  certificates,  shall  be  invested  in  securities  in  which  insur- 
ance companies  are  allowed  by  law  to  invest  their  capital 
or  funds,  and  said  securities  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  Commonwealth,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit 
and  protection  of  the  members  or  policy  holders  of  such  cor- 
poration. The  holders  or  owners  of  said  guarantee  fund  cer- 
tificates shall  be  entitled  to  receive  annual  dividends  not  ex- 
ceeding eight  per  centum  thereon.  Provided,  however,  that 
no  dividends  are  payable  except  out  of  the  corporation's  ac- 
cumulatd  surplus  fund,  if  any;  and  provided,  also,  that  no 
surplus  fund  shall  be  deemed  to  exist  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing said  dividends  unless  the  corporation's  two  per  centum 
emergency  fund  is  intact.  Said  guarantee  fund  certificate 
shall  be  issued  with  a  proviso  thereto,  specifying  that  the 
corporation  reserves  the  right  at  any  dividend-paying  period 
to  redeem  the  certificates  issued,  at  their  par  value.  Said 
corporation,  however,  can  only  use  its  surplus  funds,  if  any,  for 
the  purpose  of  redeeming  said  guarantee  fund  certificates,  and 
no  part  of  the  emergency  fund  can  be  used  for  that  purpose. 
The  guarantee  fund  certificates  shall  have  printed  notice 
thereon  giving  the  fixed  date  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
members  or  policy  holders  of  the  corporation,  and  each  guar- 
antee fund  certificate  issued  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof 
to  one  vote  on  any  business  matter  at  any  meeting  of  the 
members  or  policy  holders  of  the  corporation ;  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  corporation  shall  only  isue  the  guarantee  fund 
certificates  in  such  denomination  and  number  that  the  total 
\'()tes  represented  by  all  guarantee  fund  certificates  shall  not 
exceed  one-third  of  the  total  votes  of  all  members  or  policy 
holders  of  the  corporation. 


"3.    Insurance  companies   or   associations  hereiofore 
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organized  and  incori)orated  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and 
now  doing  the  business  of  life  or  casualty  insurance,  or  l)oth 
life  and  casualty  insurance  upon  the  co-operati\'o  or  assess- 
ment plan,  may  at  any  meeting  of  its  members  or  ])oiicy  liold- 
ers  provide  for  a  guarantee  fund  of  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars; subject,  liOAvever,  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  relating 
to  insurance  companies  or  associations  hereafter  organized* 
and  incoiporated  under  tiie  laws  of  this  State." 

So  that  said  section,  when  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

"§661.  I.  Business,  AVhen  May  Be  Commenced.— -Upon 
filing  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  the  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion required,  together  with  the  sworn  statement  by  three  of 
said  incorporators  that  at  least  two  hundred  persons,  eligible 
under  the  proposed  laws  of  such  corporation,  association  or 
society  to  membership  therein,  have  in  good  faith  made  ap- 
plication in  writing,  for  membership,  the  same  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  and  examined  by  the  Attorney  General,  and  if  found 
by  him  to  be  conformable  to  the  requirements  of  this  law,  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State,  he  shall  certify 
accordingly  and  return  the  same,  and,  with  his  certificate  of 
such  conformity,  to  said  commissioner,  who  shall  cause  the 
said  articles,  with  the  certificate  of  the  Attorney  General,  to 
be  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  shall 
deliver  to  such  corporation,  association  or  society  a  certified 
copy  of  the  papers  so  filed  and  recorded  in  his  office,  and  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  said  Attorney  General,  together  with  the  license 
of  said  commissioner  to  such  corporation,  association  or  socie- 
ty, to  engage  iu  the  business  proposed  in  said  declaration  ;  and 
upon  such  certified  copy  and  license  being  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  association  is  lo  be  located, 
the  said  incorporators,  and  those  tliat  may  thereafter  become 
associated  with  them,  or  their  successors,  shall  be  constituted 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  and  lawfully  entitled  to  com- 
mence its  business  when  at  least  two  hundred  person  have 
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subscribed,  in  writing,  to  be  insured  therein  in  the  aggregate 
amount  of  at  least  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  when 
said  corporation  shall  have  a  guarantee  fund  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  for  the  protection  of  its  policy  holders  or 
membeis;  and  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance  shall  have  cer- 
tified that  it  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  law  and 
is  authorized  to  transact  business. 

'^2.  Such  guarantee  fund  may  be  raised  by  the  issue  and 
sale  of  guarantee  fund  certificates  in  denomination  of  not  less 
than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  each; 
and  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  which 
shall  be  fully  paid  in  when  issued.  Tlie  said  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  realized  from  the  sale  of  said  guarantee  fund 
certificates,  shall  be  invested  in  securities  in  which  insurance 
companies  are  allowed  by  law  to  invest  their  capital  or  funds, 
and  said  securities  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Commonwealth,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  and  pro- 
traction of  the  mejiiliers  or  policy  liolders  of  such  coi  ])oratioi). 
The  holders  or  owners  of  said  guarantee  fund  certificates 
shall  be  cnlltled  to  receive  annual  dividends  not  exceeding 
eight  per  centum  thereon.  Provided,  however,  that  no  divi- 
dends are  payable  except  out  of  the  corporation's  accumu- 
lated surplus  fund,  if  any;  and  provided,  also  that  no  surplus 
fund  shall  be  deemed  to  exist  for  the  purpose  of  paying  said 
dividends  unless  the  corporation's  two  per  centum  emergency 
fund  is  intact.  Said  guarantee  fund  certificates  shall  be  issued 
with  a  proviso  thereto,  specifying  that  the  corporation  re- 
serves the  right  at  any  dividend-paying  period  to  redeem  the 
certificates  issued,  at  their  x)ar  value.  Said  corporation,  how- 
ever, can  onl}^  use  its  surplus  funds,  if  any,  for  the  pur])ose  of 
redeeming  said  guarantee  fund  certificates,  and  no  part  of  the 
emergency  fund  can  be  used  for  that  purpose.  The  guarantee 
fund  certificates  shall  have  printed  notice  thereon  giving  the 
fixed  diite  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  members  or  policy 
holde-rs  of  the  corporation,  and  each  guarantee  fund  certificate 
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issued  shall  oiititlc  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote  on  any  busi- 
ness matter  at  any  meeting  of  the  members  or  policy  holders 
of  the  corporation:  Provided,  however,  that  the  corporation 
shall  only  issue  tlie  miarantee  fund  certificates  in  such  denom- 
ination and  number  that  the  total  votes  represented  by  all 
guarantee  fund  certificates  shall  not  exceed  one-third  of  the 
total  votes  of  all  mem])ers  or  policy  holders  of  the  corpora- 
tion. 

''3-  Insurance  companies  or  associations  heretofore 
organized,  and  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and 
now  doing'  the  business  of  life  or  casualty  insurance,  or  both 
life  and  casualty  insurance  upon  the  co-operative  or  assess- 
ment plan,  may  at  any  meeting  of  its  members  or  policy 
holders  provide  for  a  guarantee  fund  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dolUirs;  subject,  however,  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  re- 
lating to  insurance  companies  or  associations  hereafter  organ- 
ized and  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  State. ' ' 

§  2,  That  section  680  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes,  CarrolPs 
Edition  of  1915,  being  section  143  of  an  act  entitled,  "An  act 
providing  for  the  creation  and  regulation  of  private  corpora- 
tions, '  ^  which  became  a  law  April  5, 1893,  as  amended  by  chap- 
ter 103  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  which  became  a  law  June  ,  1910, 

and  is  entitled,  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled,  'An  act  for 
the  creation  and  regulation  of  private  corporations,'  "  being 
an  act  relating  to  the  subject  of  insurance,  and  the  transaction 
of  the  business  of  life  or  casualty  insurance,  or  both  life  and 
casualty  insurance  upon  the  co-operative  or  assessment  plan, 
he  amended  by  striking  therefrom  the  words,  "ten  thousand 
dollars,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  words,  "one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,''  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows : 


"Section  680.    Foreign  Companies,  When  Authorized  to 
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Do  Business — Fraternal  Societies  Exempt — Companies  Law 
Applies  to. — Any  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  any 
other  State  of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing* 
life  or  accident  insurance  upon  the  assessment  plan,  or  carry- 
ing on  the  business  of  life  or  accident  insurance  upon  the  as- 
sessment or  co-operative  plan,  shall  receive  from  the  Com- 
missioner of  Insurance  of  this  State  a  certificate  that  it  has 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  is  authorized  to 
do  business  in  this  State  wdienever  such  corporation  shall  de- 
])osit  with  him  a  certified  copy  of  its  charter  or  articles  of 
incorporation ;  a  copy  of  its  statement  of  business  for  the  year 
ending  the  31st  day  of  the  next  yjrecpding  December,  sw^orn  to 
by  the  president  and  secretary,  or  like  officers  thereof,  setting* 
forth  the  number  and  amount  of  certificates  of  membership  or 
policies  in  force,  and  a  detailed  account  of  its  expenditures, 
income,  assets  and  liabilities;  and  also  a  certificate  sworn  to 
by  the  president  and  secretary,  or  like  officers  thereof,  setting 
forth  that  it  has  paid,  and  has  the  ability  to  pay,  its  certificates 
or  policies  to  the  full  limit  named  therein ;  that  its  certificates 
or  policies  are  payable  only  to  beneficiaries  having  a  legal  in- 
terest in  the  life  of  the  member  or  insured ;  that  an  ordinary 
assessment  upon  its  members  is  sufficient  to  pay  its  maximum 
certificate  of  membership  or  policy  theretofore  issued,  if  any, 
or  thereafter  to  be  issued  to  residents  of  this  State,  to  the  full 
amount  or  limit  therein  named ;  a  certificate  from  the  Insur- 
ance Commissioner,  or  other  like  officer  charged  with  the  duty 
of  executing  or  enforcing  the  execution  of  the  insurance  laws 
of  its  own  State,  certifying  that  it  is  legally  entitled  to  do 
business  in  its  home  State ;  and  that  he  holds  on  deposit,  for 
the  benefit  of  policy  holders  of  such  company,  good  securities, 
in  which  insurance  companies  are  allowed  by  law  to  invest 
their  ca])ital,  amounting  to  not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars ;  but  any  company  not  having  such  deposit  in  the  State 
where  it  was  organized,  may  make  such  deposit  in  this  State 
in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision 
applicable  to  companies  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 
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A  copy  of  t]ie  application  for  niemhersliip  or  insurance,  and  of 
each  form  tliereof,  if  more  than  one  form  is  used;  a  copy  of 
the  form  of  certificate  of  membership  or  policy  and  of  each 
form  thereof,  if  more  than  one  form  is  used,  a  copy  of  the  con- 
stitution and  ])y-laws,  and  of  eacli  and  every  addition  thereof, 
which  must  show  that  all  indemnities  to  beneficiaries  are  in  the 
main  provided  for  by  assessments  upon  all  surviving  members. 
The  certificate  of  authority  herein  authorized  may  be  withheld 
from  any  such  corporation  or  association,  whenever  it  may  ap- 
pear to  the  satisfaction  of  the  commissioner  that  the  affairs 
and  business  of  such  corporation  or  association  are  in  an  un- 
sound condition,  or  its  busines  not  carried  on  within  the  limits 
and  restrictions  of  its  organic  law,  or  that  any  of  the  terms, 
conditions  or  by-laws  have  been  or  are  being  violated,  or  that 
said  corporation  shall  refuse  to  permit  a  full  examination  of 
its  affairs  to  be  made  when  deemed  necessary  by  the  commis- 
sioner. 

''The  provisions  of  the  foregoing  sections  as  amended 
shall  not  apply  to  fraternal  orders  or  societies,  and  shall  only 
apply  to  corporations,  associations  and  societies  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  to  foreign  corporations,  as- 
sociations, and  societies  coming  into  this  State  for  the  purpose 
of  doing  the  business  of  life  or  casualty  insurance,  or  both 
life  and  casualty  insurance  upon  the  co-operative  plan.^' 

§  3.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  now  in  force  which  con- 
flict with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Ordered  that  said  bill  be  read  the  third  time. 

The  provision  of  the  Constitution  as  to  the  third  reading 
of  said  bill  at  length  being  dispensed  with,  it  was  read  the 
third  time  by  its  title,  and  x)rissed.

Mr.  T.  R.  Jones  moved  that  the  vote  by  which  said  bill 
was  passed  be  reconsidered  and  that  said  motion  lie  on  the 
table. 


Said  motion  was  a£reed  to. 
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The  House  then  took  up  for  consideration  from  the  orders 
of  the  day  a  bill  of  the  following  title,  viz. : 

H.  B.  145.  An  act  to  permit  corporations  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of  life  or  casualty  in- 
surance, or  both  life  and  casualty  insurance  upon  the  co- 
operative or  assessment  plan,  to  re-incorporate  as  life  insur- 
ance companies  on  the  mutual  or  stock  plan;  and  providing 
means  whereby,  and  the  conditions  on  which,  such  re-incor- 
poration may  be  effected. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows,  viz. : 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Conimon- 
ivealtli  of  KentucJcy: 

Thr.t  any  corporation  organized  for  the  purpose  of  trans- 
acting the  business  of  life  or  casualty  insurance,  or  both  life 
and  casualty  insurance  upon  the  co-operative  or  assessment 
plan,  heretofore  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
Aveallli  of  Kentucky,  may,  with  the  consent  of  at  least  three- 
fourths  of  its  directors,  become  a  life  insurance  company, 
upon  the  mutual  or  stock  plan,  subject  to  the  hnvs  of  this 
Commonwealth  applicable  to  such  corporations,  and  those 
prescribing  how  articles  of  incorporation  shall  be  amended, 
and  upon  com])lying  with  tlie  following  conditions  aud  regula- 
tions, to-wit : 

Notice  of  the  proposal  so  to  change  the  form  of  the  cor- 
porate organization,  and  of  a  meeting  of  the  members,  policy 
holders  or  certificate  holders  of  the  corporation,  held  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  action  thereon,  shall  be  given  l)y  pu])U- 
cation  stating  the  time,  place  and  object  of  such  meeting  once 
a  week  for  three  consecuti^'e  weeks  in  some  newspaper  of  gen- 
eral circulation,  published  in  the  city  or  county  in  which  said 
corporation  has  its  principal  place  of  business. 
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At  sucli  meeting-  tbere  shall  be  required,  in  order  to 
effect  tbe  change  proposed,  the  affirmative  vote  in  person,  or 
the  consent  in  writing",  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  cori)oration,  and  the  concurrence  of  at  least  three- 
fourths  of  the  directors.  At  such  meeting,  if  the  proposed 
change  ])e  approved,  tlie  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  fixed  within  the  limits  i)rescribed  by  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth  for  such  corporations,  and  the 
par  value  of  the  shares  and  the  number  of  shares  into  which 
tlie  capital  stock  is  to  be  divided  shall  also  be  determined. 

The  members,  policy  holders,  or  certificate  holders  of  such 
corporation  shall  have  the  first  right  to  subscribe  for  said 
stock,  subject  to  such  equitable  regulations  as  the  directors 
may  prescribe,  but  all  subscriptions  for  shares  of  stock  must 
be  made  and  paid  for  in  cash  and  at  a  price  not  less  than  par. 

Upon  the  completion  of  its  reorganization  as  a  stock  com- 
pany, the  assets,  if  any,  of  such  corporation,  and  its  liabilities, 
shall  be  and  become  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  stock  com- 
pany, except  so  far  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

The  said  company  shall  not  be  entitled  to  do  any  busi- 
ness as  a  stock  corj^oration  until  the  amount  of  stock  deter- 
mined as  herein  provided,  and  as  authorized  by  the  laws  of 
this  (Commonwealth,  shall  have  been  subscribed  and  paid 
for,  at  not  less  than  par,  and  the  provisions  of  the  law  con- 
cerning such  corporations  shall  have  been  complied  ^^4th, 
and  the  proceeds  of  said  capital  stock  to  the  amount  of  at 
least  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  invested 
in  secu/zties  such  as  those  in  which  insurance  corporations 
are  permitted  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  to  make  in- 
vestments, and  such  securities  to  the  amount  of  at  least  one 
liundred  tliousand  doHars,  shall  have  been  deposited  vrith 
the  proper  officials  of  tliis  Connaonwealth,  to  gurantee  the 
payment  of  policies  issued  b}^  said  company,  and  until  the  In- 
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suranee  Commissioner  shall  have,  upon  in^inost,  valued  the 
assets  of  the  company  and  its  outstanding'  policies,  and  shall 
have  given  his  certificate  that  the  admitted  assets  of  said  com- 
pany, including  its  capital  stock,  are  sufficient  to  provide  re- 
serve upon  all  outstanding  assessment  policies,  valued  as  here- 
inafter provided,  over  and  above  all  other  bona  fide  debts  of 
said  company  and  claims  against  it,  and  that  said  corpora- 
tion has  complied  with  all  of  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth 
regarding  life  insurance  companies  upon  the  stock  or  mutual 
plan,  as  the  case  ma^^  be. 

Any  corporation,  so  re-incorporated  as  a  life  insurance 
company  on  the  mutual  or  stock  plan,  shall,  unless  a  higher 
method  of  valuation  be  provided  for  in  its  policies  or  certi- 
ficates of  membership  previously  written,  value  each  of  its 
assessment  policies  or  certificates  of  membership  previously 
written,  as  an  ordinary  industrial  life  policy  in  force  for  one 
year  before  the  date  of  re-organization  (regardless  of  the 
length  of  time  actually  in  force),  according'  to  the  methods 
I)rovided  for  such  valuation  by  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  such  certificate  from  the  Insurance 
Commissioner,  the  stock  holders  may  elect  from  among  them- 
selves directors  in  accordance  with  the  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion and  by-laws  of  the  company,  and  the  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, to  hold  office  until  the  ensuing  annual  meeting, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and 
qualified,  and  the  directors  so  elected  shall  have  and  be  vested 
with,  and  authorized  to  exercise,  all  the  rights  and  powers 
proper  to  be  exercised  by  the  directors  of  such  life  insurance 
companies  upon  the  mutual  or  stock  plan,  as  the  case  may  be, 
under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

The  Insurance  Commissioner,  upon  request,  and  upon  the 
payment  to  him  of  the  usual  fees  therefor,  shall  ascertain  and 
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certify  the  proportionate  interest  in  the  assets  of  the  co-opera- 
tive or  assessment  corporation  before  its  re-organization  as  a 
stock  company  of  each  of  the  members  of  said  co-operative  or 
assessment  company,  who  may  refnse,  within  six  months  after 
notice,  to  assent  to  the  change  of  said  company  into  a  stock 
or  mutual  company,  but  the  interest  of  no  member  so  dissent- 
ing shall  be  valued  at  more  than  his  proportionate  i)art  of  the 
accumulated  emergency  fund,  to  be  determined  by  the  InsTir- 
ance  Comissioner  as  of  the  date  of  the  re-organization  of  the 
co-operative  or  assessment  company  as  a  life  insurance  com- 
pany upon  the  mutual  or  stock  plan,  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
the  amount  of  the  interest  of  every  such  dissenting  member  oi* 
policy  holder  or  certificate  holder  shall  be  paid  over  to  such 
dissenting  members  or  policy  holders  or  certificate  holders, 
respectively,  on  demand  within  thirty  days  after  ascertaining 
as  aforesaid,  and  upon  the  payment  or  tender  to  them,  re- 
spectively, of  the  amount  of  interest  so  ascertained  and  certi- 
fied, the  membership  of  such  dissenting  member  or  policy 
holder  or  certificate  holder  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  out 
of  the  remainder  of  the  assets  in  excess  of  the  sum  required  for 
the  compensation  of  dissenting  members,  policy  holders  or 
certificate  holders,  as  aforesaid,  there  shall  be  deposited  with 
tlie  State  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  under 
the  laws  of  this  Connnonwealth  j^roviding  for  the  deposit  of 
legal  reserve,  a  sum  equal  to  such  reserve  as  computed  hy  tJie 
Insurance  Commissioner,  in  addition  to  the  deposit  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  hereinabove  yn'ovided  for. 

Any  surplus  that  may  be  found  to  exist  in  the  assets  of 
such  corporation  over  and  above  all  its  liabilities,  including  the 
legal  reserve  for  all  outstanding  policies  in  force,  as  ascer- 
tained and  certified  by  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  as  here- 
inabove provided,  at  the  date  of  its  re-organization  as  a  stock 
or  nmtual  company,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  held  as  a  fund 
for  the  security  of  the  policy  holders  of  the  company,  and 
shall,  under  no  circiunstances,  pass  to  the  ownership  of  the

stockliolders  or  members  of  the  re-organized  stock  or  nnitnal 
company,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  be  distributed  among  them, 
or  be  used  or  encroached  uy)on  for  the  payment  of  dividends 
upon  the  capital  stock,  but  sucli  surplus  may  be  used  to  \)ay 
the  losses  incurred  by  such  re-organized  company  upon  poli- 
cies written  upon  th:  eo-operative  or  assessment  plan,  prior 
to  its  re-organization. 

Such  assessment  x)olicies  and  all  rights  and  liabilities  at- 
tached tliereto,  and  all  the  powers  and  obligations  of  the  com- 
pany with  reference  to  the  same  shall  survive  as  long  as  said 
policies  shall  remain  in  force,  except  that  such  policies  shall 
thereafter  be  considered  as  ordinary  life  policies,  as  herein- 
above provided. 

The  re-incorporated  company  shall  not  be  entitled  to  levy 
any  further  assessments  even  though  such  rights  may  have 
been  previously  reserved  in  the  policy,  but  shall  be  entitled  to 
collect  as  premiums  the  stipulated  payments  of  dues  pro- 
vided for  in  said  policies. 

If  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  re-incorporated  com- 
pany upon  the  mutual  or  stock  plan,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
so  specify,  then  such  re-incorporated  company  may  write  any 
sort  of  business  permitted  to  life  insurance  companies  on  the 
mutual  or  stock  jjlan  b}^  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  as 
they  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  amended,  and  may  also  write 
life,  health  and  accident  insurance  on  the  industrial  plan ;  but, 
if  such  companies  shall  write  life,  health  and  accident  insur- 
ance in  one  contract  on  the  industrial  plan,  they  shall  S]i)ecify 
in  their  policies  what  part  of  the  premium  is  for  tlie  life  aniT 
what  part  is  for  the  health  and  accident  elements,  and  also 
make  separate  reports  to  the  Insurance  Commissioner  of  each 
class  of  business,  in  addition  to  the  seperate  reports  required 
by  law  of  life  insurance  companies  writing  life  and  accident 
business  on  the  stock  or  mutual  plan. 
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Ordered  tliat  said  bill  be  read  the  third  time.

S.  B.  103.  An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ''An  act  con-

Said  bill  reads  as  follows,  viz. 
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Be  ?V  enacted  hy  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
ivealth  of  Kentucky : 

First:  Tliat  an  act  entitled,  ''An  act  concerning'  the  State 
Inspector  and  Examiner/'  wliicli  was  approved  January  13, 
1893,  and  published  in  the  Session  Acts  of  1891,  1892  and 
1893  at  chapter  127,  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  sec- 
tion 1  tliereof  the  following  language : 

Th  -  State  Inspector  and  Examiner  may,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  employ  two  assistants  and  a  stenographer  to 
assist  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  required  of  the  State 
Inspector  under  said  act.  One  of  said  assistants  shall  be  paid 
not  exceeding  $7.50  per  day  when  engaged  in  work  to  which  he 
shall  be  assigned  by  the  State  Inspector ;  the  second  of  said  as- 
sistants shall  be  paid  not  exceeding  $5.00  per  day  w^hile  en- 
gaged in  the  work  to  which  he  is  assigned  by  the  State  In- 
spector. The  stenographer  shall  be  paid  not  exceeding  $75.00 
per  month.  When,  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  Inspector  and 
Examiner,  additional  assistance  is  required  for  the  examina- 
tion of  any  of  the  ccunty  offices,  State  institutions,  offices  or 
officers,  the  State  Inspector  is  authorized  to  examine,  he  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  employ  such  necessary 
assistants,  and  their  compensation  shall  be  fixed  in  advance  by 
agreement  betwen  the  State  Inspector  and  Examiner  and  the 
Governor  and  such  assistants.  In  addition  to  the  salary  and 
com])ensation  herein  authorized  to  be  paid,  the  State  Inspector 
and  the  Governor  may  allow  to  such  assistants  employed  here- 
under their  actual  necessary  traveling  expenses  while  en- 
gaged in  the  service  of  tlie  State.  Such  compensation  and  ex- 
])enses  herein  provided  shall  be  paid  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
Auditor  when  there  lias  been  filed  with  him  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  such  salary  and  expenses,  subscribed  and  sworn  to 
by  such  asistants  and  ay)proved  b}^  the  State  Inspector  and 
Examiuer  and  also  approved  by  the  Governor. 
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So  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  in  fnll  as 
follows : 

''§1.  The  Governor  shall,  by  and  with  tlie  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  appoint  in  Jannary,  one  thousand  eight 
Imndred  and  ninety-six,  and  every  four  years  thereafter,  an 
officer  to  be  known  as  the  State.  Inspector  and  Examiner.  The 
person  so  appointed  shall  be  at  least  thirty  years  of  age,  and 
possess  all  the  qualifications  of  an  elector.  Tfe  shall  hold  his 
office  for  four  years  from  the  date  of  his  appointment,  and 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  He  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars,  payable  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  salary  of  the  Governor,  and  shall  also  receive 
liis  necessary  traveling'  expenses  when  on  business  connected 
with  hif!  office.  His  expenses  shall  be  paid  upon  the  warrant 
of  the  Auditor,  when  he  has  filed  with  the  Auditor  an  itemized 
statement  of  said  expenses,  subscribed  and  sworn  to  by  him 
and  approved  by  the  Governor.  The  State  Inspector  and  Ex- 
aminer may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  employ  two 
assistants  and  a  stenographer  to  assist  in  the  performance  of 
the  duties  required  of  the  State  Inspector  under  said  act.  One 
of  said  assistants  shall  be  paid  not  exceeding  $7.50  per  day 
when  engaged  in  work  to  which  he  shall  be  assigned  by  the 
State  Inspector;  the  second  of  said  assistants  shall  be  paid 
not  exceeding  $5.00  per  day  while  engaged  in  tlie  work  to 
^vhich  he  is  assigned  by  the  State  Inspector.  The  stenographer 
shall  be  paid  not  exceeding  $75.00  per  month.  When,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  State  Inspector  and  Examiner,  additional  as- 
sistance is  required  for  the  examination  of  any  of  the  county 
offices,  State  institutions,  offices  or  officers,  the  State  Inspector 
is  authorized  to  examine,  he  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Ixovernor^  employ  such  necessar^^  assistants  and  their  compen- 
sation shall  be  fixed  in  advance  by  agreement  between  the 
State  Inspector  and  Examiner  and  the  Governor  and  such  as- 
sistants. In  addition  to  the  salary  and  com])ensation  herein 
authorized  to  be  paid,  the  State  Inspector  and  Examiner  and 
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the  Governor  may  allow  to  such  asistants  employed  liereuncler 
their  actual  necessary  traveling  expenses  whik^  engaged  in 
the  service  of  the  State.  Such  compensation  and  expenses 
herein  provided  shall  be  paid  upon  the  warrant  of  tlie  Auditor 
when  there  has  been  filed  with  him  an  itemized  statement  of 
such  salary  and  expenses,  subscribed  and  sworn  to  by  such 
assistants  and  approved  by  the  State  Inspector  and  Examiner 
and  also  approved  by  the  Governor." 

Second.  That  Section  5  of  the  act  entitled  ^^An  act  con- 
cerning the  State  Inspector  and  Examiner/'  which  was  ap- 
proved January  13, 1893,  and  published  in  the  Session  Acts  of 
1891,  1892  and  1893  at  chapter  127,  be  amended  by  striking 
therefrom  the  following  language : 

^^He  shall  also  have  authority  to  investigate  and  examine 
into  the  conduct  of  any  other  officer  in  this  Commonwealth  wlio 
is  authorized  to  receive  or  collect  any  money  due  or  going  to 
the  Commonwealth,  or  who  has  the  management  or  control 
of  any  property  belonging  to  the  State,  or  in  which  the  State 
is  interested,  touching  his  official  conduct  thereupon." 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

He  shall  have  authority  to  investigate  and  examine  into 
the  conduct  of  all  other  officers  of  the  Commonwealth,  ii;- 
cluding  all  county  officers,  who  are  authorized  to  receive  or 
collect  or  disburse  any  money  due  or  going  to  the  Common-

sion  in  the  handling  of  any  funds  derived  fron^  the  sale  of 
bonds  authorized  and  voted  by  the  said  county  for  the  i)ur- 
pose  of  building  and  reconstructing  roads  and  bridges;  and 
which  commissioners  shall  be  ecpially  divided  between  the 
two  dominant  political  parties  of  the  county.    Said  connnis-

missioners shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  sum  for  their  ser- 
vices by  the  fiscal  court,  to  be  paid  by  the  fiscal  court  but  out 
of  tlie  county  levy  for  road  and  bridge  purposes. 

§  4.  That  further,  commissioners  appointed  under  this 
act  shall  perform  their  duties  subject  to  the  supervision  of 
the  State  Road  Commissioner,  of  the  State  Road  Depart- 
ment, should  the  county  so  voting  bonds  take  advantage  of 
State  aid  or  receive  funds  from  the  State  of  Kentucky  in 
building  public  liighways.

The  accompanying  statement  shows  that  all  of  this  appro- 
I)riation  is  used  for  clerk  hire  as  provided  for  by  the  statutes.  \ 
It  is  impossible  for  the  Auditor's  office  to  give  further  in- 
formation than  for  the  month  of  January,  1916,  as  the  pres- 
ent Auditor's  term  of  office  began  at  that  time. 

As  to  the  number  of  hours  actually  employed  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  the  Auditor  states  that  the  entire  num-  ■ 
ber  of  clerks  work  as  much  as  eight  hours  a  day,  and  the 
.Vuditor  and  several  of  the  employees  have  averaged  from  ten 
to  twelve  hours  of  actual  service  each  day  since  the  present 
Auditor  went  into  office. 

Both  from  the  Auditor's  statement  and  from  frequent 
observations,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Inspector  and  Examiner 
that  the  time  of  the  clerical  force  in  the  Auditor's  office  is 
fully  occupied  with  the  work  of  that  office.

S.  B.  131.  An  act  to  require  the  registration  of  legisla- 
tive counsel  and  legislative  agents ;  to  define  regular  practic- 
ing attorneys  as  used  in  this  act,  and  provide  for  their  regis- 
tration before  legislative  committees ;  and  to  define  and  pro- 
hibit corrupt  lobbying. 
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Said  bill  reads  as  follows : 

Be 'it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Conimon- 
ivealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  Every  person,  corporation  or  association  employing 
any  person,  to  act  as  agent  or  connsel  to  promote  or  oppose  ^ 
in  any  manner  the  passage  by  the  Legislature  of  any  legisla- 
tion affecting  the  pecuniary  interests  of  any  individual,  as- 
sociation or  corporation  as  distinct  from  those  of  the  whole 
people  of  the  State,  or  to  act  in  any  manner  as  a  legislative 
counsel  or  agent  in  connection  with  any  such  legislation, 
shall,  within  one  week  after  the  date  of  such  employment, 
cause  the  name  of  the  person  so  employed  to  be  entered 
upon  a  legislative  docket  as  hereinafter  provided.  It  shall 
also  be  the  duty  of  the  person  so  employed  to  enter,  or  cause 
to  be  entered,  his  name  upon  such  docket.  Upon  the  termi- 
nation of  such  employment  such  fact  may  be  entered  oppo- 
site the  name  of  any  person  so  employed  either  by  the  em- 
ployer or  the  employee. 

§  2.  The  Attorney  General  of  the  State  shall  prepare 
and  keep  a  legislative  docket  in  conformity  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act  and  which  shall  be  known  as  the  docket  of 
the  legislative  counsel  or  agent  before  committees.  In  the 
docket  of  legislative  counsel  or  agents  shall  be  entered  the 
names  of  all  counsel  or  agents  employed  for  any  purpose  in 
connection  with  any  legislation  included  within  the  terms  of 
section  one  of  this  act  except  the  names  of  regular  practic- 
ing attorneys  as  hereinafter  defined.  In  such  docket  shall  be 
entered  the  names  and  business  address  of  the  employer; 
the  name,  residence  and  occupation  of  the  person  employed, 
the  date  of  the  employment  or  agreement  therefor;  the 
length  of  time  that  the  employment  is  to  continue,  if  such 
time  can  be  determined,  and  the  special  subject  or  subjects 
of  legislation,  if  any,  to  which  the  employment  relates.  Said.

§  3.  Any  person,  corjjoration  or  association  employing 
any  legislative  counsel  or  agent,  shall,  whenever  further  sub- 
jects of  legislation  are  introduced  or  arise  which  such  coun- 
sel or  agent  is  to  promote  or  oppose,  make  or  cause  to  be 
made  additional  interest  opposite  his  or  its  name  on  said 
docket,  stating  such  special  employment  and  specifically  re- 
ferring to  the  petitions,  orders,  bills,  or  other  subjects  of 
legislation  to  which  the  same  relates,  and  such  entry  shall 
also  be  made  opposite  the  names  of  such  counsel  or  agents 
in  such  manner  that  such  entries  shall  show  all  the  subjects 
of  legislation  in  relation  to  which  any  counsel  or  agent  is 
employed.  No  person  shall  appear  as  counsel  before  any 
committee  of  the  Legislature,  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  or 
act  as  agent  in  respect  to  any  legislation  coming  within  the 
terms  of  section  one  of  this  act,  unless  his  name  appears 
upon  the  docket  for  legislative  counsel  or  agents  as  employed 
in  respect  to  such  matter  as  above  provided.  No  person, 
corporation  or  association  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  em- 
ploy any  person  as  legislative  counsel  or  agent  in  respect  to 
any  legislation  coming  within  the  terms  of  section  one,  un- 
less the  name  of  such  person  is  duly  entered  on  said  docket 
as  provided  by  this  act.  No  person  shall  be  employed  as  a 
legislative  counsel  or  agent,  for  a  compensation  dependent 
in  any  manner  upon  the  passage  or  defeat  of  any  proposed 
legislation,  or  upon  any  contingency  connected  with  the 
action  of  the  Legislature  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  or  of 
any  committee  ther(H:)f.  No  person  ^vhose  name  is  entered 
on  the  docket  of  the  legislative  counsel  or  agent  shall  render 
an}^  service  as  legislative  counsel  or  agent  otherwise  than 
hj  appearing  before  a  committee  as  aforesaid,  and  b}^  doing 
work  j)roperly  incident  thereto. 
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§  4.  Legislative  eoinisel  or  ageiits  re([uire(l  to  have 
their  names  entered  upon  the  legislative  docket  shall  file 
with  the  Attorney  General,  within  ten  days  after  the  date 
of  making  such  entry,  a  written  authorization  to  act  as 
such,  signed  by  the  person  or  corporation  employing  them. 

§  5.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  final  adjournment  of 
the  legislature  every  person,  corporation  or  association 
whose  name  appears  upon  the  legislative  docket  of  the  ses- 
sion, shall  file  with  the  Attorney  General  a  complete  and  de- 
tailed statement  sworn  to  before  a  notary  public  or  the 
clerk  of  some  court  by  the  person  making  same,  or  in  the 
case  of  a  corporation  by  its  president  or  treasurer,  of  all 
expenses  paid  or  incurred  by  such  person,  corporation  or  as- 
sociation in  connection  with  the  employment  of  legislative 
counsel  or  agents,  or  in  connection  with  the  proposing  or 
opposing  in  au}^  manner  the  passage  by  the  legislature  of 
any  legislation  coming  within  the  term  of  section  one  of  this 
act.  Corporations  and  individuals  within  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  render  such  accounts  in  such  forms  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  Attorney  General,  and  such  reports  shall  ^ 
l3e  open  to  public  inspection. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  employed  for 
a  pecuniary  consideration  to  act  as  legislative  counsel  or 
agent  as  defined  b}^  section  one  of  this  act,  to  attempt  per- 
sonally, either  directly  or  indirectly,  to  influence  any  mem- 
l)er  of  the  Legislature  to  vote  for  or  against  any  measure 
pending  therein,  or  to  fail  to  vote  thereon,  otherwise  than 
l3y  appearing  before  the  regular  committees  thereof,  when 
in  session,  or  by  newspaper  publications  or  by  public  ad- 
dresses, or  by  written  or  printed  statements,  arguments  or 
iDriefs  delivered  to  each  member  of  the  Legislature,  provided 
a  copy  thereof  shall  be  first  deposited  with  the  Attorney 
General.  No  officer,  agent,  appointee  or  employee  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky,  or  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  employed 
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to  act  or  shall  act  as  legislative  counsel  or  legislative  agent 
to  appear  before  the  Legislature,  or  either  branch  of  same, 
or  any  committee  thereof.  No  institution  or  association  sup- 
ported in  whole  or  in  part  by  appropriations  from  the  State 
treasury,  or  officer  thereof,  and  no  department  of  the  State 
governemnt,  or  officer  thereof,  and  no  officer  of  any  county, 
city,  district,  or  other  municipality,  shall  employ  or  use  any 
legislative  agent  or  counsel,  or  a  regular  practicing  attor- 
ney as  hereinafter  defined,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  or 
defeating  any  legislation  pending  before  the  General  As- 
sembly. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  employed  for 
a  pecuniary  consideration  to  act  as  legislative  counsel  or 
agent  to  go  upon  the  floor  of  either  House  of  the  Legislature 
reserved  for  the  members  thereof  Avhile  in  session,  except 
upon  the  invitation  of  such  iiouse. 

TO.  Any  person  who  shall  openly  or  secretly  attempt  by 
coercion,  intimidation  or  briber}^,  or  by  the  otfer  of  political 
support  for  appointment  or  election  to  a  public  office,  or  by 
the  otfer  of  newspapers'  support  for  a  nomination  or  elec- 
tion, or  by  the  offer  of  money  or  anything  of  value,  or  by  any 
other  improper  method,  to  influence  any  member  or  officer 
of  the  General  Assembly,  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
his  office,  shall  be  guilty  of  the  crime  of  corrupt  lobbying. 

§  11.  Any  corporation,  individual  or  association  who 
fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  making  the 
report  required  to  the  Attorney  General,  or  causing  the 
name  or  names  of  legislative  counsel  or  agents  employed  by 
such  corporation,  individual  or  association  to  be  registered 
as  required  by  this  law,  shall  for  the  first  offense  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  fined  in  any  sum  not  to  exceed 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  and  for  a  second  offense 
fined   in    any  sum    not  to  exceed    five    thousand  dollars 
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($5,000.00)  and  if  a  corporation,  its  cliarter  may  be  forfeited 
in  the  discretion  of  tlie  court;  any  officer  of  any  corporation, 
or  association  failing-  to  make  the  reports  herein  required  or 
to  cause  the  name  or  names  of  leg-ishitive  counsel  or  agents 
to  be  rei>istered,  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  ajtid  upon  conviction  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00),  or  con- 
fined in  tlie  county  jail  not  to  exceed  one  year;  any  legisla- 
tive agent  or  counsel  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00) 
or  confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  to  exceed  five  years,  or 
both  so  fined  and  imprisoned  in  discretion  of  the  jury. 

§  12.  As  important  legislation  is  pending  and  lobby- 
ing has  and  does  now  exist,  an  emergency  is  declared  to 
exist  and  this  bill  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage and  approval  by  the  Governor. 

Mr.  Stone  offered  the  following  amendment  by  way  of 
substitute  for  said  bill,  viz. : 

Be  it  enacted  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Conimon- 
tveaWi  of  Kentiichy: 

§  1.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association,  or 
any  officer  or  employe  of  a  firm,  corporation  or  association 
acting  for  or  on  behalf  of  such  firm,  corporation  or  associa- 
tion, who  or  which  directly  or  indirectly  employs  any  per- 
son or  persons,  firm,  corporation  or  association  to  promote, 
advocate,  amend  or  oppose  in  any  manner  any  matter  pend- 
ing or  that  might  legally  come  before  the  General  Assembly 
or  either  House  thereof,  or  a  committee  of  the  General  As- 
sembly or  of  either  House  thereof,  shall  before  any  service 
is  entered  upon,  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a 
writing  signed  by  such  officer,  employe,  agent  or  person  or 
persons,  stating  the  name  or  names  or  person  or  persons, 
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firm,  corporation  or  associations,  by  whom  or  on  whose  be- 
half he  is  retained  or  employed,  together  with  a  brief  descrip- 
tion of  the  legislation  in  reference  to  which  such  service  is  to 
be  rendered.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
to  provide  a  docket,  to  be  known  as  the  docket  of  the  legisla- 
tive appearances,  with  appropriate  blanks  and  indices,  and 
to  forthAvitli  enter  therein: 

1.  If  any  individual,  his  full  name,  place  of  residence, 
and  place  of  business. 

2.  If  a  firm,  its  correct  firm  name,  place  of  business, 
and  the  full  name  and  place  of  residence  of  each  partner. 

3.  If  a  corporation  or  association,  its  full  name,  the 
location  of  its  principal  place  of  business,  whether  a  corpora- 
tion or  voluntary  association,  whether  a  domestic  or  foreign 
corporation,  and  the  names  and  the  places  of  residence  of 
each  of  its  officers. 

4.  The  nature  and  kind  of  his,  their,  or  its  business, 
occupation  or  employment. 

5.  The  full  name,  place  of  residence  and  occupation  of 
each  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  so  employed, 
together  with  the  full  period  of  employment. 

6.  The  exact  subject  matter  pending  or  that  might 
legally  come  before  the  General  Assembly  or  either  House 
thereof  or  before  any  committee  thereof  with  respect  to 
which  such  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  is  so  em- 
ployed. 

7.  When  any  change,  modification  or  addition  to  such 
employment  or  the  subject  matter  of  the  employment  is 
made,  the  employer  shall  before  any  service  is  rendered. 
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make  known  such  change,  modification  or  addition,  furnish 
in  writing  full  information  regarding  the  same  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State. 

The  Secretary  of  State  shall  innuediately  enter  all  such 
information,  appropriately  indexed  so  as  to  show  all  employ- 
ers, employes  and  the  subject  matter  of  such  employments, 
in  a  separate  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  which  book  at  all  times  shall  be 
open  to  public  inspection.  Upon  the  payment  of  the  fee 
hereinafter  provided  for,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  issue 
to  each  person  or  to  the  representative  of  any  firm,  corpora- 
tion or  association,  so  employed,  a  certificate  showing  the 
name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  certificate  is  issued,  the 
name  or  names  of  his  employers,  the  particular  matter  in 
respect  to  which  such  person  is  so  employed,  and  the  dura- 
tion of  the  employment.  A  new  certificate  shall  be  required 
and  issued  upon  any  change,  modification  or  addition  being 
made  to  such  employment,  such  certificate  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  during  the  period  of  the  employment  therein 
recited,  but  not  to  exceed  two  years,  of  compliance  with  this 
section  by  the  employer  and  employe  named  in  said  certifi- 
cate. Provided,  that  notliing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  a 
bona  fide  newspaper,  journal  or  magazine,  or  a  bona  fide 
news  bureau  or  association  which  in  turn  furnishes  such  in- 
formation solely  to  bona  fide  newspa]}ors,  journals  or  maga- 
zines, in  employing  correspondents  to  furnish  information 
or  news  for  publication  only. 

§  2.  No  person  w^ho  has  received,  or  who  has  been 
promised,  or  who  expects  to  receive,  directly  or  indirectly, 
any  compensation  therefor  shall  api^ear  before  any  commit- 
tee of  the  General  Assembly  or  either  House  thereof,  or  pro- 
mote, advocate,  oppose  or  seek  to  have  amended  in  any  man- 
ner any  matter  ijending  or  that  might  legally  come  before  th(» 
General  Assembly  or  either  House  thereof,  or  before  a  com- 
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iiiittoo  of  the  Geiiei-al  Assein])ly,  or  of  eitlier  Ifoiise  thereof, 
unless  he  shall  have  first  received  from  the  Secretary  of 
State  a  certificate  showing-  that  the  name  of  such  person  has 
been  furnished  to  the  Secretary  of  State  in  conformity  with 
the  law  with  respect  to  the  particular  matter  in  hand.  Noth- 
ing licrein  contained  shall  apply  to  or  interfere  with  the  fur- 
nisliing  of  information  or  news  to  any  bona  fide  newspaper, 
journal  or  magazine  for  publication,  or  to  any  news  bureau 
or  association  which  in  turn  furnishes  the  said  information 
or  news  only  to  bona  fide  newspapers,  journals  or  magazines 
for  publication.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  any 
person,  who  appears  in  response  to  a  written  invitation  from 
the  General  Assembh^  or  either  House  thereof,  or  appears  in 
response  to  a  written  invitation  from  any  duly  appointed 
committee  of  such  General  Assembly  or  either  House 
thereof. 

§  3.  No  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  shall 
be  employed  with  respect  to  any  matter  pending  or  that 
might  legally  come  before  the  General  Assembly  or  either 
House  thereof,  or  before  a  committee  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly or  either  House  thereof  for  a  compensation  dependent 
in  an}^  manner  upon  the  passage,  defeat,  or  amendment  of 
any  such  matter,  or  upon  any  other  contingency  whatever  in 
connection  therewith. 

§  4.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  final  adjournment  of 
any  session  of  the  General  Assembly  every  person,  firm, 
cor])oration  or  association  that  has  employed  any  person, 
firm,  corporation  or  association,  or  has  paid  or  expended  or 
])r()mised  to  pay  or  expend  any  money  or  other  thing  of 
value  in  relation  to  any  matter  that  was  pending  or  that 
mig'ht  legally  have  come  before  such  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  or  either  House  thereof,  or  a  committee  of  the 
General  .Assembly  or  either  House  thereof,  shall  file  with 
th(^  Secretary  of  State  an  itemized  statement,  verified  by  the 
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oath  of  such  person,  or,  if  a  firm,  by  member  thereof,  or,  if 
a  corporation  or  association,  by  an  officer  thereof,  sliowin,^' 
in  details  all  expenses  paid,  incurred  or  promised,  directly 
or  indirectl}^,  in  connection  with  any  matter  that  was  pend- 
ing or  that  might  legally  have  come  before  the  General  As- 
sembly or  either  House  thereof,  or  a  committee  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  or  either  House  thereof  during  such  previous 
session,  with  the  names  of  the  payees  and  the  amounts  paid 
to  each,  including  all  disbursements  made,  incurred  or  prom- 
ised to  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association;  and 
also  specifying  the  nature  or  the  matter  that  was  pending 
or  that  might  legally  have  come  before  the  General  Assem- 
bly or  either  House  thereof,  and  the  interest  of  the  person, 
firm,  corporation  or  association  therein.  Every  person  who 
receives,  either  individually  or  as  an  officer,  agent,  employe, 
or  counsel,  any  money  or  thing  of  value  to  be  expended  or 
used  by  him  in  relation  to  any  matter  pending  or  that  might 
legally  come  before  the  General  Assembly  or  either  Plouse 
thereof,  or  a  committee  of  the  General  Assembly  or  either 
House  thereof,  at  any  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall 
within  thirty  days  after  the  final  adjournment  of  such  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Assembly  file  with  the  Secretary  of  State 
an  itemized  statement,  verified  by  the  oath  of  such  person, 
showing  in  detail  all  the  money  or  other  thing  of  value  so 
received  or  expended  by  him,  and  all  liabilities  directly  or 
indirectly  incurred  by  him  in  connection  with  such  matter. 
Such  statement  shall  contain  the  full  name  and  address  of 
the  person  making  the  same,  and  the  names  and  addresses 
of  such  person,  firm,  committee,  corporation  or  association 
to  whom  any  money  or  thing  of  value  was  paid  or  promised, 
whether  directly  or  indirectly,  the  purpose  for  which.,  the 
place  where,  and  the  date  when  each  item  of  mone}'  or  other 
thing  of  value  was  paid  or  promised  by  such  person,  and  the 
balance  in  liand  of  such  accounting  person  and  the  disposi- 
tion to  be  made  thereof. 
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§  5.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed 
as  affecting  professional  services  in  drafting  bills,  preparing 
arguments  thereon,  or  in  advising  clients  and  rendering- 
opinions  as  to  the  construction  and  the  effect  of  proposed  or 
pending  legislation  where  such  professional  services  are  not 
otherwise  connected  with  legislative  action. 

§  6.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  whether  acting  either  individually  or  as  an  officer, 
agent,  employe  or  counsel  of  a  person,  firm,  corporation  or 
association,  or  any  person,  whether  acting  individually,  as 
an  officer,  employe,  agent  or  counsel  of  a  firm,  corporation 
or  association,  who  causes  or  participates  in  any  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  upon  conviction  be  fined 
not  less  than  three  hundred  ($300.00)  dollars  nor  more  than 
five  thousand  ($5,000.00)  dollars  or  be  imprisoned  in  the 
penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more 
than  three  years,  or  both.  Any  firm,  corporation  or  associa- 
tion which  violates,  or  causes  or  participates  in  any  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  for  each  offense  be 
fined  not  less  than  three  hundred  ($300.00)  dollars  nor  more 
than  five  thousand  ($5,000.00)  dollars.  The  prosecution  of 
one  or  more  of  the  officers  or  employes  of  such  corporation 
or  association  shall  not  be  a  bar  to  the  prosecution  and  con- 
viction of  the  corporation  or  association  for  such  offense. 

§  7.  In  any  prosecution  under  this  act,  the  Attorney 
General  or  any  of  his  assistants  designated  by  him,  may  ap- 
y)ear  on  behalf  of  the  State  before  any  grand  jury  or  petit 
jury  in  any  county  of  the  State. 

§  8.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  charge  and  collect, 
and  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  employer  the  sum  of  five 
(?i^5.00)  dollars  for  each  certificate  necessary  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  Said  sum  shall  bo  for  the  benefit  of  the 
school  fund  of  this  State.     The  Secretary  of  State  shall 
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neither  receive  nor  file  any  statement  or  issue  any  such  cer- 
tificate unless  the  fee  herein  prescribed  lias  been  paid. 

§  9.  This  act  is  hereby  dechired  to  be  an  emergency 
act,  and  that  its  enactment  is  necessary  for  the  immediate 
preservation  of  public  safety. 

Said  amendment  by  way  of  substitute  was  disagreed  to. 

Mr.  L.  M.  Smith  offered  tlie  following  amendment  to 
said  bill,  viz. : 

Amend  Senate  Bill  131  as  follows :  On  page  1,  line  2,. 
strike  out  the  words  ''to  define  regular  practicing  attorneys 
as  used  in  this  act." 

In  section  2,  page  2,  in  lines  7  and  8,  strike  out  the 
words,  ''except  the  names  of  regular  practicing  attorneys  as 
hereinafter  defined. ' ' 

On  pages  4  and  5,  strike  out  all  of  section  6. 

On  page  6,  strike  out  all  of  section  12. 

Said  amendments  were  agreed  to. 

Ordered  that  said  bill  as  amended  be  engrossed  and 
read  the  third  time. 

The  provision  of  the  Constitution  as  to  the  third  read- 
ing of  said  bill  at  length  being  dispensed  with,  and  the  same 
being  engrossed,  it  was  read  the  third  time  by  its  title,  and 
passed.

Whereas,  it  has  been  declared  by  every  member  of  the 
Engineer  Corps  of  tlie  Ignited  States  Army  who  has  dealt 
with  such  floods,  by  the  Mississippi  River  Commission  and 
by  other  commissions  appointed  by  Congress,  that  such 
floods  can  be  prevented  at  a  reasonable  cost ;  and, 

Whereas,  the  Avork  of  such  flood  prevention  has  been 
going  on  for  many  years  in  the  least  economical  way  and 
over  two-thirds  of  its  cost  has  been  borne  by  the  damaged 
sections,  who  can  no  longer  cope  witli  this  giant  problem 
without  effective  aid  from  the  National  Government ;  and, 

Whereas,  all  political  parties  Imve  declared  in  their 
campaign  platforms  that  flood  control  of  the  Mississippi 
River  is  a  national  duty;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  the 
House  of  Representatives  concurring,  that  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  be,  and  is  hereby,  requested  to  fulfill  this 
national  duty  at  its  next  session,  and  to  enact  such  legisla- 
tion as  shall  provide  a  separate  and  comprehensive  plan  for 
the  prevention  of  such  floods  without  delay;  and  be  it  fur- 
ther 

Resolved,  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of.  Representatives,  the  President  of 
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tlie  Senate  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  and  to  eacli 
member  of  the  Senate  and  Honse  of  Representatives  of  tliis 
State  in  Congress.

The  bids  shall  state  specifically 
the  list  price,  the  net  contract  prices  at  which  books  are  to 
be  furnished  to  dealers  within  a  county,  and  the  exchange  and 
retail  prices  to  pupils,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  speci- 
men copy  of  every  book  proposed  to  be  furnished.  All  bids 
shall  be  sealed  and  deposited  with  the  chairman  of  the  commis- 
sion to  be  by  him  delivered  to  the  connnission  in  executi^-e 
session,  when  they  shall  be  opened  in  the  presence  of  the  com- 
mission. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  commis- 
sion to  carefully  preserve  in  his  office  for  comparison  the 
specimen  copy  of  each  of  the  books  adopted,  together  with  the 
original  bid  or  jjroposal,  and  when  requested  to  return  to  the 
publishers  the  specimen  copies  of  other  books  submitted  at 
their  exiDense.  Provided,  however,  that  when  the  present  con- 
tracts now  existing  for  the  furnishing  of  text  books  shall  have 
expired  by  the  terms  thereof  the  commission  shall  arrange  for 
a  continuance  of  such  contracts  until  new  contracts  may  be 
entered  into  as  required  by  this  act,  but  the  commission  may 
make  a  new  adoption  as  required  by  law  on  not  exceeding  three 
branches  in  any  one  year,  and  when  an  adoption  is  made  the 
-contract  shall  be  for  the  furnishing  of  such  books  for  a  period 
not  to  exceed  five  years,  and  the  commission  shall  make  a 
gradual  change  in  the  text  books,  if  any  change  is  deemed 
necessary,  from  year  to  year  until  there  has  been  a  complete 
new  adoption,  and  when  such  new  adoption  is  made  in  each 
instance  the  contract  shall  provide  for  the  furnishing  of  text 
books  for  a  period  not  less  than  five  years.  At  the  expiration 
of  any  new  contract  another  adoption  may  be  made  for  the 
same  branches  for  a  period  not  less  than  five  years. 

§  2.  That  subsection  14  of  the  above  mentioned  section 
be  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as  to  read  as  folloAVS: 

For  the  distribution  and  sale  of  books  adopted  by  the 
State  Text  Book  Commission  to  the  patrons  of  the  schools 
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of  the  State,  the  county  board  of  ecUication  or  the  city  board ^ 
of  education,  as  herein  prvided,  shall  appoint  one  or  more 
responsible  merchant  or  person  or  other  agent  in  each  educa- 
tional division  in  every  county  of  the  State  selected  with 
reference  to  the  convenience  of  the  joatrons  of  the  schools  as 
dealers  of  text  books,  and  such  dealers  shall  receive  fifteen 
-  per  cent,  of  the  retail  price  at  which  the  same  books  are  sold, 
and  out  of  the  said  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  retail  price  at  which 
said  books  are  sold  such  dealer  shall  pay  the  transportation 
charges  and  all  other  charges  on  the  said  books.  Such  dealers 
shall  be  of  good  financial  rating,  but  no  contractor  shall  have 
the  right  to  refuse  to  furnish  books  to  such  dealer  on  the 
ground  that  his  financial  rating  is  not  good  in  the  event  such 
dealer  executes  a  bond  approved  by  the  county  superintendent 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  that  he  will 
well  and  truly  pay  over  to  such  contractor  all  money  conjiing 
into  his  hands  belonging  to  the  contractor. 

Said  dealers  shall  exchange  new  books  for  oldVones  of  the 
same  grade  displaced  by  said  adoption,  at  the  exchange  price 
herein  provided  for,  during  the  first  year  of  the  life  of  each 
and  eveiy  contract  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  All 
bids  and  proposals  shall  set  out  clearly  and  specifically  an  ex  - 
change price  at  which  such  book  or  books  shall  be  furnished 
to  pupils  and  patrons  who  may  have  old  books  on  the  same 
subject,  and  which  may  be  exchanged  for  new  books,  and  the 
exchange  prices  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  subject  to  the  terms  of 
the  contract  made  between  the  State  and  any  publisher  bid- 
ding. Such  new  books  as  are  held  in  Kentucky  nor  or  at  any 
future  adoption  by  purchase  by  dealers,  and  in  good  condition, 
shall  be  taken  in  exchange  at  the  original  net  price  by  success- 
ful bidders  from  such  dealers  as  lield  in  stock  such  books. 

§  3.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act. 
are  hereby  repealed.

any  county,  city,  town,  district  or  precinct  may  be  taken  as  to 
whether  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  shall  be  sold,  bar- 
tered or  loaned  therein,  and  to  amend  section  4  of  said  act, '  ' ' 
being  subsection  3  of  section  2557b  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  and  re-enacted  so  that 
same  when  amended  and  re-enacted  will  read  as  follows : 

§  3.  On  the  second  or  any  subsequent  conviction  for  a 
violation  of  said  act,  or  any  of  its  amendments,  the  court  shall 
require  the  defendant  to  execute  bond  in  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars  to  be  of  good  behavior  for  the  period  of  twelve 
months 

The  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  increase  the  amount  of 
the  bond,  and  if  the  bond  is  not  given  the  defendant  shall  be 
committed  to  the  county  jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ninety 
days,  to  be  fixed  by  the  court.

Be  it  resolved,  by  the 
Senate  of  Kentucky,  the  House  of  Representatives  concur- 
l  iug,  that  the  purpose  of  the  Legislative  Digest  be  approved, 
and  tlse  same  be  adopted  as  the  official  publication  of  this  Gen- 
eral i\s3embly;  that  the  publishers  are  hereby  directed  to  fur- 
nish daily  a  copy  to  each  member  and  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Gen- 
eral Asseini^iy  and  to  the  heads  of  each  State  Department: 
tluit  \]:0  puMisliers  are  allowed  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00) 
for  r-ach  .^id)s  'ription  for  the  session,  and  the  Auditor  of  Pub- 
lic Accounts  is  directed  to  draw  his  w^arrant  upon  the  Treas- 
urer for  saif-  ^imount  when  such  service  has  been  concluded.

An  act  repealing  Section  4385,  Kentucky 
Statutes,  Carroll's  Edition  of  1915,  and  re-enacting  same,  so 
as  to  give  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  au- 
thority to  appoint  additional  clerks  and  stenographers  for 
the  State  Department  of  Education,  and  providing  for  the 
payment  of  said  appointees  out  of  the  State  School  Fund. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows,  viz. : 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assemhly  of  the  Conimon- 
iiealth  of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Section  4385,  Chapter  113,  Article  4,  of  Ken- 
tucky Statutes,  Carroll's  Edition,  1915,  be  and  the  same  is 
liereby  repealed,  and  the  following  enacted  in  lieu  thereof : 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall  receive 
a  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  the  addi- 
tional amount  he  receives  as  chief  inspector  and  examiner  of 
schools,  per  annum;  besides  which  he  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
'  office  fixtures,  stationery,  books,  postage,  fuel  and  light  need- 
ed to  carry  on  the  work  of  his  office.    The  Superintendent  of 
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Public  Iiii^tmction  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  for  his  de- 
partment clerks  and  stenographers,  hereinafter  enumerated, 
who  shall  serve  for  the  term  for  which  he  is  elected,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  him.  They  shall  perform  such  duties,  not 
otherwise  provided  by  law,  as  may  l)e  assigned  them  by  tlie 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  the  furtherance  of 
the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

There  shall  be  a  chief  clerk,  who,  in  case  of  the  absence 
or  sickness  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  shall 
perform  the  duties  of  the  latter,  and  said  clerk's  salar}^  shall 
be  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthl}^,  out 
of  the  school  fund,  by  the  State  Treasurer. 

There  shall  be  a  first  clerk  and  a  second  clerk,  each  of 
whom  shall  be  paid  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  payable  monthly  out  of  the  school  fund  by  the  State 
Treasurer. 

There  shall  be  a  third  clerk,  who  shall  be  paid  a  salary 
of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  montlily,  out  of 
the  school  fund  by  the  State  Treasurer. 

There  shall  ]>e  a  fourth  clerk,  who  shall  he  paid  a  salary 
of  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  payable  month- 
ly out  of  the  school  fund  by  the  State  Treasurer. 

There  may  1)e  two  stenographers  and  typewriters,  who 
shall  receive  and  be  paid  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars 
each  per  annum,  and  two  stenographers  and  typewriters  who 
shall  receive  and  be  paid  one  thousand  dollars  each  per  an- 
num and  one  stenographer  and  typewriter  who  shall  receive 
nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  out  of  the 
school  fund  by  the  State  Treasurer. 

§  2.    It  is  not  the  intention  of  this  act  to  repeal  any  act  or 
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part  of  an  act  lieretofore  enacted,  except  Section  4385,  Chap- 
ter 113,  Article  4  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes,  CarrolPs  Edi- 
tion 1915. 

§  3.  As  there  is  now  no  warrant  of  law  for  the  employ- 
ment and  payment  of  stenographers  and  typewriters  in  the  De- 
partment of  Education  and  as  there  is  an  enormous  amount 
of  mail  and  letters  to  be  answered  and  bulletins,  such  as  the 
school  law  and  biennial  reports,  to  be  edited  and  as  it  is  im- 
possible for  said  Educational  Department  to  be  efficiently 
maintained  without  said  clerks,  stenographers  and  typewrit- 
ers, an  emergency  is  declared  to  exist,  and  this  act  shall  take 
effect  from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Gov- 
ernor. 

Mr.  Bailey  offered  the  following  amendment  to  said  bill, 

viz. : 

Amend  H.  B.  483  by  striking  out  the  words  ^^and  type- 
writers'' in  lines  29  and  31  of  the  printed  bill,  and  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  '^and  typewriter"  in  line  32  of  the  printed 
bill. 

Said  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Lyon  offered  the  following  amendment  to  said  bill, 

viz. : 

Strike  out  all  of  H.  B.  483  beginning  with  line  4,  and  sub- 
stitute following: 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall  be  allow- 
ed the  sum  of  $7,500.00  per  year  to  be  expended  for  clerical 
'services  to  be  paid  out  of  the  school  fund  of  the  State  Treas- 
ury.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentuchy : 

§  1.  In  any  county  in  this  Commonwealth,  in  which 
there  is  located  a  city  of  the  first  class,  which  has  heretofore, 
under  existing  laws,  voted  in  favor  of  the  fiscal  court  of  the 
county  being  composed  of  three  commissioners  to  be  elected 
from  the  county  at  large  and  the  county  judge,  and  in  which 
commissioners  have  not  been  elected,  there  shall  be  elected 
at  the  regular  election  held  in  November,  1917,  three  com- 
missioners from  the  county  at  large,  one  of  whom,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  lot,  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  the 
other  two  of  whom  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years.  At 
the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  time  wdien  said  com- 
missioners shall  have  been  elected,  and  at  the  general  elec- 
tion to  be  held  at  that  time  and  every  four  years  thereafter, 
there  shall  be  elected  from  the  county  at  large  two  commis- 
sioners for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  at  the  expiration  of 
four  years  from  the  time  when  said  commissioners  shall 
liave  been  first  elected,  and  at  the  general  election  to  be  held 
at  that  time  and  every  four  years  thereafter,  there  shall  be 
elected  from  the  county  at  large,  one  commissioner  for  a 
term  of  four  years. 

§  2.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  by 
lot  the  length  of  time  of  any  commissioner  elected  under  this 
act,  such  determination  by  lot  shall  be  made  at  tlie  first  ses- 
sion of  the  fiscal  court  after  such  new  members  shall  have 
been  elected  and  qualified. 
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§  3.  The  fiscal  court  of  each  county  in  this  Common- 
wealth in  which  there  is  located  a  city  of  the  first  class  shall 
have  such  clerk  or  clerks  as  may  be  necessary,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  clerk  or  clerks  to  attend  its  session  and 
to  keep  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the 
court,  together  with  a  proper  index  and  to  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  them  by  the  court.  The  clerk 
of  the  county  court  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  clerk  of 
the  fiscal  court  and  shall  supply  to  said  fiscal  court  such  as- 
sistant clerks  as  they  may  require.  For  his  services  the 
fiscal  court  shall  annually  make  him  a  reasonable  allowance 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  fiscal  court  in  each 
county  in  this  Commonwealth  in  which  there  is  located  a  city 
of  the  first  class  to  cause  to  be  published  in  one  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  in  such  county,  and  in  any  other  addi- 
tional form  it  may  deem  proper,  in  the  months  of  April, 
July,  October  anl  January,  of  each  year,  a  financial  state- 
ment of  the  county  covering  the  three  months  next  preceding- 
each  statement,  and  Avhich  statement  shall  include  a  list  of 
the  claims  and  amounts  thereof  allowed  against  the  county 
during  the  preceding  three  months,  and  to  whom  allowed, 
with  such  other  information  as  it  may  deem  proper  to  have 
published.  The  fiscal  court  and  each  member  thereof,  in  any 
such  county  that  fails  or  refuses  to  cause  to  be  published  the 
information  required  by  this  section,  and  in  the  manner 
herein  provided,  shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  for  each 
ofiense,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment  in  the  circuit  court. 

§  5.  Commissi onei's  elected  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  take  oath  of  office  and  enter  upon  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  after  their 
election  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  the  period  provided 
in  this  act,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
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§  6.  All  the  provisions  of  existing  laws  governing  fis- 
cal courts  in  this  Commonwealth,  which  are  not  in  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  applicable  to  and 
govern  fiscal  courts  of  all  counties  in  this  Commonwealth  in 
which  there  is  located  a  city  of  the  first  class,  except  that 
when  the  county  judge  is  unable  to  call  a  special  session,  or 
refuses  to  do  so,  upon  the  request  of  two  members  of  the 
court,  then  two  commissioners  may  call  the  same.  Any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  commissioner  shall  be  filed  by  ap- 
pointment by  the  county  judge  subject  to  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  152  of  the  Constitution  of 
Kentucky. 

§  7.  Each  commissioner  hereafter  elected  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  receive  a  salary  of 
three  thousand  ($3,000.00)  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  county  levy,  in  equal  monthly  installments,  and  shall 
receive  no  further  compensation  for  their  services. 

§  8.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  commis- 
sioner Avho  is  not  at  least  twenty-four  (24)  years  of  age  and 
been  a  resident  of  the  county  and  a  citizen  of  Kentucky  for  at 
least  two  (2)  years  next  preceding  his  election.  No  person 
holding  the  office  of  commissioner  shall  at  the  same  time  hold 
any  office  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  the 
State  of  Kentucky  or  any  subdivision  thereof. 

§  9.  All  payments  of  the  fiscal  court  in  such  counties 
shall  be  by  warrant  on  the  county  treasurer  signed  by  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  court  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk 
of  the  court. 

§  10.  If  any  section  in  this  act  shall  be  held  to  be  un- 
constitutional, that  fact  shall  not  affect  any  other  section  of 
the  act,  it  being  the  intention  of  the  General  Assembly  in 
enacting  this  law,  to  enact  each  section  separately,  and  if 
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any  provision  or  exception  contained  in  any  section  shall  be 
declared  unconstitutional,  that  fact  shall  not  affect  the  re- 
maining portion  of  said  section ;  it  being  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature  to  enact  each  section  and  each  provision  and  ex- 
ception thereto  separately. 

§  11.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

H.  B.  65.  An  act  in  relation  to  the  semi-monthly  pay- 
ment of  wages  and  salaries  by  corporations  for  pecuniary 
profit  and  providing  penalty  for  violation  of  same. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
zvealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  every  corporation  for  pecuniary  profit  en- 
gaged in  any  enterprise  or  business  within  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky shall,  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  every  employee 
engaged  in  its  business  all  wages  or  salary  earned  by  such 
employee  to  a  day  not  more  than  eighteen  (18)  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  such  payment.  And  any  employee  who  is  absent 
at  the  time  fixed  for  payment,  or  who,  for  any  other  reason, 
is  not  paid  at  that  time,  shall  be  paid  thereafter  at  any  time 
upon  six  days  ^  demand,  and  any  employee  leaving  his  or  her 
employment  or  is  discharged  therefrom  shall  be  paid  in  full 
following  his  or  her  dismissal  or  voluntarily  leaving  his  or 
her  employment,  at  any  time  upon  three  days'  demand.  No 
corporation  coming  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  shall,  by 
special  contract  with  its  employees  or  by  any  other  means, 
secure  exemption  from  the  provisions  of  this  act.  And  each 
and  every  employee  of  a  corporation  coming  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  act  shall  have  his  or  her  right  of  action  against 
any  such  corporation  for  the  full  amount  of  his  or  her  wages 
due  on  each  regular  pay  day  as  herein  provided  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  in  this  State. 
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'  §  2.  Any  corporation  coming  ^vitllin  the  meaning  of 
this  act  violating  the  provisions  of  section  one  (1)  of  this 
act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  fined  in  a 
sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  for  each  separate  offense,  and 
each  and  every  failure  or  refusal  to  pay  each  employee  the 
amount  of  wages  due  him  or  her  at  the  time,  or  under  the 
conditions  required  in  section  one  (1)  of  this  act  shall  con- 
stitute a  separate  offense. 


§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  and  all  acts  or 
parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

The  special  committee  appointed  under  House  Resolu- 
tion No.   ,  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report. 

The  resolution  above  referred  to  is  in  the  following 
words. 

(Resolution  not  copied  by  committee  in  its  report.) 

This  impeachment  proceeding  had  its  origin  in  a  petition 
prepared  and  verified  in  conformity  with  Section  2172  of  the 
Kentucky  Statutes,  w^hich  was  presented  to  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives on  the  loth  day  of  January,  1916.  On  the  — 
day  of  J anuary,  1916,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, in  obedience  to  the  resolution  above,  appointed  this 
committee.  The  committee  immediately  after  its  appoint- 
ment, organized  for  business  by  electing  W.  A.  Price  chair- 
man, and  D.  J.  Iloward  secretary.  It  has  held  many  sessions 
since  its  appointment,  to  and  including  Wednesday  night,  Feb- 
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ruary  9,  1916,  five  of  wliicli  sessions  were  devoted  to  the  hear- 
ing of  testimony  relating-  to  this  matter.  The  committee  per- 
mitted the  respondent,  J.  E.  Williams,  to  appear  both  in  per- 
son and  by  counsel  at  all  proceedings  had  before  the  commit- 
tee, and  to  cross-examine  the  witnesses  produced  by  the  peti- 
tioners, and  also  to  introduce  witnesses  in  his  own  behalf. 

In  sui:)port  of  the  charges  preferred  in  the  i^etition,  the 
petitioners  produced  eighteen  witnesses,  whose  names  are

J.  E.  WILLIAMS'  ELECTION. 

J.  E.  Williams  was  elected  Connty  Judge  of  McCreary 
Conntv,  and  took  hi^  seat  some  time  early  in  the  3^ear  1913, 
and  at  the  November  election,  1913,  he  was  again  elected 
Coi->n^^'-  Judge  for  a  +^rm  of  four  years,  and  he  assumed  the 
duties  of  his  o^Tice  under  that  election  on  the  first  Mondav  in 
Jrn.un>'v,  1914,  and  has  since  that  time  been  the  duly  qualified 
and  acting  county  ju-^s-e  of  s^id  county.  His  term  of  office 
^»till  exr>ire  on  the  —  day  of  January,  1918. 

FINDINGS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  UPON  THE  EVIDENCE  PRODUCED 

BEFORE  IT. 

Your  committee  finds  from  the  evidence  heard  before  it 
that  the  said  J.  E.  Williams  has  been  guilty  of  the  following 
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violations  of  the  law,  constituting  misdemeanors  in  his  of- 
fice as  said  County  Judge,  to-wit: 

(1)  That  said  Williams  as  County  Judge  of  McCreary 
County,  Kentucky,  on  the  5th  day  of  November,  1915,  issued 
a  warrant  of  arrest  for  John  A.  Geary,  li.  C.  Sievers,  C.  E. 
Cain,  J.  C.  Roberts,  W.  S.  Gilreath,  W.  F.  Hinkle,  W.  H. 
Meece,  charging  them  with  the  crime  of  confederating  and 
banding  together  for  unlawful  purposes,  which  warrant  he 
caused  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Sheriff  of  McCreary 
County  for  execution,  but  that  none  of  said  persons  named 
were  arrested  under  that  warrant  for  reasons  not  made  clear 
to  this  Committee.  That  on  the  6th  day  of  November,  1915, 
the  said  Williams  issued  another  warrant  of  arrest  for  the 
above  named  persons  charging  them  with  the  crime  of  con- 
federating and  banding  together  for  the  purpose  of  destroy- 
ing public  property,  which  warrant  bears  the  date  of  Octo- 
ber 5,  1915,  but  it  is  conceded  that  that  date  is  a  mistake  and 
it  was  intended  to  be  written  '^November  5,  1915.'^  This  lat- 
ter warant  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Sheriff  of  Mc- 
Creary County  for  execution,  and  on  the  7th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1915,  each  and  all  of  said  persons  above  named  except 
Meece,  were  arrested  under  said  warrant.  Their  bonds  were 
fixed  in  the  sum  of  $2,000  each  ])y  the  County  Judge  and  four 
of  said  persons  were  placed  in  jail  under  said  warrant  and 
remained  there  for  six  or  eight  hours  before  bail  was  pro- 
cured for  them.  That  subsequently  said  warrant  was  dis- 
missed by  the  respondent  without  any  trial  being  had  there- 
under. 

Both  of  the  warrants  above  referred  to  were  issued  by 
the  respondent  without  first  having  filed  in  his  office,  or  any- 
where else,  any  affidavit  or  information  fully  or  at  all  speci- 
fying the  nature  of  the  offense  for  which  the  warrants,  or 
either  of  them  were  issued,  and  without  the  respondent  hav- 
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ing  an}^  personal  knowledge  of  the  commission  of  tlie  offenses 
charged  in  either  warrant. 

Under  Section  1372  of  the  Kentuck}^  Statutes,  it  is  made 
a  misdemeanor  for  any  officer  to  issue  a  warrant  for  a  felony 
charge  without  first  having  filed  in  his  office  an  affidavit  or 
information  fully  specifying  the  nature  of  the  offense  for 
which  the  warrant  was  issued,  or  unless  he  shall  have  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  the  commission  of  the  offense. 

That  respondent  issued  this  warrant  charging  these  per- 
sons with  a  felony,  without  the  requirements  of  this  section 
being  complied  with,  is  established  by  the  evidence  of  various 
witnesses,  and  is  admitted  by  the  respondent  himself  to  be 
true. 

(2)  That  respondent  has  suspended,  shortened,  and  oth- 
erwise changed  the  sentences  of  persons  convicted  in  his 
court  and  fined,  or  imprisoned  in  violation  of  the  law,  and 
without  any  authority  so  to  do.  This  fact  is  shown  by  the 
mittimuses  and  orders  of  release  signed  by  respondent  and 
delivered  to  the  jailor  of  the  county  and  by  entries  made  on 
the  docket  books  of  respondent  and  by  admissions  of  the  re- 
spondent himself.  This  especially  appears  in  connection  with 
the  cases  of  the  Commonwealth  against  the  following  par- 
ties :  Lowell  Brooks,  Walter  White,  Will  Strunk,  Hays  Greg- 
ory, Walker  Porter,  Ollie  Miller,  John  Foster,  Ab  Hill,  As- 
berry  Chitwood,  Will  Strunk,  Grover  Moses,  Frank  Sprad- 
ling,  Jeff  May,  John  Foster,  Ollie  Williams,  Jerman  Worle}^ 

(3)  That  during  the  time  respondent  has  been  Judge 
of  McCrear}^  County,  he  has  collected  and  reported  as  re- 
quired by  law  fines  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $763.15. 
It  appears  from  the  reports  of  the  Inspector  and  Examiner 
that  he  had  collected  and  failed  to  report  as  required  by  law 
fines  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  $316.95,  and 
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from  receipts  filed  with  the  committee  by  various  witnesses 
for  fines  w^hich  respondent  has  collected  and  did  not  report, 
and  which  had  not  been  discovered  by  the  Examiners,  that 
respondent  has  collected  and  failed  to  report,  the  additional 
sum  of  $39.75  and  that  it  further  appears  from  said  receipts 
some  of  this  monej^  has  been  in  respondent's  hands  for  more 
than  eighteen  months.  Under  Section  4252  of  the  Kentucky 
Statutes,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  County  Judges  and  other 
officers  authorized  to  receive  money  due  the  Commonwealth 
to  report  on  the  first  day  of  each  Circuit  Court,  the  amount 
of  all  moneys  due  the  Commonwealth  and  collected  by  such 
officers  from  all  sources  except  the  State  and  District  taxes, 
since  said  officer's  last  report  was  made.  These  reports  are 
required  to  be  in  writing  and  sworn  to  in  open  court.  They 
are  required  to  show  from  whom  the  money  is  received,  the 
amount  and  date  of  collection,  and  on  what  account  the  money 
is  paid,  and  for  failure  to  make  such  report  an  officer  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  under  the  law. 

During  the  time  respondent  has  served  as  County  Judge, 
there  have  been  three  examinations  made  of  his  office  by  the 
State  Inspector  and  Examiner.  The  first  of  these  inspections 
was  made  by  C.  J.  Howes,  representing  the  State  Inspector 
and  Examiner.  It  covered  a  period  from  May  27,  1913,  to 
the  February  term  of  Court,  1914,  and  showed  the  following 
amounts  due  the  State  from  the  respondent  on  the  follomng 
accounts,  to-wit :

It  appears  from  the  testimony  of  W.  S.  Gilreath  that  on 
July  6,  1914,  he  paid  to  respondent  $23.75,  being  the  balance 
due  on  replevin  bond  for  fine  and  costs  of  Ed  Gogue,  and  the 
respondent's  receipt  for  said  payment  accompanies  the  testi- 
mony filed  herewith.  No  part  of  this  payment  has  ever  been 
accounted  for  to  the  State  by  respondent.  It  appears  from 
the  testimony  of  Mrs.  Minnie  Frost  that  on  January  2,  1915, 
she  paid  to  respondent  the  sum  of  $15.00  for  fine  and  costs 
of  Jeff  Slavey,  and  the  receipt  of  the  respondent  evidencing* 
such  payment  is  filed  with  the  testimony.  No  part  of  this 
payment  has  ever  been  accounted  for  to  the  State  by  respond- 
ent. 

It  appears  from  the  testimony  that  one  Herman  Worley 
was  placed  in  jail  under  an  indictment  of  the  Circuit  Court 
charging  him  with  the  crime  of  petty  larceny;  that  his  case 
was  remanded  to  the  County  Court  for  trial,  and  that  subse- 
quently, the  respondent  upon  the  payment  of  $8.00  to  him  by 
John  S.  Smith  directed  the  jailer  in  writing  to  release  said 
Worley  without  there  having  been  any  trial  of  the  charge 
preferred  against  him,  and  no  part  of  this  money  has  ever 
been  accounted  for  to  the  Commonw^ealth. 

(4)  Under  Section  4252  Kentucky  Statutes,  a  County 
Judge  is  required,  in  his  report  made  in  the  Circuit  Court  to 
report  all  unsatisfied  judgments  in  his  court,  rendered  in 
favor  of  the  Commonwealth  during  the  twelve  months  next 
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preceding  the  time  when  snch  report  is  required  to  be  made, 
the  names  of  persons  against  whom  such  judgments  is  render- 
ed, the  date  of  judgment,  the  amount  thereof,  and  the  reason 
why  such  judgment  had  not  been  collected,  and  for  failure  to 
do  this,  he  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  It  is  admitted  by 
Judge  Williams  that  he  has  not  in  any  way  attempted  to  com- 
ply with  this  requirement  of  the  Statute. 

(5)  Under  Section  1088  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes,  each 
justice  is  required  to  keep  an  order  book  and  an  execution 
book,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  county,  in  which  he  shall  keep  a  full 
and  fair  record  of  his  judicial  proceedings.  The  order  book 
is  required  to  be  signed  by  the  justice  at  the  end  of  his  term,, 
and  to  be  properly  indexed,  and  a  failure  to  so  keep  such  rec- 
ord is  made  a  misdemeanor.  It  appears  from  the  admission 
of  the  respondent,  and  an  inspection  of  his  records  that  he 
kept  no  such  order  book  in  criminal  cases.  He  kept  nothing* 
but  a  docket  book  upon  which  he  made  notations  in  various 
criminal  cases.  It  appears  that  he  never  entered  an  order  in 
criminal  cases,  and  that  consequently  there  is  no  order  in  an}^ 
criminal  case  in  his  court  which  is  signed  by  him. 

(6)  We  find  from  the  evidence  that  on  December  24, 
1915,  J.  L.  Riclimond  was  arrested,  charged  with  drunkenness^ 
and  placed  in  the  county  jail;  that  on  December  25,  1915,  re- 
spondent went  to  said  jail  and  upon  finding  that  said  Rich- 
mond was  confined  therein,  he  accepted  of  said  Richmond  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  of  $1.00,  and  thereupon  directed  the  jailer  in 
writing  to  release  said  Richmond  from  custody. 

(7)  That  by  the  admission  of  respondent,  he  imposed  up- 
on Mrs.  Minnie  Frost  a  fine  of  Ic  and  costs  upon  a  contempt 
charge  without  any  rule  being  issued  against  her,  and  with- 
out affording  her  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  her  defense, 
the  alleged  contempt  consisting  of  failure  to  answer  a  sub- 
poena issued  from  his  court. 
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(8)  It  appears  from  the  testimony  tliat  in  some  cases  in 
respondent's  court  in  which  some  personal  friend  or  some  per- 
sonal enemy  was  interested,  or  where  a  certain  attorney  of 
McCreary  County  was  employed  or  interested,  the  respond- 
ent would  write  out  a  list  of  names  of  persons  resident  in 
McCreary  County,  and  would  deliver  such  list  when  so  pre- 
pared to  the  officer  of  the  court  charged  with  the  duty  of  sum- 
moning the  jury  to  sit  in  the  case,  with  instructions  from  re- 
spondent to  sum.mons  those  persons  named  to  sit  as  jurors 
in  the  case ;  that  this  was  done  in  several  cases,  the  styles  of 
two  cases  in  which  it  was  done  by  respondent  being  the  Com- 
monwealth vs.  G.  W.  Jones,  and  Rd.  Worley,  and  Ada  Ballon 
vs.  J.  G.  Logan.  That  in  another  instance,  to-wit:  In  the 
case  of  John  Samson  vs.  L.  T.  Bramer,  the  respondent  sug- 
gested to  the  officer  charged  with  the  duty  of  summoning  the 
jury  to  try  that  case,  that  he  see  the  plaintiff  before  doing  so, 
as  the  plaintiff  had  a  list  of  persons  he  desired  to  have  sum- 
moned as  jurymen. 

That  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  violations  of  the  law, 
of  which  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  the  respondent  is 
shown  to  have  been  guilty,  your  committee  reports  that  it 
tinds  from  the  evidence  that  on  divers  times  since  respondent 
was  elected  to  the  office  of  County  Judge,  and  during  the 
hours  of  the  day  when  his  office  should  have  been  kept  open 
for  the  discharge  of  the  business  connected  therewith,  the 
respondent  has  been  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liq- 
uors to  such  an  extent  as  to  probably  render  him  incompetent 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office. 

It  further  appears  from  the  evidence  that  upon  various 
occasions  the  respondent  was  abusive  of  persons  affiliating 
with  the  Democratic  party,  in  the  County  of  McCreary,  and 
advised  that  they  should  be  boycotted  by  the  Republicans,  and 
said  that  he  could  hardly  give  a  Democrat  justice  in  his  court, 
and  he  further  said,  in  ref erence^to  a  Democratic  attorney  in 
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McCreary  County,  that  the  person  who  employed  that  at- 
torney to  represent  him  in  respondent's  court  was  throwing 
his  money  away.  These  statements,  however,  appear  to  have 
been  made  at  a  time  when  there  was  a  great  deal  of  feeling 
engendered  over  elections.  While  the  conduct  of  respondent 
in  being  intoxicated  at  times  when  he  should  have  been  per- 
forming the  duties  of  his  office,  and  in  making  the  statements 
above  referred  to,  was,  of  course,  very  reprehensible,  your 
committee  does  not  find  that  his  derelictions  in  these  regards 
have  been  sufficiently  grave  to  justify  proceedings  against  him 
on  these  accoimts. 

The  Law  Applicable  To  These  Proceedings. 

The  Constitutional  provisions  relating  to  impeachment 
are  found  in  Sections  66,  67,  68  of  the  Constitution,  which 
read  as  follows,  to-wit: 

Sec.  66.  The  House  of  Eepresentatives  shall  have  the 
sole  x^ower  of  impeachment. 

Sec.  67.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate. 
When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  the  Senators  shall  be  upon 
oath  or  affirmation.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  without 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present. 

Sec.  68.  The  Governor  and  all  civil  officers  shall  be  liable 
to  impeachment  for  any  misdemeanors  in  office ;  but  judgment 
in  such  cases  shall  not  extend  further  than  removal  from  of- 
fice, and  disqualification  to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or 
profit  under  this  Commonwealth;  but  the  p^arty  convicted 
shall,  nevertheless,  be  subject  and  liable  to  indictment,  trial 
and  punishment  by  law. 

Under  Section  2172,  a  person  desiring  to  procure  the  im- 
peachment of  any  officer,  shall  by  petition,  in  w^riting  to  the

House  of  Representatives,  signed  by  himself,  and  verified  hy 
his  own  affidavit  and  the  affidavits  of  such  others  as  he  may 
think  necessary,  set  forth  the  facts  upon  which  he  prays  im- 
peachment. The  House  shall  refer  the  petition  to  a  commit- 
tee with  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  to  report 
thereon.  If  an  impeachment  be  ordered,  a  committee  shall 
be  appointed  to  prosecute  same,  whose  chairman  shall,  within 
five  days,  lay  the  same  before  the  Senate.  The  Senate  shall 
appoint  a  day  for  hearing  the  impeachment,  and  accused  shall 
be  summoned  by  precept,  issued  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate, 
to  appear  on  that  day.  The  precept  shall  be  served  in  person, 
or  a  copy  left  at  his  residence,  Avith  some  white  member  of 
his  family,  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  together  with  a  copy 
of  the  impeachment.  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  or  of  the  accused, 
issue  process  for  the  summoning  of  witnesses,  and  the  pro- 
duction of  books  or  papers,  which  shall  be  executed  in  the 
same  manner  and  be  obeyed  under  like  penalty  as  is  prescrib- 
ed for  disobedience  to  similar  process  issued  by  courts.  The 
witnesses  summoned  shall  also  receive  like  compensation  and 
have  the  same  privilege  in  going,  remaining  and  returning. 
If  the  accused  is  acquitted  he  shall  be  entitled  to  his  costs, 
to  be  taxed  by  the  Clerk  and  paid  by  the  party  petitioning, 
and  if  he  be  convicted,  he  shall,  in  like  manner  pay  such  party 
the  costs  incurred  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution. 

By  Section  431  of  the  Criminal  Code  of  the  Statutes,  it  is 
provided  that  '*the  articles  of  impeachment  are  the  written 
accusations  drawn  up  and  approved  by  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives.'' By  Section  432  '^the  articles  of  impeachment 
shall  state  with  reasonable  certainty  the  misdemeanor  in  of- 
fice for  which  the  officer  is  impeached;  if  there  be  more  than 
one,  they  shall  be  stated  separately  and  distinctly.'' 

As  to  what  constitute  misdemeanors  in  office  of  County 
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Judge,  so  far  as  the  same  are  relevant  to  these  proceedings, 
the  following  provisions  of  the  Statute  are  illustrative : 

Sec.  1069.  The  office  of  the  County  Judge  shall  be  at 
the  county  seat,  and  be  kept  open  at  all  reasonable  hours  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  1088.  Justices'  Courts  are  courts  of  record.  Each 
justice  shall  keep  an  order  book  and  an  execution  book,  to  be 
paid  for  by  the  county,  in  which  he  shall  keep  a  full  and  fair 
record  of  his  judicial  proceedings.  The  order  book  shall  bef 
signed  by  the  justice  at  the  end  of  each  term.  Said  book 
shall  at  all  times  be  properly  indexed,  and  upon  failure  to 
keep  such  books,  he  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $50  nor  more 
than  $100.00. 

Sec.  1372.  If  any  officer  authorized  to  issue  warrants 
of  arrest  in  felony  cases  shall  do  so  without  first  having  filed 
in  his  offi.ce  an  affidavit  or  information  fully  specifying  the 
nature  of  the  offense  for  which  the  warrant  is  issued,  or  un- 
less he  shall  have  personal  knowledge  of  the  commission  of 
the  offense,  he  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $100,  nor  more 
than  $200. 

Sec.  3748.  Judges  of  the  County  Courts,  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  Sheriffs,  Coroners,  Surveyors,  Jailers,  Assessors, 
County  Attorneys,  and  Constables  shall  be  subject  to  indict- 
ment in  the  county  in  which  they  reside  for  misfeasance,  or 
malfeasance  in  office,  or  wilful  neglect  in  the  discharge  of  of- 
ficial duties,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
less  than  $100  nor  more  than  $1,000,  and  upon  such  convic- 
tion, the  office  held  by  such  person  shall  become  vacant,  and 
the  judgment  of  conviction  shall  so  recite;  but  such  officer 
shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

Sec.  3749.    If  any  person  holding  a  State,  county,  dis- 
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trict,  town  or  city  office,  shall,  while  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  office,  be  in  the  state  of  intoxication  produced 
by  the  use  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  if  any 
such  person  shall,  by  the  use  of  sucli  liquors,  be  unable  or 
incompetent  or  disqualified  to  discharge  any  of  the  duties 
of  his  office,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
fined  not  less  than  $100  nor  more  than  $1,000. 

Sec.  4252  is  the  section  requiring  reports  to  be  made  at 
each  term  of  the  Circuit  Court  sitting  in  the  county.  It  is 
not  necessary  to  set  that  section  out  at  length  here,  as  it  has 
been  referred  to  at  some  length  above. 

In  reference  to  suspension  and  alteration  of  judgments 
for  fines  and  imprisonment,  after  they  have  been  imposed, 
it  is  said  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  case  of  Brabant  vs. 
The  Commonwealth,  162  S.  W.  786,  157  Ky.  130 : 

^^The  order  suspending  the  further  execution  of  the  sen- 
tence imposed  ^vas  not  merely  erroneous;  it  was  an  act  be- 
yond and  without  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  an  attempted 
exercise  of  power,  not  judicial  but  wholly  executive  in  its 
nature;  and  such  order  should  not  have  been  obeyed  by  the 
jailer. 

^^The  jailer  is  an  officer  of  the  Commonwealth,  with  well- 
defined  duties  and  responsibilities,  and,  within  the  scope  of 
those  duties,  his  authority  is  supreme.  When  he  receives  into 
his  custody  a  prisoner  under  a  final  order  of  court,  any  order 
or  direction  of  said  court  or  any  other  court,  or  of  any  officer, 
other  than  the  Governor,  attempting  to  suspend  the  further 
execution  of  that  judgment,  being  void  and  of  no  effect,  should 
not  be  obeyed  by  him.  The  practice  of  suspending  judgments 
of  courts  in  misdemeanor  cases  is  a  failure  to  enforce  the  law; 
it  encourages  crime,  and  is  a  menace  to  good  government. ' ' 
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In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  it  is  the  duty  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  when  an  impeachment  charge  is  brought 
against  a  public  official,  to  make  a  thorough  examination  into 
the  evidence  jjroduced  for  and  against  the  charge,  and  if  the 
House,  as  such  an  imxjeaching  body,  is  convinced  from  such 
examination  that  there  is  a  reasonable  probability  of  the  guilt 
of  the  accused,  then  the  House  should  prefer  the  charge 
against  the  accused.  The  testimony  ought  to  be  such  that  if 
uncontroverted  or  unexplained  the  Senate  would  probably  find 
the  accused  guilty. 

It  was  the  intention  of  the  framers  of  the  Constitution 
that  the  State  of  Kentucky  should  have  an  independent  and 
incorruptible  judiciary. 

The  testimony  in  this  case  shows  that  the  respondent  has 
been  guilty  of  such  conduct  and  practices  in  relation  to  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office  as  to  constitute  grave  misde- 
meanors in  his  office.  That  he  has  shown  a  high  disregard 
for  the  laws  of  this  State  applicable  to  his  office  and  of  the 
rights  and  liberties  of  the  citizens  of  his  count}^  in  the  use  of 
the  process  of  his  court ;  that  he  has  been  guilty  of  acts  which 
evidence  a  disregard  of  all  sense  of  judicial  ethics,  and  of  the 
upright  demeanor  which  should  characterize  a  judicial  officer 
of  this  State ;  that  his  conduct  in  his  office  has  been  discredit- 
able to  himself  and  to  the  position  which  he  occupies.  A  judge 
should  so  conduct  himself  as  to  command  the  respect  of  the 
citizens  for  the  judicial  branch  of  our  government. 

A  judge  should  be  the  personification  of  integrity,  of  hon- 
or, and  of  uprightness  in  his  daily  walk  and  conversation ;  he 
should  be  free  from  any  bias  and  unhampered  by  improper 
obligations  and  uninfluenced  by  political  or  personal  friend- 
ships. While  the  Committee  does  not  hold  that  articles  of  im- 
peachment should  be  preferred  against  every  judge  who  does 
not  measure  up  to  these  high  standards,  it  is,  nevertheless,  of 
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the  opinion  that  to  permit  a  judge  who  is  guilt of  the  offenses 
of  which  respondent  has  been  proven  guilty,  to  go  unwhipped 
of  justice  would  tend  to  encourage  others  who  might  be  so 
disposed  to  the  commission  of  similar  offenses,  and  to  bring 
into  public  disrepute  the  judiciary  of  this  State. 

Recommendations. 

Your  Committee,  after  a  very  careful  consideration  of 
the  evidence  and  of  arguments  of  counsel,  recommends  that  an 
impeachment  of  J.  E.  Williams  as  County  Judge  of  McCreary 
County,  be  ordered,  and  that  articles  of  impeachment  be  pre- 
pared and  brought  against  him  as  such  judge,  as  is  provided 
by  law,  for  the  offenses  and  misdemeanors  set  out  in  Items  No. 
1  to  No.  8,  inclusive,  as  above  set  out  in  this  report.

Said  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  White,  of  the  Committee  heretofore  appointed  to  hear 
evidence  and  report  on  the  impeachment  proceedings  insti- 
tuted against  J.  E.  Williams,  County  Judge  of  McCreary 
County,  Kentucky,  offered  the  following  minority  report, 
viz. :  , 
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House  of  Repkesentatives,  1916. 

The  undersigned,  a  member  of  the  Special  Committee 
having  under  consideration  under  House  Resolution  No.  — 
and  petition  tiled  by  John  A.  Geary,  R.  C.  Sievers,  C.  E.  Cain, 
J.  R.  Bruce,  P.  M.  Stevens,  J.  C.  Roberts,  W.  F.  Hinkle,  Logan 
Bryant  and  W.  S.  Gilreath,  against  J.  E.  Williams,  County 
Judge  of  McCreary  County,  seeking  the  impeachment  of  said 
Williams  as  County  Judge  of  McCreary  County,  makes  the 
following  minority  report. 

Oeigin  of  This  Impeachment. 

This  impeachment  had  its  origin  in  a  petition  prepared 
in  conformity  with  Section  2172  Kentucky  Statutes.  It  was 
placed  before  the  House  on  the  —  day  of  January,  1916,  and 
Qj-^  the  —  day  of  January,  1916,  the  Speaker  of  the  House, 
in  obedience  to  resolution  introduced,  appointed  a  committee 
of  which  the  undersigned  is  a  member  to  investigate  and  re- 
port its  actions  back  to  the  House. 

The  Committee  permitted  the  petitioners  and  the  de- 
fendant to  be  represented  by  counsel  and  both  sides  intro- 
duced testimony.  The  majority  report  sets  out  in  detail  the 
names  of  the  mtnesses  and  the  proceedings  had. 

J.  E.  Williams'  Electio]^. 

J.  E.  Williams  was  elected  Judge  of  McCreary  County 
at  the  November  election,  1913,  and  was  duly  commissioned 
County  Judge  on  the  —  day  of  January,  1914;  his  term  of 
office  will  end  the  first  of  January,  1918. 

The  Facts. 

The  facts  as  proven  on  the  hearing  are  substantially  as 
follows : 
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First.  Judge  Williams,  on  tlie  5tli  clay  of  November, 
1915,  signed  a  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  J.  A.  Geary,  R.  C. 
Sievers,  C.  E.  Cain,  J.  R.  Bruce,  P.  M.  Stevens,  J.  C.  Roberts, 
W.  F.  Hinkle,  Logan  Bryant,  W.  S.  Gilreatli  and  W.  II. 
Meece,  charging  them  with  the  crime  of  confederating  and 
conspiring  together  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  ])ul)lic 
property.  This  warrant  was  issued  without  an  affidavit  be- 
ing first  lodged  with  the  County  Judge.  The  defendants  in 
the  warrant  were  around  the  County  Clerk's  office  in  and 
about  the  courthouse  during  the  entire  night  of  November  4, 
1915.  The  County  Clerk's  office  was  broken  into  some  time 
during  the  night  and  the  ballots,  stub-books  and  other  para- 
phernalia used  at  the  November  election  were  thrown  about 
over  the  County  Clerk's  office  floor.  Judge  Williams  was 
not  about  the  courthouse  during  the  previous  day,  but  was 
at  work  on  the  county  roads.  He  passed  the  courthouse  dur- 
ing the  night  and  saw  the  defendants,  in  the  warrant,  about 
the  courthouse  and  the  County  Clerk's  office  window.  The 
warrant  was  not  issued  by  Judge  Williams  until  after  the 
County  Attorney  had  been  called  and  the  County  Attorney 
advised  with.  The  County  Attorney  himself  dictated  the 
warrant  and  was  written  in  Judge  Williams '  handwriting. 
The  County  Attorney  promised  to  have  the  affidavit  prepared 
and  in  Judge  Williams'  office  before  the  warrant  was  served. 
On  the  following  day  Judge  Williams  was  away  from  the 
county  seat  at  work  on  the  roads  and  did  not  know  that  the 
affidavit  was  not  issued,  until  Sunday  afternoon,  when  he 
went  to  look  for  it.  Judge  Williams  acted  only  on  the  advice 
of  the  County  Attorney  as  shown  by  the  facts  proven  and  was 
n6t  guilty  of  a  single  wilful  act  in  connection  with  it. 

Second.  There  was  no  proof  introduced  tending  to  es- 
tablish the  fact  that  Williams  had  wilfully  or  maliciously 
stated  that  no  Democrat  or  Republican  represented  by  a 
Democrat  could  have  a  fair  trial  in  the  court;  this  is  alleged 
but  is  wholly  unsustained  by  proof. 
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The  purpose  of  this  charge  is  contemptible  and  intol- 
erable, being  introduced  for  the  purpose  of  inflaming  Demo- 
crats against  the  defendant,  who  is  a  Republican.  It  was  es- 
tablished hy  the  proof  that  Judge  Williams  gave  to  all  par- 
ties fair  and  impartial  trials.  This  was  overwhelmingly  es- 
tablished by  both  Democrats  and  Republicans. 

Third.  H.  C.  Cress,  a  hostile  witness  and  an  enemy  of 
Judge  William.s,  testiiied  that  persons  employing  Cress  to 
represent  them  in  Judge  Williams'  court  were  wasting  their 
money.  This  charge  was  not  sustained  by  any  other  testimony; 
on  the  contrary,  the  record  shows  that  Cress  won  cases  in 
Judge  Williams'  court,  was  given  a  fair  trial  in  every  mat- 
ter in  which  he  was  connected  and  was  given  all  the  courte- 
sies usually  accorded  to  attorneys  in  the  trial  of  cases. 

Fourth.  The  petitioners  charge  that  Williams  advised 
Stephens,  a  Republican,  that  he  had  better  dispense  with  his 
Democratic  partner,  W.  S.  Gilreath.  This  charge  is  not  sus- 
tained by  any  testimony  and  does  not  constitute  a  misde- 
meanor in  office. 

Fifth.  It  was  charged  that  Judge  Williams  had  decided 
cases  corruptly  in  favor  of  a  Republican  against  a  Democrat. 
This  charge  is  not  sustained  by  a  single  witness  and  is  an- 
other charge  evidently  brought  in  for  the  purpose  of  creat- 
ing political  prejudice. 

Sixth.  It  is  charged  that  Judge  Williams  was  drunk 
while  performing  his  duties  as  County  Judge.  One  or  two  wit- 
nesses testified  that  Judge  Williams  was  intoxicated  while 
holding  court,  but  witness  after  witness  was  introduced  on 
the  trial  and  this  hearing  and  showed  that  this  was  not  true, 
that  he  was  not  under  the  influence  of  liquor,  but  did  occa- 
sionally take  a  drink. 
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Seventh.  It  is  charged  that  Judge  Williams  failed  to 
account  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  for  fines  belong- 
ing to  her.  The  Inspector  and  Examiner ^s  office,  in  check- 
ing up  Judge  AVilliams'  accounts,  found  unpaid  replevin 
bonds  which  had  not  been  collected.  Judge  Williams  was 
charged  with  these  amounts  and  paid  them  over  to  the  Audi- 
tor of  Public  Accounts,  although  he  had  never  received  the 
money. 

In  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Tom  Vaiil  the  defend- 
ant was  fined  $50.00  and  a  replevin  bond  given.  The  rei-levin 
bond  was  not  in  the  regular  bond  book  kept  in  the  office,  but 
was  written  out  on  a  loose  sheet  of  paper  and  signed  by  per- 
sons remote  from  the  county  seat.  The  bond  was  not  placed 
in  the  book,  but  was  put  in  Judge  Williams^  safe,  the  combi- 
nation was  lost  on  the  safe  and  the  bond  remained  there  for 
months.  The  fine  was  paid  by  the  sureties  in  the  replevin 
bond  and  the  money  deposited  in  bank  along  with  the  othei' 
funds  of  Judge  Williams.  Several  months  after  when  he 
made  his  report  to  the  Circuit  Court  he  checked  his  docket 
and  the  bond  book  to  ascertain  how  mucli  he  owed  to  the 
Commonwealth ;  this  particular  bond  not  being  recorded  in  the 
bond  book  was  overlooked  by  him  and  the  money  not  report- 
ed. This  is  the  only  fine  collected  by  Judge  Williams  not 
turned  in  at  the  proper  time.  There  has  not  been  a  single 
dollar  embezzled  by  him  according  to  the  proof. 

Eighth.  It  was  next  charged  that  Judge  Williams  re- 
leased Herman  Worley,  who  was  indicted  for  petit  larceny. 
The.  defendant  in  this  case  was  a  boy  fourteen  years  of  age. 
The  case  was  transferred  from  the  Circuit  Court  to  the 
County  Court.  Judge  Williams  turned  the  boy  over  to  a 
reputable  citizen,  J.  S.  Smith,  a  resident  of  McCreary  County, 
to  care  for  him.  This  boy  was  of  such  an  age  that  the  Juvenile 
Court  of  the  County  was  required  to  look  after  him.  There 
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is  notliing  unlawful  about  Judge  Williams'  conduct  in  this 
matter. 

Ninth.  Cress,  the  witness  as  heretofore  referred,  testi- 
fied that  Judge  Williams  had  changed  his  docket  so  as  to 
conform  to  the  facts  after  the  examination  was  made.  This 
was  denied  by  Judge  Williams  and  the  docket  itself  show^s  (it 
was  introduced  in  evidence)  that  the  matter  testified  to  by 
Cress  was  not  true. 

Tenth.  It  was  established  by  witness  and  records  that 
Judge  Williams  kept  no  judgment  book  in  which  Common- 
wealth judgments  were  entered,  but  only  kept  the  docket 
book.  This  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  his  predecessors  in 
office  had  kept  proceedings  in  Commonwealth  cases  the  same 
way.  The  testimony  showed  that  Judge  Williams  had  never 
had  any  experience  in  legal  procedure  and  was  unfamiliar 
with  the  form  and  method  of  keeping  court  records.  There 
was  nothing  wiful  or  corrupt  about  this. 

Eleventh.  H.  M.  Cline,  J.  F.  Ball  and  H.  C.  Cress,  all 
three  of  these  parties,  admitted  on  the  witness  stand  that 
they  were  unfriendly  towards  Judge  Williams.  Each  of 
these  witnesses  testified  that  in  some  cases  pending  in  the 
County  Court,  Judge  Williams  had  given  to  Ball,  the  Jailer, 
a  list  of  names  to  summons  on  the  jury.  None  of  them,  how- 
ever, was  willing  to  testify  that  the  jury  was  selected  from 
this  list.  Judge  Williams  denies  this,  and  all  the  circumstances 
surrounding  the  matter  show  it  is  untrue  and  not  established 
by  any  testimony  entitled  to  any  weight  or  credit. 

The  Law. 

Sections  66,  67  and  68  of  the  Constitution  provide  for 
the  impeachment  of  all  civil  officers.  Section  68,  which  is  in 
the  following  language ; 
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'^The  Governor  and  all  civil  officers  shall  l)e  liable  to 
impeachment  for  any  misdemeanors  in  office,  but  judgment 
in  such  cases  shall  not  extend  further  than  removal  from 
office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  trust 
or  profit  under  this  Commonwealth;  but  the  party  convicted 
shall,  nevertheless,  be  subject  and  liable  to  indictment,  trial 
and  punishm_ent  by  law," 

sets  out  the  only  grounds  on  which  a  civil  officer  may  be  im- 
peached. This  section  of  the  present  Constitution  has  been 
written  into  all  four  Constitutions  of  the  Commonwealth  ever 
since  1792,  without  a  change  of  a  single  word  or  punctuation 
mark  for  124  years.  During  the  history  of  the  Commonwealth 
there  has  never  been  a  civil  officer  convicted  by  the  Senate 
sitting  as  a  court  of  impeachment.  There  have  been  some 
few  petitions  filed  before  the  legislature  and  two  cases  have 
been  presented  to  the  Senate  for  trial,  but  neither  of  the  of- 
ficers was  convicted.  The  reason  for  this  is  obvious.  The 
framers  of,  the  last  Constitution  inco]"porated  Section  227  in 
the  Constitution,  which  is  as  follows: 

''Judges  of  the  County  Court,  Justices  of  the  Peace, 
Sheriffs,  Coroners,  Surveyors,  Jailers,  Assessors,  County  At- 
torneys, and  Constabls  shall  be  subject  to  indictment  or  pros- 
ecution for  misfeasance  or  malfeasance  in  offi.ce,  or  wilful 
neglect  in  discharge  of  official  duties,  in  such  mode  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law ;  and  upon  conviction  his  office  shall  be- 
come vacant,  but  such  officer  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal 
to  the  Court  of  Appeals." 

And  the  Legislature  to  carry  out  its  provision  enacted  Sec- 
tion 3748  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes,  which  is  as  follows : 

''Judges  of  the  County  Court,  Justices  of  the  Peace, 
Sheriffs,  Coroners,  Surveyors,  Jailers,  Assessors,  County 
Attorneys  and  Constables  shall  be  subject  to  indictment  in 
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the  county  in  wliicli  they  reside,  for  misfeasance  or  mal- 
feasance in  office,  or  wilful  neglect  in  the  discharge  of  official 
duties,  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars ;  and  upon  such  conviction  the  office  held  by  such  per- 
son shall  become  vacant,  and  the  judgment  of  conviction  shall 
so  recite;  but  such  officer  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to 
the  Court  of  Appeals. 

Providing  a  simpler  and  less  costly  way  of  reaching  public 
officers  in  the  Commonwealth  who  were  not  properly  dis- 
charging their  duties.  Many  indictments  and  removals  have 
resulted  under  this  section  of  the  Statute  and  provision  of  the 
Constitution.  Under  the  procedure  outlined  in  Section  227 
in  the  Constitution  and  Section  3748  of  the  Kentucky  Stat- 
utes the  Circuit  Courts  of  the  counties  have  tried  the  cases 
of  unfortunate  officials  for  misfeasance  and  neglect  of  dut}^ 
This  has  been  done  at  little  cost  to  the  Commonwealth  and 
has  given  to  the  defendant  the  opportunity  to  be  tried  by  a 
jury  as  other  criminals  are  tried,  and  to  have  his  case  speed- 
ily determined.  This  remedy  has  been  open  to  the  petitioners 
during  the  entire  term  of  Judge  Williams^  office.  Any  ques- 
tions relating  to  his  office  could  be  speedily  and  effectively  de- 
termined by  the  Circuit  Courts  of  the  State  and  the  Court 
of  Appeals.  This  being  true  the  Legislature  has  never  in 
the  history  of  the  Commonwealth  found  a  defendant  guilty 
under  impeachment  proceedings,  but  without  a  single  excep- 
tion left  it  to  the  regular  judicial  machinery  charged  with 
the  administration  of  justice. 

An  impeachment  proceeding  is  the  most  serious  of  all 
criminal  proceedings  that  may  be  instituted  against  a  defend- 
ant. A  man  may  commit  a  horrible  murder,  burglary  or  rob 
a  bank  of  a  million  dollars  or  commit  any  other  enormous  of- 
fense which  violates  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  can  make  his  record  as  w^hite 
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as  snow  by  the  words,  ''I  pardon  him,"  but  if  you  convict 
Judge  Williams  of  misdemeanors  in  office,  as  you  must  if 
you  convict  him  at  all,  because  of  those  things  he  has  done, 
which  it  is  said  are  improper,  you  have  put  him  in  a  position 
where  he  can  never  escape  from  the  penalty  of  his  action; 
nobody  can  relieve  him;  he  must  carry  the  humiliation  with 
him  all  his  life.  It  will  make  for  him  a  winding  sheet  to  take 
with  him  into  his  grave ;  it  will  stand  here  as  a  record  against 
his  children  and  their  descendants  as  long  as  this  Common- 
wealth of  ours  shall  endure.  Its  severity  has  caused  all  men, 
not  only  in  this  Commonwealth,  but  in  all  the  world,  to  use 
it  sparingly,  and  only  when  a  v/rong  to  an  entire  State  or  na- 
tion had  been  committed. 

Judge  Williams  was  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  voters 
of  McCreary  county.  He  has  but  a  short  time  to  serve,  sure- 
ly this  county  ought  to  be  permitted  to  control  its  own  affairs, 
and  if  these  petitioners  think  that  Judge  Williams  has  been 
guilty  of  wrong  doing  in  office  they  should  be  required  to  turn 
to  the  courts  of  the  State  for  relief.  The  Constitution  does 
not  require  the  legislature  to  impeach  even  though  the  officers 
may  be.  guilty  of  misdemeanors  in  office,  but  leaves  it  to  the 
discretion  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Prof.  Dwight  in  6  Am.erican  Law  Register,  pages  258- 
259,  said: 

^'When  a  criminal  act  has  been  committed,  it  may  evi- 
dently be  regarded  in  three  aspects :  First,  the  injury  to  the 
indhddual  or  his  family  may  be  considered ;  second,  the  wrong 
to  the  executive  officer  charged  with  the  administration  of 
the  laws  may  be  looked  at ;  and  third,  the  mind  may  dwell  upon 
the  general  wrong  done  to  the  State,  or  ^the  people,'  as 
we  say  in  modern  times.  This  view  was  early  taken  in  the 
common  law;  the  injury  to  the  individual  was  redressed  by 
a  proceeding  called  an  appeal;  the  injury  to  the  King  by  a 
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process  called  an  indictment;  the  wrong  to  the  entire  nation 
by  proceeding  called  an  impeachment.  In  process  of  time 
the  injury  to  the  individual  came  to  be  regarded  as  a  private 
and  not  a  public  wrong,  so  that  in  the  progress  of  the  law 
there  remained  two  great  criminal  proceedings — indictment 
and  impeachment." 

Tucker  in  his  work  on  the  Constitution  said: 

^'The  word  'maladministration,'  which  Mr.  Mason  orig- 
inally x)roposed,  and  which  he  displaced  because  of  its  vague- 
ness for  the  words,  'other  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors,' 
was  intended  to  embrace  all  official  delinquency  or  maladmin- 
istration by  an  officer  of  the  government  where  it  was  crim- 
inal; that  is,  where  the  act  was  done  with  wilful  purpose  to 
violate  public  duty.  There  can  be  no  crime  in  an  act  where 
it  is  done  through  inadvertence  or  mistake,  or  from  misjudg- 
ment.  Where  it  is  a  wilful  and  purposed  violation  of  duty 
it  is  criminal. 

' '  So,  if  he  omits  a  judicial  duty,  as  well  as  when  he  com- 
mits a  violation  of  duty,  he  is  guilty  of  crime  or  misdemeanor ; 
for,  says  Blackstone,  'crime  or  misdemeanor  is  an  act  com- 
mitted or  omitted  in  violation  of  public  law  either  forbidding 
or  commanding  it.' 

"It  must  be  criminal  misbehavior — a  purposed  defiance  of 
official  duty — to  disqualify  the  man  from  holding  office,  or  dis- 
able him  from  ever  after  holding  office,  which  constitute  the 
penalty  upon  conviction  under  the  impeachment  process." 

Foster  on  the  Constitution  said: 

"The  term  'high  crimes  and  misdemeanors'  has  no  sig- 
nificance in  the  common  law  concerning  crimes  subject  to  in- 
dictment.  It  can  be  found  only  in  the  law  of  Parliament  and 
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is  tlie  teclmieal  term  wliicli  has  been  used  by  the  Commons 
at  the  bar  of  the  Lords  for  centuries  before  the  existence  of 
the  United  States. 

''But  the  judgments  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States 
in  cases  of  Chase  and  Peck,  as  well  as  those  of  the  State  Sen- 
ates in  the  different  cases  which  have  been  before  them,  have 
established  the  rule  that  no  officer  should  be  impeached  for 
any  act  that  does  not  have  at  least  the  characteristics  of  a 
crime,  and  public  opinion  must  be  irremediably  debauched  by 
party  spirit  before  it  will  sanction  any  other  course.^' 

The  committee  that  had  in  charge  the  inquiry  in  the  im- 
peachment proceedings  of  F.  D.  Sampson,  at  the  1914  session 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  whose  report  may  be 
found  in  Volume  1,  page  588  of  the  House  Journal,  laid  down 
the  rule  when  it  was  the  duty  of  the  House  to  impeach,  and 
is  in  the  following  language  (see  House  Journal,  Volume  1, 
1914,  page  601)  : 

''It  is  the  duty  of  the  House,  when  an  impeachment 
charge  is  brought,  to  make  such  thorough  and  fair  examina- 
tion as  may  be  necessary  to  convince  the  impeachiug  body  of 
the  reasonable  probability  of  the  guilt  of  the  accused  judge 
or  civil  officer.  The  testimony  must  be  such,  that  if  not  con- 
tradicted or  unexplained,  the  Senate  would  prol)ably  find  the 
defendant  guilty." 

No  criminal  act  can  be  committed  unless  the  act  that 
causes  the  wrong  is  wilfully  or  corruptly  done.  In  every  in- 
dictment for  a  criminal  offense  it  must  allege  that  the  act 
done  for  which  punishment  is  sought  was  wilful.  The  words 
wilful  and  corrupt  have  been  written  into  or  impliedly  insert- 
ed in  every  criminal  statute  in  the  statute  books. 

In  an  article  written  in  the  Yale  Law  Journal  for  June, 
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1912,  by  Senator  Owens,  of  Oklahoma,  on  impeachment,  he 
said : 

^'Impeachment  is  wholly  inadequate  for  practical  pur- 
poses. It  can  be  invoked  for  the  most  serious  criminals.  Im- 
peachment is  too  severe  a  remedy  in  certain  cases,  and  is  im- 
practicable for  offenses  justifying  removal  but  not  deserving 
impeachment,  which  latter  power  should  only  be  invoked  for 
actual  corruption  or  serious  criminal  conduct. '  ^ 

Arguments  on  the  Laws  and  Facts. 

Since  the  creating  of  McCreary  County  factions  have  de- 
veloped in  the  fight  over  the  county  seat.  This  is  the  second 
impeachment  procedure  instituted.  From  this  same  county, 
in  1914,  parties  from  this  same  district  sought  to  impeach 
Judge  Sampson,  the  Circuit  Judge.  The  report  of  that  Com- 
mittee may  be  found  in  Volume  1,  page  594,  House  Journal, 
1914.  The  high  state  of  feeling  was  described  by  the  commit- 
tee investigating  the  judge  in  that  case,  in  the  following  lan- 
guage. 

"It  enters  unseen  and  unsuspected  into  the  human  mind, 
corrodes  the  reason  and  undetermines  the  judgment.  Neither 
purity  of  heart  nor  exaltation  of  character  affords  an  antidote 
for  this  deadly  poison.  Indeed  these  virtues  may  well  mag- 
nify the  evil,  for  the  mind  thus  possessed  is  all  the  more  ready 
to  enforce  the  oblique  judgment  when  it  has  no  cause  to  sus- 
pect its  own  integrity.  The  pages  of  history  are  eloquent  vnth 
the  evils  of  this  passion.  It  is  of  record  that  the  ferocious 
soldierly  sent  to  hurry  the  inhabitants  of  Somersetshire,  af- 
ter the  rebellion  in  1685,  although  disciplined  in  the  rapine  of 
Tangier,  inspires  the  followers  of  unhappy  Monmouth  mth 
less  terror  than  did  Lord  Jeffers  with  his  forms  of  law,  and 
courtly  jurors;  that  when  the  English  government  established 
the  conunon  law  in  India,  the  native  should  find  himself 
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entangled  in  its  meslies,  though  schooled  by  fatalism  to  smile 
in  the  face  of  death,  was  frozen  with  terror  in  the  presence 
of  a  mysterious  system  whose  procedure  was  in  an  unsym- 
pathetic stranger  from  across  the  sea.  Those  conversant 
with  current  history  have  seen  a  liighly  civilized  and  gener- 
ous people,  under  stress  of  radical  passion,  condemn  without 
proof  a  soldier  charged  with  a  political  crime,  and  sentence 
hin\  without  mercy  to  a  punishment  worse  than  death,  and 
yet  when  the  storm  had  spent  its  force,  that  judgment  was 
annulled,  the  victim  released  and  all  the  world  now  knows 
his  innocence." 

All  of  the  witnesses  that  have  testified  against  the  de- 
fendant in  the  case  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  non- 
residents of  McCreary  County  were  political  enemies  of  Judge 
Williams. 

All  the  acts  of  which  Judge  Williams  has  been  charged 
with  being  guilty,  none  of  his  omissions  or  commissions  were 
neither  wilfully  nor  corruptly  done.  His  conduct  may  not  have 
been  perfect,  nor  his  acts  entirely  in  keeping  with  the  high 
standard  that  some  of  us  would  have  for  public  officials  and, 

''While  actions  are  always  to  be  judged  by  the  immutable 
standard  of  right  and  wrong,  the  judgment  we  pass  upon  men 
must  be  qualified  by  consideration  of  age,  country,  station  and 
other  accidental  circumstances ;  and  it  will  then  be  found  that 
he  who  is  charitable  in  his  judgment  is  generally  the  least  un- 
just." 

The  Senate  has  much  to  perform  and  it  would  be  but  a 
waste  of  the  time  of  that  body  and  expense  to  the  Common- 
wealth to  undertake  to  impeach  this  official.  The  petitioners' 
case  is  founded  in  the  red  flames  of  anger  growing  out  of  a 
hot  political  fight. 
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The  defendant  has  but  a  short  time  to  serve  in  office; 
his  term  will  expire  the  first  of  January,  1918.  The  people 
of  this  county  should  be  permitted  to  settle  this  atfair,  for 
themselves,  either  at  the  polls  or  by  procedure  in  the  legal 
courts  of  the  State. 

Recommendation". 

I  recommend  that  no  articles  of  impeachment  be  brought 
against  Judge  J.  E.  Williams.

Each  year  every  dog  over  four  months  old  shall  be  listed 
for  taxation,  as  herein  provided,  either  by  the  owner  or  by 
the  assessor  in  the  name  of  the  owner,  without  fixing  any 
valuation  thereto.  Provided,  the  owner  m^ay,  if  he  so  desires, 
affix  any  value  thereto  he  Welshes ;  and  provided  further,  there 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  one  dog  of  persons  with  a  fam- 
ily. Every  person  who  keeps  or  harl)ors  a  dog  or  who  know- 
ingly permits  the  keeping  or  harboring  of  a  dog  upon  his 
premises  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  listing  and  taxation  be 
deemed  the  owner  thereof,  and  the  assessor  and  his  deputies- 
shall  ascertain  the  owner  or  harborer  of  each  dog  within  his 
territory,  and  list  and  return  the  same  by  magisterial  dis- 
tricts. The  Auditor  shall  provide  blank  spaces  in  Assessors' 
books  and  schedules,  and  the  Assessor  in  listing  a  dog  shall 
enter  its  description  upon  the  schedule,  stating  the  kind,  sex, 
age,  color,  size  and  name  if  any.

That  section  6  of  chapter  62  of  the  Acts  of  1908  as  set 
out  in  the  title  above  be  repealed,  and  same  is  hereby  re- 
pealed, and  that  there  be  and  now  is  enacted  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following,  to-wit: 

That  students  while  in  good  faith  attending  a  State  Nor- 
mal School  may  be  examined  for  county  teachers'  certificate 
by  a  board  of  examiners  to  be  selected  and  appointed  by  the 
superintendent  of  the  county  in  which  such  Normal  School 
is  located,  said  board  to  have  the  same  qualifications  as  the 
regular  county  examiner,  and  on  the  dates  provided  in  the 
common  school  law  for  examination  of  teachers.  If  such 
Normal  students  are  of  age  and  character  required  by  law 
in  the  case  of  other  candidates  for  county  certificates,  the 
county  superintendent  of  the  county  in  which  the  Normal 
School  they  are  attending  is  located  shall  admit  them  to 
examination  and  shall  collect  from  each  the  legal  fee  of 
$1.00  and  in  addition  thereto  $1.00,  which  latter  is  to  be  used 
in  defraying  the  expenses  of  holding  the  examination  and  in 
transmitting  the  examination  papers  as  herein  provided. 

At  the  close  of  the  examination  the  county  superintend- 
ent shall  transmit  by  registered  mail  or  express  the  exami- 
nation papers  of  each  student  candidate,  together  with  the 
legal  fee,  to  the  county  superintendent  of  the  county  from 
which  said  candidate  desires  his  certificate  issued.

And  so  said  motion  was  agreed  to. 

The  House  then  took  up  for  consideration  from  the 
orders  of  the  day  a  bill  entitled : 

H.  B.  93.  An  act  to  regulate  the  admission  of  attor- 
neys to  practice  law. 

Mr.  Meyers  moved  that  said  House  Bill  93  be  recom- 
mitted to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  with  leave  to  report  at 
any  time. 

Said  motion  was  agreed  to. 

The  House  then  took  up  for  consideration  a  bill  of  the 
following  title,  viz. : 

H.  B.  158.  An  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  4203, 
Kentucky  Statutes,  relating  to  the  granting  of  license  to  per- 
sons to  retail  intoxicating  liquors;  and  to  regulate  the  issue 
of  license  for  the  purpose  of  retailing  spirituous,  vinous  and 
malt  liquors,  and  to  require  the  location  and  description  of 
the  place  for  which  such  license  is  valid,  and  to  forbid  the  use 
of  blinds  or  screens  in  such  places  during  such  hours  and 
days  as  liquor  may  not  be  legally  sold,  and  providing  for  the 
forfeiture  of  bond  given  in  connection  with  such  license,  and 
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for  the  forfeiture  of  such  license  for  the  violation  of  the  laws 
of  the  State. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
ivealth  of  Kentucky : 

1.    That  section  4203,  Kentucky  Statutes,  be  amended 
and  re-enacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

All  license  mentioned  in  this  article,  except  license  to 
sell  by  retail  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  shall  be 
granted  by  the  county  clerk,  except  as  otherwise  specifically 
provided  for;  and  all  license  to  sell  by  retail  spirituous,  vin- 
ous or  malt  liquors  shall  be  granted  by  the  county  court,  un- 
less specifically  provided  for  in  corporations  under  munici- 
pal charter  or  amendments  thereto,  but  neither  the  county 
court  nor  such  other  officials,  as  are  authorized  under  law  to 
grant  such  license,  shall  grant  a  license  to  sell  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors  until  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given 
by  posting  a  written  or  printed  notice  at  the  door  of  the  court 
house,  or  city  hall  or  municipal  building  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  at  four  other  public  places  in  the  neighborhood  where 
the  liquor  is  to  be  sold;  and,  if  the  majority  of  the  legal 
voters  of  the  neighborhood  shall  protest  against  the  appli- 
cation, it  shall  be  refused.  The  county  cotirt,  or  such  other 
officers  as  are  authorized  by  law  to  issue  such  license,  in  each 
instance  shall  determine  what  constitutes  the  neighborhood; 
nor  shall  any  such  license  be  granted  to  any  person  of  bad 
character,  or  who  does  not  keep  an  orderly,  law-abiding 
house;  nor  until  such  person  to  whom  a  license  is  granted 
shall  take  an  oath  in  open  court,  or  before  the  officers  having 
powder  to  grant  such  license,  that  he  will  in  good  faith  conduct 
an  orderly,  law-abiding  business.  Every  person  who  shall 
obtain  such  license  to  sell  at  retail  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
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liquors,  or  any  of  them,  at  any  place  in  this  State,  or  under 
any  of  the  laws  of  this  State  authorizing  the  issue  of  such 
license,  shall  at  the  time  it  is  granted,  enter  into  a  bond  in 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  with  good  surety,  payable  to 
the  Commonw^ealth  of  Kentucky,  to  be  approved  by  the 
county  court,  or  by  the  officers  having  the  authority  to  issue 
such  a  license,  conditioned  upon  a  compliance  with  the  law 
in  substance  as  follows : 

^'Whereas,  A.  B.  has  been  granted  a  license  to  sell 

spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  at  retail  at  , 

in   county;  Now,  we,  A.  B.  principal  and  C. 

D.  his  surety,  do  hereby  covenant  to  and  with  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky,  that  the  said  A.  B.  will  not  sell  or 
otherwise  dispose  of,  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors, 
or  any  of  them,  on  Sunday,  or  on  any  other  day  forbidden  b}' 
law,  and  that  he  will  conduct  an  orderly,  law-abiding  busi- 
ness and  will  not  suffer  any  gaming,  scandalous  or  disorderly 
conduct  in  his  place  or  on  his  premises. 

The  said  bond  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  upon  the  first  conviction  of  a  violation  of  any 
of  the  terms  of  the  same  and  the  court  shall  so  adjudge.  The 
amount  of  the  bond  thus  forfeited  shall  be  recovered  as  in  the 
case  of  any  other  bond  forfeited  to  the  Commonwealth.  If 
any  person  holding  a  license  to  retail  spirituous,  vinous  or 
malt  liquors,  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and 
any  citizen  of  the  county  shall  make  affidavit  showing  such 
violation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commonwealth  Attor- 
ney, immediately  on  receiving  said  affidavit,  to  file  a  petition 
•  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  in  t]ie  circuit  court  of  the 
county  for  a  forfeiture  of  the  bond  herein  provided  for,  and 
in  the  event  he  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  file  said  petition,  any 
citizen,  residing  in  the  county  where  the  license  is  granted, 
may,  in  the  name  of  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Com- 
monwealth by  such  citizen  as  relator,  file  a  petition  in  the  cir-

cuit  court  of  the  county,  asking  that  the  bond  be  forfeited, 
which  suit  shall  be  tried  by  the  court  on  the  law  and  facts, 
and  the  Commonwealth  or  the  defendant  shall  have  the  right 
to  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  as  in  other  eases.  But, 
before  any  citizen  shall  be  permitted  to  file  any  such  action 
for  the  forfeiture  of  said  bond,  he  shall  be  required  to  file 
his  own  affidavit  and  the  affidavit  of  some  other  citizen  of 
said  county  that  the  provisions  of  tho  bond  have  been  vio- 
lated. The  act  of  any  agent,  or  any  person  acting  for  the 
person  to  whom  such  license  has  been  granted,  shall  be 
deemed  the  act  of  the  principal,  and  the  principal  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  the  acts  of  such  agents  the  same  as  if 
he  had  committed  such  acts  in  j)erson.  Upon  the  trial  of  any 
such  action  instituted  by  the  Commonwealth  Attorney,  or  by 
any  citizen  as  herein  provided,  if  the  evidence  discloses  that 
the  holder  of  any  such  license  has  been  guilty  of  any  such 
violation  of  this  act  or  of  any  other  law  as  to  the  sale  of 
liquor  on  Sunday,  the  court  shall  enter  judgiuent  forfeiting 
the  said  bond  to  the  Commonewalth  of  Kentucky.  In  the 
case  of  the  forfeiture  of  the  bond,  herein  provided  for,  when 
suit  shall  have  been  instituted  by  an  individual  the  cost  of 
such  proceedings  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  amount  collected  on 
such  bond,  and  the  remainder  thereof  shall  be  covered  into 
the  treasury  of  the  State,  county  and  municipality;  one-half 
thereof  to  be  paid  to  the  municipality;  one-fourth  thereof  to 
the  State  and  the  remainder  to  the  county.  In  the  event  of 
the  forfeiture  of  the  bond  of  a  person  licensed  to  sell  at  re- 
tail spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  such  person  shall  be  ineligible  to  transact  busi- 
ness under  the  said  license  until  he  shall  have  again  given 
bond  of  like  amount  and  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  re- 
quired in  this  act.  If  the  bond  of  any  person,  whose  bond 
has  been  forfeited  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
again  forfeited  for  a  second  violation  of  the  terms  of  his 
bond  through  proceedings  instituted  by  the  Commonwealth 
Attorney,  or  by  any  citizen  as  herein  provided,  the  court 
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shall  enter  judgment  forfeLting  the  license  of  sucli  person 
and  shall  certify  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  that  said 
license  has  been  revoked.  Any  person,  whose  license  has 
thus  been  forfeited,  shall  be  ineligible  to  again  hold  such 
license  under  the  authority  of  the  Conimomvealtli  of  Ken- 
tucky during  a  period  of  five  years;  and  any  licensee  for  the 
sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  under  the  autliority 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  who  shall  employ  in  the 
conduct  of  such  business  any  person  whose  license  has  thus 
been  forfeited,  during  the  period  of  his  ineligibility,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense.  In  suits 
to  forfeit  the  license  of  any  person  instituted  by  a  citizen  as 
herein  provided,  the  cost  of  the  suit  shall  be  adjudged  against 
the  licensee,  in  case  of  forfeiture,  and  the  amount  thereof 
may  be  recovered  from  him  and  his  sureties  upon  his  bond, 
by  a  motion  or  other  proceedings,  as  provided  by  law  for 
the  recovery  of  money  for  the  violation  of  any  official  bond ; 
and.  there  shall  be  taxed  as  cost  in  every  such  proceeding 
where  a  bond  or  license  has  been  forfeited,  a  reasonable  at- 
torney's fee  to  be  fixed  by  the  court,  which  shall  be  paid  as 
tlie  other  costs  of  the  suit. 

§  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  all  li- 
censes granted  before  it  takes  effect,  from  the  time  it  takes 
effect,  and  the  holders  of  said  licenses  shall  then  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this ,  act  as  to  taking  oath  and  executing 
bond  as  herein  required. 

§  3.  In  granting  a  license  for  the  sale  by  retail  of 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  of  them,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  tlie  county  court,  or  other  officer  authorized  by 
law  to  issue  such  license,  to  require  in  the  application  for 
such  license  the  exact  location,  by  street  and  number  of  the 
property  to  be  used  under  such  license,  if  granted,  together 
with  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the  property  at  the  time  of 
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the  issue  of  the  license;  and  also,  to  delimit  and  describe  in 
feet  and  inches  the  room  for  which  such  license  shall  be  valid, 
together  Avith  all  doors,  windows  and  other  apertures  thereto. 
The  sale  or  delivery  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or 
any  of  them,  at  or  in  any  place  or  places  other  than  the  room 
so  located,  delimited  and  described  shall  be  deemed  a  sale 
without  license  and  shall  be  so  adjudged  by  the  court,  but 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  license 
authorizing  the  sale  of  such  liquors  in  any  reputable  liotel  in 
this  State. 

^  4.  A  room  where  intoxicating  liquors  arc  sold  by  vir- 
tue of  license  issued  under  laws  of  this  State  for  selling 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be 
so  arranged,  either  with  window  or  glass  door,  as  that  the 
whole  of  said  room  may  be  in  view  from  the  street  or  high- 
way or  any  public  passway,  passing  such  room;  and  no 
blinds,  screens  or  other  obstructions  shall  be  arranged, 
erected  or  placed  so  as  to  prevent  the  entire  view^  of  said 
room  from  the  street,  or  highway  or  such  public  passway 
upon  which  the  same  is  situated  during  such  days  and  hours 
when  the  sale  of  such  liquors  is  prohibited  by  law.  Any  per- 
son violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  tined 
not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days; 
and,  in  case  of  conviction  for  the  second  offense,  the  court 
shall  provide  in  the  judgTQent  that  the  license  granted  to  such 
person  shall  be  forfeited,  and  such  person  shall  not  be 
granted  any  such  license  or  be  employed  in  the  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liquors  for  another  within  a  period  of  five  years. 

§  5.  All  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  cor- 
porations engaged  in  the  retail  of  spirituous,  vinous  and 
malt  liquors,  through  an  agent  or  agents,  or  any  person  act- 
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ing  for  or  in  behalf  of  such  corporation,  unless  specifically 
excepted  in  this  act. 

Mr.  Meyers  moved  that  the  session  of  today  be  extended 
until  the  matter  under  consideration  is  disposed  of. 

Said  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Meyers  moved  that  the  vote  by  which  the  session 
of  today  w^as  extended  be  reconsidered  and  that  said  motion 
lie  on  the  table. 

Said  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Hutchcraft  offered  the  following  amendment  to 
House  Bill  158  by  w^ay  of  substitute  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Asscmhhj  of  the  Common- 
ivealth  of  Kcntnchy : 

§  1.  Tliat  section  4203,  Kentucky  Statutes,  be  amended 
and  re-enacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

All  license  mentioned  in  this  article,  except  license  to  sell 
by  retail  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  shall  be  granted 
by  the  county  clerk,  except  as  otherwise  specifically  provided 
for;  and  all  license  to  sell  by  retail  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
liquors  shall  be  granted  by  the  county  court,  unless  specifi- 
call}'  provided  for  in  corporations  under  municipal  charter 
or  amendments  thereto,  but  neither  the  county  court  nor  such 
other  officials,  as  are  authorized  under  law  to  grant  such 
license,  shall  grant  a  license  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
liquors  until  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  by  posting  a  writ- 
ten or  printed  notice  at  the  door  of  the  court  house,  or  city 
hall,  or  municipal  building,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  at  four 
other  public  places  in  the  neighborhood  where  the  liquor  is 
to  be  sold;  and,  if  the  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  the 
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neigliborhood  shall  protest  against  the  application,  it  shall 
be  refused.  The  county  court,  or  such  other  officers  as  are 
authorized  b^^^  law  to  issue  such  license,  in  each  instance  shall 
determine  what  constitutes  the  neighborhood;  nor  shall  any 
such  license  be  granted  to  any  person  of  bad  character,  or 
who  does  not  keep  an  orderly,  law-abiding  house;  nor  until 
such  person  to  whom  a  license  is  granted  shall  take  an  oath 
in  open  court,  or  before  the  officers  having  power  to  grant 
such  license,  that  he  w^ill  in  good  faith  conduct  an  orderly, 
law-abiding  business,  which  shall  in  substance  be  as  follows : 

Whereas,  A.  B.  has  been  granted  a  license  to  sell 

spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  at  retail  at  , 

in  county:  Now,  I,  A.  B.,  do  hereby  covenant 

to  and  with  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  that  I  will  not 
sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
liquors,  or  any  of  them,  on  Sunday,  or  on  any  other  day  for- 
bidden by  law,  and  tliat  I  will  conduct  an  orderly,  law^-abid- 
ing  business  and  will  not  suffer  any  gaming,  scandalous  or 
disorderly  conduct  in  my  place  or  on  my  premises." 

If  any  person  holding  a  license  to  retail  spirituous,  vin- 
ous or  malt  liquors,  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  his  declara- 
tion taken  on  oath  at  the  time  such  license  is  granted,  or  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  or  any  other  act  pro- 
hibiting the  sale  of  such  liquors  on  Sunday  or  at  other  times, 
and  any  citizen  of  the  county  shall  make  affidavit  showing- 
such  violation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commonwealth's 
Attorney  immediately  on  receiving  said  affidavit  to  file  a 
petition  in  equity  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the 
circuit  court  of  the  county  praying  a  forfeiture  of  the  license 
herein  provided  for,  and  in  the  event  he  shall  fail  or  refuse 
to  file  such  petition  any  citizen  residing  in  the  county  where 
the  license  is  granted  may  in  the  name  of  and  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  Commonwealth  by  such  citizen  as  relator, 
file  a  petition  in  equity  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  county 
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asking  that  the  license  he  forfeited,  which  suit  shall  be  tried 
by  the  court  as  other  equity  cases,  and  the  Commonwealth 
or  the  defendant  shall  Iiave  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  Court 
of  Appeals  as  in  other  equity  cases.  But  before  any  citizen 
shall  be  permitted  to  file  any  such  action  for  the  forfeiture 
of  such  license  he  shall  be  required  to  file  his  own  affidavit 
and  the  affidavit  of  some  other  citizen  of  said  county  that 
the  provisions  of  the  law^  as  above  indicated  have  been  vio- 
lated. The  act  of  any  agent  or  any  person  acting  for  the 
person  to  whom  such  license  has  been  granted,  shall  be 
deemed  the  act  of  the  principal  and  the  principal  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  the  acts  of  such  agent  the  same  as  if 
he  had  committed  such  acts  in  person.  Upon  the  trial  of 
any  such  action  instituted  by  the  Commonwealth's  Attorney 
or  by  any  citizen  as  herein  provided,  if  the  evidence  discloses 
that  the  holder  of  any  such  license  has  been  guilty  of  any 
such  violation  of  this  act  or  of  any  other  law  as  to  the  sale 
of  liquor  on  Sunday,  for  the  first  offense  the  court  shall  enter 
judgment  forfeiting  the  license  issued  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  through  the  county  court  or  county  clerk.  After 
judgment  for  the  first  offense  has  been  entered  as  herein 
provided  against  the  defendant,  if  he  again  violates  the  law 
as  indicated  above,  he  shall  in  like  manner  be  proceeded 
against,  and  if  it  again  be  adjudged  that  he  has  violated  the 
law  judgment  shall  be  entered  forfeiting  the  license  issued 
by  the  Commonwealth  as  aforesaid  and  by  the  municipality. 
If  after  a  second  conivction  he  again  violates  the  law,  he  shall 
in  like  manner  as  for  the  first  two  offenses  be  proceeded 
against,  and  if  judgment  is  for  the  third  time  entered  against 
him  all  license  issued  or  held  by  him  shall  be  forfeited  and 
no  license  shall  thereafter  be  granted  or  transferred  to  him 
for  a  period  of  one  year,  and  no  such  license  shall  be  granted 
or  transferred  to  any  person  authorizing  such  person  to 
transact  or  carry  on  such  business  in  the  building  occupied 
by  the  defendant  at  the  time  judgment  for  the  tliird  offense 
was  entered  against  him  for  a  period  of  one  year  thereafter. 
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In  suits  to  forfeit  the  license  of  imy  person  instituted  by  a 
citizen  as  herein  provided,  tlie  cost  of  the  suit  shall  be 
against  the  licensee  in  case  of  forfeiture,  and  the  amount 
thereof  may  be  recovered  from  him  by  a  motion  or  other  pro-  - 
ceedings  as  in  otlier  cases,  and  there  shall  be  included,  as 
a  part  of  the  cost  a  reasonable  attorney's  fee  to  be  fixed  by 
the  court  which  shall  be  paid  as  other  costs  of  the  suit. 

§  2.  In  granting  a  license  for  the  sale  by  retail  of 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  lic^uors,  or  any  of  them,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  count}^  court  or  other  officer  authorized  by 
law  to  issue  such  license,  to  require  in  the  application  for 
such  license  the  exact  location  by  street  and  number  of  the 
property  to  be  used  under  such  license,  if  granted,  together 
with  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the  property  at  the  time  of 
the  issue  of  the  license ;  and  also  to  delimit  and  describe  the 
premises  for  which  such  license  shall  be  valid,  together  with 
all  doors,  windows  and  other  apertures  thereto.  The  sale 
of  any  such  liquors  in  any  other  place  than  the  premises  so 
delimited  and  described  shall  be  deemed  a  sale  without  li- 
cense, and  no  licensee  shall  maintain  any  private  sitting 
room,  bed-room  or  other  room  where  such  liquors  are  served, 
and  any  delivery  of  such  licjuors  to  any  such  room  or  rooms 
shall  be  deemed  a  sale  without  license,  but  this  provision  as 
to  rooms  shall  not  apply  to  reputable  liotels  maintaining  a 
bar  where  such  liquors  are  sold. 

§  3.  A  room  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold  by 
virtue  of  license  issued  under  laws  of  this  State  for  selling 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be 
so  arranged  either  with  window  or  glass  doors  as  that  the 
whole  of  said  room  may  be  in  view  from  the  street  or  high- 
way or  any  public  passway,  hall  or  means  of  approach  pass- 
ing such  room,  and  no  blinds,  screens  or  other  obstructions 
shall  be  arranged,  erected  or  placed  so  as  to  prevent  the  en- 
tire view  of  said  room  from  the  street  or  liigliway  or  such 
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public  passway,  hall  or  means  of  approach  upon  which  the 
same  is  situated  during  such  days  and  hours  when  the  sale 
of  such  liquors  is  prohibited  by  law.  Any  person  violating 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned 
in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days ;  and  in  case  of 
conviction  for  the  second  offense  the  court  shall  provide  in 
the  judgment  that  the  license  granted  to  such  person  shall 
be  forfeited,  and  such  person  shall  not  be  granted  any  such 
license  within  a  period  of  one  year. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  mayor,  chief  of 
police  or  the  officer  performing  the  duties  of  chief  of  police 
by  whatever  title  he  may  be  known,  the  county  attorney  or 
Commonw^ealth's  Attorney  to  enforce  within  their  jurisdic- 
tion the  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to  the  sale  of  spirit- 
uous, vinous  and  malt  liquors,  or  any  of  them,  as  such  laws 
relate  to  prohibiting  the  sale  of  such  liquors  on  Sunday  or 
any  other  day  on  which  said  sales  are  prohibited  by  law,  and 
if  said  officers  shall  fail  to  perform  their  duty  in  this  respect 
they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  for  which  they 
or  either  of  them  may  be  prosecuted  by  indictment  or  penal 
action  and,  upon  conviction,  may  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  to 
exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  and  such  conviction  shall  oper- 
ate as  a  forfeiture  of  office  and  the  judgment  shall  so  declare. 
When  any  of  such  officers  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  perform  his 
or  their  duty  in  this  respect,  upon  the  petition  of  not  less  than 
five  reputable  resident  citizens  of  the  county,  which  petition 
shall  state  the  time  of  such  violation,  the  place  at  which  the 
offense  occurred  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  person  or 
persons  violating  this  act,  which  petition  shall  be  duly  veri- 
fied before  some  person  authorized  to  administer  an  oath  by 
the  persons  offering  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county 
or  Commonwealth's  Attorney  to  institute  prosecution  or 
penal  action  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  law  against 
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such  officer  as  may  violate  same;  or  the  coimty  attorney  or 
Commonwealth's  Attorney  may  institute  such  prosecution 
or  penal  action  upon  his  own  knowledge  or  information.  In 
the  event  the  Commonwealth's  and  county  attorneys  fail  or 
refuse  to  institute  such  prosecution  or  penal  action  after  hav- 
ing been  petitioned  so  to  do,  and  this  fact  shall  be  made  known 
to  the  Governor  by  written  petition  verified  as  aforesaid  by 
three  or  more  reputable  citizens  of  the  county,  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  State,  at  the  instance  of  the  Governor,  shall 
institute  such  prosecution  or  penal  action  against  such  ofii- 
cials  so  failing  to  discharge  their  duty,  and  v/hen  so  directed 
by  the  Governor,  the  Attorney  General  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  institute  such  proceeding  or  proceedings 
and  prosecute  the  same  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the 
same  authority  as  the  Commonwealth's  or  county  attorney 
may  have  to  prosecute  such  actions  under  the  law,  and  in  all 
such  prosecutions  or  proceedings  the  Commonwealth  or  the 
defendant  shall  be  entitled  to  a  change  of  venue  as  in  other 
cases.  Any  petitioner  making  a  false  affidavit  in  order  to 
cause  a  prosecution  or  penal  action  to  be  instituted  against 
any  person  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  false  swearing  and  if  such  prosecution  is  instituted 
by  reason  of  such  petition  those  filing  the  petition  shall  be 
subjected  to  an  action  for  malicious  prosecution  if  they  acted 
without  probable  cause. 

§  5.  In  as  much  as  the  Sunday  closing  law  is  violated  in 
this  State,  and  in  as  much  as  the  public  demands  that  said  law 
be  enforced,  and  in  as  much  as  it  is  the  intention  of  this  act 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  such  law,  an  emergency  is  de- 
clared to  exist  and  this  law  sliall  take  effect  upon  its  passage 
and  approval  by  the  Governor. 

§  6.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  arc 
hereby  repealed.

Whereas,  the  State  of  Kentucky  is  the  owner  of  a  lot  in 
the  town  of  Rollington,  Oldham  county,  Kentucky,  used  by 
the  Kentucky  Confederate  Home,  containing  two  and  one- 
half  (2%)  acres,  and  Jennie  Gentry  is  the  owner  of  a  tract 
of  ground  containing  six  (6)  acres,  adjoining  the  above  lot; 
and. 

Whereas,  there  belonged  to  said  lot  of  ground  so  used 
by  the  Kentucky  Confederate  Home  a  passway  twenty  feet 
wide  on  the  south  side  of  said  Gentry's  property,  running 
from  the  said  lot  to  the  Pewee  Valley  road,  and  w^hich  pass- 
way  has  never  been  used  for  egress  in  the  said  lot  of  21/2  acres 
on  account  of  said  lot  fronting  the  main  Rollington  road; 
and, 
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Whereas,  said  Jennie  Gentry  proposes  to  exchange  for 
said  unused  passway,  twenty  feet  of  her  ground  on  the  north 
side  of  said  2i/>  acre  tract,  which  said  exchange  would  be 
beneficial  to  both  parties,  all  of  which  is  shown  by  a  plan 
hereto  attached.  Now,  therefore. 

Be  it  resolved  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky: 

That  the  Governor  and  the  President  of  the  Kentucky 
Confederate  Home  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
make  exchange,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
of  the  Kentucky  Confederate  Home,  of  said  passway  or  strip 
of  land  twenty  feet  wide  to  said  Jennie  Gentry  upon  con- 
sideration of  said  Gentry's  conveyance  to  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky of  a  strip  of  ground  twenty  feet  wide  on  the  north  side 
of  said  2%  acre  tract  above  described. 

Ordered  that  said  resolution  lie  on  the  Clerk's  desk.

The  House  then  took  up  for  consideration  a  bill  of  the 
following  title,  viz. : 

H.  B.  289.  An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  agricultural 
and  other  seeds. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows,  viz.: 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  agricultural  seeds  are 
defined  as  seeds  of  red  clover,  white  clover,  alsike  clover, 
crimson  clover,  Japan  clover,  sweet  clover,  alfalfa,  Canada 
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field  peas,  cow-peas,  soy  beans,  vetches,  Kentucky  blue-grass, 
Canada  blue-grass,  meadow  fescue  (Festuca  pratensis  and 
festuca  elatior),  sheep  fescue,  brome  (awnless)  grass, 
orchard  grass,  sweet  vernal  grass,  meadow  soft  grass  (Hol- 
cus  lanatus),  rye  grasses,  tall  oat  grass,  red-top,  timothy, 
Bermuda  grass,  millet,  field  corn,  wheat,  rye,  barley,  oats, 
Kaffir  corn,  sorghum,  Sudan  grass,  broom  corn,  buckwheat, 
flax,  hemp  and  rape,  which  are  to  be  used  for  sowing  or  seed- 
ing purposes. 

§  2.  Every  lot  of  agricultural  seeds  as  defined  in  section 
1  of  this  act  which  is  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  within  this 
State  in  lots  of  one  pound  or  more  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
plainly  Avritten  or  printed  statement  in  the  English  language, 
stating : 

a.  The  name  of  the  seeds. 

b.  The  name  and  address  of  the  person  or  persons 
offering  the  seeds  for  sale. 

c.  The  approximate  percentage  by  weight  of  purity  or 
freedom  from  foreign  matter,  or  from  other  seeds. 

d.  The  approximate  percentage  by  weight  of  the  differ- 
ent species  of  foreign  seeds,  vrhen  sold  as  mixtures  and  so 
labeled. 

e.  The  approximate  percentage  of  germination  as 
shown  by  laboratory  tests. 

§  3.  The  seeds  of  quack  grass  (Agropyron  repens), 
Canada  thistle  (Cnicus  arvensis),  clover  and  alfalfa  dodder 
(Cuscuta  epithymum),  field  dodder  (Cr.scuta  arvensis),  sour 
dock  (Rumex  acetosella),  broom-rape  (Orobanclie  ramosa), 
corn  cockle  (Agrostemma  githago)   and  the  bulbs  of  wild 
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onion  (Allium  vineale),  are  hereby  defined  as  noxious  weed 
seeds  and  bulbs.  No  person  shall  sell,  offer  or  expose  for  sale 
within  this  State  for  seeding  purposes  any  agricultural  seeds 
defined  in  section  1  of  this  act  containing  a  greater  amount 
or  proportion  than  one  seed,  or  bulb,  of  any  or  all  of  these 
prohibited  weeds  to  2,000  seeds  of  the  variety  offered  or  ex- 
posed for  sale. 

§  4.  The  percentage  of  purity  required  under  section 
2  of  this  act  shall  be  based  upon  a  test  or  analysis  conducted 
either  by  the  entomologist  and  botanist  of  the  Kentucky 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  or  his  assistants,  or  by  the 
vendor  of  the  seeds,  or  his  agents ;  provided,  that  such  tests 
or  analyses  made  by  the  vendor,  or  his  agents,  shall  conform 
to  the  regulations  and  methods  of  testing  used  by  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Official  Seed  Analysts,  and  shall  be  subject  to  re- 
test  by  the  experiment  station. 

§  5.  No  person  shall  sell,  expose,  offer  for  sale,  or  have 
on  his  premises  for  sale,  garden  seeds  or  flower  seeds  in 
sealed  packets  unless  each  of  same  is  plainly  marked  in  18- 
point  black  type  with  the  year  in  which  the  packet  w^as  filled, 
and  with  the  approximate  percentage  of  germination. 

§  6.  Whoever  buys,  or  sells,  seeds  for  use  in  this  State 
for  seeding  purposes  may  submit  fair  samples  of  such  seeds 
to  the  Kentucky  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  for  exami- 
2iation  and  test  of  purity  and  of  viability,  and  the  entomolo- 
gist and  botanist,  or  his  assistants,  shall  make  such  examina- 
tions and  tests  for  residents  free  of  charge  and  report 
thereon  promptly  to  the  sender.  In  case  of  a  non-resident  of 
Kentucky,  for  the  test  of  purity  a  fee  of  one  dollar  shall  be 
paid  in  advance  and  for  a  test  of  viability  a  further  fee  of 
two  dollars  shall  be  paid  in  advance,  to  the  director  of  the 
station.    All  moneys  received  from  such  fees  shall  be  paid 
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over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  control  of  said  station, 
to  be  used  in  defraying  the  exjjenses  of  seed  analyses. 

§  7.  Authorized  officers  of  the  Kentucky  Experiment 
Station  may  take  for  analyses,  a  sample  from  any  lot  of 
agricultural  seeds  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  not  exceeding 
four  ounces  in  weight;  provided,  that  sai-d  sample  shall  be 
drawn  or  taken  in  the  presence  of  the  vendor  or  parties  in 
interest,  or  his  or  their  agents  or  representatives,  and  shall 
be  taken  from  a  parcel,  lot  or  number  of  parcels,  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the  whole  lot  inspected,  and 
shall  be  thoroughly  mixed.  Said  samples  may  be  taken  in 
the  presence  of  two  disinterested  witnesses  if  the  vendor  or 
party  in  interest^fails  or  refuses  to  be  present  when  notified. 

§  8.    The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to : 

a.  Any  person  selling  agricultural  seeds  direct  to  seed 
merchants,  or  shipping  to  a  general  market  to  be  cleaned,  or 
graded,  before  being  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  for  seeding 
purposes. 

b.  Agricultural  seeds  marked  ^'Not  clean"  which  are 
held  in  storage  for  the  purpose  of  being  cleaned. 

§  9.  Whoever  offers  or  exposes  for  sale  within  this  State 
any  seeds  not  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
whoever  shall  prevent  authorized  officers  of  the  said  experi- 
ment station  from  inspecting  seeds  and  collecting  samples  as 
provided  in  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars;  provided,  however,  that  no 
prosecution  for  the  first  offense  shall  be  instituted  until  after 
a  hearing  before  the  director  of  the  experiment  station  has 
been  granted  in  the  following  manner:  When  the  said  direc- 
tor becomes  cognizant  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
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visions  of  this  act  lie  shall  cause  notice  of  such  fact,  together 
with  a  copy  of  the  findings,  to  be  given  to  the  party  or  part- 
ies concerned,  including  those  from  whom  the  sample  was 
obtained.  The  parties  so  notified  shall  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard  under  such  rules  ajid  regTilations  as  may 
be  prescribed.  Notices  shall  specify  the  date,  hour  and  place 
of  hearing.  The  hearing  shall  be  private,  and  the  parties 
interested  therein  may  appear  in  person  or  by  attornej^ 

Whenever  any  agricultural  seeds  are  found  to  have  been 
sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  violation  of  this  act,  the  director 
of  the  experiment  station  shall  certify  the  facts  to  the  Com- 
monwealth's attorney  of  the  district,  or  to  the  county  attor- 
ney, or  the  city  attorney  of  any  city  or  town  in  which  said 
seeds  were  found,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  results  of 
the  analysis  duly  authenticated  by  the  analyst  under  oath 
made  before  an  officer  authorized  by  the  Conmionwealth  to 
administer  an  oath.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Common- 
wealth's attorney  or  city  attorney  to  whom  the  director  of 
said  station  reports  any  violation  of  this  act  to  cause  pro- 
ceedings to  be  commenced  against  the  party  so  violating  the 
act  and  tlie  same  shall  be  prosecuted  in  the  manner  ]ore- 
scribed  by  law. 

§  10.  No  penalty  or  liability  under  this  law  shall  be 
applicable  to  any  seller  of  seeds  unless  prosecution  be  based 
upon  samples  taken  by  autliorized  officers  of  the  Kentucky 
Experiment  Station. 

§  11.  The  results  of  all  analyses  and  tests  of  seeds 
made  by  the  entomologist  and  botanist  and  his  assistants 
may  at  his  discretion  be  xmblished  in  bulletins  to  be  issued 
by  the  station. 

§  12.  The  words  "persons,"  "vendors,"  and  "who- 
ever," as  used  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  import  both 
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plural  and  singular,  as  the  case  demands,  and  shall  include 
corporations,  companies  and  associations. 

§  13.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  seed  law  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  1904,  entitled  ^^An  Act  to  pre- 
vent the  adulteration,  mixing  and  misbranding  of  orchard 
grass  seed  and  other  seeds  and  fixing  a  punishment  there- 
for," and  its  amendment  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  1906,  together  with  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  con- 
flict Avitli  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  sis  months  after  its  pas- 
sage and  approval  by  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth.

viz. : 

Amend  House  Bill  289  by  striking  out  section  8. 

Said  amendment  was  disagreed  to.

By  Mr.  Duffy,  of  the  Committee  on  Compensation  for 
Industrial  Injuries : 

S.  B.  40.  An  act  to  provide  an  elective  system  of 
workmen's  compensation  for  industrial  accidents,  prescrib- 
ing the  manner  of  election  and  the  rights  and  liabilities  of 
employers,  employes  and  third  parties ;  making  provision  for 
inedical  and  surgical  care  of  injured  employes ;  establishing 
rates  of  compensation  for  personal  injuries  or  death;  pro- 
viding methods  of  insuring  and  securing  the  payments  of  such 
compensation;  making  minors  sui  juris  for  certain  purposes; 
creating  a  board  to  administer  this  act,  prescribing  the  du- 
ties, powers  and  rights  thereof  and  imposing  a  tax  upon  in- 
surance premiums,  also  a  tax  upon  em.ployers  who  carry  their 
own  risk  for  the  maintenance  of  such  board,  and  providing  a

Said  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Harvey  was  then  adopted. 

Mr.  Murphy,  of  the  Committee  on  Enrollments,  report- 
ed that  they  had  examined  and  found  correctly  enrolled,  a 
joint  resolution  of  the  following  title,  viz. : 

H.  Ees.  5.  Eesolution  directing  Auditor  of  Public  Ac- 
comits  to  refund  certain  money  due  saloon-keepers  who  have 
paid  State  licenses  in  excess  of  the  period  they  were  allowed 
to  sell. 

Whereupon  all  other  business  was  suspended,  said  reso- 
lution was  read  at  length  and  compared  in  open  House,  and 
was  found  to  be  correctly  enrolled. 

Thereupon  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives 
in  open  session  in  the  presence  of  the  House  affixed  his  signa- 
ture to  said  resolution. 

Ordered,  that  the  Enrolling  Clerk  deliver  said  resolution 
to  the  Senate. 

After  a  time  the  Enrolling  Clerk  delivered  the  original 
and  enrolled  resolution  which  originated  in  the  House  to  the 
Clerk. 
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Ordered,  that  the  Chief  Clerk  deliver  the  enrolled  reso- 
lution which  originated  in  the  House  and  which  has  been 
signed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  House  and  Senate  to 
the  Governor. 

After  a  time  the  Chief  Clerk  reported  that  he  had  per- 
formed that  duty. 

Mr.  Gardner,  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  which 
the  same  had  been  recommitted,  with  leave  to  report  at  any 
time,  reported  a  bill  of  the  following  title,  viz. : 

H.  B.  86.  An  act  to  regulate  the  running  at  large  of 
cattle  and  prescribing  penalties  and  regulations  against  cat- 
tle entering  the  grounds  of  another  from  a  public  highway. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
tvealth  of  Kentiicky: 

§  1.  If  any  cattle  shall  enter  into  any  grounds  of  a  per- 
son other  than  the  owner  from  a  public  highway  or  thorough- 
fare over  or  through  a  fence,  the  owner  or  m.anager  of  such 
cattle  shall  be  liable  to  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such  ground 
for  all  damages  done  by  such  cattle  to  his  fence,  trees,  grass, 
grain,  crops,  cattle,  or  land,  as  he  may  have  sustained  thereby. 

§  2.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grounds  into  which 
cattle  shall  enter  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  act,  shall 
have  a  lien  upon  all  cattle  for  all  damages  done  by  such  cat- 
tle to  his  fence,  trees,  grass,  grain,  crops,  cattle  and  land, 
and  he  may  take  up  and  impound  such  cattle  until  such  time 
as  the  owner  or  manager  of  said  cattle  shall  pay  him  in  full 
all  such  damages  together  with  the  cost  of  taking  up  and 
keeping  said  cattle. 
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If  the  name  of  the  owner  or  manager  of  the  cattle  taken 
up  and  impounded  is  known  to  the  person  taking  up  and  im- 
pounding the  same  he  shall  at  once  give  notice  in  writing  to 
the  owner  thereof  of  the  fact  that  he  has  taken  up  and  im- 
pounded such  cattle,  and  of  the  amount  of  damages  claimed 
by  him,  and  the  cost  of  taking  up,  impounding  and  keeping 
the  same,  whereupon,  if  the  owner  or  manager  of  said  cattle 
shall  at  once  pay  said  sum  so  claimed  by  the  taker  up  or  im- 
pounder of  said  cattle  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  possession 
of  the  same. 

In  the  event  the  owner  or  manager  of  such  cattle  shall 
not  at  once  pay  the  damage  and  the  cost  of  taking  up  and 
impounding  the  same,  the  taker  up  of  the  same  shall  within 
48  hours  report  in  writing  the  fact  of  the  taking  up  and  im- 
pounding of  such  cattle  by  him  to  the  nearest  justice  of  the 
peace  or  the  judge  of  the  quarterly  court  together  with  a  de- 
scription of  the  stock  and  the  name  of  the  owner,  if  known, 
or  if  the  name  of  the  owner  be  unknown,  this  fact  shall  be 
stated,  together  with  the  time  and  place  when  said  cattle 
were  by  him  taken  up,  which  report  shall  be  by  him  sworn 
to. 

§  3.  When  the  report  filed  discloses  the  name  of  the 
owner  the  court  before  which  the  same  shall  be  filed  shall  is- 
sue summons  against  the  owner  of  such  stock  returnable  not 
less  than  five  days  nor  more  than  ten  days  to  show  cause  why 
damages  shall  not  be  assessed  against  said  stock  and  the  cost 
of  impounding  and  keeping  the  same,  and  the  same  sold  and 
the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  same  applied  to  the 
satisfaction  of  such  demand,  and  the  court  shall  always  be 
open  for  the  trial  of  cases  arising  under  this  act,  which,  ex- 
cept as  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  shall  be  regulated  by 
the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Code. 

^  4.    When  the  name  of  the  owner  of  any  cattle  taken 
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up  is  not  known,  no  summons  shall  be  issued,  but  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  justice  or  quarterly  court  judge  to  docket  the 
proceeding  as  against  the  stock  and  post  a  notice  at  the  court- 
house door,  at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  in  which  the  stock 
shall  have  been  taken  up,  in  front  of  the  residence  of  the  par- 
ty taking  the  same  up,  and  in  two  other  public  places  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  residence  of  the  taker  up  of  said  stock,  de- 
scribing said  stock,  when  and  by  whom  taken  up  and  requir- 
ing the  owner  to  appear  before  the  judge  of  said  court  at  a 
tim^e  specified  in  said  notice,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
twenty  days  to  show  cause,  if  any  he  can,  why  the  stock  shall 
not  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the  payment  of  the 
damages  of  the  taker  up  together  with  the  cost  of  impound- 
ing and  selling  the  same. 

§  5.  The  owner  of  any  stock  taken  up  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  after  being  summoned  or  notified  as  pro- 
vided herein,  shall  have  the  right  to  appear  and  demand  a 
trial,  which  shall  be  had  as  in  other  civil  proceedings,  and 
judgment  shall  be  entered  in  accordance  with  the  result  of 
the  trial;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  the  taker  up 
of  said  stock  is  as  a  result  of  the  trial  awarded  a  judgment 
against  the  owner  of  said  stock  or  against  said  stock,  he  shall 
be  adjudged  a  lien  on  the  said  stock  to  satisfy  such  judgment 
as  may  be  rendered  in  his  favor  together  with  the  costs  of 
said  proceeding  and  the  cost  of  taking  up  and  impounding 
the  same,  and  the  same  shall  be  by  said  court  ordered  sold 
by  the  constable  or  sheriff  upon  the  same  terms  and  in  the 
same  way  as  sales  of  personal  property  under  execution,  and 
such  judgment  shall  direct  that  a  sufficiency  of  the  proceeds 
arising  from  the  sale  of  said  property  be  applied  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  such  judgment  and  the  remainder  if  any  shall 
be  paid  to  the  owner  of  said  cattle,  if  known,  and  if  not  known, 
to  be  paid  into  court  and  held  subject  to  the  demand  of  the 
owner  of  the  same. 
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§  6.  The  taker  up  of  cattle  under  this  act  shall  be  al- 
lowed the  following"  fees : 

For  taking  up  a  horse,  mule,  ass,  bull,  cow,  calf,  or  ox, 
fifty  cents  per  head,  and  for  each  sheep,  hog,  or  goat,  twenty- 
five  cents  per  head,  and  shall  be  allowed  thirty-five  cents  per 
day  for  each  that  he  shall  keep  and  care  for  each  horse,  mule, 
ass,  bull,  cow,  calf,  or  ox,  and  fifteen  cents  per  day  for  each 
day  that  he  shall  keep  and  care  for  each  sheep,  hog,  or  goat, 
the  same  to  constitute  a  lien  upon  such  stock  and  the  pro- 
ceeds arising  from  the  sale  of  the  same  and  to  be  taxed  as 
a.  part  of  the  cost  incident  to  the  keeping  and  sale  of  the  same. 

§  7.  The  word  ' 'fence ^'  as  used  in  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  mean  any  means  whatever  adopted  or  in  use  for 
the  purpose  of  enclosing  grounds. 

§  8.  The  w^ord  cattle"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  include  horse,  mule,  ass,  sheep,  hog,  or  goat,  of  any 
age  or  sex,  bull,  cow,  heifer,  calf,  or  ox. 

§  9.  The  word  ''impound"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  the  keeping  and  confining  of  cattle  taken 
up  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  the  taker  up  thereof, 
in  a  barn,  stable,  pen,  enclosed  lot,  or  field,  in  his  possession 
or  under  his  control. 

§  10.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

The  validity  of  this  act  is  rested  upon  the  following: 
Armstrong  v.  Brown,  et  al.,  and  Wright  v.  Clark,  et  al.,  160 
Ky.,  81  (50  S.  W.  Rep.,  17.) 

Note  to  the  above  case  in  90  American  St.  Rep.,  page  211, 
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which  contains  reference  to  and  comment  upon  the  authori- 
ties authorizing  such  proceedings  as  provided  for  in  this  act.

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Amend  Bill  86,  Section  2,  line  3,  insert  ^' lawful^'  before 
the  word  fence. 

Amend  by  striking  out  Section  7. 

Said  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  offered  the  following: 
amendment  to  said  bill,  viz. : 

Amend  by  striking  out  Section  7,  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following : 

The  word  fence  as  used  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to- 
mean  such  fences  as  are  in  common  use  for  the  purpose  of 
enclosing  ground  against  stock. 

By  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  House  the  above  amend- 
ment was  withdrawn. 

Ordered,  that  said  bill  be  read  the  third  time. 

The  Constitutional  provision  as  to  the  third  reading  of 
said  bill  at  length  being  dispensed  with,  said  bill  was  read 
the  third  time  by  its  title  and  was  refused.

submitted  to  the  people  for  their  approval  or  rejection  at 
any  election  shall  make  out  a  statement  in  the  same  manner 
and  form  as  that  provided  for  the  candidate  in  this  act,  and 
it  shall  be  verified  by  the  chairman  or  secretary  of  the  cam- 
paign committee  or  person  acting  in  the  capacity  of  chair- 
man or  secretary  of  such  committee,  and  said  statement  shall 
be  filed  with  the  same  officers  with  whom  the  candidates  are 
required  to  file  their  statement.

H.  B.  312.  An  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  Kentucky  Illit- 
eracy Commission,  appropriating  money  thereto  and  pro- 
viding a  census  of  adult  illiterates. 

Said  bill  reads  as  follows: 

Whereas,  the  latest  report  of  the  United  States  Census 
Bureau  shows  208,084  illiterate  men  and  women  in  the  State 
of  Kentucky,  and  the  Kentucky  Illiteracy  Commission  is  re- 
ducing that  number  and  attempting  to  confer  upon  all  the 
benefits  and  privileges  of  education;  and 

Whereas,  the  work  of  said  Commission  is  greatly  handi- 
capped by  lack  of  proper  support;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assernbly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky: 
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§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Kentucky 
Illiteracy  Commission  the  sum  of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars 
($20,000)  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  and  the 
sum  of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  ($20,000)  for  each  fiscal 
year  from  the  first  day  of  July,  1916,  to  June  30,  1920,  to  be 
paid  to  said  Commission  from  time  to  time  upon  warrants 
signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  thereof  drawn  upon 
the  Auditor  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer. 

§  2.  The  fund  thus  appropriated  shall  be  expended  for 
such  clerical  help,  county  field  agents  and  other  legitimate 
expenses  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  efficient  and  economic 
methods  of  teaching  illiterate  men  and  women.  Provided, 
however,  that  no  part  of  the  money  herein  appropriated  shall 
be  applied  or  be  used  to  pay  a  salary,  or  any  part  of  a  salary, 
to  any  member  of  the  Kentucky  Illiteracy  Commission. 

§  3.  The  Kentucky  Illiteracy  Commission,  to  enable  it 
to  expend  the  money  herein  appropriated  intelligently  and 
economically,  shall  have  taken  a  census  of  the  illiterates  of 
the  various  counties  of  the  State  whose  age  is  over  twenty 
years;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  school  trustees  of  the 
various  school  sub-districts  to  take  such  census  and  to  report 
it  to  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  their  respec- 
tive counties,  at  the  same  time  that  he  reports  the  census 
of  the  pupil  children  thereof,  and  he  shall  receive  the  same 
compensation  as  now  provided  by  law  that  he  receives  for 
listing  the  pupil  children.  That  the  County  Superintendent 
of  Schools  shall  report  such  census  of  illiterates  to  the  Ken- 
tucky Illiteracy  Commission  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  June 
of  each  year,  on  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Commission  for 
that  purpose. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  furnished  the  Commission  the  nec- 
essary printing  for  the  conduct  of  its  business  in  the  same

Resolved,  that  the  title  thereof  be  as  aforesaid. 

Mr.  Greene  moved  that  the  vote  by  which  said  bill  was 
passed  be  reconsidered  and  that  said  motion  lie  on  the  table.

Mr.  William  DutTy  moved  that  this  House  do  now 
adjourn. 

Said  motion  was  agreed  to.
